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SOME REMARKS ON THE LIFE AND CHARACTER OP OEN. 
DAVID COBB. DELIVERED AT THE TAUNTON LYCEUM, 
JULY 2d, 1880. 

[By the late Hon. Francis Batliks of Taunton, Mass.]* 

To proooQDce the enloginm of a man of worth, distingaished and 
honorable in public and private life, venerated by the people, and 
loved by his friends, is a work gratefnl to the heart — ^yet is also a 
task of infinite delicacy. If a portrait be presented in which a gene- 
ral resemblance is perceived — ^yet if it be caricatured into deformity, 
or embellished with beanties unknown to the original — all will dis- 
oorer a malignity of purpose, or a complimentary subserviency to the 
feelings of living friends, equally at war with truth. 

The poet Southey wrote a beautiful life of Horatio Nelson. He 
presented his subject as a hero, — lofty, magnanimous, generous, hu- 
mane, intrepid, disinterested and patriotic-*yet he shaided the pic- 
ture — and by relating truly, one horrible act of his life, the dazzling 
brightness of his splendid character was fearfully eclipsed. He laid 
open the terrible operation of the passions on a pure and noble 
heart, and for a moment exhibited the hero of the Nile as a tyrant 
sod a ruffian, — ^yet for disclosing a solitary dereliction, for directing 
the eye to one dark spot in a blaze of light, Southey was thought more 
bold than prudent, — more honest than wise — but had he withheld the 
disclosure, he would have falsified history, and lost all just title to 
public confidence. 

When it is the happy fortune of the writer to be able to present a 
politician without deceit, a statesman without ambition, a patriot 
without violence, and a warrior without ferocity — to exhibit the por- 
traitore of genius by a description of its efibrts and its excellencies, 
without being compelled to display the ravages of the passions — the 
unblemished page of such history, unstained with crime, will be 
unsullied with tears. 

The distinguished man of whom I am about to speak was not free 
from faults, but his faults left no stings of remorse, their fruits 
brought into this world neither present woe, nor future misery.

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Gen. David Cobb was born io this town* in the year 1148, His 
lineaj^fe was ancient and respectable. Hia ancestors were amongai 
our early settlers, and lived and died here. 

In one of our early catalognes of proprietorB and purchasers 
appears the name of John Cobb,* as early as 1656, One of his eons 
bore his name. He was married Jnne 13^ 1676, to Jane Wondward* 
One of hia sons bore the name of Morgan^ who married a Willis — he 
was the father of Thomas Cobb, a magistrate and legislator, born in 
1T05. Thomas Cobb was the father of the general. The mother of 
Geiieral Cobb was a Leonard, the daughter of James Leonard^ and 
the granddaughter of James Leonard, for many years a representa^ 
live of this town in the general court, who died in 1727» The last 
was the second son of James Leonard, the common ancestor of that 
family, who came to these parts in 1652. 

It is easy to see how iu the course of this descent he became con- 
nected by the ties of blood %vith the greater part of our inhabi* 
tantfl, and by what strong attachments he was bound to the spot 
' which gave him birth, and w hich was al^o the residence, birth-place, i 
home — and contained the graves of his kindred. 

He was a favorite of his father, who designing him for a liberal 
education, placed him early in life at school. Master Marsh, a cele- 
brated school master at Old Braintree (now Qnincy) prepared him 
for the college, to which he was admitted in the pummer of 1762, 
during the administration of President Holyoke, by whom he waa 
particularly regarded, and highly estimated, both for talent and 
moral worth. His chum or ronm-mate during bis college life was one 
who was afterwards a celebrated popular orator, the late Dr, Charlea] 
Jarvifl. He was graduated in 1766^ After leaving the university 
he commenced the study of medicine at Rnston, under the instruction 
of Dr. Perkins, a celebrated physician of that day. An induatrioua 
itudent, and pt)sse8sing a peculiar practical aptitude for several 
branches of i\m profession, when he left his instructor he was 
accomplished in his art ; knowing in its ancient lore and its modern 
improvements. His excellent education, native sagacity, and quick^J 
noHS ol mind enabled him in the outset of life to compete with ihoeot' 
1 whose ekill had been perfected by years of practice and long expe- 
'rience. H»s first essny was made at Boston under flattering circum- 
utanrc'S, and with hopeful prospects of success. 

Induce il by the anxious wishes of his father, he abandoned the no- 
ble field for the succesKful prosecution of the healing art which Boa* 
ton afl'orded, and returned to this county. 

While pursuing the profession in our village, and in the surround* 
ing country, the elementH of the revolution began to move — ardent 
and enthusiastic, it was not for him to resist the workings of that 
mighty spirit which agitated a nation. He brought i** the contro- 
versy the energies of youth, a deep knowledge of uur political rights,

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mihd tUl the enthusiasm of one conacions of nghi, and struggling for 
Ubertj. He was placed in the verj front rank of onr patriotic citi- 
aens. Though young, the eyes of the people were already turned to 
btm. Ho was one of those bold spirits who in a period of impending 
iliftA^ters and terrific perils, are called forth with their loudent voices 
iOine the place and the rank which in such days nought but the 
I talent can assume, and which then will be confided to none 
except to sach as can show the legitimate title. The bold-faced 
itnpiidence of the demagogue then quaib before the united force of 
taktot and of virtue. The pretenders and impostors disappear — 
d presQinptioQ and ignorance are no longer found in the high places 
society. 

The general coart which assembled in May, 1774, having been 
dissolved by General Gage, tljen the Royal Governor, another was 
summoned to meet in the October following, to which he was elected 
froiB ibis Town, as the culleagne of Robert Treat Paine, a signer of 
tl>e Dcctiirmtion of Independence* 

It w»« not for him, however, to be satisfied with the passive sup* 
f ic-h could be given to a good caose by the mere services of a 

c He sought for more active duties — he was impatient to 

Uie perils and the glory of the camp, and when the opposition 
milled die character of regular resistance on military principles, 
he iMomed the sword, and entered the army in 1777, as lieutenant- 
ooloo^i of a continental regiment, commanded by Coi. Henry Jack- 
mm* lo this regiment he encountered some hard service, particularly 
faw Jersey and on Rhode I gland, where he led what may be 
' % forlorn hope, to delay with 20 men the progress of a Hessian 

ot of cavalry, 
in activity and talent, and high military qualities, attracted the 
itaan of the commander-in-chief, whose peculiar excellence it was 
e rightly of the characters of men, and he was soon called to 
Im family as his aid. There he remained until the termination of 
the war, although he was appointed to the chief command of the regi- 
mmot in wljjch he had entered the service, and left the army a full 
Qolociel and a brigadier-general by brevet. 

Htt was with Washington during all his greater operations — and 
dnring many of the trying situations in which that great commander 
WAB placed. Ho was with him at the time of the treason of Arnold 
ihri capture of Cornwallis — and when the army maddened by neg- 
J, had resolved to turn their swords upon the congress, and 
ress their own wrongs. 
The coimcils in which he assisted were no petty caballings for the 
h\e purposes of faction and of office. They were the delibcra* 
\€vrm of patriots and of Iteroes devising schemes to emancipate a 
oation, and rescue miHions* 

They fought no battles on paper^ — they issued no swelling mani- 
ftmUtem — they applied themselves to their mighty tasks with the wis- 
dom of sages and the energies of demi-gods. Early in 1784, General 
Cobb returned to his home nnd resumed his profession. He had now 
lift* in M its varieties — in the city, In the country, and in the 
I — in the highest circles of faahicni, amt in the ohacurest recesses 
1e had been associated with the men of other countries — 
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tbe warriorfl of Frederick the Great whoee lives had Veen paseecl 
neatli tonts, and in marches, and battles, of the fiery-spirited Polande 
Btill wearing tlie eworda which they liad aimed at the bosom of Ihf 
king™but Blriviug here to sink the odiouB character of aeKassins ai 
regicides, and to take that of the champions of freedom. He was i " 
associate too of many of those remarkable men wbo^ io the eat 
dajB of the French revolution were placed at its head. 

He was not only the associate, but the intimate and coiifidentii 
fricDd of Washington, Green, Lincoln, Knox and Hamilton. 

By this extenaive acquaintance with every variety of the humi 
character, he had acquired a knowledge of motive»» and an insigfa _ 
into the means by which men might be infiuenccd — and be soon hadl 
occasion to call into use all the advantages of his experimental 
knowledge. 

Soon after his return from the army, he had received from Gover- 
xior Hancock an appointment to the bench of the court of rommon 
pleas, and was elected by the legislature to the office of major-; 
ral of the fifth division of tl»e Massachusetts militia— thus nnitiij _ 
bis person the chief civil and military functions of the county. 

A generation have arisen who know no other times than such as 
are peaceful, tranquil and linppy. They look around them, they see 
fair and cultivated fields — Ibe labors of the husbandman crowned 
with plentj^ — rewarded with competence. They hear in all directione 
the sounds of prosperous industry . The splendid mansions of the man 
of wealth rises in all its imposing grandeur, adorned with all the 
embellishments which wealth can bestow. The decorations of taste 
are brought home to the huts of poverty — the means of comfortable 
living are within the reach of all — want is driven from the poor 
man's door — ^all lie down at night with the conscionsness of security, 
and rise with freshened hopes on the morrow, to commence another 
day of prosperous exertion. 

I will now turn yon back to other times, and other scenea. 

The sacrifices made by this state daring the war of the revolution 
were immense — personal property had disappeared — trade was nnset^ 
tied — manufactures were not commenced — xUe sonrces of weaUh 
were exhaustt'd — the state debt waa so great that the payment of 
tbe interest only, occasioned a serious pmharrassment in the 6nance0 
— the lands were drteriorntitig daily, as there was no market for 
Burphmses, and of course no encourugempnt to cultivule^ — buildings 
were falling into decay from the want of means to repair them — the 
paper currency which had Hooded the country had sank to its intrin- 
sic value, which was nothing, and there was no substitnte. Private 
credit had nearly ceased^ and there was little confidence between 
man and man. The public credit bad sunk, and was rapidly sinking^ 
and its total prostration was apprehended. The rich were unable 
and unwilling to lend ; one class had already b»aned to the extent of 
their means, and were pressing for payment, the other put their gtdd 
and their silver into their strong boxis and their iron chests, fearing 
the ravages of the lender laws. The interest of the public debt was 
accumulating, and there were no means of payment except by taxa- 
tion, and no objects of taxation excepting the lands* Many were 
traversing the country with ibcir raga flutlering in tbe winda, 
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tetnalid wiUi waot, reekiog witb filtb, off^etiding tbo senses^ and 
riwekiog the feelings. 

The atat€ government well knew that any farther delay in the pay- 
BeQi of the intereai of the debt would produce calami ties, which 
ibej dreaded even to anticipate, and ultimately destroy the govern- 
mmmL They made prodigious efTarte to sustain the public credit } but 
fAy^tinii lieavy taxation^ was their only resource. They were well 
aipftte that this measure would be productive of temporary distress ; 
tifit wm well did they know that if they did not adopt it, the escutch- 
foti of the state, which had borne none but honorable emblems^ 
would he stamped with bankruptcy and fraud, and that the edifice of 
goverzunent already loosened in its foundatione, would tumble into 
niBS. Jq one year taxes were inriposed to the amoyiit of more than 
liatribe income and available means of the people. The canker of 
Qtttry w«« already eating into the substance of the farmers, but a 
C3tsia b«ii now arrived when the usurer closed his coffers, and refused 
lo Icttil. The circulating money was not sufficient lor the payment of 
U^ lajie#— oxen, horses^ cows and beds were seized by the collectors 
and sold at auction for a pittance. Creditors attached whatever the 
oollertor bad spared. The court dockets bore interminable cata- 
lof^oes fif delinquent names. 

Hife deep and ominous sounds of discontent which at first were 
bre^aibed in low ronrmurs, as the pressure increased, became loader, 
ru#e ibeo ti:* the tone of detiance, and at length I he cri€?8 of rebellion 
JD ibreatA and improcatious, in screams and shouts, wild, discordant^ 
and dreadful, rang through the aetouiahed and horror stricken land 
'o-lbe elaog of arms was heard — ^men rose to resist the laws, to be- 
siege tjot hostile fortresses, but the very temples in which the laws 
mmg€ administered^ — to conquer not a public enemy — not invading 
armiea — ^bnt to conquer — ^Oreat God — to conquer their own courts of 
joaiiee. 

The county court was to have been holden in the month of 
Jut>e, nSfJ. The suits already commenced, and about to be entered, 
if forc^ed Mcnt would cause the ruin of many; men wild with 

di8Ui*sa, h iH with despair assembled in mobs. They were not 

armed it i» true, but they breathed out the most horrible threats 
againiit the court, whose official existence they were determined to 
aoiiihilate. Although the people of Massachusetts will bear nitich 
birfora tbey resort to violence, yet many were then ready for the last 
aod worst extremities. The court Udl began to sound, the ntiob be- 
gan t^ rage ; but to give some appearance of moderation to their 
firocefiditAga they despatched a deputation to confer with the court

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speaker's chair^ which boi^orable office he suetamed until the terml _ 
nation of the seesioD which commenced id January, 1T93, haying' 
eerved four years as the representative of the town and as speaker 
of the house. He left the chair in conaequence of having been elect- 
ed bj the people of the whole state, according to a peculiar mode of 
choice then prevailing^ a member of the third Congress, and took his 
seat in that body at the commencement of the second term of Waah- 
ingt^n'a adminiatratioti, and waa associated in legist a tiye labors 
with Ames, Dexter, King, Madison^ and Giles, and many other states^ 
men of renown. He left congress in March, 1195, and in the follow- 
ing year removed with his family to a remote part of Maine. He 
now disappeared from public life, and devoted iiimseli' to agricuHuro 
—the cultivation and improvement of bis farm. For this pursuit he 
cherished an inclination akin to enthusiasm, and nothing more de- 
lighted his heart, than a neat and thrifty cuUivatioa of the land. 

He was destined^ however, to run almost the same career in public 
life as that through which he had already passed, and to hold the 
same stations when an inhabitant of either extremity of the state. 
In 1802 he appeared as ii senator from the Eastern District of Maine 
and was immediately elected president of the senate. In 1808 he 
was elected to the couucit, and in 1809 became the second magistrate 
of the state, by accepting the office of lieutenant-governor. After 
a short inter miasiun he was restored to councils of the state, and 
during the war of 1813 was one of the board of military defence. 
While a resident of Maine he was appointed chief justice of the 
court of common pleas, for the county of Hancock, and major-general 
of the 10th division of the state militia. In a few years after the 
termination of the war (1815) he retired from public life, and after 
a short residence in Maine, he returned to his natal spot^ to end bis 
days. 

Such is tlie narrative of the long career in public life and office of 
General David Cobb. He was perhaps the most distinguished of our 
citizens. Aside from the gratitude which is his due as a great public 
benefactor he is specially entitled to ours. If we were sometimes 
vexed by the tartness of his reproofs for our want of public spirit, 
yet candor nrust admit that his rebukes were intended for good, and 
that lie had given the strongest evidences of his attachment to our 
welfare. He was the parent of our flourishing academy and through 
his iulluenco and that alone, was that magniticent donation obtained 
from the state, which now supports it. H« devised the plan of a 
fund for the support of the ministry, and to him mainly is the First 
Congregational Society indebted for its present ample means. 
Whenever any public good was to be uffectcd, whether in founding 
institutions for the support of education, the advancement of morals, 
the purposes of cliarity, or the honor of the public, he was active and 
efficient, giving all his services, and contributing from his own re* 
sources to the full extent of his means* As a physician he was suga- 
cious, learned and eminently successful His presence brought com* 
fort to the bed of the sick, the alleviations of art, the soothings of 
humanity, the words of solace and hope. As a soldier he was fearless 
and intrepid, calm and collected in danger, rapid and decisive in 
judgmentp and prompt in execatien. 
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To the courts he brought a competeDt knowledge of the law. AI- 
tboagii be wae Dot a lawyer^ bfa clear pcrceptioua and strong Benae 
OmiWpil hiiii to detect soplngtrvt and to remove the impedimenta 
m%ih which artifice and legal iDgenuity, too often contrive to em bar- 
rmas the progreea of jnetice. 

As m pcilitician be was distingniabed for bia love of order, and his 
slti^aient to the constitution. He was never turned aside from an 
tkoooralile course by any considerations of interest or popularity. 
Be mei all qaestions with an intrepid heart. He looked to the great 
aad ficrcuaDeut interegts of his country and to those interests be de- 
voted htniaelf with all his heart and all his soul. 

As the presiding officer of a public body he was unrivalled, 

KmM and dignified in his deportment^ quick to perceive and clear 
||>lain, he dispatched the public business with ease and facility, 
'woci by bia impartial performance of the duties of the chair, even 
OOnfiileDce and the praises of bis adversaries^ 
lie was the friend of genius wherever he found it, no matter in 
what %aaociation, no matter in what party. His eagle eye could dis* 
cover the concealed Ulysses even before ho had bent the bow, and 
iriM}0 be doifed his rags, and blazed out like a God. The trium- 
smile of the speaker announced the overthrow of dullness and 
▼ictory of intellect. 
It IS generally the calamity of age, as time paralyzes the strength 
sad Uunes the passions, and contemporaries one by one drop away, 
lo disregard the social comforts and enjoyments^ to depreciate 
%hm tJniea in winch they live, by constantly forming injurious and 
^osrnloea comparisons with those which are past, drawing their soli- 
tmrj drsngbts of pleaaure from the fountains of recollection, linger- 
tog til the world with gloomy reluctance, like strangers in a conntry 
lo wboeo usages they are not accustomed^ and with whoBo inhabi- 
Imais they are nut familiar.

The steady friend of order, moralej, aud education, de 
titute uf all sickly Beueibility ; his heart was tender, makiu^j no prfl 
feasions of patriotism, he would have laid down hiis life for his coaii^ 
try. He was too prodd to i alter, and too honest to deceive. 

With the delight of a mind iti the spring tide of yuutb, with all Its 
buoyancy, with all its vivacity, he read tbe wonderful productions 
of modern genius — those new and miraCHlous creations of fancy 
which have revived in this business age^ — the empire of romanouover 
the human heart 

There are some who acquire much reputation for wisdom by aa- 
auniing a grave aspect and dealing out from their scanty store, little 
driblets of knowledge — raugoifyiug trifles — imposing upon the vuN 
gar by a pedantic parade of truisms and nothings^liko the bird of 
Minerva looking wise, but hurting naught but little mice. He dis* 
dained all this quackery, this mockery of true wisdom. His was ft 
mind which poured forth a constant stream of knawiedge. There 
was no parade, no uflTectatiou of learning in him. He threw off from 
the superabundance of his mental riches, maxims which might have 
instructed sages and statesmen, and thoughts which sparkled and 
biased and burned with all the tire of a poet, reaching his conclusions 
by a luminous palh^ aud showing his whole course by iashes of etu- 
queut demoiistratiou. 

His manners and diBpoaiiion were such that be was equally the 
delight of the commauding general aud the humble private. When- 
ever be appeared at the social board, his wit aud humor— his fund 
of anecdote and power of pleasing, gave a zest to the intercourse 
and a blander character to the feasts of heroes — and well did 
know

Associated as a member of the family of Washington with the po- 
lished courteous warriors of France — the high bred cavaliers qJ 
Rocbambcau's army; he well maintaiued the character of the couiitr 
whose arms he bore, and they soon found that it was not climate, 
country, or courts, which fashioned the gentleman. With him con- 
versation never degenerated into dull prosing or tedious narrative. 
He never imposed on hia company his own ti»pic8, but seizing theirs, 
he discovered sncli fncihty of illustration, such a glowing imagina- 
tion — such a vivacious and almost poetical flow of language, and 
Bucb varied and universal knowledge that if he failed to convince-- 
he never failed to charm. This talent remained to the last, it shone 
out in the evening of his Ufej like the last flashes of the thunder 
cloud, frequently the brightest. 

Auacreou might with more than poetical propriety have addressed 
hii celebrated apostrophe to him, 

** Now I Jo7fl the ineUow «a|te, 
Smiling through the veil of Ag^, 
Aud wliPii^Vr the man uf y^nn 
la the diLDctf of joy *p|war<, 
Ag« IS on hU t«Ript«^ fiong, 
Hal his heart — hiii lipart ia jroung.** 
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There are eooie other coosiderationB connected with bis life, char- 
acter, &Dd actions, growing more partlcuIiiHy out of his great age, 
and the wooderfQl eveuts which he bad witrjessed, deserving, as I 
Hitfik, of some DOtice. He was a venerable Dioaumcut of ancient 
time* aod ancient inaDners. He did not seem like one cut 08' from 
the living generation. He stood amongst us, it is true, as the man 
ol oU*er ages, but yet be was one of us. His sympathies were in 
tenokDO with ourH/ yet he connected us with the days of old, the men 
ofolUef times, and familiarized to our apprehensiousevents which now 
€o«ie like the shadows of the dead upon tt)e imaginations of the living. 
Be looked back on the train of wonderful events which bo )iad wit* 
aeeaed with the wisdom of a philosopher, but with tl^e ftfelings of a 
laao. A^ had neither chilled bis blood, nor frozen his heart. I 
have aaid that he was a favorite scholar of President Holyoko; this 
aaai>cIation carries ns back to the first settlement of the country — 
^jftlf the president had arrived at adolescence before the death of the 
barn of New England. When ho began to comprehend, the 
da of antiquity came fresh and glowing from those who not 
ly received them from the holy seers of New England, but who 
the wonders themselves, who could tell him of the Eodicotts, the 
rtothro|M and the Dudleys, those iron-nerved pilgrims who built up 
ti>e choroh of Christ and the temple of liberty in the American wiU 
derneta ; of the mystic eloquence of Vane, Sir Henry, of Leverett 
foiighi by the side of Oliver Cromwell ; of those terrible men 
it in judgment on their king, and doomed to the axe the head 
I had worn a crown; of that romantic war, the exploits of Chtircbp 
desolations of Philip, where men fought for the existence of 
Q^lbh race. 

But Uji? president himself saw many marvellous things and knew 
many wonderful men. He heard with his own ears the fiery and im- 
pmaaioned eloquence of the Cookes, father and son, who fttr fifty years 
wielded the fierce democracy of Massachusetts, and in tlie royal 
pre»t*Qe«! itself, questioned the mandates of royalty. He saw his 
anotr irrayed in arma and on the march to achieve that mag- 

oWc* ^prieo^ which has shed such glory on our provincial his- 

lorf. But iet ns examine what our friend himself has known and 
. He knew the talented, eccentric and unfortunate Shirley, 
the pride of Massachusetts. He heard the wail mingling with 
the sluiut which announced the victory, and the fall of Wolfe, He 
aaw the commencement and the termination, and he was tm actor, and 
^icirtant one too, in that tremendous conflict which gained an 
to the woild. and lost it to the British crown. He heard the 
^aod tbe last trumpet blasts which issued from the lips of James

'^HiiB voice, he felt the pressure of his hand, grasp- 
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vbtch had endured for a thouaaud years, and he lived to witnesB 
their wonderful reBtoration. 

He saw tbe rise, the prog-ress and the fall of the master spirit ot 
the age, the modem Alexander, who bore the republicaa bauner of 
FraHce aud his own imperial eagles from Egypt to Moscow; wliose 
ambitioD encompassed the eods of the earth, and grasped the world. 

lie saw the first action of our national coDstitiition; and ho assist- 
ed in framing tlie organic laws on which depend the proHperity and 
the grandeur of the nation. He saw our manufactures confined to 
forges and smithy. He lived to see with his own eyes the existence 
of a power and capacity in this, to rival nations whose experimental 
knowledge has beeti the growth of centuries. 

Our commerce, in his youth confined to miserable river crafty 
creeping along the shores and gathering the scanty articles of traffic 
from a poverty-stricken country, he lived to see encompassing the 
world and condensing its wealth; a navy formed under his «>wii eye, 
before which the crescent of Mahomet has waned — before which the 
tri-colored flag of France has been struck — before which the pride 
of the queen of the o*:ean has been humbled. 

He lived to see the population of bis country swelled from one 
million to twelve; and to see Uiis population surmount the barrier of 
the Alleghany, sweep down the magnificent rivers of the weat^ pass 
the mighty Mississippi^ the father of the waters, and advancing with 
certain and rapid steps to plant the banner of the republic on the 
shores of the Pacific, 

This view could be expanded into a volume; but I am compelled te 
forbear. It is enough to wonder at the past. In anticipating the 
future, imagination itself is bewildered, astonished and paralyzed. 

I come now to tbe closing scene, when that bold spirit which tia 
borne its full part in the great events of the last sixty years wa 
about to take its flight; when that hardy frame which had braved 
the blasts of the winter, the burning snn of the summer, the night" 
Btorni, and the batllefiold; which had found its resting place <»n a 
rock, with a snow bank for a pillow, was extended, weak, prostrat 
and helpless* on the bed of death. Then when Uie hand of fate wa 
npon him, when that dark curtain which separates the living from 
ihki dead, which, like the curtain that enveloped the sacred npot of 
the temple, and concealed Jrom the eyes of mortals the things cojjse- 
crated to God, was about to fall, he called back to his mind the 
thoughts, the feelings of his youth — his early recollections — his 
early associations.

The home of his heart was here, and here he cl>oae his grave. 

When he was laid in tliat quiet place ** where the wicked cease 
from troubling, and the weary are at rest," tbe glorious sun was 
sinking beneath the western horizon, and the shades of evening were 
about to fall. No banner waved over his humble grave j no martial 
dirge sent forth its mingled strains of wail and triumph; no thunder 
from the cannon announced the fall of a hero. He well knew the 
hcartlessncss of public exhibitions of sorrow, and refused to have 
his grave profaned with "the mockery of woe,*'

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THE TRUE DATE OF THE BIRTH AND DEATH OF ELDER 

BREWSTER. 
[Bj Rer. Ubkby M. Dbxteb, of Boston*]

It m somewhat remarkable that a great degree of nucertaiaty 

should have bo long- rested iipou the two dates of most importance 
in the life of so prominent a man as Ekler William Brewster, of the 
Plymouth Colony. If the exact lime of his birth had been solely in 
the keeping of tradition, one would think the era of bis disappear- 
ance from the Ply month Company mnat have left an exact and 
ineffaceable trace. In point of fact, h'jwever, tivo different years 
have been heretolore assigned as those of his death, and four aa 
tbose of his birth, 

Gov, Bradford, in hik History, [p, 40B] records his death as occurring 
•* about*' the 18tli of April, 1643. Morton, in his Memorial^ oxpri'sslj 
copies Bradford, and g-ives tlie same date [Isf tiPn^ p. IIT]. These 
are followed by Hubhatd, [p, 663], and HtitcAimtyn, [vol ii: p. 411] j 
and lately by the editor of Brad lord's Manuscript^ in a note to that 
work [p. 403]; by Savage, [Gm. Dicty of JVrw Eng., vol, i, p. 246] 
who, however, cliangea the day to the 16tb of April j by Palfrey 
[Hist, New Eng,, i: 598] ; and by Freeman, [ifw/y Cape Cod, i: 169]. 

On the other hand, Morton, in copying from Bradford's Maftttsenpi 
History upon the Plymouth Church Record**, [Bk* L foL 38] dates 
Brewster'^ death as •* about the 16tb of April, 1644." In this be has 
been followed by Belknap, [v. it: p. 163j; Eliot, [p. 81]; Cotton, in 
his History of the Plymouth Church; iMasx. HisL^ coll. iv: 113]; 
Baylies, [v. ii: p, 4]; Holmes [Annals, i; 276]; Wtnsor, [Hist, Dax- 
bury, p. 234]; Mitchell, [HisL Bridgewater, p. 361]; Thacher. [Hist. 
Fi^., p. 268]; Steele, [Chief of the Pilgrims, p. 383]; and Felt, [E<xL 
Hist. N. Eng., V, i, p. 549.] 

There arc three circumstances which incline me to the conviction 
that Bradford was in error, in his History, and that tiie true date of 
the elder's death was in April, 1644: 

K Bradford himself says, in the appendix to hie history, where he 
gives some accnunt of the *'increasings and decreasings" of th« first 
comers [p. 451], that Mr, Brewster hud ** lived sonic 23 or 24 year 
here in ye count rie." Btit the addition of the lesser of these nnnibera 
to the date of December, 1620, would carry u» eight months beyond 
April, 1643; so that fiere is so much evidence that 1644 was the trtie 
date of Brewster's death 

2. Bradford, in a letter to John Winthrop, published in the lately 
issued volume of Wintkrrip Paptrs of the 31a s$. Hist. CoUtdions, [voL 
xxxvi, p, 161] says — writing apparently in tbe last of winter or be- 
ginning of spring^ — '* Sundry have been sickfj' amongst vs this winterp 
and some still are, God hath taken away Mr. Aiwui»d and Mr. Jeney 
by death," The letter has no date. Savage says Jenney di<-d e^rlv 
in 1644, [v. ir: p, 546]; and Morten says AIw(hx1 died in 1644, I 
infer then that Jenney and Atwtiod died in tht* winter ending with 
tbe spring of 1644« and that Bradford wrote this letter after their 
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4eceftae, bnt before Elder Brewster's death, in April of that year 

because it 18 not probable that Bradford would have written Win- 

Ibfop within a year of the elder's decease, end have made no refer* 

to il^ eftpecially when apeak ing of the losses of the colony by 

1 may add that the letter containa internal evidence that 

considerable time bad passed since Bradford had written WiDs- 

low before. 

S. But ihe strong reason for diflcrediting the date given by Brad- 
ford, and by Morton in the Mem&rial^ in favor of that inserted by 
Morton in the Church Itecords, is found in entries upon the Colony 
Beoordfl. Letters of administration were granted on Elder Brew- 
tier's estate, June 6th, 1644, [P/yw. CoL Rtc, ii. p. t3] ; the Inventory 
oC his Library bears date 18tb May, 1644. [B'k of Wills, v. i: 53] ; and 
tbe Eoal aeUlccnent took place 20th Aug., 1646, [B'k of Deeds, p. 115]. 
If the elder died in April, 1644, all this becomes natural, and is just 
wbal we shocjid expect; if he died in April, 1643, we are thrown upon 
vain coDJectpre for some reason for so unusual a course as the delay 
of more than a year before taking any recorded steps toward tho 
taBStUcDSSHt of his estate.

^V Two causes have thrown uncertainty upon the year of his hirth 
^^tbe on©, this donbt as to the year of bis death; the other, a like doubt 
as to his age at death. 

Morton^ in the Memorial, [Ist cd., p. IIT] professes to copy Brad- 
ford 'i M^nmcrij^t, and says : "The Lord upheld him [Brewster] to a 
I age; he was fontscart and four years of age when he died." 
Bradtord'fl Manuscrift, as it comes out in print in the Collections 
the Historical Society, gives this passage thus: " The Lord upheld 
to a great age.

1 have lately cume to the knowledge of a document which, in my 
jndg-ment, ought to settle this qofstioo for all the future, by aaai^- 
ing a new date for the birth of the elder, and that upon ifvidenoe of 
the most unimpeachable character 

I received by the eteacner of the last week from M. Elaivior*-* 
&rchiviet of the city of Leyden, — whose invaluable aid I have had 
the good fortune to secure in pursuinpr certain researclies in regard 
to the life tff the pilgrims in Holland ^ — the statement that he has 
jiiet discovered in the Registry of Affidavits^ in that city [Letter k, foi, 
26] the record of a declaratiun made before the magistrates of I^ey- 
den, 25 Junet 1609; in which William Brewster, Englishman, agedi% 
yearSf Mary Brewster, his wife, aged 40 years, and their son, Jonathan 
Brewster, aged 16 years, declare that they have received some clothSi 
which Bernard Rosse, Englishman, living at AniHterdam, had sent to 
them. They reside at Leyden, in the street called St Ursule, 

This document is formal, and to be presumed, therefore, lo hara 
been carefully drawn; it is legal, and therefore must have been con* 
Bcientiously dictated; it is from the cotemporaneous suggestion of 
the parties themselves, and therefore combines the highest probabiU* 
ties of accuracy; while its scope is so entirely alien from the imme- 
diate point before us as to give to its testimony the eminent value of 
being purely incidental. I see no reason, then, why it should not be 
decisive in evidence. 

These names of wife and son identify this as our Wm* Brewster. 
But if be was 42 years of age in June, 1600, he must have been 
boru ill 1566-7, or from two to three years later than the latest date 
before supposed. This, counting to 1644, would make him only IT 
or 78 when he died. 

If it be objected that this is violently inconsistent with Morton's 
statement that he was 84, 1 reply that Morton's claim to accuracy Is 
vitiated by fiis own and contradictory statement in the CIvurch Records 
that Brewster died at ** near t)Qrscore," which, taken literally, would 
be at 79, or scarcely twf» years at variance with his true age; and which 
taken loosely, would be quite consistent with tiie accurate compu- 
tation, siuce it would not be unnatural for any of us to speak, in a 
general way, of a man of 77-8 as being " near fourscore," 

It is true that Bradford^ in his Appendix, [p» 451] says Elder Brew- 
ster was ** about 80 years" when he died» But Bradford wrote this 
many years after the elder's death, and, from his guarded manner of 
statement, evidently had no txaci knowledge on the subject Sttmtiy- 
seven or eight was a good old age, aud answers — in venerableness — 
all the demands of the subject. 

I take it, then, as proven by sound and sufficient evidence, that 
Elder Brewster was born iu 1566-7, and died in 1644, at the age of 
77. or possibly 78.

Before leaving hiR native country, with that lack of judgment that 
has often characterized an ardent stndeTit of nineteen, he had engaged 
his affecliooa t** the huly wlio became his wife. 

Scarcely had be arrived in Edinburgh, befitre he received a letter 
from his fatlier, Btutiug that hia *' dearest Grace" was very ill, and 
longed to see him. 

Immediately, on the receipt of this intelligence, he left Edinburgh 
and hastened back; but upon bin arrival tjlie bad recovered, and from 
the family record we learn that lie was married at Reading, Pa., to 
Miss Grace EichardHon, on May 5th, 3761. 

After his marriage^ he became a medical student in the College of 
Philadelphia, and, in the summer of 1168, graduated aa bachelor of 
physic, at the first medical conuueucemeut in America. He delivered 
the valedictory; and the snbject seenia to have been suggested by 
Dr. Franklin, a^s it wan un the advantages a medical student derives 
from a previous lil>eral education in the other sciences, particularly 
mathematics and natnral philosophy. 

Tbo medical cla88 was ten in number, and became useful practi- 
tioners. * 

In ntl, he received the degree of doctor of medicine; Benjamin 
Bnffield, who married his sister llebecca, at the same comtnencement 
receiving his degree as master of arts, and delivering a poem on 
** Science."^

The Virginians have lost their powder at Williamsbnrgh. Tt was 
taken by order of the government, by a detachment cjf marines, from 
a ship of war in the night time. The people are bo irritated Uiey 
are marching to Williamshnrgh from all tlie neigliboring connties, 
and by this time have securetl the Governor as a hostage, whom 
they arc determined to keep in close custody until the powder ts 
returned. 

Fleeson is so pressed by our people that I fear that yoti will get 
neither drum nor colom for some days.

In the journals of Congress wo Ond that in April, ITtfi, Br Potts 
petitioned to be director of hospitals for Cantida, and on June 9th 
he was appointed as surgeon for Canada and Lake George.

The next day, in company with General Gates, he started for the 
north. Od arriving at Crown Point he discovered that the oper- 
ations in Canada were impeded, and he became subject to the orders 
of Dr. Stringer, who placed him in charge of the hospital at Fort 
George, as the following letter indicates: 

Crown Point, July 7, 1776. 
Dear Sir : As the whole of the sick will be removed from this 
post to Fort Gteorg^ as quick as possible, and are very numerous, 
beg yon will, with all dispatch, have the sheds on the lake shore 
fitted np with cribs or berths for their reception ; and hurry those 
tiiat are to be built where the old fort stood, as fast as possible. 

A convenient shop and a kitchen for the cook, contiguous to the 
principal departments, will be necessary. I expect to be over in two 
or three days. 

A qoantity of hemlock tops, if procured, will be no bad bedding, 
and immediately wanted. They may be gathered along the lake 
shore and brought in battoes.

Letter from H. Brockholst Livingston, 

German Flatts, July 28, 1776. 
Dear Sir : While at Fort George I committed to your care the 
keys of several closets and what plate there was in the house. I 
afterwards received the General's direction to lock whatever belonged 
to bim in a closet and take the key with me.

Be assured, my most 
strenmHis endeavors shall in»t l>e wanting to render myself w^ortby of 
your attenlioiL ♦ ♦ ♦ 'ifc | (j^^Q^jt m^ before this reio'bes you, 
you'U be accjuainted with the Generars intention of proceeding down 
the Lakes with the fleet to Isle a Motte, there to land 150 men; 50 of 
whom are to be Indians, who are to eat, slay and kill all thty can 
lay bauds on. I pray most honestly tliut the Creator of all things, 
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the warriorB of Frederick the Great whose lives had been passed be- 
neath tcntSp and in marches, and battles^ of the fiery-spirited Polanders 
still wearing^ the swords which they had aimed at the bosom of their 
king— but striving here to sink the odious character of assassins and 
regii'ides, and to take that of the champions of freedom. He was the 
associate too of many of those remarkable men who, in the early 
days of the French revolution were placed at its head. 

He was not only the associate, hut the intimate and confidential 
friend of Waehington, Green, Lincoln, Knox and Hamilton. 

By this extensive acquaintance with every variety of the human 
character, he had acquired a knowledg^e of motives, and an insight 
into the means by which men might be inOuenced — and he soon had 
occasion to call into use all the advantages of his experimental 
knowledge. 

Soon after liis return from the army, he had received from Gover- 
nor Hancock an appointment to the bench of the court of common 
pleas, and was elected by the legislature to the office of major-gent* 
ral of the fifth division of die Massachusetts militia — thus uniting i; 
bis person the chief civil and military functions of the connty. 

A generation have arisen who know no other times than such as 
are peaceful, tranquil and happy. They look around them, they see 
fair and cultivated fields — the labors of tlio huBhaiidman crowned 
with plenty — rewarded with competence. They hear in all directiona 
the sounds of prosperous industry. The splendid maDsions of the man 
of wealth rises in all its imposing grandeur, adorned with all the 
enibfellishments which wealth can bestow* The decorations of taste 
are brought home to the huts of poverty — the means of comfortable 
living are within the reach of all — want is driven from the poor 
man's door — all lie down at night with the consciousness of securitj,' 
and rise with freshened hopes on the morrow, to commence another 
day of prosperous exertion. 

I will now turn you back to other times, and other sceoes. 

The sacrifices made by this state during the war of the revolution 
were immense — personal property had disappeared — trade was unsei 
tied — manufactures were not commenced^ — the sources of wealtll' 
were exhausted — the state debt was so great that the payment of 
the interest only, occasioned a serious emharrassment in the finances 
— the lands were deteriorating daily, as there was no market for 
sorphiBses, and of course no encf*nragemei)t to cnltivate^ — buihlings 
were falling into decay from the want of means to repair them — the 
paper currency which had tlufjded the country had sank to its intrin- 
sic value, which was nothing, and there was no substitute. Private 
credit had nearly cea«ed, and there was little confidence between 
man and man. The piiblio credit had sunk, and was rapidly sinking, 
and its total prostration was appTohended. The rich were unable 
and unwilling tu lend ; i>ne class had already loaned to the extent of 
their means, and were pressing for payment, the other put their gold 
and their silver into their strong boxes and their ircjn cfiests, fearin 
the ravagfH of the tender laws. The interest of the public debt wii 
accumulating, and there were no means of paynient except by tax 
tfon, and no objects of taxation excepting the lands. Many were 
traversing the country with their rags lluttering in the winda^ 
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eqnalid with want, reeking with filth, offending the senses, and 
" ocking the feelings. 

The state government well knew that any farther delay in the pay* 
Bnent of the interest of the debt would produce calamities, wbieh 
Ibey dreaded even to anticipate, and ultimately destroy the govern- 
tit. They made prodigious efforts to sustain the public credit ; but 
taxation, heavy taxation, was their only resource. They were well 
&ware that this measure would be productive of temporai-y distress ; 
but as well did they know that if they did not adopt it, the escutch- 
eon of the state, which had borne none but honorable emblems, 
would he stamped with bankruptcy and fraud, and that the ediOce of 
government already loosened in its foundations, would tumble into 
ruins. In one year taxes were imposed to the amount of more than 
lialf the income and available means of the people. The canker of 
usury was already eating into the subtjtance of the farmers, but a 
crisis had now arrived when the usurer closed hia co tiers, and refused 
to lend. The circulating money was not sufficient for the payment of 
the taxes — oxen, horses, cows and beds were seized by the collectors 
and sold at auction for a pittance. Creditors attached whatever the 
collector had spared. The court dockets bore interminable cata- 
logues of delinquent names. 

CThe deep and ominous sounds of discontent which at first were 
breathed in low murmurs, as the pressure increaaed, became louder, 
Tosc then Uj the tone of defiance, and at length the cries of rebellion 
in threats and imprecations, in screams and shouts, wild, discordant, 
and dreadful, rang through the astonished and horror stricken land 
— the clang of arms was heard — men rose to resiat the laws, to be- 
siege not hostile fortresses, but the very temples in which the laws 
were adininistered — to conquer not a public enemy — not invading 
armies — but to conquer — Great God — to conquer their own courts of 
justice. 

The county court was to have been holden in the month of 
June, 1186, The suits already commenced, and about ti> bo entered, 
if forced to judgment would cause the ruin of many; men wild with 
distress, ferocious with despair assembled in mubs. They were not 
armed ft is true, but tbey breathed out the most horrible threats 
against the court, whose o^cial existence they were determined to 
aonihitate. Although the people of Massachusetts will bear much 
before they resort to violence, yet many Wf3re then ready for t!ie last 
and worst extremitiea. The court bell begun to sound, the mob be- 
gan to rage ; but to give some appearance of modmation to their 
proceedings they despatched a deputation to confer with the court. 
The mind of our warrior judge was fertile in rcRnurce ; he had al- 
ready devised a plan to save the law from viidation, satisfy the 
people, and preserve peace. His plan was submitted to the court ; 
they all concurred. He proposed to the deputation that the court 
should be opened, the actions entered that attachments might be 
preserved, and then should adjonrn without entering the judgments. 
The deputation not being able to explain to the mob the result of 
their conference, a call was made for Judge Cobb. He instantly 
went amongst them, alone, and unarmed, and with that ready and 
clear elocution for which he was ever remarkable he explained the ar- 
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rangement and conyinced them of its advantages and its propriety* 

Tbey disperaed shouting hia praisee. The next Court was to be 
holden in September, No means had been opened for the relief of the 
people — tbeir debte had increased^ and their burthens were almost 
intolerable. The spirit of reeistauce was then marked with deeper 
ferocity, and the determination that the courts fifionld not sit, ap* 
peared to be general amongst all malcontents of the state. Our de- 
parted friend was no temporizing atatesman. He saw that a crisis 
had arrived, when the law must be supported by force, or yielded to 
anarchy. He waa equal to that crisis. None felt a deeper pity for 
the distresses of the people — hut when to obtain a temporary relief, 
they sought to overthrow the laws and the government, the tendei 
ness of his character yielded to an imperious sense of duty, and he 
fiteeled his heart against the workings of a compassion fraught with 
woe to his country. He would not believe that armies involving 
treason against the commonwealth were the excesses of patriotic 
zeal; the destruction of social order a redress of grievances, or that 
rebellion and civil war were certain evidences of the true spirit of 
liberty* 

He was determined to support the court and the laws even to the 
shedding of blood. The militia were ordered out Court day ai 
rived. The robe of the judge was thrown aside. The martial garb' 
was resumed — again the plun*e waved over his head, and the sword 
of the warrior flashed bright in the sunbeams. Sonnds ominous and 
threatening arose from the mob. The blood of the people, tlie blood 
of the people is to be shed, was the cry, to the onset^ — but when 
steady at their posts the citizen soldiers were seen — extended in 
double lines from the doors of the Court House— when the resolute 
demeanor of the commander was ohserved— the tone of detiance sank 
to that of remonstrance, and the general was entreated to withdraw 
his soldiers. " Away with your whining, was his deter mi nt'd and 
memorable reply. I will hf*ld this conrt, if I bold it in blood. I will 
sit as a Judge, or I witl die as a General." In an instant all was 
quieted — Ihc mob stole off secretly and silently, and the laws 
triumphed. But the spirit was not yet quelled, the session of the 
supreme court was to follow in October. Ail the western countiea 
were in rebellion, and the rebels were in arms. The spirit extended 
here. The insurgents rallied their whole force, armed themselves 
and appeared in battle array on yonder Green, with the avowed in* 
tention of preventing the sitting of the court by force — the disaffec- 
tion had spread wide and far, and iu this whole couuty, with the ex- 
ception of one town, not one entire cumpany could he rallied to the 
defense of the government — but these were no times for intimidtition. 
Now look back to that scene. Some of you can remember it — aye re- 
member it as you remeuiber the dark day of 1780. It was nearly 
forty-four years since. On one side of this village was posted a 
large body of armed insurgents — on the other the supporters of gov- 
ernment, the defenders of the laws. The cannon were planted — the 
matches were lighted and waving. The orders were peremptory that 
the court should sit — and there was every probability that they could 
not sit without a battle. Had the government selected for their 
commander one who was either rash or timid, our peaceful village 
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might have witueaaed transactions equal io atrocity to the moat hor- 
rible of the French revolution. The responsibility of the commander 
was great, but unconscious of wrong, he felt no fear. He drew a 
line with his sword on the ground — he said to ihe rebel leader, ''pass 
that line and I fire, the blood be upon ytmr own head/' Again the 
laws triumphed — the line was not passed and the court sat in peace, 
lu the night the insurgents dispersed, and from that day to this, in 
ibis county, not an arm lias been raised to resist tlie civil authority. 

To these heroic men this state owes an everlasting debt of grati- 
tude. Entrusted with the military power of the commonwealth, they 
preserved the peace and the laws, the liberties and the lives of the 
people. Never were men invested with such powers, who performed 
their work with more intrepidity, or with less severity. Danger they 
laughed to acoro, and yet the sight of distress would melt either of 
tijem to tears. Like the war-horse of the scriptures, they thundered 
over the fields of battle and of blood, yet they fled even frum the 
flight of the merited punishment of their own soldiers for offences 
against discipline. In war like the eagle they snuffed the carnage ; 
ID peace the temper of tlie infant dove was not more gentle. There 
was no mixture of rullian and hero in their hearts — like the knights 
of chivalry their blows were for giants^ their tenderness for weak- 
ness, womanhood and infancy. Their names were Lincoln, Brooks, 
and Cobb, three of the major-generals of Massachusetts. Long, lung 
will our people have reason to bless their memories — their mingled 
ayetem of energy and gentleness quelled a wide-spread and danger- 
ous rebellion^ and left no stain of blood behind. Wliy should they 
have exposed themselves to the perils and the toils of a civil war iu 
defense of ^e rights of property? Like the other herues of the revo» 
lutiou their gains in that service had been poverty and suffering and 
wounds and tears. Had the rebels succeeded and established an 
Agrarian law, they would have been the guiriera. Two of them 
(B. and C.) led harder lives to earn a bare subsistence iban the day 
laborer who lies down at night, and enjoys the common blessings of 
roan. The other involved in responsibilities for a companion in arms, 
dragged his halting limbs, maimed and mutilated in the battles of 
bis country, to the doors of a prison. The sight of the venerable 
prisoner bending under the weight of years^ his head whitened in his 
country's service, yet bearing the laurels of many fields of glory, 
softened even the obduracy of men, who could place a genera! of the 
Kevolution in the hands of a sheriff, to extort fiora the compassion of 
friends the amoutU of their debts. Shame flushed their cheeks — the 
hero was released, and in time the debts were honorably paid. 

Poor as these men were, the considerations of gain or loss, of po- 
pularity or unpopularity never entered into their views. They had 
duties to perform and that was enough. They would have performed 
them, they would have defended the courts, had Ibeir names been 
borne as dependent debtors on half its entries and had its judgments 
and executions left them to pauperism and beggary. 

They are now beyond the reach of euvy^ and calumny can no longer 
riot on their characters, 

meral Cobb, in May, 1T89, was elected the sole representative of 
town to the general court, and was instantly elevated to the 
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speaker's chair, which honorable office he sustained until the tenui- 
natiou of the session wtiich commenced in January, 1193, haTin^ 
served four years aa the repreeentative of the town and as speaker 
of the house. He left the chair in consequence of having been elect- 
ed by tbe people of the whole atate, according to a peculiar mode of 
choice then prevailing, a member of the third Congress, and took his 
seat in that body at Ibe commencement of the second term of Wasb- 
ini^ton's administration, and was associated in legislative labors 
with Ames, Dexter, King, Madison, and Giles, and many other states- 
men of reDOwu. He left congress in March, 1795, and in the follow- 
iDg year removed with his family to a remote part of Maine, He 
now disappeared from public fife, and devoted himself to agricuHure 
— tbe cultivation and improvement of bis farm. For this pursuit be 
cherished an inclination akin to enthusiasm, and nothing more de- 
lighted his heart, than a neat and thrifty cultivation of the land* 

He was destined, however, to run almost the same career in public 
life as that through which be had already passed, and to hold tbe 
same stationa when an inhabitant of either extiemify of the state. 
In 1802 he appeared as a senator from the Eastern District of Maine 
and was immediately elected president of the senate. In 1808 he 
was elected to tbe council, and in 1809 became the second magistrate 
of the state, by accepting tbe office <if lieutenant-governor. After 
a ehurt intermission be was restored to councils of tbo state, and 
during tbe war of 1813 was one of the board of military defence. 
While a resident of Maine he was appointed chief justice of the 
court of common pleas, for tbe county of Hancock, and mnjor-general 
of the 10th division of the state militia. In a few years after the 
termination of the war (1816) he retired from public life, and after 
a short residence in Maine, he returned to his natal spot, to end his 
days. 

Such is the narrative of tbe long career in public life and office of] 
General David Cobb. He was perhaps tbe most distinguished of our 
citizens. Aside from the gratitude which is bis diw as a great public 
benefactor he is specially entitled to ours. If we were sometimes 
vexed by the tartness of bis reproofs for our want of public spirit, 
yet candor must admit that bis rebukes were intended for good, and 
that he had given the strongest evidences of bis attachment to our 
welfare. He was the parent of our flourishing academy and through 
his influence and that akme, was that magnificent donation obtained 
from the state, which nciw supports it. He devised the plan of a 
fund for tbe support of the ministry, and tu him mainly is the First 
Congregational Society indebted for its present ample means. 
Whenever any public good was to be eflfe^ted, whether in founding 
iDstitutions for the support of education, tbe advancement of morals, 
tbe purposes of cliarity, or tbe honor of the public, be was active and 
efficient, giving all bis services, and contributing from bis own re- 
sources to the full extent of bis means. As a physician be was saga- 
cious, learned and eminently sacceseful. His presence brought com- 
fort to the bed of the sick, the alleviations of art, the soolhings of 
humanity, the words of solace and hope. As a soldier he was fearless 
and intrepid, calm and collected in danger, rapid and decisive in 
judgmeut, and prompt in execution.

To the conrts he brought a competent knowledge of the law. Al- 
though he was DOt a lawjer^ his clear perceptions and strong' sense 
etiabled him to detect sophistry, and to remove the impediments 
Lmith which artifice and legal ingenuitj, too often coutrive to embar- 
[rass the progress of justice. 

As a politician he was distinguished for his love of order, and his 

[mttachmeut to the const itntion. Ho was never turned aside from an 

honorable course by any considerations of interest or popularity, 

[He met all questions with an intrepid heart He looked to the great 

and permanent interests of his country and to those interests he de- 

iToted himself with all his heart and all his soul. 

Ab the presiding officer of a public body he was unnvalled. 

[Oracefnl and dignified in his deportraent, qaick to perceive and clear 

I to explain, he dispatched the public business with ease and facility, 

and won by his impartial performance of the duties of the chair, even 

I the confidence and the praises of his adversaries. 

He was the friend of genius wherever he found it, no matter in 
I what association, no matter in what party. His eagle eye could dis- 
cover the concealed Ulysses even before he had bent the bow, and 
when he doffed his rags, and blazed out like a God, The trium- 
phant smile of the speaker announced the overthrow of dullness and 
the victory of intellect. 

It is generally the calamity of age, as time paralyzes the strength 
and tames the passions, and contemporaries one by one drop awtiy, 
to disregard the social comforts and enjoyments, to depreciate 
the times in wiiich they live, by constantly forming injurious and 
querulous comparisons with those which are past, drawing their soli- 
tary draughts of pleasure from the fountains of recollection, linger* 
[iDg in the world with gloomy reluctance, like strangers in a country 
to whose usages they are not accustomed, and with whoi^e inhabi- 
tants they are not familiar. 

Not so with our friend, he never lingered \u the race of life — he 
kept ever with the times. Instead of coniining his associations to 
the narrow circle of his contcmporaries-^be went into the great 
world and extracted all its couifrH'ts — he used the true pliiloaophy of 
life and multiplied bis pleasures by taking a lively interest in the 
pleasures and in the happiness of bis fiiend^i and tieigbburs. He 
rejoiced in their prosperity — be never fflt Uiut miMeriible and rancor- 
ous envy which seems to make some men believe that such thrift is 
at their expense. He bad no narrow views. He delighted to watch 
the progress of thf>se improvements in science ar^d in the arts, and 
to witness their practical application to the purposes of Uh% by 
which the conveniences and comforts of man are increased. This 
disposition often led him into the society of the young and of those 
in active life. He even went further, he drank of the stream of 
harmless pleasure from its uppermost fountain, and participated in 
the anticipations of pleasure, the keen perception of the joys of life 
which none but children feel, when excited by novelty they call up 
their puny powers to grasp new objects of knowledge ; he unswered 
their eager enquiries with kindness, and called forlb for their delight 
thoee blandishments of manner which seldom failed to win, whenever 
ba condescended to apply them. Upon the whole be was a patriot 
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without ambition, a pUilantliropist without vanity, a statesman with- 
out tiolGatiuose. The steady friend of order, morals, and education^ def»- 

' iitute of all sickly seusibitity ; his beart was teuder, makiug uo pro- 
fessions of patriotism, he wouhi have laid down his lifo for his coun- 
try. He was too proud to flatter, and too honest to deceive. 

With the delight of a mind in the spring tide of youth, with all its 

' buoyancy, with all its vivacity, he read the wooderful productions 
of modern genius — those new and miraculous creations of fancy 
which have revived ia this business age — the empire of romance over 
the human heart. 

There arc some who acquire much reputatiou for wisdom by as* 
Burning a grave aspect and dealing out from their scanty store, little 
driblets of knowledge — magnifying trifles — imposing upon the ml* 
gar by a pedantic parade of truisms and nothings — like the bird uf 
Minerva looking wise, but hurting naught but little mice. He dis* 

[ dained all tliis quackery, this mockery of true wisdom. His was a 
mind which poured forth a constant stream of kjiowledge. There 
was no parade, no a&cctation of learning in him. He threw off from 
the superabundance of liis mental riches, maxims which might have 
instructed sages and statesmen, and thoughts which sparkled and 
blazed and burned with all the tire of a poet, reaching his conclusions 
by a luminous path, and showing his whole course by Hashes of elo- 
quent demonstration. 

His manners and disposition were such that he was equally the 
delight uf the commanding general and the humble private. When- 
ever he appeared at the social board, his wit and humor— his fund 
of anecdote and power of pleasing, gave a zest to the intercuurse 
and a blander character to the feasts of heroes" — and well did he 
kuow 

*• The wrt 
To win th« soldier's ttardj heftrt," 

Associated as a member of the family of Washington wiih the po- 
lished courteous warriors of France— the high bred cavaliers of 
Rochambeau's army, he well maintained the character of the couulry 
whose arms he bore^ and they soon found thurt it was not climate, or 
country, or courts, which fashioned the gentleman. Wiih him con* 
versation never degenerated into dull prosiiig ur tedious narrative. 
He never imposed on his company his own topics, but seizing theirs, 
he discovered such facility of illustration, such a glowing imagina- 
tion — sucli a vivacious and almost poetical fluw of lajiguage, and 
such varied and uoiversal knowledge that if he failed to convince— 
he never failed to charm. This talent remained to the last, it shone 
out ID the evening of his life, tike the l»st flashes of the thunder 
cloud, frequently the brightest, 

Anacreon might with more than poetical propriety have addressed 
bis celebrated apostrophe to hitn, 

** Now I love lh«> mellow Mge, 
Siniltng ttifoush tbe yeil of «gi?, 
And wli*»uwVr the wan t>f jeara 
In the danre of jojr &pi>ean«^ 
Agtf ii on hitt t^ruplea liung, 
But his heart — iib W*rt l« joung*^ 
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There are some other coDSideratioiiB connected with hiB life, chai> 
acter, and actiotjtj, growing more particularly ont of his great agOi 
and the wooderful events which he had witnessed, deserving, as I 
thitik, of some notice. He was a venerable monument of aacieat 
times and ancient fnanners. He did not seem like one cut oif from 
the living generation. He stood amongst us, it is true, as the man 
of other ages, but yet he was one of us. His sympathies were in 
common with ours,- yet he connected ua with the days of old, the men 
of other times, and familiarized to our apprehensions events which now 
come like the shadows of the dead upon the imaginations of the living. 
He looked back on the traiu of wonderful events which he had wit- 
nessed with the wisdom of a philosopher, but with the feelings of a 
man. Age had neither chilled his blood, nor frozen his heart. I 
have said that he was a favorite scholar of President Holyoke; this 
association carries us back to the first settlement of the country — 
for the president had arrived at adolescence before the death of the 
first born of New England. When he began to comprehend, the 
legends of antiquity came fresh and glowing from those who not 
only received them from the holy seers of New England, but who 
saw the wonders themselves, who could tell him of the Endicottfl, the 
Winthrops and the Dudleys, those iron-nerved pilgrims who built np 
the church of Christ and the temple of liberty in the American wil- 
derness ; of the mystic eloquence of Vane, Sir Henry» of Leverett 
who fought by the side of Oliver Cromwell ; of those terrible men 
who sat in judgment on their king^ and doomed to the axe the head 
which had worn a crown; of that romantic war, the exploits of ChMrch, 
and the desolations of Philip, where men fought for the existence of 
the English race. 

But the president himself saw many marvellous things and knew 
many wonderful men. He heard with his own ears the fiery and im- 
passioned eloquence of the Coukes, father and son, who for fifty years 
wielded the fierce democracy of Massachusetlti, and in the royal 
presence itself, questioned tlie mandates of royalty* He saw his 
countrymen arrayed in arma and on the march to achieve that mag- 
nificent enterprise, wliich has shed such glory on our provincial his- 
tory. But let us examine what our friend himself has known iind 
seen* He knew the talented, eccentric and unfortunate Shirley, 
uaoe the pride of Massachusetts. He heard tlie wail mingling with 
the shout which announced the victory, and the fall of Wolfe. He 
saw the commencement and the termination, and he was an actor, and 
an important one too, in that tremendous conflict which gained an 
empire to the world, and lost it to the British crown. He heard the 
first and the last trumpet blasts which issued from the lips of James 
Otis. He saw the budding and the blasting of that mighty mind 
which shook a throne and reared a republic, 

Fur more than four years he stood by the side of George Washing- 
ton on the battle-field, and in the tent he shured his councils — he 
beard the sound of his voice, he felt the presijure of his hand, grasp- 
ing hid own in the spirit of friendship. He witnessed the rise and 
fall of states and empires. 

He witnessed the overthrow of thrones and of races of kings 
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which had endured for a thousaud years, and he lived tu witoesa 

their wonderfal restoration. 

He saw the rise, the prog^rees and the fall of the master epirit of 
the age, the modem Alexauder, who bore the republican banner of 
France and his own iniperial eagles from Egypt to Moscow, whose 
ambition enconi passed the ends of the earth, and grasped the world. 

He saw the Brst action of our national constitution; and he assist- 
ed in framing the organic laws on which depend the proHperity and 
the grandeur of the nation. He eaw our manufactures confined to 
forges and smithy. He lived to see with his own eyes the existence 
of a power and capacity in this, to rival nations whose experimental 
knowledge has been the growth of centuries. 

Our commerce, in his youth confined tt:> miserable river craft, 
creeping along the shores and gathering the scanty articles of traffic 
from a poverty-stricken country, he lived to see encompassing the 
world and condensing its wealtb; a navy formed under his own eye, 
before which the crescent of Mahomet has waned — before which the 
tri-colored flag of France has been struck ^^ — before which the pride 
of the queen of the ocean has been humbled. 

He lived to see the population of his country swelled from one 
million to twelve; and to see this population surmount the barrier of 
the Alleghany, sweep down the magnificent rivers of the weal, pass 
the mighty Mississippi, the father oJ" the waters, and advancing with 
certain and rapid steps to plant the banner of the republic on the 
shores of the Facitic. 

This view could be expanded into a volume; but I am compelled to 
forbear. It is enougli to wonder at the past. In anticipating the 
future, imagination itself is bewildered, astonished and paralyzed. 

I come now to the closing scene, when that bold spirit which had 
borne its full part in the great events of the last sixty years was 
about to take its flight; when that hardy frame which bad braved 
the blasts of the winter, the burning sun of the summer, the night 
storm, and the battlefield; which had found its resting place on a 
rock, With a snow bank for a pillow, was extended, weak, prustrate 
and iielplcHs, on the bed of death. Then when the hand of fate was 
upon him, when tliat dark curtain which separates the living from 
tho diiad, which, like the curtain thfit enveloped the sacred spot of 
the temple, und concealed from the eyes of mortals the things conae- 
crated to God, wiia about to fall, he called back to his mind the 
thoughts, the feelings of his youth — his early recollections — his 
early atsuctations.

The home of his heart was here, and here he chose his grave. 

When he was laid in that quiet place " where the wicked cease 
from troubling, and the weary are at rest," the glorious snn was 
ainking beneath the western horizrui, and the shades of evening were 
about to fall. No banner waved over his humble grave; no martial 
dirge sent forth its mingled strains of wail and triumph; no thunder 
from the cannon announced the fall of a hero. He well knew the 
hcartlessness of public exhibitions of sorrow, and rofnaed to have 
his grave profaned with ** the mockery of woe." 
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When hiB kindred had departed, one stood at his grave who loved 
him well; and as he saw the first earth thrown upon his coffin, he 
aaked himself this question — Is thfs the end? Will nothing remain 
Df that bright spirit, which once animated that lifelosa body, but the 
lost, soon to be mingled with that which covers it? Cao it be pos- 
sible that those lofty aspirations winch grasped at a higher world, 
by seeking the good of man in this, — those dt^ep philosophic con- 
Uempiations on the nature of intellect — those profound moral max- 
liin»» bearing the impress of a genius which, in its contemplations, 
Lsoared above the earth — those bright imaginations, almost breathing 
lof the inspirations of prophecy — that divine flame, pervading the 
Lbusom of the philanthropist, kindling the fancy of the poet, warning 
[the heart of the hero, seeming to come fresh from a fountain, whose 
raters having been " troubled by an angel," wore mingled with fire, 
|, flashing with b^^ams of living light, can be nothing bnt modifica- 
of vile matter, the work, the action of a machine of clay, 
Sfishable and mortall No; let tlie atheist — let the man without a 
console himself with such belief, I will believe that the think- 
mind is a spark from Heaven, changeless and immortal. I will 
lieve that there is a stream of light issuing from the grave, pene- 
trating the darkness, and mingling with that ocean of ligbt^ — that 
light that never yields to darkness — that light that eternally sur- 
rounds the throne of God, I will believe that my venerable friend 
exists— exists in happiness, that his sins are forgiven, " for he loved 
miich^ — that in the house of our common Father, " where there are 
many mansions," there is one at least for him.

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THE TRUE DATE OF THE BIRTH AND DEATH OF ELDER 

BREWSTER.

Read at the Monthly Meeting of the New Kngl*nd Hlstorio-GeneAlogical Sooietjp 
in Octolier, 1863, 

It 18 somewhat remarkable that a great degree of uncerlainty 
[should have so long reated upon the two dates of moat importance 
[in ihe life of so prominent a man as Ekler William Brewster, of the 
[Plymouth Cohjny. If the exact time of his birth had been solely m 
Hhe keeping of tradition, one would think the era of his disappear- 
lance from the Plymouth Company must have left an exact and 
Nneffaceable trace. In point of fact* bu we ver, two different years 
lliave been heretofore assigned as those of bis death, and four aa 
those of bis birth. 

Gov. Bradford, in his History^ [p. 408] records hia death as occurring 

"about" the 18th of April, 1643. Morton, in his Memorial, expressly

There arc three circumstances which incline me to the conviction 
that Bradford was in error, in bis History, and that the true date of 
the elder's death was in April, 1644; 

1, Bradford bimseir says, in the appendix to bis history, where he 
gives some account of the '"increasinga and decreasings'' of the first 
comers [p. 451], that Mr. Brewster had "lived some 23 or 24 year 
here in ye countrie." But the additicui of the Itsser ol these numbers 
to the date of December, 1620, would carry us eight months beyond 
April, 1643; so that here is so much evidence that 1644 was the true 
date of Brewster's detitlh 

2. Bradford, in a letter to John Winthrop, published in the lately 
issued vohime of Winthrf/p Papers of the Muss. Hist. CoUedionSt [vol* 
xxxvi, p. 161] says — ^writing apparently in the last of winter or be* 
ginning of spring — " Sundry have becm »ickf^ amongst vs this winter, 
and some still are, God liaifi taken away Mr. Atwond and Mr. Jeney 
by death." The leltvr has no date. Sarage suys Jcnney dit^d early 
in 1644, [v, ii; p. 646]; und M»nti»n says Atwood died in 1644. I 
infer then lliut Jenney and Atvmud died in tlu* winter ending wtlb 
the spring of 1644, and that Bradford wrote this letter after their 
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decease, but before Elder Brewster's death, in April of that year 
because it is not probable that Bradford would have written Win* 
tbrop within a year of the elder's decease, and have made no refer- 
ence to it, especially when speaking of the losses of the colony by 
death. I may add that the letter contains internal evidence that 
Aome considerable time had passed since Bradford had written Wins- 
low before. 

3, Bat the strong reason for discrediting the date given by Brad- 
rd, and by Morton in the Memorial^ in favor of that inserted by 
lorton in the Church Records, is found in entries npon the Colony 
leoords. Letters of administration were granted on Elder Brew- 
sr*B estate, June 5th, 1644, [Plym, CoL Rfc,\ ii. p- 73] ; the Inventory 
his Library bears date 18th May, 1644, [B'k of Wiiis, \\ i: 5S] ; and 
be final settlement took place 20lh Aug., 1645, [B'k of Deeds, p. 115], 
" the elder died in April, 1644, all this becomes natural, and is just 
^hal we should expect; il" he died in April, 1643, weare thrown upon 
rain conjecture for some reason for so unusual a course as the delay 
E»f more than a year before taking any recorded steps toward the 
Bettlement of his estate. 

I deem it certain, then, that the true date of the elder's death is 
April, 1644. 

Two causes have thrown uncertainty upon the year of bis birth 
the one, this doubt as to the year of bia death; the other, a like doubt 
as to his age at death. 

Morton, in the Memorial, [Ist ed,, p. Ill] professes to copy Brad- 
ford's Manuscript, and says : *'The Lord upheld him [Brewater] to a 
>reat age; he was fourscore and fmir years of age when he died/' 
Jot Bradford's Manuscript, as it comes out in print in the Collections 
|>f the Historical Society, given thitj passage tfins: *' The Lord upheld 
bim to a great age. He was nere fjurslore years of age {if not all 
out) when he died '* [p, 408.] And when Bradfnrd'a Mauuscript was 
copied by Morion upon the Plymouth Church Recorda, it was done 
ccurately, for there we tind the elder stated as ** nere foreskore" 
"when he died \_Young^ Plym. Chron., p. 461.] 

Here we have the data for three diBTerent birth-years* Morton, in 

Iht? Manorial, gives us the formula 1643^ — 84; which leaves 1659. 

lr»dford*8 History gives 1643, leas " near fourscore "; which produces 

1563. Morton, in the Church Records, gives us 1644, leas *' near 

tiurscore "; which carries na to 1564; which year Ymmg adopts, 

\Chrimides of Plym,, p. 469,] thougli he contnidicts liimKelf by adding 

the next nenlence that the elder was 60 when he landed at Ply- 

Dooth — when this birlh dale would make him only 56, 

The Rev. Ashbel Steele, in his valuable, but by no means so-good- 

'it-ougbt-lo-have-been work, entitled " The Chief ut the Prlgrims," 

'makes still anothfjr combination. Assuming 1644 as the true date of the 

eldt'r's deatli, and Morton's ** fourscore and four " jis the period of his 

pars, he gets 1644 — 84 ^1560; which he confidently states as the 

T.vkt of birth. This had been previuusly wet down as the true date 

Winsor {iliit. DiLxhwry, p. 234], and Mitchell, [Hid, Britlgewater, 

, 361J; but without naming any authority for the statement. 

Kecttpitulaling, we have, then, these four dates, each backed by 

Aomaretpectable authority, viz;

Belknap aod Eliot give 1560 without remark; as if it werennqtres- 
tioned, Allen preEnmes it to be that, [Biog, Dtc., p. 136] j and Ban- 
ter leans toward the same date, [Founders of New Pifm,^ p. 5t]. 

I Imve lately come to the knowledg^e of a document which, in my 
judgment, ou^ht to settle this qnestion for all the futnre, by assig'n- 
ing a new date for the birth of the elder, and that upon evidence of 
the most unimpeachable character. 

I received by the steamer of the last week from M. Elsivier — 
archivist of the city of Leyden, ^ — ^ whose invaluable aid 1 have had 
the good fortune to secure in pursuing certain researches in regard 
to the life of the pilgrims in Holland ^ — the statement that he has 
jnst discovered in the Registry of Affidavit s^ in that city [Letter k, fol, 
26] the record of a declaratiun made before the magistrates of I^ey- 
den, 25 June, 1609; in which William Brewster; Englishman, agedA^ 
ymrs^ Mary Brewster, his wife, aged 40 years, and tlieir son, Jonathan 
Brewster, aged 16 years, declare that they have received some cloths, 
which Bernard Rosse, Englishman, living at Amsterdam, had sent to 
them. They reside at Leyden, in the street called St- Ursule. 

This document is formal, and to bo presumed, therefore, to have 
been carefnlly drawn; it is legal, and therefore must have been con- 
scientiously dictated; it is from the cotemporaneous suggestion of 
the parties themselves, and therefore combines the highest prubabiU- 
ties of accuracy; while its scope is so entirely alien from the imme- 
diate point before us as to give to its testimony the eminent value of 
being purely incidentaL I see no reason, then, why it should not be 
decisive in evidence. 

These names of wife and son identify this as mt^r Wm. Brewster. 
Bat if he was 42 years of age in June, 1609, he must have been 
born in 1566-7, or from two to three years later than the latest dale 
before supposed. This, counting to 1644, would make him only 7T 
or 78 when he died. 

If it be objected that this is violently inconsistent with Morton's 
statement that he was 84, I reply that Morten's claim to accuracy is | 
vitiated by his own and eon trad ictory statement in the Church Recordl^H 
that Brewster died at " near t^rscore,** which, taken literally, woull^^^ 
be at 79, or scarcely two years at variance witli his true agej and which 
taken loosely, would be quite consistent with tlie accurate compu* 
t&tion, since it would not be unnatural for any of us to speak, in a 
general way, of a man of 77-8 as being '* near fourscore," 

It is true thai Bradford, in his Appendix, [p« 451] says Elder Brew- 
ster was *' about 80 years*' when he died. But Bradford wrote this 
many years after the eldcr^s death, and, from his guarded manner of 
statement, evidently had no exact knowledge on the subject. Seventy^ 
seven or eighi was a good old age, and answers — in venerableness — 
all the demattds of the subject. 

1 take it, tiien, as proven b^- sound and sufficient evidence, that 
Elder Brewster was born in 1566-7, and died in 1644, at the ago of 
77, or possibly 78.

In the month of December, 1678 (0. S.), the first European ahip 
irriTed at Burlington^ New Jersey, The passengera wore chiefly 
embera of the society of Friends, and among them waa Thomas 
Polls, the ancestor of this sketch, with hifl wifo and children.

Ician, sailed from Philadelphia, on the way to the Utdversity of 
' iinbnrgh to study medicine. Wliile in London, Dn Franklin gave 
bem letters of introduction to the professors and others, and also 
ticlosed the following paternal advice:

Before leaving hia native country, with that lack of judgment that 
has often characterized an ardent student of nineteen, he had engaged 
his affectiouB to the hidy who became his wife* 

Scarcely had he arrived in Edinburgh, bef(jre be received a letter 
from his father, stating that his ** dearest Grace" was very ill, and 
loQged to see him. 

Immediately, on the receipt of this intelligence, he left Edinburgh 
and hastened back; but upon his arrival sfie had recovered, and from 
the family record we learn that he was married at Reading, Pa., la 
Miss Grace Richardson, on May 6lh, 1767. 

After his marriage, he became a medical student in the College of 
Philadelphia, and, in the summer of 1768, graduated as bachelor of 
physic, at the first medical connneneement in America, He delivered 
the valedictory; and the subject seems to have been suggested by 
Dr. Franklin, as it was on the advantages a medical student derives 
from a previous liberal education in the other sciences, particularly 
mathematics and natural philosophy. 

The medical class was ten in number, and became useful practi- 
tioners, * 

In 1771, he received the degree of doctor of medicine; Benjamin 
Duffield, who married his sister Rebecca, at the same commencement 
receiving his degree as master of arts, and delivering a poem on 
'• Science-''^*

Dear Doctor: lam extremely concerned at onr friend's indisposi- 
tion. Doctor take care of him and prevent exertions above his 
strength. We may want his hervices ere long. 

The papers sent herewitli will give you rnrust of the account rela* 
live to the rout at Lexington, which we have received. A gentleman 
told me last night he had seen a iettc?r from New York which posi- 
tively mentioned the regulars to have lost ^00 njeu, and that only 12 
officers of the first brigadi; had returned tn Boston, To-morrow we 
expect an exact accmmt from HohIiuj, MobI certainly [thtry] have 
had a bitter pill. 

Baft writes to his wife, *^TtiR regulars and provincials have had a 
brush. The king's t roups were hellishly peppered but returned tbe 
compliment,"

Tlie VirginiatiB have lost their powder at WilliamBburgh, It wa« 
taken by order of the government, by a detachment of marines, from 
a ship of war in the night time. The people are so irritated they 
are marching to Williamsburgh from all the neighboring counties, 
and by this time have secured the Governor as a hostage, whom 
they are determined lo keep in close custody until the powder is 
returned. 

Fteeson 18 ao pressed by our people that I fear that you will get 
neither drum nor colors for some days. I called on bim last Fridayj 
nothing done except the drum hooped* I have now iicnt to him* 
The York letter you will have with a letter from our Committee. 
Hold yourselves ready to march at an bour*s warning. / bdiene the

If you want two small iron carriage guns to exercise Johnny 
Miers with, send for them.

In the journals of Congress we find that in April, 1176, Dr. Potts 
petitioned to be director of hospitals for Caniida, and on June 9tli 
he was appointed as surgeon for Canada and Lake George. On the 
25th of the same month he was at head-quarters in New York city» 
and received the following note to General Sullivan from Washing- 
ton's secretary:

The next day, in company with General Gatos^ he started for the 
north. On arrivin;^ at Crown Point he discovered tbat the oper- 
ations in Canada were impeded^ and he became subject to the orders 
of Dr Stringer, who placed him in charge of the hospital at Fort 
George, as the following letter indicates: 

Crowk Point, July 7, 1776. 
Dear Sir : As the whole of the sick will be rotnuved froni this 
post to Fort Greorgo as quick as possible, and are very nui»erou6, 
beg you will, with all dispatch, have the sheds on the lake shore 
fitted up with cribs or berths fur their reception j and hurry thtrse 
tbat are to be built where the old fort stood, as fast as possible. 

A convenient shop and a kitchen for the cook, coivtignous to the 
principal departments, will be necessary. I expect to be over in two 
or three days. 

A quantity of hemlock tope, if procured, will be no bad bedding, 
and immediately wanted. They may be gathered along the lake 
shore and brought in battoes.

Greenwoob PoRTRArrs, &c. — The inventory of the persona! estate 
of Samuel Greenwood, of Boston, taken in the year 1T21, mentions 
as hanging "in the Hull (of the mansion house,) 4 Pictures, figures 
of Family.'' Two of these pictures were evidently those of Samuel 
and his wife Elizabeth (Bronsdon). The others may have been bii 
parents, Nathaniel and Mary (Allen) Greenwood, or bis son and 
daughter-in-law, Capt. Samuel, Jr, and Mary (Fitch) Greenwood. 
At the sale of the estate in HII these pictures were dispersed, tliongh 
perhaps retained in the family of a younger brother, Joseph G., of 
Woburn and Boston, who died in 1187, as. 78. The portrait of Saoi- 
uel Greenwood, Sen., turned up in the spring of 1810, and was then 
temporarily in the possession of Mrs. Mary (Greenwood) Gay, of 
Dedham, but further trace of it is lost. Prof. Isaac Greenwood, of 
Harvard College, at his decease in South Carolina, 1745, left *'a large 
collection of manuscripts," which passed probably into the bands of 
his administrator, Gideou Norton, as they are not retained by bis 
descendants.

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AN ACCOUNT OF THE DISCOVERY OP AN ANCIENT SHIP 

ON THE EASTERN SHORE OF CAFE COD. 

[Commnnicated by Amos Otis, Esq., of Yarmoutli Port, Ma«s.] 

Our earljeet historians record that in 1625 a ship entered a barbor 
on tbe eastern coast of Cap^ Cod, atid that wbile tberein, a violent 
storm arose, closed its entrance, and prevented her departure. This 
barbor was known to tbe Srst settlers as *'The Old Ship Harbor;" 
but the memory of its location has faded from the minds of the meE 
of tbe present generation, and exists only in the form of ao nncertain 
tradition, I have made many inquiries of the aged respecting its 
locatioti, but could obtain no certain information. There ia another 
tradition, more uncertain and unreliable, that the name of tbe Old 
Ship was Sparrow Hawk. 

In this article I propose to give an account of the discovery, and 
a description of the remains of the wreck of an old ship recently 
uncovered by the waves and cunents of the ocean at Orleans ; to 
state with some particularity, the evidence, which seems to prove 
beyond a reasonable doubt, thai those remains belong to the ship 
which Gov, Bradford informs us was lost in Fotaonmaqut barbor 
in the winter of 1626-1, (or to some still more ancient ship). This 
evidence is principally based on the history of tbe remarkable geo- 
logical changes that have occurred on the coast, since its discovery* 
Archer's account of Gosnold's voyage around the cape, in 1602, and 
of the appearance of the coast, is so unlike anything seen by the 
modern mariner, that his relation has l>een considered a myth, or 
traveler's tale, unreliable and unworthy of credence. Geological in- 
quiries may seem out of place in a historical and genealogical journal; 
but if they do nothing more, they will verify the accuracy of Archer's 
descriptions, and thus aid us in onr investigations of the truths of 
history. 

Tbe accounts of the wrecked ship in Morton and Prince are copied 
from Bradford. Morton is not careful in his dates, but ho informs us 
that the master was a Scotchman named Johnston, a fact not stated 
by Bradford. Mr, Prince, witli his accustomed accuracy, states tliat 
a ship was lost in the beginning of the winter [December], 1626, 
Gov. Bradford's description of the place where the ship was lost, 
ronld be perfectly clear and distinct, if the configuration of the 

Dast was tlie same now as it was when be wrote. Namaskachet 
A remains, but Isle Nauset, Points Care and Gilbert, have 
an swept away by the waves and currents of the ocean. Where 

lonamoick bay was, there in a straight line of sea coast; where 
^ftn open sea then was, now long beaches meet the eye; and where 
were navigable waters, now we see sandy wastes and salt meadows* 

Snch remarkable changes having been made in the configuratioo 
of this coast since its discovery by Gostioid, and its examination by 
*Smith in 1614, is it surprising that tbe knowledge of the location of 
**01d Ship Harbor'* should have been lost, or that the readers of 
Bradford shonld have been unable to determine where Monamoick 
b&v was ? 
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Prot Agassiz, of Cambridge, in compaDy with the writer and otherSp 
baa recently made u careful geolog^ical eiaminatifMi of the eaftte 
coast of the towns of Eaatbam, Orleans and Chutham. An accou 
of this examination will hereafter be given. For my present pur- 
pose it is suflicient to state, that the result was a verificalioii of the 
accuracy of Arclicr*a description of the coast. 

This examination eriahles me to draw an outline map of the coast 
as it was in 1602, and in 1626. I have also a map of the barbors^ 
beaches and salt meadows as tliey were, and as they now are. 

Gov. Bradford, in his history, page 217 and fy Mowing, states, thst 
in llie begintiing of the winter of 1626-7, a ship with many paasen- 
gers, and gnndry goods, hound to Virginia, **came so neare y^ shoulda 
of Cap — Codd, or else ran stumbling over them in y*' night, they knew 
not how, they came right before a a mall blind ha r bore, that lyes 
aboote y" midle of Manamoyake Bay, to y^ sonthward of Cap — 
Codd, with a small gale of wind ; and about high water tonclit upon 
a barr of sand that lyes before it, btit bad no htirte, y"^ sea being 
emotb ; so they laid out an ancbore* But towards the evfiing the 
wind sprung© up at sea, and was so rough, as broake their cable, 
and beat them over the barr iuto y harbur, wher they saved thei 
lives and goods, though much were hurte with salt water j for w*** be* 
ing they had sprung y^ but end of a planke or too, and beat on' 
ther occome ; but they were soone over, and ran on a drie flate 
within tbe harbor, close by a beach ; ao at low water they gatt otit 
their goods on drie shore, and dried those that were wette, and saved 
most of tbeir things without any great loss; neither was ye ship 
much hurt, but sbee might be mended, and made servi sable againe.^ 
Gov. Bradford adds that tbe Bbipwreeked mariners were visited hf 
Indians who could speak Ei»glisb, and wlio offered to carry letters^ 
or conduct them to Plymouth, Two men were sent with a letter to 
Gov, Bradford. He ordered a boat to be made ready, and went him* 
self to tbeir assistance, carrying pitch, oukiim, spikes, Sec. for the 
repairs of tbe ship. He landed at " Na«m«kachett" creek, on the 
bay or inside of the cape, abuut two miles from Ihc place where the 
ship tben was. Indians were procured, the materials were carried 
over, the ship was repaired, got off, and lier cargo put on board. A 
few days after anoiber violent storm arose, tbe ship was agaiu 
driven on shore, "and so beattcn and shaken as she was now whoif 
nnfitte to goe to sea;" consequently tbe ship was ahandoned, her cargo 
transported to Plymoutb, and her mariners and passengers remained 
at that town till "the latter part of the following summer, when 
they took passage for Virginia." 

Naumskachett, or Na-mas-ka-ket creek is a part of tbe boundary 
line between the prcfctent towns of Brewster and Orleans, From the 
boat landing on that creek to the navigable waters of Pot-a nurnu- 
quut, it is abont two miles; to Nauset harbor the distance is greater. 
This fact, taken in connection witli Gov. Bradford's statement, 
proves beyond any controversy that PoLiinumti(|ut was the harbor 
into which the ship " stumbled." 

Tbe foUowing are the facts in relation to the discovery : On the 
6th of May, 1863, Messrs. Solomon Linnell, 2d, and Alfred Rogers, 
of Orleans were on Nauset Beach, and discovered portions of a 
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wreck. Mr. Linnell waa at the same place on tlie 4tl], whea no part 
of the wreck was visible. This proves tbat it was uncovered 
between the 4th and 6tli of May, 1863. When first diacovered it 
WAB partially covered with the marsh mud in which the wreck had 
been imbedded. On removing some of the mud they found a quan- 
tity of charcoal, and tho appearance of the timbers and planka 
jodicated that the veasel, of which tlieae were the remaine, had been 
tirnt down to light water mark. On Saturday, May 9, Leander 
roe by, Eeq., visited the wreck, and collected a lot of beef and 
lutton bones, several eoles of shoes, probably made for sandals* a 
ooking pipe, of the kind used by smokers of opium, and a metallic 
box, Afterwikrde, iti company with Messrs. Linnell and Rogers, he 
Jpok out the keelson of the wreck, and the remains of the stern post 
ftd rudder. 

Soon alter the discovery of the wreck, it was visited by John 
Doane, jr.* Esq., and Doct. B. F. Seabury, who made an exact meas- 
jjrement of the portions of the wreck then remaining, for the drawing 
ccompanying this article. 

The peculiar model of the wreck excited the curiosity of the 
people, aod although four miles from the village, it was visited by 
hundreds, and eacii one took a fragment as a memento of his visit. 
At the time the writer was lliere, the current had swept out a basin 
tho sand around the wreck, and, it being low tide, every part 
icepting the keel could be examined. One striking peculiarity was 
[imed lately noticed by every one, — the long, tail-like projection at 
be stern. Tl»e oldest sailor never saw a vt-ssel built on that model 
be must have had, to use a nautical expression, '* a clean run,*' and 
ive been a good sailer, and a good sea boat. There are other 
ftcuHarities in her construction : her frame**, midships, are perfect 
imi-circles. At the head of each timber, a piece of plank about 
Kveii inches wide and nine long was spiked to the timber, and 
the ceiling. These pieces of plank, or giuts^ were fitted to 
the adjoining timbers, and driven hard, the object being to pre. 
vent the timbers from moving (jr \yf irking in their places. The top 
of the glut was bevelled, and resembled a wedge with a very 
bick edge. Ou the tap of this the next tinjber was placed, and 
atened to the glut. A similar plan has recently been introduced 
ship building, and ctmsidered a great improvemeut- 
_ The ship was well and strongly built. The frame was of English 
Oftk, hf»wn six inches square, with square corners; there was not a 
wany-edged timber in the frame, showing that she had been most 
carefully built. The frames were placed side by side, and not an open 
place could be found, into which the hand could be thrust flatwise. 
A few of the stern timbers were of locust, or a wood that resembled 
The outer planks and the ceiling were of English oak, two 
ches or two and a quarter thick. 

The drawing exhibits the form at light water mark, or at the 
ftd of the fuUock or second tiraber-head«, most of which remain, 
the plan hud L)een taken at the head of llie floor timbers, it would 
have exhibited her peculiar model in a stronger light The length 
of her keel was about 35 feet, 12 J feet breadth, at light water mark, 
A part of the timbers at the bow had been taken away j but por- 
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t!oiiB of the plaiikiDg remainecl, showing the form. The stem was 
also gone. The ehip builder can judge of the peciiliarily of her 
form by the aniourjt of dead wood at her stem, and the moulding of 
her frames. The stern po^t was six inches square, straight, and 
secured to the keel ; the next timber was six inches at the bottom 
and seven at the top ; the 3d about 8 ; the 4th about 9 ; Ihe 6th 
about 10 ; aiid I lie sixth was u narrow knee, open a little at the top. 
The length of the port ions of these timbers remaining, I ooiitted to 
take ; they were abfiut four feet, a little higher than the heads of the 
floor timbers. The seventh was a frame, though very narrow at the 
bottom. There were twenty -three regular frames remaioing, or forty* 
six timbers, not counting the six at the stern. At the bow several 
frames were missing. The plunks were fustened with spikes and 
treenails, in tlie same inaoner as at the present time. Some of tb« 
treenails had been wedged after they were first driven, abowing that 
some repairs had been made. 

The timbers and planks of the old ship are very sounds there is oo 
appearance of rot, Tliere are no barnacles npon thein, they are not 
eaten by worms^ and there is no indication that they have been for 
any considerable length of time exposed to the action of the ele- 
ments. The spikes, bt>lt« and other fastenings of iron have entirely 
disappeared. Even the rudder braces, which are always made of 
thick bars, are gone. They had not been wrenched off, for the mor- 
tices in which they bad been inserted, and the places where the 
Bpikea with which tliey had been fastened were driven, bore no 
marks that vit>lence had been need — rust had gradually consumed 
them, and discolored sand indicated the places where the iron onoe 
was. The wreck was imbedded in marsh mud, and covered deeply 
in sand. Under such circnmstanoes air was almost wholly excluded, 
and oxidation must have been slow. 

Though called a ship, she had only one mast, and that, as shown 
by the mortice in the keelson, was nearly midship. Respecting her 
size, onl}^ an approximation to it can be obtained. A modern bnilfe 
vessel of her length of keel and breadth of beam would hardly 
exceed forty tons burthen. But in former times vessels bad a greater 
depth of buld in pniportiun to their lengtlj than at the present time. 
This would increase her tonnage. Seventy tons is as large a burthen 
to assign to her as tiie known facts will warrant. The Mayflower 
was 200 tons burthen, and brought 4:^er 101 passengers. This ship 
did not probably have half that riumber. 

In August last the wreck was ugain covered with sand, and ia 
now buried several feet below the surfiice, where it may remain 
undiscovered fur ages. Centuries hence sonjc plodding antiquarian 
may labor to prove it to be the same I have described in tliis iirlicle. 

One point more remains to be considered. Is the wreck recently 
discovered a part of Ciipt, Johnston's ship, lost in 1626 ? The 
reader will look at bis map. '* He Nawset" was of the drift formation, 
hilly, and in some parts rocky. No part of it now remains. About 
fifty years ago, a smiill porlion of it called Slut's Bush, had not 
washed away. The sand on its sliores, and most of which lias been 
washed by the currents from the north, bas blown inward by the 
winds, covering the meadows within, and in some places filling lb« 
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naTigable chanDele and harbors oti tbo west. In soiDe places tbt 
waves of the ocean have swept across the beach, and transported 

I immense qaantities of sand to the meadows in a siDgle tide. The 
^!t meadows, which were on the west side of He Nauaet, for years, 
kaTe been cropping oat oa the east sido of the beaiih. Some of the 
niarked bound stakes, of the eight great lots into which the Pota- 
numaqot meadows were divided in ItSO, !iave been found on the 
^cast side. The meadows have not moved, the beacii has. 

The wreck of the Old Ship is on the 8cct>nd hit of the Fotar*umaq«t 
meadows. This was always known as the Old Ship lot, but why it 
was so called no one could explain. Now the reason is apparent. 
The position of the wreck has not probably changed since it stink m 
the place where it now lies. At low tide, there are about two feet of 

P water around it, showing that at high water Uiero was a sufficient 
depth to have floated a vessel of seventy tons burthen. Every por- 
tion of the wreck is below the line of the surface of the meadows. 
These two facts prove that Ibis vessel was not cast away upon a 
beachp nor on the meadows. 

At the |)resent time a wreck sunk in such a situation would be 
covered with sand and mud in the course of a month. Similar causes 
existed then^ and it is safe to assume that Capt. Johnston^s vessel 
was covered up very soon after she was lost. 

Salt meadows do not form on a shore where a surf beats, or where 
a strong current exists. While the ancient entrance to the harbor 
was open there was such a current on the west, or inside of Isle Nau* 

I, which prevented the formation of salt meadow near the wreck. 
fter the closing of the old entrance, I he current turned west of 
ochett and Sampson's islands, and fotind an outlet tlirotigh Pleasant 
bay to Chatham harbor, thus leaving a body of still water favorable 
to the rapid formation of salt meadows. This view is confirmed by 
the Eastham records. That town was settled in 1646, and in the 
early division of meadows the Potanumaquut are not named. As 
iait meadows were considered mure valuable then, than at the pre- 
'ient time, it is surprising that they are not named till 1750 if they 
liad then existed. 

Records cannot be quoted ^o prove the antiquity of this wreck, 
Beitber can it be proved by living witnesses; we necessarily have 
to rely on other testimony. That the rust bad entirely consumed all 
the iron used in its construction is evidence of antiquity. The posi- 
tion of the wreck in reference to navigable waters, to the salt mea- 
~OW0, and to the beaches is reliable testimony. 

Now ii u perfectly certain that this wreck must have been in its 
present position since the year 1750, or 113 years, for since that 
date there have been no navigable waters within a quarter of a mile 
f the spot where it lies. It is also certain that tt must have been iu 
its present position during all that period, prior to 1150, while the 
meadows were forming around it, and on the west. If it is admitted 
that those meadows are of recent formation, one hundred years 
would be a low estimate, making the whole time 213 years. 

If it be said that the Potanumaqimt meadows belong to the older 
and not to the recent formation, it proves too much; it proves that 
the wreck has been in its present position many centuries — that it is 
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the remains of an old sblp m wbich the Nortbmen, or other ancient 
navigators, sailed. 

The position of this wreck in reference to the salt meadows and 
to the beach is the best posBible evidence of its antiquity. If driven 
there it must have been by a westerly wind, which would cause a 
low tide. Admitting that the vessel^ of which this wreck is the re- 
mains, was by some unknown cause forced on to the meadows, how 
was the wreck buried below the line of the surface? To suppose 
that she was so buried on hard meadows by natural causes is an 
impossibility. That the wreck was there first, and the meadows 
formed over it, seems a self evident truth, and judging from the rate 
at which similar meadows have formed, two hundred and (kirty'sevm 
years in not an nnreasonable length of time to assign for the forma* 
tion of ti)e Fotanumaquut meaduwti, and consequently the length 
of time that the wreck of the '* Old Ship" at Orleans has remained 
in its present position. 

Those who are not aware of the remarkable geological changes 
that have occurred on the eastern coast of Cape Cod since its dis- 
cover}^ doubt the trnthfuluesa of Archer, who was the historian of 
GoBDold*8 voyages. I have in this article assumed that he was a 
careful and an accurate observer, and faithfully recorded what he 
paw. Great geological changes make their own records; ihey leave 
in the strata and in the various deposits the footprints which the 
scientific student of nature can trace and follow. 

Cape C(»d was discovered by Bartholomew Gosnold, May 16, 1602 
0. S. He anchored at first near the end of the cape, which he 
called Shoal Hope, but afterwards changed to the name it has since 
retained. Afterwards he anchored in the harbor, in latitude iS*. 
On the 16lh he sailed round the cape. After proceeding 12 leagues 
in this circuitous conrse lie descried a point of laud '* a good dis- 
tance off*' with shoals near it. He ** kept his luff" to double it, and 
after passing it " bore up again with the land," and at night an- 
chored, where he remained that night and the following day, May 17. 

He saw many shoals iu thai vicinity, and ** another point that lay 
in his course." On the l^th he sent a brjat to sound around the 
point, and on the 19th passed around it "in four or five fathoms and 
anchored a league, or somewhat more beyond it," in latitude 41** 40', 

Nothing is named in this account tfiat [he most careless observer 
would not have seen and noted. When hv discovered the first point 
he was off Eastham, a little north of the beach where the *' Three 
Lights '^ are now I(>cated. He saw the danger, and like a prudent 
mariner kept his luff to avoid it. The shoal he called Tucker*8 Ter- 
ror, the headland Point Care. After passing Point Care he bore up 
again to the mainland. This description of the coast is simple and 
truthful. To determine the exact positifjn of i^liot Care is attended 
with some difficulty. That it was the north end lieadUud «jf the is- 
land, named by Capt. John Smith ** He Nawsct," there appears to be 
DO reason to doubt The only difiiculty is lu determining precisely 
where the north end of that island was in 1S03, The northern end 
of it, which persons living remember, was opposite the present en- 
trance to Nauset harbor. In 1602 it probably extended half a mile 
further north, that is, as far north as the low beach extended. That 
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persons now Im'ng remember. John Doane, E,^q,^ now seventy years 
of affe, was born iti the immediate vicinity of Point Cure. Hra father 
and grandfather, in fact all his anceatore from the first settlement, 

IDwned the land and the meaflowa be I ween He Nawset and the main. 
He says that witljin bis rcef>I lection Point Care has worn away about 
Jialf a mile. When his grandfather was a boy. Point Care extended 
much further into the ocean than it did when he was young. These 
are not vague and uncertain recollections. Mr. Doane points to 
iDODumeots, and tlie exact distance that the ocean has encroached on 
the land within his recoMectioo can be ascertained. He states t!iat 
^^fifty years ago a beach extended from the present entrance of Nau- 
^het harbor half a mile north, where the entrance then was. Within 
^Bbis beach his father owned ten acres of salt meadows, on which he 
^HTor several years assisted bim in cutting and raking the hay. 
^B^ow where that beach was there are three or four fathoms of water, 
^Bind where the meadows were is a sand bar on which the waves con- 
^'linaally break, and make Nauset harbor difficult of access. Within 
bis memory the north beach, connected with the Easlham shore, has 
extended south one mi!e, and the whole beach Ims moved inward 
about its width, say one-fourth of a mile. Formerly there were 
navigable waters between Nauset and Potanumaqunt liarbora. It 
is about a century since vessels have passed through, and about fifty 
years since the passage was entirely closed. This was caused by 
the moving of Nauset beach inwards. Dunes always travel in- 
ward, never outward, let the direction be what it may. 

Mr. Doane says that his grandfather informed bim, that when he 
was young a rocky swampy piece of land, known as Slnt*a Bush, 

I was about in the middle of Isle Nauset; that many berries grew 
there, and that he had repeatedly been there to pick them. When the 
present John Doane, Esq,, was a lad, only the western edge of this 
Iwamp remained. The roots of the trees and bushes that grew there 
ran under and between the rocks and atones, and when the waves 
undermined the rocks, the whole, rocks, stumps and roots settled to* 
gether. Slut^s Bush is now tjomc distance from the shore. In deep 
water ; vessels pass over it, and on a calm day the stumps and roots 
may be seen at the bottom. The fisherman sometimes gets his line 
entangled with them and ptdls them up. During violent gales of 
wind they are sometimes loosened and driven to the shore. 

Beyond Slut's Bush, about three miles from the shore^ there is a 
ainarlar ledge called Beriah^s ledge, probably formed in precisely the 
_8ame manner as Slut's Bush ledge is known to have been formed. 
Six nautical miles sontii of Point Care, Gosnold discovered another 
be ad I and which be named Point Gilbert. Archer furnishes us with 
all the particulars respecting the soundings, the straits, his passing 
^^ound it, and anchoring a league or more beyond in latitude 41® iO\ 
^feye have historical and circumstantial evidence, that Point Gilbert 
^Bxisted in 1602; it united with the main land at James head, near 
^■Dbatham lights. From James bead, ou its south shore, it extended 
^nloe miles on an east by south course to its eastern terminus, after- 
wards known as Webb's island, situate where Crabb^s ledge now is. 
Cape Care was worn away by the gradual abrasion of the waves; over 
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Point Gilbert the sea, duriDg a violent gale, Bweptp carrying away 
long sectioDa in a siiigle day. 

The inner ledge on the line of Point Gilbert is known as Island 
ledge, and the name indicates that the sea broke over the point at 
two places about the same time. Rev. Dr. Morse states that Webb^a 
island at one time, contained fifteen acres of rock j land covered with 
wood from which the early inhabitants of Nantucket procured fneK* 
The process which has been described as having occurred at Slut's 
Bash ledge also occurred at Crabb and Island ledges; the stumps 
and roots of the trees were carried down by the superincumbent 
rocks. Mr. Joshua Y. Bearse^ who resided many years at Monamoit 
point, and has all his life been familiar with the shoals and ledges 
near Chatham, informs me that it is very difficult to obtain an anchor 
lost near either of these ledges j the sweeps used, catch against the 
rocks and stumps at the bottom- that in repeated instances he has 
puHed up stumps of trees from the bottom where the water is four 
fathoms deep. He also states that after the violent gale in 1851^ 
during which the sea broke over Nauset Beach where the ancient en- 
trance to Potanumaquiit harbor was^ and where the entrance to 
Chatham harbor was in 1715, with a force which seems almost incre- 
dible, sweeping away banks of earth 20 feet high, cutting channels 
therein five fathoms deep, moving the sea around to its very bot- 
tom, and tearing up the old stumps which had been there more than 
a century, Mr. Bearse states that more than one huudred of these 
drifted during that gale to the shore at Monamoit beach; and that he 
picked them up for fuel A part of these were stumps that bore the 
marks of the axe, but the greater part, were broken or rotted off. 

These old stumps did not grow under the water; they did not float 
to the positions from which they were dragged up; they grew in a 
compact rocky soil overlying a loose sand. The waves and the 
currents removed the loose substratum, and the rocks and the stumps 
went down together into the deep water where they are now found. 

From the place where Gosnotd anchored, a league or more from 
Point Gilbert, there was an open sea to the south-west. Monamoit 
beach, which projects out eight miles south from Morris island, did 
not then exist; there was nothing there to impede navigation.

Elder William Went worth bad at least ten cbildren who lived to 
be married. Whether he had others we have bo means of knowing. 
The nine sons, at some time, had each farms between the Cochecho 
(Dover), and the Newt-che-wan-nick (Salmon Fails) rivers, and all 
in what was then tlie town of Dover ; and there was also the farm 
of Elder William Wentworth himself, which is still in the possession 
of the descendants of Ins son Benjamin % 

Samuel, - the ancestor of the governors, moved to Portsmouth, N, 
H., and died there.

Among his deacend- 
ants are Thomas^ WeritwortU of Dover, K. H., and FrofeBSor George 
Albert*' Wentwortli of Exeter, N. H. 

NothiDg has been found upon public records to prove that Elder 
William Went worth had any daughters. But traditioDS gathered 
from various quarters give bini a daughter, Elizabeth-, who married 
Richard, jr., son of Richard, sn, and Judith (Smith) Tozer. This Ri- 
chard, jr, had a sister, Martha Tozer, who married Nathan Lord of 
Berwick, Me*, 22d Nov., 167B, and their son, Capt. Samuel Lord, 
married 19th Oct., 1710, Martha,^ daughter of Paul-* Wentworth. Ri- 
chard Tozer lived in Berwick, Me,, about one mile from Salmon Falls, 
N. H., in what is known as the old Garrison House, a portion of 
which exists to this day; and which Richard Tozer, jr., and wife, Eli- 
zabeth, deeded 17 th of April, 1734, to the son of hi^ sister Martha, 
Capt. Samuel Lord. It Ib not known what became of Richard and 
Elizabeth after pigning this deed, nor whether they had any children. 
The children attributed lu him by Savage, in hie genealogical die* 
tioDary, were those of bis brother, Simon Tozer of Watertown^ 
Mass. 

Tito date of the births of these children we have no means of ascer- 
taining, except as follows : 

The tombstone of Samuel,* still readable in Portsmouth, N. H., 
makes him 50 years of age in 1G90. This would make bim born in 
1640. 

Admitting that they were 21 years of age when put upon the tax 
list at Dover, N. H,, John-* wo«ild have been born about 1647, Ger^ 
sbom-' about 1649, and Ezekiel- about 1051, 

The oldest child of Paul*^ was born in 1680, and the youngest in 
1700. He died about 1750, at Preston, Uonn., very aged. Ue was 
the last, in all probability, of all Elder William's children to die. He 
was probably born about 1655. 

Timothy'^ died in 1710. The earliest account had of him is 27th of 
May, 1696, when his father and mother deeded him land in Dover, 
N. H. He left four children, of whom the eldest, Tiniotliy,^ was ad- 
ministrator ; and the youngest was married five years thereafter* Ad- 
mitting his son Tim(tti>y^ it> have been only 21 years of age when his 
father died, the marriage must have taken place prior to 1698. He 
was unquestionably married about the time bis father gave him the 
farm, iti 1696. If 25 years of age when married, he was born about 
1670. 

Elizabeth^ (Mrs. Richard Tozer, jr.) swore, in 1733, that she was 
64 years of age* This would make her born in 1669. 

The first time we find tlie name of the wife of Elder William, was 
on the ISlh Nov., 1667, and it was Elizabeth, If ihere were two 
wives, a« bis wife Elissabeth survived him, may not Mrs. Tozer have 
been a child of tlte second wife, and named for her? Mrs. Tozer 
was born 29 years alter Samuel,* and several after Samuel had chil- 
dren ; which gives rise to the probability uf two wives. 

If there were two wives, the probability iu that Benjamin^ and 
Ephraiin,''^ and perhaps Timothy,^ were the children of the last wife. 
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Beojatnm^ and Ephraim- were both roamed about 159T. They 
could not hare boen born later than ldt5, and were probably born 
nearer 1610. With the oldest, born in 1640, and the youtigeBt about 
1670, and with these ten diildreu {and perhaps others who did not 
^^ve 10 be married), whose births were between this period of thirty 
^nears, the suggestion is not improbable that he had a second wife,

The writer of Ibis procured, through the American consul at London, 
a transcript of the record of the Went worth genealogy, from the col* 
e at Arms, in England, The only one, touching the Wentworths 
America, was that furnished by Gov. John^ Went worth, wheu he 
was created a baronet. In 1795. This goes no farther back than his 
raudfather, Lt. Gov. Jobu,^ which would not have been the case had 
not especial reasons for so doing. His grandfather, Lt. Gov. 
bn,^ was of the church of England, and a uian of position, whilst 
his great grandfather, Samuel,^ was son of Elder William Went- 
orth, the non-conformist preacher. Could he have traced his gene- 
logy directly to the ancestors of the earl of Strafford, he would 
ve been very likely to have done soj unless he had bad a motive 
for the contrary course. There is a tradition that, when William 
Wentworth came to this country, he escaped from Newgate, where 
he was imprisoned as a non-coiiformist. We know that be was a 
non-conformist, and we know it is a secret bow and when he got

^V The marquis of Rockingham was alwaye the especial friend and 
patron of the last Gov. John^ Went worthy and recognized a relation- 
ship with him, although he must have known his non-com formist ori- 
gin. The same was the case with the SaviHe family, and also with 
Earl Fitzwillam and his descendants. Sir Charles Mary." son of Gov. 
Jotin,^ gave a portion of his estate, at bis death, to a son of Earl 
Fitzwilliam. 
By a letter in the possession of the late Mrs. Catherine Francea 
re, the authoress, administratrix of the estate of the late Sir 
ariea Mary^J Wentworllj, we find the relationship thus recognized. 
The letter'is dated Milton Abbey, 24th Sept., 1786, and written to 
the late Gov. John* Went worth. 

After announcing the birth of his son, the present Earl Fitzwilliam, 
rd Fitzwilliam proceeds to say :

us the Earl of Strafford's father (Sir William Wentworth) had a 

daughter, Anne, who married Sir George SaviUe, who died in August, 

'il4. Aud thus Thomas Wentworth (Earl of Strafford) had a 
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daugbter, Aane^ who married Edward WaUon, marqaia of Boek* 
iD|fbam« Upon the death of the Earl of StrafiTord's only flon, the 
third 8011 of biB sister^ Thomas WataoD, became heir, and was required 
to take the name of Wentworth. Thomas Wataoo Wentworth, 
marquis of Rockingham, dying Uth December, 1*750, waa eacceeded by 
his son, Sir Charles Watson Wentworth, Prime Mioiater, at one time, 
to George IIL He married Mary, daughter and heir of Thomas Bright, 
Esq,, of Badsworth, Co. of York. It was for him and his wife that 
Gov. John^ Wentworth named his only child Charles Mary^ Went- 
worth, who died childless 10th April, 1844, at Kingsand, Devon, Eng* 
land. Thomas Wataon Wentworth also had a son, Thomas Watson 
Wentworth, jr., who married the daughter of Daniel, earl of Winchel- 
sea and Nottingham, and by her had children. He was earl of Malt- 
on, Viscount Higham, of Higham Ferras, baron of Malton, Wath 
and Harroelen, lord lieutenant of the West and North Ridings of 
the Co. of York. He was in the House of Peers in 1T38. 

Sir Charles Watson Wentworth died cbildlese, 1st July, ITSi, 
when all his honora, including the baronetcy, became extinct; but 
the principal part of the Wentworth estate fell to his nephew, Wil- 
liam, eon of his sister Anne, who married Earl Fitzwilliam, and it is 
DOW in the possession of his descendant, the present Earl Fitzwilliam. 

Johu^ Wentworth, afterwards Governor, went to England, whilst 
bis unc!e Benoing^ was Governor, and remained some time* He 
formed the acquaintance of the Marquis of Rockingham, and they 
became the most devoted friends. Whether this acquaintance and 
friendship grew out of a very distant relationship, or from a similar^ 
ity of name, or from his being the representative of his uncle (Gov. 
Benning^ Wentworth) in England, or from all combined, it is bard 
to tell at this late day. John^ Wentworth had graduated at Harvard, 
and developed a great deal of talent. Hie father was wealthy aud 
very liberal tu him; and John'' himself was very liberal in bis expen- 
ditures. It has been said that he first attracted the attention of the 
Marquis of Rockingham by hta zeal in betting upon the horses of the 
marquis, at the race courses of England, and that an acquaintance 
was first formed upon some occasion of horse-racing — a sport of 
which the marqnis was very fond. 

Speaking of the Earl of Strafford, Burke, in his Peerage, says: 

" Of this very iilnstrious family was William Wentworth, who 
emigrated from the County of Y*>rk in England, &c." 

As Mr, Bnrke gives the family of the Earl, he, of course, knew 
that Elder William was not a dctjceiidant of it. He intended merely 
lo say that the Earl of StraflTord and William Wentworth could be 
traced back to a common origin. And tbta common origin may he 
loss distant than or»f? would otherwise suppose, from their opposition in 
religious views. Men, of the religious views of Elder William Went- 
worth, werr^ as much proscribed by their friends and relatives, as by 
the govern men t. The Eurl of Strafford was Itebpsded, I2tli May, ld41, 
and Elder William was in this country, and h.td then had at least one 
child bore. Was he glad (ir sorry at the desith ? This only we know. 
He was a follower of Wheelwright; and Wheelwright was at the 
university with Oliver Cromwell, and continued his friend to the 
last. After the revolulion, in favor of Cromwell, Wheelwright went 
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to England^ But^ after the reetoratioD, he returned here agaio. 

Elder VVilliamWeDtworth mtist have sympathized with Wheelwright 

iu his attaohmeot to Cromwell. And the same government that 
ftrsecuted him, and perhaps did send hioi to Newgate, may have 
jladly promoted hie grandson, John, -J aiid his grandson's posterity^ 
lien it was found that they had abandoned the non-conformist 
^iniona of Elder William, and embraced those of the wealthy and

The greatest heroes and demigods of antiquity were known to hare 
only putative fathers, and the same is the fate of our sublime Bunker 
Hill Monument. Its paternity has been attributed to various sources, 
Mr* Frothinghamp in his appendiic to his Siege of Boston, attributes 
it to Mr. Willard, the architect, and others to Mr; Baldwin* But wq 
will endeavor to demonstrate that the honor of furnishing the desiga 
on which that monument was constructed, clearly and indubitably 
belongs to the lat© distinguished artist, Horatio Greenough. The 
originator of the monument^ was the amiable and accomplished 
scholar and gentleman, William Tudor. Tho Bunker Hill Monu- 
ment Association advertised for designs to be presented to them 
for the monument, and a reward of |100 for that which should 
be accepted by them as the best. Horatio Greenough« a senior 
in our University, about to graduate, presented to the Association 
his plan for the monument — an obelisk of the same form and pro- 
portions as one of ancient Thebes — together with a very exact and 
particular wooden model of his plan, and his artistic views and argu- 
ments in favor of an obelisk, instead of a column, fur which many of 
tbe Association had expressed their preference. Two committees of 
the Association reported in favor of accepting his design* The ^rst, 
Loammi Baldwin, George Ticknor, Jacob Eigelow, Washington 
Allston, Gilbert Stuart, and Samuel Swett; and the second, Gilbert 
Stuart, Washington Allston, and Warren Button. Mr. Sttiart as the 
chairman wrote "Approved** on Groenough's wooden model, and it 
was deposited in the room of tbe Association, A. picture of this plan 
drawn by Mr.Greenough, and another by his brother, Henry Green* 
ough, Esq., we exhibit, which show that the present monument was in 
every essential particular constructed after Mr. Greenough*8 plan. 
He proposed, however, a stone platform around the base, with twenty 
steps to ascend to it, and in the angles between those steps, opposite 
tbe four corners of the monument, stone foundations for statues or 
Other desirable objects it might be wished to place on them. He also 
proposed a plinth at the bottom of his monument. We are informed 
by the very patriotic, intelligent and devoted president of the Asso* 
ciation that the platform proposed by Mr. Greenough is quite indis- 
pensable to the completion of the monument. Mr. Greenough imme- 
diately on presenting his plan sailed for Etirope, leaving an order 
with his father on the Association for tbe reward, which never has been 
paid. 

The late Amos Lawrence, Esq., one of the Building Committee, in 
his published diary, says : — * 'Young Greenough (Horatio) sent in a 
plan with &n essay that manifested extraordinary talents, and was 
•ubstanlially adopted, although the column was amended by tbe ta- 
tuts, taste and intluence of Loammi Baldwin.** Professor Packard*

in bis history of the monument, says the same. The only amendment 
propoaed by Mr. Baldwin, that was adopted, was dispensijjg with a 
plijith, a stight enlargement of the obelisk at its base, which Greea^ 
ougb had proposed. 

The following is Col. Swett'a second communication. 

Although we deem it supererofifatory to present yon any farther 
demonstration than wc haveulready, tliat the Bunker Hill Monument 
Association were indebted to Greenougb for the model after which 
that niiinu merit was constructed, and ought to have paid him their 
promised reward^ we recur to the subject because we huve obtained 
some further iiiformotior* concerning it which deserves to be recorded. 

On the 22d January, 1825, the Association by their committee, 
H. A. S. Dearborn, J. C. Warren, Geo. Blake, S- D. Harris and Edward 
Everett, published the followinir notice; and oflered a reward of 100 
dollars for a model after which I he monument should be constructed. 

"Though there are some obvious recommendations of a column us 
the best form for a monu mental structure, yet the con* mil tee are 
deteniiined to propose no plan to the Association, till they have had 
the means of comparing all the suggestions which may be offered » 
But as a column is recommended by various local circumstances, and 
appears to enjoy a general preference, the committee are particularly 
desirous to receive plana oC a monumental column about 220 feet in 
height, to be built of liewti granite.** 

In response to this, Horatio Greenougb sent them a copy of the 
ancient obelisk at Ttiebes, accompanied with a letter in which be 
exposes the arrant defects of a column for the monument, and ex- 
plodes the unfortunate delusion, and foregone couclusion of the 
Association and the public in favor of it. In ihis letter he observes: — 

** I have made choice of the obelisk as the ryost purely monumental 
structure. The column, grand and beautiful as it is in its place, 
(where it stands beneath ihe weight of a pediment and supports a 
long line of heavy entablature,) considered as a monumerjt, seeme 
liable to unanswerable objections. It steps forth from that body of 
which it has been made a harmonious part, to take u situation winch 
of all others requires unity of form; hence the more conjpletely it 
has been fitted to a situation so diflTerent, the greater must be the 
number of useless appendages and unmeaning parts, when it assumes 
its new place and office. In fact the increase in the upper part of 
the shaft rjf the column, in ^ach of the Greek orders, as plainly im- 
plies a weight above, to be supported, as the base implies a ground 
on which to stand. 

*' The proportions of this obelisk are taken from one at ancient 
Thebert. " 

In our former communication in consideration of the very exalted 
iVharacter of Amort Lawrence in every respect, and his being one of 
the building connnittiH*, we cssentialiy relied on his authority in 
favor of Greoiinugh's claims. VVe now reinforce his authority, 
though that he '* gilding gold,*' by stating that be was the most 
onthuHiastic and dovotrd advocate for the ereclinu of the monument, 
and the most prufuse cmitribulor toward it. Mr Totiro nttbly gave 
his $10,000, and Mr. Lawrence did tiie same, but he coritributed other 
amounts, and in liis will he devised $50,000 to insure liie completjuii 
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of the TDonnmeiit, proYided a sufficient amouut could not be otherwise 

"^btaincd for the purpose. 

With all tliis devoted nesB, he miiat have been inevitably perfectly 
fell iuformed as to who was the planner of the monument. What 

PCreenough's model was, is palpably evident from his own declaratioDj 
and his minutely labored and finished wooden model that was pre- 
served for many years and seen by great iinmbers; and by two 
drawings of it by himself which we have exhibited, one of tliem he 
presented to me to illuBtrate bis claims; which by the bye so hon- 
orable and intelligent an artist could uever have advanced without 
their being perfectly well founded. 

Some captious critics have objected, that there was no merit in 
presenting a copy of an obeliBk, as '* an obelisk is an obelisk;" but 
in fact obel.isks vary very essentially from each other, and Orcen- 

Ilpugh^s distinguished merit arose not from his being li copier, but the 
bu lightened, ingenious, and artistic selector of the best obelisk in 
Ihe world for his purpose; especially as it hud an obtuse instead of 
k pointed vertex, which enables a spectator, from its fiurnmit, to 
enjoy the glorious and boundless prospect around him. These carp- 
ers are cousins-german to the carpers of Columbus, who told him, 
after he bad shown them how, it was very easy to stand an egg on 
end. 

We coDclnde our demonstration of Greenough's claim, by reduc- 

Kng onr argument to a simple logical syllogism. The Association 
promised a reward for a model after which the monument should be 
sonstructed, Oreenoiigb presented them a copy of the obelisk at 
Phebep. Bunker Hill Monument is identical in form, with that obe* 
ijsk, as any one who has eyes to see the monument and the pictures 
ijf Egyptian iinti qui ties must sec. Ergo, Green ough was entitled to 
the promised reward. We challenge any ** wight to pinch " at our 
major, minor, or conclusion. The stairway to ascend the monument 
t'as part of GreenougfiV plan. 
This iri«n)ph;vnt siiceess of Greenongh, just through his college 
life, was nniri'ellouri; but he was a well-read artint, and son of a 
lislinguinhed architect; and had Rome mnnthft, after the rewnrd for 
modfl was advertised, to prepare his |»lari, Atid^ above all, Ijis 
)lan was patronizt'd and maintained by a triumvirate of the direct- 
Drs, of as \%\^\\ and commanding influence ad th»* world couhl pro- 
Soce. Allstun, probably the greatest painter of hin day; Baldwin, 
the greatest civil engineer, and Stuart, the greatest portrait paijjter 
[in the United Stales, were all !>f tbeuj unhpsllatinn;' aufl unuecomo- 
iating in their support of Greenougli':* plan Allst<Mi declared that 
|a monumeutal column wuuld rr^mind hitu of a peripatetic can- 
ilcstick. A man's leg, he observed, though a very handsome sup- 
for his body, when cut oflT, becomes abhorrent. Baldwin hud 
rSously pledged himself in favor of an obelisk for a nKmument 
5y erecting an obelisk over his family tomb; and Stuart, as we have 
[related, wrol<? **Appvoved ^Nm Grccnough^s model, a« chairman of a 
[committee to examine the nunierons models presented. Greenough 
[himself complained that his obelisk, from the omission of tn^s plat- 
form, resembled a grciit spire of asparaguu springing out of the 
^ground. 
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Mr Lawrence, we are happy ta slate, dedmred that with out the 
emiDeot Bkill and devoted services of Mr. WiVlard, the architect 
of the monument, it would never have been completed. In thie opi» 
Dion all the friends of the monnrnent have always implicitly united^ 
and none more sincerely so than ouraelvee. His name will be as 
immortal as his work. But he had nothing to do with the plan of 
the monument after which it was comstructed; Greenough'a plan, with 
a slight modification by Baldwin, (the omission of a plynth ornament) 
except to mechanically make a copy of it, under the dictation of 
Baldwin, who as the chairman of our committee, U Baldwin, G, Tick- 
nor, J. Bigelow, S. Swett and W. Allston, reported it. He nobly 
offered his services gratis, as architect of the monument, though the 
directors would not accept the sacrifice. But he received only the 
amount of bis expenses; and generously contributed $1,000 toward 
the monument. At his owo risk^ be purchased a quarry at Qaiucy, 
to secure materials for the monunjent The directors were ambitious 
of making their monument, an orthodox, monolyth rival of its pro- 
totype of Thebes, and Willard was in favor of the enterprise. 1 1 
was ascertained that a m&noljth of any desirable dimensions might 
be quarried on the bauk of the Kennebeck, but the enormous and 
incalculablo expense of the undertaking was too confounding to be 
encountered. 

The services of Baldwin, however, belonged to a higher region of 
art and science than those of the architect j and bis talents encoun- 
tered their strongest test in the construction of a vast pile entirely 
unprecedented, as all former obelisks had been monolyths, as they 
are by their definition. His most distinguished service, however 
toward rendering the monument eternal, probably was, in directing 
the steps of the stairway to be incorporated into the wall of the 
monument as building^stones. His ingenious device, to exhibit ta 
our committee the appearance of an obelisk on Bunker Hill, wjui 
amusing. He placed on the rail of Craigie^s bridge a miniaturo 
shingle obelisk, which to a spectator at a proper dtstunce behind it« 
became; m agnized into a stately obelisk on the Hill. In his report 
be directed that the sides of the monument shuuld face the cardinal 
poiiiiH, but sentiment prevailed over science and taste^ the sides 
conform to iboee of the old fort in which the foundation of the mono* 
ment lies. 

By a singular coincidence three of the final committee on the plan 
were of the College Clag^ of 1800 — AUston, Baldwin, and Swett. It 
was our pnrpnmj to copy from the biographical memoirs of onr class 
mates, of whicli we have many years been the recorder in our class- 
book, the memoirs of Allston and Baldwin; but time does not suffice 
Wo cannot forliear to say, fiowever, that Allston, half a century ago, 
on the sale of an estate in South Carolina, of which he was a part 
owner, re fused to receive any portion of the purchase money for 
which tlie HJavos belonging to the estate were sold. 

It is a principle of Christianity that it is never too late to repent. 
And we trust I he Mouument Association will 8ui»n redeem their repu* 
tation by doir»g justict.', however tardy, to tfreenongh^s representa- 
tives, as they ought to have done to himself. In the hurry, confusion, 
and iuuumerable difficulties of their novel undertaking, their neglect

of Greenongh'fl claim may be pardonable, and their poverty perhaps 
somewhat controlled their will. Bat if tlua stigma be not washed off 
their monument, some satirist may fulminate against it the bolt of 
Pope against the great moDument of London.

Some critics yet complain that our monnment ought to be a inono- 
lyth* An octogenarian placed clapboards on his house instead of 
Bbingles which had been on fifty years, to compare their durability. 
Some thousands of years hence another obelisk, iron perhaps, may bo 
erected to compare in durability with those of Thebes and Bunker HilU 
In the mean time, what ever world we inhabit, we will stoutly main- 
tain, that our obelisk, built under Baldwin of granite masses, placed 
OD each olher without cement between, except to smooth their bed 
and build, and without dowels, will forever beat all creation. J, Q, 
Savage, Contractor for raising the stones, introduced the use of 
ateam for tliat purpose and for simitar building operations, probably 
imder the direction uf Baldwin. 

Why Baldwin and his committee rejected Greenough^s plinth that 
belongs to all ancient obelisks, though litd by the accumulated soil of 
ageSf or why the platform, recommended by them and Greenough, 
18 not built, are mysteries. 

But there be other melancholy stains on our loved monument which 
imperatively demand of all true patriots to unite in rendering peiv 
fectly spotless. The venerable shades of Putnam and Prescott seek 
in vain to enter its portal and stand beside their glorious compeer 
Warreu, 



The Spriko IK RoxBtJRY Strekt. — ^The excavations during the past 
immer^ for the purpose of laying dnwn a sewer, laid open the "Old 
Irook" as it passes the junction of Dudley street and Shawmut avo- 
Hiie in this city. The bed of the stream is some twenty feet below the 
present surface of the ground.

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PRATT AND TRERICE. 

( Co IE muD Seated by William S. Apfleton, A, M, of Boston,) 
Great confusion aeema to exist between Abmlifim and John Pratt, 
and it may be doubted whether dates and facts have been correctly 
distributed to each. This article is prepared partly in the hope of 
obtaining further information from papers in the hands of otbera. 
Dr. Savage's Genealogical Didionajy of New England has the following 
account: ** Abraham, Chailetitown/a Biirg. Imv. in CuU rec. 19, Oct. 
1630, when ho req. to be made free, the prefix of reapect came^ we 
miiy well infer, in the fleet with Wuith, and was liv. 1631 at C. He 
with w. Joanna, early join tlie ch. of R«3xbury, but rem. again to C, and 
hiti w, d, 27 Dec. 1645 ; and he d. as tlie gr.*st. says, on llje same day, 
John, Cambridge, an expert surg, poanib. br, of Abraham, was of 
Hooker's ch, and freem. 14 May 1631 ; but he hud been bo earl^' as 
Man 1629, engag, for our conip. and came ir» the Lion's Whelp, but 
ret. in the same eh. and when next he came, sat down first at Brain* 
tree, in Nov. 1635 was animadvert, on for ill report of the country, 
rem, to Ilartford, proh, 1637, was rep* 1639-42, btit not after, excus. 
from watch, accord, to previous promise^ in June 1644, but wont for 
home in Nov. full, with his w. having no ch. and above 60 yrs. r>ld, 
and in Dec, drown, in the shipwreck on the cuaet of Spain. Winth, 
I 173, and li.

These statements probably contain several errors and wrong at- 
tributions. First, iho records of the Mjiss. Co, give no more of the 
name of the surgeon engaged tiian "Mr. Pratt ;" sec Vol. I, as 
printed, pp, 29 and 61. Abrahanj Pratt, ** chyrurgeon,*' was here ia 
Sept. 1630. John Pratt <!oes not appear by name tiH 1634, and io 
1636 surveyed hind, which would hardly be expected of a surgeon. 
The record H of Charleslown, Gen. Reg. Vol Vlll. p 346, show th 
Abr, Pratt and his wifu *'dyed 27 (ID) 1645, and that on this sa 
day Capt, Coytmore ** dyed nppo. the coast of Cales," and two othej 
ulso. Were they not probably lost together ? Winthrup*s Hist. Vol 
IL p, 292 (Edit, of 1S53) says : *' Nineteen were drowned, whereof 
Mr. Kerman was one, and one Mr. Thomas Coy t more, uf Charlestown 
(a right godly mun, *uul an expert seaman j was another, and M " 
Pratt and his wile. This man was above sixty years old, an expci 
ienced snrgetm, &c." The diite it may be rennuked^ was 1644, 
appears from Winthrop, and the necessity in 1645, of post-dating the 
event easily accounts for the error in Charleatowir records. Hubbard 
makes the same mistake about the shipwreck, and is corrected by 
Mr. Savage in Coli. of Mttxs. HhL Soc. Vol XVU. p. 125.

John Pratt at Hartford abont 1640, as is stated in Dr. Savage*s Gen. 
Did- The name occurs occasionally from 1639 to 1665 in such way 
li to lead to the belief that only one man is intended. 

A secondary object of this notice ia to inquire what relationship, 
H any, exicsted between Abraliain Pralt and Mrs Rebecca Trerice, 
afterwards Lynde. By ihe former marriage she was an ancestress 
of the compiler of this article, and any information on this point 
will be gratefully received by him.

[Seth Shove was doubtless the son of Rev. George Shove, the third 
mioister of Taunton, Mags,, who was one of the proprietors in the 
Taunton North Purchase, embracing the present towns of Norton, 
Easton and Mansfield. Rev, George Shove was ordained at Taunton, 
Nov. 19, 1665, as appears bj an entry in Dorchester Church Records. 
He was a mtnister m Tannton upwards of twenty years, till bis death, 
April 21, 168t, He was thrice married. By his first wife, HopeBtill, 
dau. of Rev. Samuel Newman, of Rehoboth, whom he married July 
12,'166'(, be had six children, Seth, his second son, and third child, 

waa born in Taunton, Dec. 10, 1667, grad. at Harvard College in 

^■B6B7, the year of his father's decease. After leaving Simsbury, 
^^■rbere he remained, as it appears, from the fall of 1691 utJtil 1694 or 
^^0695, he became the first minister of Daubury, Ct., where he died in 
^^B735, as we learn from a copy of the inscription taken from the 
moDQDient in the burying ground, opposite the court house in Dan- 
bury, printed in Barber^s Connedicut Ilisioriad Colleciions^ page 370;

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PETITION OF GEORGE DAVIE TO THE GENERAL COURT 
IN MASSACHUSETTS— 1676. 

{George Davie was an early ii^ettlier on Sbeepscot, River, Maiue. He purchased 
arg^ tract of land in ihc jour 1603, of Lb© Sagamores of Slieepscot. The 
fiourishing village of Wiscasaet is under ibis title; and two other deeds, of tiie 
fame date, made by tbe same Indians, eonvey tbe lands on ibe opposite side of 
the river to bim. He bad bis bouue not far from Wisoaaset Point, on tbe wcsterlj 
k of the rivert in tbe midst of what is now tbe Tillage. He did much for 
iHcasAet, in tbe early stages of its settlement, assisted by bis brother and two 
her persons, in ere^jting buildings, devising impruvement^, and encouraging 
>ople to locttte ibcre. Bui King Philip's war, in 1676, overturned these fair 
hemei«» nnd blighted the favorable prospectB of tbe settlers. The inhabitants 
ere obliged, about 1*380, to leave their pleasant firesides, forego the satisfactions 
'ideligbtd of home, and seek safely for themselves and little onca by retreating 
older settlements. About two geiitt^ rat ions passed away ere a permanent 
ent in WiscaHset wa^ etTectod. lu 1730, Robert Hooper witb bis family, 
[ting of four person,-*, seitted there, *• For nearly four years this hardy 
T tuiled on, unaided and alone^ in his wilderness bome/' 
In 1784. tbe lands couveyed by the indians to Diivie, having come by inherit- 
Anee and transfer into the possession of certain todividunls, they associated 
themselves into a company in liofiton, called the **liosion t>)mpany,*' but they 
afterwards held their regular meetings under the name of *' the Jerry squam and 
Wisca«*9et proprietors," and by tbeir direction settlements were made. Michael 
Seavey, Robert Groves, Sherebinh Lambert, and a Mr. Foye immigrated from 
Bye, 5i. H., that year; and about tho same time, Josiah Bradbury, Nathaniel 
"undlett, Richard and Benjamin Holbrook, and CoL Jobu Kingsbury. A few 
later^ John Young and others, Taylor^ Boyntnn and Chapman settled on tbe 
Riveft about two miles south of Wii<cai!Sct Point. 
Le history ot George Davie, eubsequeni to !ti7»J is unknown to us. We are 
Informed that Mary Davie, tlie widow of one of the Davies» it is not knovn 
whether of George or bis brother, died at Newton, Mass., Sept. 118, 1752, sup- 
sed to be 110 years okL If this be correct she was born about lG3t), and waa 
years old at the date of the petition which follows. Tbe portrait of this 
lerful woman, painted by Smibert, at tbe request^ it m stated, of Qoyt, 
Icber, was presented lo tbe Massachusetts Historical Society by the Rev. Dr. 
ntley, of Salem, with this endorsement :

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SKETCH OF PROCEEDINGS IN RELATION TO BUILDING 
THE FIRST MEETING HOUSE, SECOND PARISH, IPSWICH, 
CALLED CHEBACCO PARISH, NOW ESSEX, MASS* 

[In the year 1676, the inhabitants of Chebacco parish were desirous 
of having a minister to preach to them, the distance being great to 
the meeting house of the First Parish in the town of Ipswich, 
where they had been in the habit of assembling. They spoke of **the 
great straits they were in for want of the means of grace among 
themselves," By importunity and perseverance they succeeded in 
securing the services of a (oiniater, viz., Mr, Jeremiali Shepard, of 
Cambritlge, son of Rev. Thnmas Sbepard, who preached to them in a 
private house. But there was much opposition, in the old parish, 
to this new movement, and a strong and continued bandying of 
words, as we may suppose, occurred. ** While we were in this great 
conflict," says the record, '* that all things seemed to act against ns, 
some women without the knowledge of their husbands, and with the 
advice of Kome men went to other towns, and got help and raised the 
bouse, that we intended for a meeting liouse, if we could get liberty.'* 
This was in the spring of 16t9. A hi ahum Martin, John Chubb, and 
the wives of WmXtoodliue, Thomas Varney, and Abraham Martin, wera 
prosecuted for this act. They were ordered by the Oerjeral Court, 
in May, to appear at Sairm Court, and make acknowledgment of 
their oflTeuce, **and pray it nyiy be forgiven them." A committee of five 
were chusew by the General Court, who, at the app(jintcd meeting in 
July, heard tlic statements made by the Ipswich delegates. The com* 
mittee decided tliat tlie people have liberty to proceed to the Onishing 
their meetinghouse. Objection was raised, however, by the committee, 
to the settlement of the proposed minister, Mr. Shepard, on the ground 
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that ** be bath not professed his Qnbjeation to the order of the Gospel 
longst us, in joining to any particular Congreg-atloiial church,'^ 
_ Ir. S. subsequently settled m Lynn, where he contiiiiied 41 years. 
On a further hearing of the matter, in April, 1680, tie delegation 
preaented Mr John Wise, of Roxbury, as one in whom they were 
uuanimously agreed^ to be their pastor, who was approved and 
^jfcccepted by the committee. Obtaiuiug leave of the Court, the 
^B^ople of Chcbaceo purish finished their meeting honse. So 
^^pe bold and decisive measures of Mrs, Ooodhue, Mrs. Yarneji 
^Birs. Martin and others, were crowned with a permanent snccess, 
^^ Mr. Wise was ordained over Chebacco pariah, Aug* 12, 1683, 
where he remained nearly 42 years, until his death, April 8, 1T25. 
He was a learned and popular minister, lb is inserted on his tomb- 
stone, ** For talents, piety and learning he shone as a star of the 
Hftrst niagnitnde.''

— For many years, says the Provi- 
dence Journal^ it has been known to all persons interested h\ the his- 
tory of Rhode Island, that the journals of the Convention to adopt 
the Constitution of the United States in Mi&y, 1190, as well as tho 
journals of the General Assembly of the same year, were not to bo 
found among the public archives of the State, nor indeed was it 
known that they were in existence. Frequent search was made for 
them without avail. Now, however^ they have come to light. On 
Monday Mr. Bartlett, the Secretary of State^ received a note from 
the Hon. Wilkins Updike of South Kingstown, accompanied by a large 
bundle containing the missing jourtials, together with other papers of 
value cunnected with the adoption of the Federal Constitution by 
Rhode Island. In transmitting these valuable papers, Mr. Updike 
said ihat in looking over some old papers he cumeacruss these, which

WILL OP BENJAMIN WHITMORE.* 1696. 

[Copied from the original in the Prerogative Office. London, bj Josepii L. 
C11E8TKR, Esq., of Loudon. Eng.] 

"Dated on board his Majesty's ship Royall Katherine, at Sea, 
where printed or stamped papers were not to bee had, the iSve and 
twentieth day of June, 1696. 

In the name of God, Amen, I, Benjamin Whitmore, in thecoroney 
of Connellecot, in the towne of Massleloest als. Medel Towne, in new 
England, being very sick and weake, but of good and perfect mem- 
ory, doe make, order, and ordaine this my last Will and Testament, in 
manner and force as followcth. Revoking and makeing void all 
other Wills or writings by me formerly made of Whatsoever fforce or 
vertue. Imprimis I comit my Soul and Spirit into the hands of 
Almighty God, as into the hands of a loveiug and faithfull Creator, 
hopeing to have a full and free pardon of all my sinns through the 
meritorious Death of my blessed Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ; my 
body I comit to the Earth to bee interred at the discretion of my law- 
full executor hereafter menconed. And as for my worldly and 
Temporall estate and goods both reall and teniporall, I dispose of as 
followeth. Item, I will and desire that my debts and funerall 
charges be paid and discharged. And all the rest and residue of 
my whole estate in Lands, goods or wages, dues or demands &c, 
either reall or personall, I freely give and bequeath unto Charles 
Hill of the Croney of Connellecot, in the towne of New London in 
New England, whom I institute my lawfull Executor. And I doe 
hereby revoke and make void all other Wills and writings by mee 
made of what sort soever. In witness whereof I have hereunto inter- 
changeably set my hand and seale, the yeare and day above written.

Signed and sealed in the presence of us, Moses Tiller, Ebeuzer Doness, 
Charles Crowley, witnesses."

REV. DEODATE LAWSON. 



A good deal of obscurity rests upon the history of this clergyman. 
Savage says he was first heard of at Martha's Vineyard in 1676. He 
presumes him to have been bred to divinity. He took the freeman's 
oath 1680, was called to preach at Salem village now Danvers, in 1683, 
but went to Scituate in 1694. He may have lived at Boston in the 
meantime, as he had a son Deodate born there 1682, and married 
Deborah Allen there, as his second wife, 6 May 1690. 

He was son of Rev. Thomas Lawson, a minister ejected from Den- 
ton, Suffolk, who " was a man of ability, but had no good utterance." 
[S**© Nancnnf&rmisii Memorial ii : 192]. Deane [^Hist. Sciiuate, p. 
195] says "Deodate not being found on the Catalogue of Har- 
vard College, leads^us to suspect that he may have been born and 
educated in England.'' It is certain that he was born there, and 
I have probable evidence that he was also educated there. I have in 
my library the Rev. John Quick's two folios entitled Synodiam in 
GttUia Reformata, the first volume of which bears — clearly an original 
autograph — the following : — 

For my Reverend | and deare Brother | mr. Lawson minister of y« 
Gospell I & Pastor of the Church of Scituate \ in the Province of y« 
Hassachnsetts | in New England, from the Publisher | John Quick. | 
honoris & amoris ergo 
Angt. 6. 1693. 

Quick was born 1636, and educated at Exeter Coll. Oxford, where 
he took hia degree of arts 1657 ; then officiated at Ermington, Kings- 
bridge, Cliurchstow, and Brixton, whence he was ejected in 1662. 

1 suggest the probability that the above warm inscription from a 
man of so much eminence as Quick hud among Noncotiforinists of his 
time, must have been the result of college friendship, at least in its 
original ; and that Lawson was probably an Oxford man. 

Savage is silent as to his ending. Dean merely states the fact of 
bis dismissal from Scituate in 1698, by advice of Elders on account 
of " long and still continued absence." Savage attributes that 
absence to his having " gone home." The Rev. Thomas Noyes 
[Awur, Quar. Rig viii: 158.] says he removed from Scituate *' to Bos- 
ton and there spent the remainder of his life." But Palmer [Noncon- 
fortdifs Memorial ii : 192.] seems to favor the idea that he went back 
to England, and that some cloud rested on him there, for he says of 
Thomas Lawson '* he was the father of the unhappy Mv. ^>eodate Law- 
ion, who came hither from New England." H. M. D.

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HISTORY OF THE REGISTER. ADDITIONAL PACTS. 
[Comtminicited by Joan Wabu Drak of BaatoTi,] 

In tlic prefac<7 in the seveDteentli vt«liim<* of ilw Register, I|faire a 
brief liistory of this piibliratroii, compiled froiu the Tiiiiti-iialg then 
acceBsible to lue. On the !6t!j of Oetobcr, after llie preface wii« 
printed but l*eff>re the mrmber was iH^iied, many (toewments relativ© 
to tbo Refijiater were received from the estate of the late Mr, Charles 
Ewer. From these documetita, I glean a few additional facts and 
dates. 

An agreement was made by the committee with Mr. Drake qo or 
before the lltli of December 1845, and on tlic 16tli of tliat month, as 
stated in the preface, a contract wa« concluded between Mr. Drake 
and the Rev. Dr. Oo^swelb Mr. Drake isened a prospectns wilbout 
delay, a copy of which, hearii*^ date Dee. 22, 1846, — ^jnst one year 
after the firet prospectus is said to have been put forth, — ia amongr 
the documents received. The body of the prospectus is almost 
verbatim like that on the first niunber of the Register ; but it has a 
brief note by Mr. Drake appended. 

The report of the Committee to the Society at its annual meeting", 
January 6, 184T, is now recovered. It is in the handwriting of Rev, 
Samuel H, RiddeJ, who signs it as chairman. Credit is given to Mr. 
Ewer for originating the idea of the peribdical I make a single ex- 
tract from the closing paragraph t — 

"The committee cannot close their report witliout a distinct reco^ 
nition of the cfHcieiit and generous aid afforded by Charles Ewer, 
Esq.j the president of Uie Society, towards the accompHshroent of 
the object which, during llie year that has elapsed since their ap* 
pointment, they have liad more eapt.'cially in trust. His concern in 
regard to it commenced at a mucli earb'er period • the originai con- 
ception and design, and many of the tirst steps towards its accom- 
plishment, having been entered into by hinj belcire the Society was 
called upon to assume any care in relation to it. The same disin- 
terested endeavors liave been continued by him in his connection 
with the cornniiLtee, and any private interest which he ndght have 
been entitled to claim to hiniMelf as the fruit of liis own design be 
baa cheerfully rot inqni shed.'' 

In a letter to the Publishing Committee, dated August 5, 1848, Mr- 
Drake states that, before the formation of this Society, Mr. Ewer 
mentioned to hitn *' a periodical connected with a Society," This 
confirms the recollection of Mr, Montague. 

The above fads I flhonld have* incorporated with the preface had I 
been in possession <>f them There are otlier statements that will bo 
of use if a fuller history of the Register should ever be writteu.

Jn the mechanical biisiJiesa which he con* 
ducted he exhihilei! faithlnlnesK with dexterity and skill ; but those 
inclinations toward lileratnre which led him in yuutli to begin a pre- 
paratron for colleg^e, adhered to him till his last hour. His readings 
was as continnal and omnivorou8, \i» liis nicniory wat* letenlive ; yet 
his "elect" authors were standard ones of whuiii, ever at hand, he 
was never tired. [le held a ready pen the productions of which were 
occasionally published. A friend who knew him and who had per- 
usal of hi« M8S,, «ay8 : '* His mind was more akin to Robert Burns 
than to William Cowper," — though both of them were by hira highly 
prized. His views and his character regarding religion were, iu 
1810, greatly changed. He was nnanimtnisly chosen in 1811. an 
officer in the South (Cong.) Church of which Hon. and Rev Daniol 
Hopkins, D. 1)., was senior pastor. Until an advanced period of Kia 
life he was an acceptable lay preacher, when aid from him in that 
capacity was desired. After other services at his funeral Ity Rev. 
Brown Emerson, 1). D., and his pastor for more than half a century, 
by w4i0in all his children had been baptized, Rev. Charles Cleveland 
of Boston, formerly of Salem, now past 91 years of age, delivered an 
energetic and appropriate address. The subject of this obituary 
notice and his wife Elizabeth Gray, (deceased 8 April, 18(\0,) had 
eight SODS and four daughters who, till but one, reached adult age, 
and of whom survive Rev. R. Manning Ghipman and four other sona.

He was sou of 
Dr. Lemuel Hsiyward, and was born in Boston 9th of March, 1791. 
He was fitted for college at the Public Latin School in Boston, and 
in 1809 graduated with distinction at Cambridge. His father, who 
graduated at Harvard College in 1768, was one of the most distin- 
fruished physicians of Boston in his day, and was a surgeon in the 
Revolutionary Army. He was born in Braintreo 22d March, 174 9, 
and died in Boston 20tli March, 1821, aged 72 years. The son, hav- 
ing studied the profession of medicine, established himself as a 
physician in his native city, acquired an extensive practice, and at- 
tained to an eminence equal to liiat of his fiitiior. In 1835 he was 
appointed Professor of Surgery and Clinical Surgery in the Medical 
School of Harvard College, which chair he held until 1849. He 
■pent several years in Europe and enjoyed a reputation there for 
skill in surgery which reflocted crodit upon America. He was for 
several years President of the Massiichusetts Medical Society. In 
1852 he was elected a member of the corporation of Harvard College, 
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which important trust he held at the time of his death. He was alao a 
member of the Amprfcun Acnilemy of At tH iind Sciencea. Pr. Bay- 
ward wa8 a gentleniiin <»f liirge miIikI and liberal en I tine, of geuial 
temperament and astute knowledge of ihe world ; qualities which 
made him a vahiuhlc^ IVit'nd atid tniBtvvurthy eotinfiellor both in pub- 
pic ftud private afTairB, and giivv him an influence in the comuintiitj 
which wan feit far beyond the liniitK of his prufL^SMiotuil life^ iit %vhich, 
at the same time he had the highest place.^ — BoHon Daily AdvtHutr, 

Jewbtt.— Hon. Judodiah, at Portland Me., Oct. 10» a. 56. He was 
a son of Dea., James and Kuby (BridgeH) Jewett, {nnit v\\\, 252.) 
In 1858-9, be was mayor of Portlaud, and in 1861 he was uppuiuled 
U* S, collector of that port, which office he held at hift death. Uia 
connection with the capture of the Tacony pirates, June 1863, ia 
well known.

OBITUARIES OF DECEASED MEMBERS, 1863. 
[Prepared by William B. Trask, Historiographer.] 

DtJTCKiNCK. — George Long, New York, March 30, 1863, in 
the 40th year of his age. He was b. in the city of New 
York, Oct. 17, 1822, of an old Knickerbacker family, dating 
from the early settlement of the island by the Hollanders. His mo- 
ther's maiden name was Harriet June. She was of French Huguenot 
descent. His father. Evert Duyckinck, was the son of Christopher 
DoyckiDck, a zealous whig in the revolution and an active agenl in 
the conduct of the war. Evert Duyckinck was for many years one 
of the leading book publishers in New York, his name being found 
on the title-page of most of the standard literature issued in the city 
during the first quarter of the present century. The late Dr. Francis 
•in his Old New York has paid a genial tribute to his memory. He 
retired from business some years before his death which happened in 
1833. He left two sons. Evert A. and George L., both of whom 
hare kept up the association of their father's name by their devotion 
to literary occupations. George, seven years the younger, was named 
after his uncle, George Long, a well known printer and publisher of 
Xcw York, an Englishman by birth, a man of marked character and 
deservedly respected. George was educated at Geneva College, N. Y. 
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and at the University of the City of New York, graduating at the 
latter institution in 1843. He early visited Europe in company with 
his friend and college classmate Mr. William Allen Butler, now an 
eminent lawyer in New York, and widely known by his poem " Noth- 
ing to Wear," one of the most popular productions of its class ever 
published. The opportunities which the tour afforded Mr. Duyck- 
inck for the cultivation of his tastes, determined him to literary 
pursuits. He gave however some attention to the law, and was ad- 
mitted a member of the bar in New York; but he never practised the 
profession. In 1848, on his return from Europe, Mr. Duyckinck be- 
came engaged with his brother in the editorship of The Literary 
Worlds a journal published weekly, in quarto, and occupied with the 
interests its name imports. It was received with great favor in Intel-* 
ligent circles and had among its contributors some of the most emi- 
nent thinkers of the country. It was continued to the end of 1853, 
when it was closed with its 13th volume. Mr. Duyckinck then im- 
mediately entered with his brother upon the preparation of the Cydo^ 
pedia of American Literature^ the first edition of which appeared from 
the press of Mr. Scribner of New York in 1866. After a second visit 
to New York Mr. Duyckinck became the author of several biographi- 
cal works wtiicli he presented to the Church Book Society, a pub- 
lishing society of the Episcopal Church in New York, in the manage- 
ment of which he took an active part. The first of these was a Life 
of the Christian poet, George Herbert, and was followed iu rapid 
succession by biographies of Bishop Ken, Latimer and Jeremy Tay- 
lor. Written to supply a want in popular religious literature, they 
are at the same time distinguished by their historical fidelity and 
pains-taking. Pure and simple in style, they breathe a calm, rever- 
ential spirit, in unison with the character of the subjects to which 
the writer was attracted by his own earnest piety and tastes. [He be- 
came a corresponding member of the N. E. Hist.-Gen. Society in 1855 J 

For some years Mr. Duyckinck had been affected by pulmon- 
ary difficulties; but, though of a slender constitution, his energetic 
nature would not suffer these obstacles to stand in the way of his 
usefulness. He bore up manfully through increasing infirmities, 
keeping the house but a short time before his death, which took 
place at the residence of his brother in New York. 

Special resolutions were passed by theNew York Historical Society, 
of which Mr. Duyckinck was a member, paying a deserved tribute 
to "his personal worth and his intellectual ability", and also by the 
Church Book Society, which has issued a brief but interesting memo- 
rial, prepared by Mr. Duyckinck's friend and pastor, the Rev. Dr. 
William F. Morgan, of St. Thomas Church, New York. — Contributed 
by Evert A. DuycJcinck^ Esq., brother of the deceased. 

DarlixNgton. — Hon. William, M. D., LL D., West Chester) 
Pa., April 23, 1863, a. about 81. He was born near the ancient 
village of Dilworth, now called Dilworthstown, iu Birmingham town- 
ship, Chester county. Pa , April 28, 1782. His great grandfather, 
Abraham Darlington, son of Job and Mary Darlington of Daruhall, 
Cheshire, Eng., came, whilst a young man, with his brother John, 
to Pennsylvania in the beginning of the last century, and settled at 
first near Chester. He soon however removed to the banks of the 
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Brandywine, abont a mile and a half above Chadd't) Ford, in Bir- 
mingham township, where he remained till his death in 1776. Ilem. 
Elizabeth Hillborn, of Bucks county, Pa., and at his decease left 
three sons, Abraham, Thomas and John, and several daug'hters. 
Tbomaa^ who was a farmer, m. ITannah, dau. of Edward Brinton, and 
bad nine sons and two daughters, and died in the fall of 1808. Ed- 
ward Darlington, eldest son of the suid Thomas, and father of Wil- 
liam, was also a yeoman. He m. Ilannah, dau. of John Townsond, of 
East Bradford, Chester county, by whom he had five sons and two 
dangbters. 

Edward Darlington was a self-edncated man. lie was several 
times elected a member of the State Legislature. He died in 1825. 

William Darlington, the subj(!ct of this sketch, eldest child of Ed- 
ward and Hannah (Townsend) Darlington, above mentioned, was dc- 
•cended from ancestors, each branch of wliich, as far back as it can be 
traced, was an nnmixed race of English Quakers. He was early inured 
to the labors of an agricultural life, attending the common school in 
the winter season only, where he obtained a plain English education 
tinder the tuition of John Porsythe, an Irish friend, at that time one of 
the best teachers in the county. Becoming wearied with farm labor, 
which was not at all agreeable to him, he succeeded in inducing his 
father to permit him to study medicine. For this purpose, in the 
ipring of 1800, he entered the office of Dr. John Vaughan, a physi- 
cian of Wilmington, Delaware. During his leisure hours he acquired 
1 knowledge of the French language, under a private teacher, and 
tnbsequently he became acquainted with the French, Latin, Spanish, 
and German. In 1802 the malignant yellow fever prevailed in many 
parts of the Union. Amongst other places it visited Wilmington. 
Large numbers of the citizens sought safety in flight ; even physi- 
cians left, and the only medical ])er8onag*is that remained w(?rc Dr. 
Yanghan and his pupil William Darlington — who with groat moral 
Cdurage faithfully continued at their posts — and rendered their ser- 
vices to those afflicted with the fearful epidemic. In the winters of 
1802-3 and 1803-4, William Darlington attended the medical lectures 
in the L'^niversity of Pennsylvania, and on June 6, 1804, received the 
degree of Doctor of Medicine, being as it is thought, the fir^t citizen 
of Chester county who took this degree in that Universit}'. lie then 
commenced the practice of medicine in his native place. In the fol- 
lowing year he was appointed physician to the Chester County Alms 
HuQse, and also surgeon to a reginietit of militia. In 1800, he re- 
ceived the appointment of surgeon to an East India Merchantman, 
belonging to Philadelphia, and made a voyage to Calcutta, whence 
he returned the following year. A sketch of the observations nia«le 
daring this voyage, was, some years afterwards, pnbliKJied in the 
form of familiar letters in the Analectic Magazine. In the year 
sacceeding his return from Cahnitta, he settled in West Ciiestcr, and 
resumed the practice of medicines l\\ 1811, he was made a Trustee 
and Secretary of the West Clu'ster Acadcmiy, then about to be built, 
an institution which gave the first impulse tn f)()pular education in 
Lis native county. He was ch<iscn Major of th(^ first battalion of 
volunteers for the protection of Philadelphia in 1814, and soon after 
the disbanding of the division ho was elected a member of the 14th 
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Congress, and alao afterward of the 16lh and 17 tb Congresa — wa« 
subflequently appointed by the Secretary of War, viaitor to West 
Point — was one of the members of the first bf>ard of Canal Comrnin- 
sioners iu Pennsylvania, associated with Albert Gallatin, John Ser* 
gcaiit, Robert W. Patterson and David Seott. He served in tbateta- 
tion two years, during the last of which he was President of the 
Board, In 1826, in conjunction with some intiraate friends, be 
assisted in arganizing the Chester County Cabinet f>f Natnral Science, 
of which institutivni he was President from its origin j and in the 
flame year he published his Flonila Ccstrica, being a catalogue of 
plants growing around the borough of West Chester. Pennsylvania. 
He resigned the office of Canal Commissioner the next year, and was 
appointed Prothonotiiry and Clerk of the Courts of his native county, 
by Gov. SImliie, the duties of which office he continued to discharge 
till 1830* Whihst holding the above office Iil* co-operated with some 
of his friends in ftjrming tho Medical Society of Chester county. He 
held the position of President of the Society till 1852, when ho 
resigned and wtie immediately elected an honorary membor. In 1830, 
the Legislature appointed liim one of the Commissioners to lay out a 
State road from Delaware river, near New Hope, to the Maryland 
line. About the same time he assisted in exploring a route for a rail* 
road from We»t Chee^ter towards Philadelpbia, to intersect the Colum- 
bia Railroad. He wasniude the first President of the company, and su- 
perintended the eotistrncti[>n of the road, which was th«j first private 
tributary to the line of public works. In 1830 he was elected presi- 
dent of the Bank of Chester County, of which institution he had l»rcn 
one of the Commisaionors named in the charter for receiving subscrip- 
tions of its capital stock, and a director almost ever since its estab- 
lishment in 1814. He was reelected annually, and continued in that 
slatioti at the time of his death. In 1831, he published his Fhra 
Cestrica, which waa a new edition of his former work, much enlarged 
and improved. This work is regarded aa one of the most complete 
local Floras extant, and a model for works of a similar character. In 
1^47, his AgricitUiirai botany was published, descriptive of weeds and 
useful plants, which baa since been enlarged. Abtnil 1843 he began 
to ct)fiect together the letters, memoranda, &c,, of Dr. Win. Baldwin, 
a niitive of his own county, who was also passionately devoted to 
botany, bui who died at an early age wtiile on an expedition up the 
Missouri, under Major Long. These remains were given to the 
world in a volume entitled Rdlquu^ Btildmniana. In 1849, Dr. Dar- 
lington collected and (mblished the correspondence of Humphrey 
Marshall and John Bartram, the pioneers of Botany in Penn* 
sylvania, togetlier with lettors of other eminent botanists of 
the day, in an octavo volume of 585 pages, with illustra- 
tions of their homes, under the title of Memormis of Bartram and 
Mar shall, Hh 1 attest lahurs in the cause of natural science consist 
in a new edition of the Fhra Ctstriai, Besides this, in connection 
with others, he was engaged in tho composition t)f a work descrip- 
tive of the objects of the Natural History of Chester County in all its 
briinches. IJis own portr^m of it is completed and ready fur the press* 
Such a work, when finished, will be to Chester county something like 
the great production given to the world under the auspices uf tho 
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BtAte of NewYikrk^ — aconiplele natiiriil hifitory of the distrtet (jf

A 
fiaiBptilet was printed at the tin>e contuitiing the speeulies, and pro- 
oeadiD^i^. and a cla8sifji*d list of the descendants of Abraham Dar* 
ttiigioD, tlicir progenitor.

he loved and described, may blossom for ever above his tomb."

Martin.— Hon. Noah, Dover, N. H., May 28, 1863, a 62. He was 
born in Epsom, N. H., July 26, 1801, son of Samuel and Sallj 
(Cochrane) Martin. His ancestors both on the paternal and mater* 
iial side were of that sterling class of settlers, the Scotch Irish. 
Nathan ieU Martin, the progenitor, who married Margaret Mitchell, 
had a son William*'^ who came to this country with his father when 
he was a mere child. They settled in Londonderry, N. H. Samuel', 
son of William^, was the father of the subject of this notice. Hia 
mother, Sally, was the eldest daughter of Major Cochrjine of Pembroke, 
N. H. In his early years, Noah evinced an untiring love for books, 
and a desire as he advanced in life to study for the medical profes- 
sion as his future calling. He persevered through many difiSculties, 
until he had acquired a thorough classical and professional educa- 
tion. His medical studies were commenced under the instruction of 
Dr. Pillsbury of Pembroke, N. H., being with him one year, and fin- 
ished the two remaining years with Dr. Graves of Deerfield, N. H. 
He graduated at Dartmouth College in the medical class of 1824, and 
soon after commenced the practice of his profession as partner with 
Dr. Graves, his former teacher, remaining with him one year. In 
1825 he removed to Great Falls, N. H.; the same year he married 
Mary Jane, dan. of the late Dr. Robert Woodbury of Barrington. 
After residing at Great Falls nine years, he went to Dover, N. H., 
and there passed the rest of his life. He had established for himself 
at Great Falls an enviable reputation both as a surgeon and a phy* 
sician, and ho soon gained at Dover the confidence and affection of 
the people. He was now considered one of the best physicians and 
surgeons in the state; in fact the leading physician of that section, 
and the consulting phj'sician in difficult cases requiring superior 
medical skill. His natural dignity of mien and courteous bearing, 
united with his social qualities, pleasing address and sympathetic 
heart, served to make him very popular. He was deeply devoted to 
his profession, pursuing it with a ceaseless ardor, giving it bis 
greatest thoughts and study, and making man}' sacrifices of a per- 
sonal nature for its benefit. All who sought his counsels found bim 
faithful and sure. In politics he was a Democrat of the Jefferson 
and Jackson school. He was elected a member of the New Hamp- 
shire House of Representatives in 1830, 1832, 1837; New Hampshire 
Senate, 1835, 1836, and in 1852 and 1853 he was elected Governor 
of the State. 

He was elected a member of the Strafford District Medical Society 
in 1885, and was chosen its President in 1841 and 1842 — New 
Hampshire Medical Society in 1836, President in 1858; member of 
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the American Medical ABsociation in 1849. He was one of the 
fonnders of the Dover Medical AsaociutioD, and was chosen its first 
President in 1849, and also filled that office in 1850. Ue was elected 
a member of the New Hampshire Historical Society in 1853, the 
New England Historic Genealogical Society in 1853, Vice-President 
of the same for New Hampshire in 1855. He was one of the Corpo- 
rmtors of the New Hampshire State Agricultural Society, was elected 
Yioe-Presidcnt of the same in 1851. He always evinced much inter- 
est in agriculture, and be proposed, when Chief Magistrate of the 
State, the institution of an Agricultural CommisHion, and also, 
earuestly urged the introduction of agriculture as a branch of edu- 
cation in our schools. He was elected President of the Savings 
Bank for the County of Strafi'ord in 1844, holding the office until 
1853, when he declined a reflection — was a leading Director of the 
DoTer Bank from 1847 to 1855, when he resigned — also a Director of 
the Strafford Bank from 1860 to the time of his death. He held vari- 
ous other offices of trust. He was a member of the Masonic Frater- 
nity many years, and also that of the Odd Fellows. He had two 
children, Elizabeth A. and Caroline M., who with their mother, 
•arrive. 

On the morning of his decease he arose apparently as well as 
nsaal — partook of his breakfast, and was in the act of adjusting his 
toilet, when symptoms of severe pain were felt in his head — he be- 
came insensible in the short space of an hour, and in less than half 
an hour more he expired as in a gentle slumber — so tranquil the 
flight of the spirit that the exact moment of its departure was hardly 
perceptible. He was a kind and affectionate husband and father, 
a wise counselor and a true patriot. He had for many years a pre- 
■entiment that his death would be sudden. 

HcNSBAW. — Daniel, Boston, July 9, 1863, a. 81. He was born in 
Leirester, xMass., May 9, 1782 ; grad. H. C. 1806 ; read law with 
Hon. Nathaniel Paine of Worcester ; practiced law in Winchondon, 
Mass., from 1809 till 1830. In 1815 he was admitted a member of 
the first Congregational church in Winchendon. In 1821 he m, 
Deborah, third dau. of Dea. Charles Starkweather of Wortliington, 
Mass, where she was born Nov. 2, 1796. In July 1830, the pro- 
prietors of the Massachusetts Yeovian, a newspaper printed at Worces- 
ter, invited Mr. Uenshaw to become the editor of that paper, suc- 
ceeding Austin Denny Esq., then recently deceased. Mr. II. continued 
to edit the Yeoman through tiiat and the following year, 1831, when 
he resigned, to take charge of the Boston Christian Herald, in the 
beginning of the year 1832. Near the close of the latter year, he 
engaged to become editor of the Lynn Record, and for this purpose 
took np his abode in Lynn, in Jan. 1853. Mr. Henshaw continued as 
editor of that paper till its close, in Feb. 1842, although ho removed 
to Boston in Aug. 1839. In Lynn he resumed the practice of the law, 
His wife died July 6, 1851, in her 55th year, leaving 3 children, 
Frances Ellen, b. July 25, 1824; Daniel Horatio, b. Sept. 25, 1827, 
Marian, b. in Lynn, Juno 13, 1833, ni. Thomas Kingsbury of Boston, 
ind d. May 25. 1856, leaving one son. Mr. K. since m. his sister- 
in-law, Frances Ellen. 
The father of Daniel, — Col. Wm. Uenshaw, late of Leicester, de»

ceased, was b, in Boston, Oct. 1735, He was a Ron of Daniel Hen- 
eliuw of Bnstiin, wbo movt^d with a large fun i fly uf djildten from 
Bostufi to Li'icostpr in April 1748, and nettled an land belonging to 
the estate of liis fiither, Joshua Heuwhaw of Bub ton, an original pro- 
prietor uf Leieertter whose death had tlien recently occurL'd. Cat 
William Henshaw, father of Daniel, was in bts 13lh year at the time 
of this removal to Leicester. He lived on the farm till he was of 
age. Soon after that he served in the French war at Crowji Point, 
Tiei>Qdero^a, etc., aa Lien tenant. Retttrnin;; to Leicester, he m. 
about 1761. MJRi* Ilnlh Sargent, of Leiceister, by whom he had 3 
children, Sarah, Elizalnnli and William. He m. 2d, Jan- 1772, Fiiebe 
Swan, dau, of Dudley Wiuie Swan, of Leicester, and Beulah his wife. 
By thia second uiarriage he had 10 children, among Ihem ])anicl» 
their fifth child and third aotj, the subject of this notice. The 
mother died at Leicester, Nov. 5, 1808, in her 5iith year. The father 
died iti that town, Feb. 1820, aged 84. 

Daniel HeuHhaw became a resident member of the N. E*» Hi»t, 
Geru Society in 1857, His contributions to the newspapers were 
valuable, and were read with much interest. The communicationB 
were chiefly biographical and historical in their nature. He had a 
great taste for genealogy — poaaeswed a large fund of wit — wa« 
quite a genial and coiiimtinicative gentleman* He read many enter- 
taining and instrnctive papers befor the Society, filled with remin* 
iscencos of the paat. Several of these were published in the Boaton 
Evening Gazette. One delivered in 1860, entitled Statistics and 
Anecdotes of Travd, was of a vei^y interesting character. It was 
priiited in several snccessive numbers of the above mentioned 
paper. The latter part of his life he resided i[i Boston, with the ex- 
ception of a 3'ear or two spent in Wisconsin with iv relative. As it 
was thought he miglit tarry in the West the residue of his days, his 
connection with the Society was, iu 1861, changed to that of a cor- 
responding member. 

HiLDRKTH. — Samuel Prescott, M D., Marietta, Ohio, July 24, 1863, in 
the 80th year of hh uge. He was a descendant in the sixth genera- 
tion from Kiciiard Hildreth, of Canibridge, b, iu 1612, freeman 1643 y 
who was a sergeant, and one of the grantees of Chelmsford, where 
he died in 1688. 

Samuel Prescott Hildreth, son of Dr. Samuel and Abigail (Bod* 
well) Hildreth, was born in Methuen, Mass., Sept. 30, 1783 ; about a 
mile north of the present city of Lawrence. His boyhood waa 
passed on his father's farm, until he was 15 j-ears old, his primary 
education being received at tire common school. From thence he 
was sent to Phillips Academy, Andover, then under the care of Mark 
Newman Esq. Ftmr seasons were spent at this institution and at 
the Franklin Academy in the North Parish, Without completing a 
collegiate course, he studied medicine with Dr. Thomas tittredge, a 
noted surgeon of Audovcr, and received a diploma from the Medical 
Society of Massachusetts iu Feb. 1805. The following May he com- 
menced practice in Hampslead, N, H., boarding with John True Esq,^ 
whose brother, Dr. Jabcz True, was then living in Marietta, where he 
located early iu the summer of 1788, the first season of the settle- 
ment. Samuel decided to try his fortune there, after 16 mouths 
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practice in New HarapBhire, he started from Iiis parental hcurtb, 
then in HaTerhill, Mass., on horseback. Sopt. 9, 1806, being 23 years 
old tbat mouth, and arrived at Marietta, Oct. 4tb, traveling upwards 
of 3 weeks. He tarried at Marietta about 9 weeks, wlicn, on invita- 
tion of the citizens of Belpre, a flourishing town of New England- 
era. 12 or 14 miles below, to become their physician, he went to that 
5 lace, Dec 10, 1806. While at Belpre, he married, in Aug. 1807, 
[is8 Rhoda Cook, a native of New Bedford, Mass., who went to 
Ohio acme three years previous, in 1804, her mother having purchas- 
ed a farm in Belpre, nearly opposite the mouth of the Little Kan- 
awha. Mrs. Hildreth survives her husband. Dr. Ilildreth was quite 
Rncceaafol in the treatment of his patients. An epidemic malarious 
fever prevailed in the summer of 1807, in that Hcction, and scarce a 
family in the town escaped an attack. Out of more than a hundred 
cases treated by Dr. Hildreth, three only of tlie number died. In 
March 1808, he removed back to Maritata, where the duties of his 
profession were less arduous, after a practice of 15 months in Belpre. 
He ever after resided in Marietta. On tlic 6th of April last he wrote: 
" After a laborious practice of medicine for 56 years, I, two years 
ago," in 1861, "laid it entirely aside." He was then in his 78th 
year. In 1810, Dr. H. was elected Representative to the Ohio Legis- 
latore ; was re-elected in 1811 ; was then a supporter of the Admin- 
istrations of Jefferson and Madison, but on the format icm of the Ke- 
pablican party in 1854, he connected himbelf with it. In 1810, ho 
became Clerk of the Trustees of the Ministerial Lands, and retained 
the position until bis death. He was well known at home and 
abroad for his scientific labors, for his various publications in medi- 
cine and in local biography and history. In the summer and 
aatnmn of 1822 he visited daily from 60 to 80 patients in town and 
country, being constantly occupied from 16 to 18 hours in every 24. 
In Aug. 1823, he was attacked with the prevailing fever, but, by a 
strong treatment, arrested its course in a few days. In 1826, he 
published in Silliman's Journal of Science, New Haven, a series of 
articles on the Natural and Civil History of Washington County. 
From that time until his death, nearly 40 years, he contributed to 
that journal such articles as descriptions and drawings of fresh 
water shells found in the Muskingutn and otiier streams, several 
tiiuching the geology of Southeastern Ohio, the salt bearing rock, the 
history of salt manufacture from the first settlement of Ohio, the 
Cfjal formation, &c., the Diary of a Naturalist, &c. From 182G to near 
the time of his decease he kept a journal of the weather, amount of 
rain, flowering of plants, ripening of fruits, &c., for each year. In 
1837 he was a m<*mber of the Geological survey — (It'll vered the 
annaal address at Cleveland before the Medical Society, of vviiich he 
was then President, giving a history of the diseases and climate of 
Soothcastern Ohio from its first settlement, which was printed by the 
Society. He published the same year a history of the settlement of 
Belville, Western Va., which was cotitinued in sifveral numbers of 
\\\c Hesperian, a magazine then published at Cincinnati. In 1841 and 
1843 he contributed many valuable articles to tlie American Purneer. 
la 1848, was published his Pioneer Uiatory, un octavo volume of 525 
pages, giving " an account of the first examinations of the Ohio 
8 
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valley, ami early settlemeiits of the North W»?8t Territory," Hie 
Lives of Iht Early Sdlltrs of Ohw, followed in 1862, being u voluijie 
of 539 pages octavo. Timso arc vtiluable liuukfl. He had lived iQ 
the country more than 40 years at the lime he published the first of 
those historical wurks, was personally arqnainted with a large 
number of the first pitmeere — maintained a high character for 
integrity, assiduity, and accuracy, with an intense interctst ever 
manifested m such pnrteuitM, these things made him just the man for 
such a praiseworthy undertaking. The matfriuln for his Pioneer 
history are almost wholly yrigiiial, compiisihg llui papers of Col. 
Greo* Morgan, those of Judge Barker, the difuies of Joseph Btiel! 
and John Matthews, the recurda of the Ohio Company, &c., Ac. The 
volumes are publirihed under the auspices of the Ohio Historical 
Society. One mode Dr. HihJretb adopted in cnllceiing materials for 
tho history^ was, *'to employ some of the few that remained of the 
first settlers to write down their recollections «d" Ihe events as they 
occurred in the settlement to which they belonged, in MariettJi 
Waterford, or Belpre, and by collating i\wsu several sketcheSj the 
truth could be very nearly ascertained/^ The larger portion of these 
men were dead at the time he published hit* works, and many of the 
events would have perished with tliem, had th€*y not been preserved 
fn this manner. So that all who takf an interest in that portion of 
our Western history are greatly indebted to Dr. Hildreth for his 
timely rescue of important matter, without which that history could 
not have been so correctly or so fully written. 

In 1830, Dr. H. conmienced in earnest the collection of a cabinet 
of natural history from the fossils, insects, shells and plants of hie 
own state, and by exchanges from otlier quarters. In the c(»nrse of 
about 8 years he had collected mine than 4000 specimens in natural 
history, arranged, classified and catalugned — with many curious 
relics from the ancient mounds. All this was accomplished while 
pursuing actively his profession by *' saving," as he expressed it, 
"the odds and ends of time." He collected more than 5000 shells !n 
the summer of 1832, some of these were exchanged fur utlier articles 
of natural history and books, by which course a valuable library was 
formed. The room devoted to this object and his curious collection 
from the monnds being filled, he in 1840, turned hrs attention, as 
before mentioned, to writing the early history of Ohio. Pn Hildreth 
donated to Marietta College his cabinet, together with his scienttBc 
library and various rare volumes upon tlie early history of the West, 
They occupy a room in one of the College bnildings — ^known as the 
*' Hildreth Cabinet." This donation made Dr. Hildreth one of four 
or five of the largest benefactors of the College, 

Dr. Hildreth was a cheerful man. He *' looked on the brigljt 
side^ — ^'loved beauty, although of an eminently practical turn of mind 
^— was very fond of flowers, which he cultivated diligently. In aletter 
of June Itth, a little more than a fortnight belore his last sickness, 
and about 5 weeks before his death, he writes in regard to Ijimself, 
that his health is ** very good for an idd man of 80, being able to 
rise bef(«re 5 o*ch>ck and work in the garden until breakfast, about 
IJ hours." 

He was made a corresponding member of the N. E. Hist. Qen. 
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Society in 1846. He took fi^reat interest in the Register, to which he 
contribated some valuable articles, among them, in 1^49, vol. iii, 
pagea 4t, 137, biographical sketches of the early physicians of Mari- 
etta, Drs. Tme, Farley, Drown, Potnam, Mcintosh. Hart, Leonard, 
Begnier, Cotton, and himself. Also, Journal of Manasseh Catler, 
LLJD.P 1788, contained in several numbers of tlie Begister. 

Dr. Hildreth had by his wife Rhoda (Cook) Hildrcth, six children, 
three aons and three daughters. The sons and one of the daughters 
with their mother survive.

'Dr. H. had been in usual health until Sunday, July 5th. On that 
morning he went to church, of which he was a regular attendant, 
but at the evening service he was too unw(*ll to attend. He grad- 
nallj sank away until July 24th. when he passed from earth. His 
faoeral took place on Sunday 26, from the Congregational Church, 
of which he was a member. 

The Marietta Register in closing an intercKting notice of Dr. Hil- 
dreth, from which, in connection with his own autobiography (Reg. 
iii, 142,) we have chiefly drawn, has the following in regard to his 
character. "He was exact in all his dealings — an honest man, a 
Christian. His was a complete life. He finished his work.'' 

** His life was gentle; and the elements 

So mixed in him, that Nature might stand up 
And sajr to all the world : This im?f a man."

On removing the outside box another was 
discovered plated with silver ; and in this cjise, carefully pac^ked to 
protect it from the moisture, was a miniature beautifully painted and 
iu excellent preservation. The miniature represents a person iu 
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an embroidered coat, ruffled aliirt atid powdered vr\^, aod, from tk 
costnnie, was evidently painted between 1730 and 1740, The psitnl- 
iiig IS oil enamt^l, and }*h8 on its edge near the rijrht shonlder the 
letters hall, wliicfi can he distinjrni^licd in the photogiapb with the 
aid of a powt^rful ma|^nifjin\ Tlie lionne in vvhit'li the relic was difr 
covered is said lo have been IniiU irv 1770." The lihrarijin. Mr. Shep- 
pard, suc^^'eriled that hall rnij^ht be the niime of the painter.^ 

After the tratmuctiun of the ordirjary businesa Iho meeting was 
dissolved. 



ANECDOTE OF WASHINGTON. 



Lucius Manlius Sargent, Esq., (** Sigma '*) communicates to the Bos- 
ton Tranicript^ July 15, 1863, an interesting anecdote. 

**That excellent and amiable man»" he writes. ** the late Henry Lunit 
of Newburyport, told me, several years ago» an anecdote of Washing- 
ton, too pleasing and characteristic to be lost. I requested Mr. Lunt 
to give it me, in writing. He did so» and in turning over the contejits 
of an old portfolio, the manuscript lies before me. Mr, Lunt*s anec- 
dote is as follows, 

** In October, i789» when he was on his tour Eastward, he stopped 
at Newburyport, over night. Tristram Dalton, then United States 
senator, had him, the next morning, to breakfast; and invited all the 
professional men to come, and be introduced. While at breakfast, 
and while the President was in conversation with the Rev, John 
Murray,* the servant of Mr. Dalton came in, and said to Mr. Dalton* 
that an old man was in the entry, and wiahed to speak to Washing- 
ton. Mr. Dalton said to him, that the President was engaged: but 
this request caught the ear of the President, and he immediately sprang 
to his feet, and went to the entry — The Rev* Mr. Murray accompa* 
nied him ; As soon as the soldier saw him, he says — * God blesa you 
Major Washington.' The President immediately recollecting him, 
said * Cotton, how do you do! I am glad to see you?' and took a 
guinea from his pocket, and gave it to him. Returinng to his break- 
fast scat, ho told Mr Murray, that this man had been a faithful ser- 
vant to him» in the old French war, and he had not seen hira, till then, 
since thirty years ago. 

Cotton, who was alwaj^s nicknamed Colonel Cotton, and did er- 
rands for people, made a hole thro'igh the guinea and wore it round 
his neck, till poverty obliged him to part with it.*'

DIMMER CENTE^fNlAL CELEBRATION,— Tho centcnuial celebration of tbe 
establishment uf Dnmmer Academy, at oh] Newbury, took placo 
Wednesday, Ang. 12th^ 186S, Nehemiah Cleavelatid, Es(|., for a 
nnniber uf yearn Proceplor uf the Institution, delivered the address. 
Judge Lord of Salem presided, A series of speeches were given, af* 
ter partaking of a substantial dinner, by Judge Lord of Salem, Prof. 
Parsons of Harvard College, Col. Swett of Boston, Chief Justice 
Tenny of Maine, Hon. Asahel Huntington of Salem, Rev. John Pike 
of Rowley, CoK J, W. Sever of Boston, CoL B. Perley Poore of West 
Newbury, chief marshal, Dr.Chickering, Rev. Daniel Noyea, a native 
of Byfield, Dr. Klisha Cleveland, J. C. Peabody of Byfield, Rev. 
George Dole, a native uf Bylield, Joshua Coffiu, the historian of New- 
bury. Most if not all of these gentlemen liad in some way been con- 
nected with tlie Academy.

Th« colleclion has proved unesrpeot^'dly rich in those dftaib which giro ua an 
insight into the private life oftlds distingiii^bed puritan familj. The present ' ' 
nmv brings the history* of John Winthrop onlj to tht? dati^ of his deptirtdi 
England, and yet hardly a score of its pages are covered with miilti'r known f 
toriaus herelofuru. Wt» sluill no longer consider our Govornor »b an abstract idea ; 
he becomes now a familiar acquaintance, and aa vta prnist^ thin book, seeing tlM 
trials he endures, the pleasures he enjoys, the abiding faith whioli tuorea&es with 
y*jar8, we gahi an Inwight into hk character, which brings him within the circle of 
our Intimate a^M^uaintances. 

Wt» are first shown the earliest known anceitor of the race in Adam Winthrop of 
Lftvenham, co, Suffolk, whose son Adam wau bom there 9 Oct, 14l»8. The s*ecoiid 
of the name weut to Ixindon, was apprentice and next merabtTof the Cloth workere 
Company, and in 1550 master of the Company. He undouhtt-dly prosfjert'd lu hia 
calling, and in 1544 be bought the manor of Groton, in Suflolk. Hereafter we majr 
tra/oe the list of his descendjiutii for the benefit of our readt^rs ; at present it is 3til&- 
dent to note that Adam, third of his name, waa born 10 Aug. 1548. H*j was a law- 
yer in hifl earlier years, but afterwards residM nlmoat altogether at (Iroton* He 
has been one of the main coutribiilor» to our knowledge of the family, for his Diary, 
letters and almanacs have been preserved, and ai*e full of memoranda oonoeraing 
«vent8 in hfs daily life. From them we learu the Imptisma, the marriages and the 
deaths of his children and grand- children,and even those of his more diiitant reUtives. 

We h^vv his letters to his wife Anne Browne^ and his niece, Lady Mildmay witli 
their replieis. and we learn aUo that he was a writer of verses after he had pMed 
thre«.i*sco(e and ten. 

For some sixteen years he was an Auditor at Trinity College, Cambridge, and for 
a long time an active rural magistrate. 

John Wiuthrop, the only son of Adam by his aeoond wife, was bom January 12, 
1587-8. It h»s long been Hurml^ed that he was educated at Cambridgij, but as ih* 
lists were imperfect it could not be proved. From tho Diary however we learn that 
he was admitted into Trinity Dec. 8, 1602, where he stayed some eighteen montha, 
ftndthen left on account of sickness. 

On the 10 April, 1605, he married Mary dan. and sole heir of John Forth,, E^kj., 
of Great Stambrirl^t^ oo EeiKex, being then a little over se^entt'vn yj^ar* old. liy 
her he had John (Gov. of Connecticut), H*.'ury, Forth and Mary, who m. Eev. Sam> 
nei Dudley. 

The reader will find at this portion of the narrative a very interesting autobiogra- 
phy of John Wiuthrop, dating from Ft^b, 1600. From this we learn how deeply 
imbued he waa with Puritanism at the time when ho was commencing hiA life as a 
country gentleman of po»)tton and inlluenoo. If any one has evi.-r felt a suiipieiou 
of the genuinenesa of tht^ convictions of the founders of this commonwealth, let him 
read this jour lift t and confe-a his error. 

Hiaaecond wITm, Thoniiipine Clopton, died in about a year nft*>r her marriage, and 
the tnanusicript has a minute and mo:$t pathetic description t>f her death-bed. It U 
too long to be copied here, and to<j admirable to bo u jarred by any attempt to ab- 
brevhite it ; the closing tribnto to her characlvr b e!*jt«*cially to be studied. 

lu J 618, Wiuthrop luarrit-d his tliiid wife Margaret Tyndal, and ht»n» we havtf 
thn^ letters to her during the courtship, two fr»»m John and oij« from his father ; 
«■ tpteimens of the epistj**© of tluit date they would be worth perusal, and as the 
Mtail wonb of so prominent a Puritan, they deserve a careful «tudy. 
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From this date the letters from Wintliropto his wife and family and their replies, 
an frvqueDt ; nearly all of them are now in print for the lintt time. From them we 
lc>am Uiat he was attorney of the Court of Wards and Liveries, and as a lawyer 
•pent much of his time in London. 

In 1628 he was sick at London, and in June 1629 he lost his place. The next 
month he and Downing visited Isaac Johnson to consult about the Massachusetts 
enterprise. Chapter XVI. relates to agreement and considerations for justifying 
the Plantation, and it brings up the interesting point whether Wiiithrop was' not 
the author instead of White or Uigginson. The remainder of thu volume opens too 
laj:g« a field for any brief notice. We have here the letters which were written after 
Winthrop became connected witli the company, and while he was making prepara- 
tions for the voyage. They form an important part of our knowledge of the events 
whic^ led to the success of the colony. 

We have space only to glance at the other new fact« liere given. We learn 
mnch of the various members of the family ; we read their familiar letters on all 
subjects of persona] interest. We read the letters of John Winthrop jr., from the 
ezpsdition to Bochelle, and from the cities he visited in a prolonged tour to the 
Eafet. We learn thatt the men who planned the new settlement were not ignorant 
visionaries in an obscure village, but educated gentlemen, h'anied in law and the 
ways of the Court, with minds enlightened by travel, experience and reflection. 

This book we repeat is most valuable. It is edited throughout with the patient 
care of an enthusiast, and the material is worth the labor. We hope that Mr. Win- 
throp will be incited to continue his work, and give us a clear aud connected view 
of John Winthrop's life and acts in New England. No other can do this work so 
well, and it is almost a sacred duty demanded at his hands. W.

This book is elegantly got up, on tinted paper, ornamented with numerous vig- 
netu«, and in a type of great beanty. It is a luxury which deserves a place on 
evefy centre-table. It is full of happy illustrations, touching the cultivation of 
pbmtii, whether in the conservatory, on the window-sill, or on the domestic stand 
of choice flower- pots. It is written in a style of sweet simplicity and purity, and 
pr««ents a botanical' assemblage of lovely plants to the eye of taste and luvers of 
refined enjoyment. 

Our limits forbid a detail of the variety of floral productions wliich embellish this 
work. Mr. Rand has done himself honor ; that amidst the dry pursuits and drudg- 
ery of the profesifion of the law ho has found time to write a treatise of so much 
excel lenc-e. 

S<»me may astk, cut bonOf of what benefit is the cultivation of flowers or delight in 
the beauties of Nature ? But may we not ask on the other hand, with Shakespeare, 

"What is man. 
If his chief good and market uf his time 
Be but to sleep and feed ? a l)ea.Mt, no more." 

A word in reply may suffice. If our great Creator has thought fit to clothe tho 
mountains and valleys in their season with trees and flowers of exquisite forms, and 
hps penciled the colors of light in the humblest petal — so ravishinijf that ev^n Solo- 
mon in all his glory was not arrayed like tin- Lily op thk Vallky — can man be 
10 stupid aud buried up in fleshy feelings, as to .see no l.>euuty nor ehunu in their 
cultivation. 

It is to be hoped that this rich contribution by one of our meml)»*rs to a virtuous 
and elegant taste, may meet with general circulation and be duly appreciated.

battles, fttiocdotes and HArr&tive of eventa, drawn in tlie CHmp, the b&ttle>6«^ld, aud 
amidst scenes of safferiug and trial he has witnessed, haro met with no small admi- 
ration.

It eome.^ from a gentlemati of long experience in ibis branch of buBim 
and who baa himself juv^uted several Huecjesyful improvementa in roiils where he 
was interewted. Cotton mnnuftctnre has been a matter of aaeh preponderating im- 
portance^ that the early account of its progress and development la now iu a degr«« 
connected with our national prosperity. This maimfaetnre h&s adorned several of 
uur StateH with beautiful cities and villager, and givon freeh vitality to ugricultnre 
and conimeroe. 

The first machinery In this oonntry for this purpose was introdooed into Bridge- 
water, Mass , in 1786— the lir^t factory wna at Heverly in 1787 — and the first 
power-loom was used iu the Waltham factory in 1814, Such has b«en th« wonder- 
ful iuerendtj NLiice, that iu 1860, th«»rt» were 301 cotton mills atLd 1,688,471 spindles 
in Iho Commonwealth of Ma&sai^htiMttt aloutt. 

An interesting account is also here given of the mechanical improvements whieh 
have gone hand in band with cotton manufacture. Many of them have bM!D thd 
inventions of eome of our own citiieus^ — particularly the cotton-gin of duoh count- 
less vulue to tbo grower of the Royal plant. 

Whoever wiiihes Vy know tbw history of this great article of commerce will And 
much instruction in thiR flmall trnatiiie, written in a plnin and lucid stvle and rich 
in lacis, Indei'd it is a happy illustration of a bttlt* golden work, called *' The Be- 
aulta of Machinery^', publiiiheid many years ago by Charlua Euight of England,

Under the above tltlo we have one of the moat interesting and valnable local his- 
tories that ha* found a place in our Jibrary. Commencing with the discovery of tfc 
h^y by Hudson in 1609, and its explorations by Hendncksou in the Man hat t 
built yacht Rt/^tlesa in 1614, it proceeds to give a minute aooount of the traiiateq 
settlement in the bay by the Dutch in 1624, and of its p<^nnanent occupation by th 
Swedes in 1638, at Teunaconk (Tinicum) now in Delaware county. 

After detaiUng the fortuneis of the Swedes, it contains a full account of the arri- 
val of Penn and the holding of his first court at Chester In 16S2» and so on to the 
present time. The work is full of minute und iuteresCiDg details, with many beau- 
tiful engravings, and what la rare out of New England a good g^jnealogy of the set- 
tlern and their descendants* 

We cannot but hope that ere long, some one competent to the task, will give us 
a full history of the ** Swedes in America*', as abundant materials still unused ex' 
for aucb a work,

Hie accompanying engraving represents the churcli belonging to 
the ancient religions society of Braintree, which, in 1792, became 
the first society of Qaincy, on the incorporation of that town. 
Qoiocy was, indeed, the original settlement; the Mount Wollaston; 
the North Precinct of Braintree. This charch was taken down in . 
1828, on the completion of the present elegant stone edifice. Here, 
two presidents of our nation, John Adams, and John Quiucy Adams 
his son, were baptized, and here they regularly worshipped. The 
imposing funeral services at the burial of President John Adams in 
July 1826, were held in this church. Here too, was baptized, January 
16, 1736-7, John Hancock, the patriot, President of the Continental Con- 
mss, by bis father, Rev. John Hancock, fifth pastor of the church. 
Tbe dinrch has thus an historic name. 

ThiB engpraving was originally made for the History of Quincp, 
published in 1827, by the late Rev. George Whitney of Roxbury, 
oldest son of the last pastor of the ancient church. The writer of 
the present sketch prepared a portion of it, some years since, for 
another publication. At the request of the editor of tlie Register, he 
has revised and enlarged the same, and sent it with the engraving 
for insertion in this number. 

The church was built in the ministry of Rev. John Hancock, 
father of the patriot, the fifth pastor of the society, who was or- 
dained November 2, 1726. A record by him informs us: " It was 
raised July 27-^8-'9, 1731 in peaceable times." Before its erection, the 
society worshipped in a stone church which stood near the present 
Second Congregational church, on Hancock street. This old stone 
church remained until Feb. 18, 1747-8, when a vote passed to sell 
it to the highest bidder. It was sold to Serg. Moses Belcher and 
Mr. Joseph Nightingale, for iBlOO old tenor. Whether or not 
this was the original church edifice of the society cannot be deter- 
mined. In the absence of certain testimony, I incline to the belief 
that there had been an earlier building than tbe old stone church, 
probably on about the same site. 

The church which we commemorate did not arise without many 
town meeting debates and votes. From the precinct record we learn 
that as early as Nov., 1695, a vote was passed for the erection of a 
new building, and there the matter was left. Dec. 22, 1729, the vote 
was again taken and decided in the affirmative. 

"January 5, 1729-30," say the records: "Then, after a considerable 
debate of the precinct about a place where to set the said meeting- 
house, a vote was asked whether it should be set at Col. Quincy's 
gate; it passed in the negative. 

"Then, whether where the old meeting-house stands, or near unto it;

This ten mile stone now stands, a venerable relic, agairjet the land 
of Lemuel Bracket t, Esq., a little north IVom the site selected, and 
markiug the distance troni BoBtou by ** the old way;" over Milton 
Hill, and not, as of late years travelled, over Neponset turupike 
aod bridge.

The church raised, as we have seen, in Joly 1731, was dedicated, 
October 8, 1*132. *' T!ie text preached upim at the dedication." 
says the minister, Rev. Mr. IJancock, ** was Isaiah, Ix chapter, 13th 
verse." The Sacrament of the Lortrs Supper was then adniinistert^d. 
Upon this Sabbath, also, we began to read the Holy Scriptures in* 
course, in the public assembly » The portion then read was 1 Kingci^ 
8th chapter. The Sabbath following we began the book of Job and 
the Gospel of St. Matthew. 

•* Deo Optimo Maximo, laas et gloria." 

" Madam Norton then presented to the cbtirch a very handsome 
velvet cushion for the pulpit." 

Thus much for the early erection of the old church. Something 
may be told of its after history. The church underwent repaiie at 
different times; and in 1805, under the ministry of Rev. Mr. Whitney, 
being found too email for ilic accommodation of the society, it was 
opened throngh the centre, ami a large addition inserted, to bo pre- 
sently described, by which more pews were obtained^ and its general 
appearance was greatly improved. At this time, the square pews iu 
the body of the church gave place to the modern pews ; the square 
form being retained to the last, agait^st the walls. The follow rug 
notice from the History of Quitic^, describes its dimensions and 
appearance in 1827, the year in which the accompanying engraving 
was made. The old sounding-board hung above the pulpit. 

** The dimensions of this house since the last alteration are aa 
follows : Width, 56 feet;, lengtlit 61 feet; height of tower to bell 
deck, 50 feet; height of cupola from bell deck, 25 feet; height of ball 
above the vane from the ground, 75 feet. The appearance of the 
church, inside as well as out, is still very respectable. There are 
8t pews on the lower floor, and all painted throughout. The galleries 
as well as the roof are supported by four large pillars which give 
the house rather a solemn and imposing appearance. The pulpit ia 
in the ancient style of building — liandsomely carved — with one 
Might of stairs. Below is the communion table forming the front 
part of a large pew, according to ancient custom, made for the ao 
con»modation of the Deacons, or, perhaps, for the Ruling Elders. In

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front of the gallery for the choir of siugers is a handsome clock, 
presented to the society hy two ladies; Madam Abigail Adams, wife 
of PreMident Adams, Sen., and Madam Esther Black, widow of the 
late Moses Black, Esq.''

were retained aronnd the walls. As the dimensions, when the church 
wastakendown, were sixty one feet by fifty-six, and, as fifteen feet were 
idded in the width, in 1805, the original size was sixty-one by forty- 
one. At first the galleries were reached by stairs in the west corners 
of the church as cnstoraary in early times, and alt the pews were 
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Bqaare. There were two rows of body seats Jn front, od which 
were fieated men und women an opposite sides. Behind these were 
two rows for tlie siogera. When the singers stuod, they faced each 
other, with a partition between theiii, on which to lay their books. 
The DtiflcoQg eat in their place before the pulpit and lined off the 
Psalm, Mr. Lemuel Brackett» who wai^ born in HSO^ and is of the 
best authority on these matters of and near his time, informs mo 
that when he was a hoy, Mr, Babcock, who afterwards removed to 
Milton^ led the singing, using a pitch-pipe. 

At length a cliange was made, the stairs in the corners were re- 
moved. The west gallery was enlarged for the singers by adding 
the swell in front. Deacon Pierce, carpenter IVom Dorchesler, was 
employed by the town to make these allerationfl, about 1*193, or 4. 
He converted the body seats above named into pews, and the 
singers went into the gallery, and the poor were seated in a pew by 
the pulpit. Mr. Pierce at the same time, repaired the damage which 
the tower had sustained by lightning several years LK^fore. The 
lightning had destroyed the belfry, bo that the bell had remained quite 
uncovered for many years. Rev. Mr, Wihird had long nrged the 
repairing of the tower, winch in its dilapidated state, brought 
merited reprouch upon the town. When the stairs were removed 
from the west corners of the church, it was necessary to provide 
other means for reaching the galleries. The first porch on the 
south of the church was of one story only, without stairs; and the 
stairs in the tower on tljo north did not connect with the main bnild- 
ing. Indeed I am credibly informed that the tower wag not framed 
into the main building, but rather stood against it, su that in a 
furious gale it was once twisted a little from its proper position, 
and persons could look between it and the building. This great gale 
occurred while a military review was held in the north part of the 
town at the Farms ; and the tents of the soldiers were blown down 
and other damage sustained. The small porch on the south was 
sold to Mr, James Brackett, father of Mr. Lemuel, who removed it to 
Germantown (the south casteru extremity of Qnincy), and affixed it 
to the old stone house there which then belonged to him. A new two 
Btory porch was erected by Mr, Pierce^ with stairs to the south, or 
women's gallery, and also to the sunth end of the west gallery, 
which remained when the church was taken down. Communication 
was also made with the tower on the nurth, by which access was had 
to the men's gallery, and also to the north end <d the west gallery. 

The removal of the singers from the seats before the pulpit to ihc 
gallery was not effected without some solicitation. They were at 
first quite unwilling to go up. But means were employed which,* 
both before and since that period, have been found most efficacioua 
for changing even the stuliborn will. Mr. James Brackett, above 
Darned, cliairman of the committee on the alterations, made a sup* 
per for the singers at his house. A fine festival waH enjoyed, and 
the singers were no longer unwilling to go into the gallery. Mj 
informant further relates that among them at the feast^ was Hiv 
Joseph Bass, whom many of the citizens- of Qnincy will remember 
as reaching a great age, and also his brother Mr, Hezckiali Bass who 
played the bass-viol. This iustromeot was first used iu the cL

The enlargement of the church here described, was effected by 
•awtog the buildings lengthwise with the ridge pole, from North to 
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•ootK moTing the front, or west portion of the same fifteen feet 
forward, and framing in the intermediate space. The foar large 
pillars which will be remembered as supporting the roof in the body 
of the cfanrch, were added at this time. Of course by this move- 
■lenty the ridge-pole was elevated abore its former height, and the 
roof on the east elongated as well as on the west. The tower and 
also the south porch were moved westward a few feet, to correspond 
with the new ridge line. 

By a typographical error in the history of Quincy, this enlarge- 
ment of the church is assigned to 1806. The number of weeks em* 
ployed in the work may be inferred from the following entries made 
by Rev. Mr. Whitney in his private diary of preaching. 

1805, July 21. " We had no meeting; our meeting house was 
opened." " July 38. No meeting at Quincy, I preached for Mr. 
Whitney of Hingbam." On the first sabbath of August, worship 
was resumed. November 17, following, is recorded in the diary. 
•* So meeting. — painting pews, Ac." November 24, worship was re- 
sumed. 

It will be remembered by those who recall the old diurch, that it 
rested for under pinning on two rows of neatly hammered stone, and 
that the door steps were of similar material. The church as original- 
ly constructed had not this; but it was added about 1790. The 
town contemplated putting the hammered stone only under three 
walls of the church, leaving the back, or east side in its first rough 
finish. Now this side of the church looked towards Thompson 
Baxter's house in which Rev. Mr. Wibird boarded, and was that 
which the pastor first approached in coming to his pulpit. He heard 
of the purpose of the town, and exclaimed, * why should not my side 
be hammered stone too !* It must be; I will pay for it myself.** 
And, according to his accustomed liberality, he actually insisted on 
defraying the cost of that part of the stone. It was not uncommon, 
as I learned from my father, his successor in the ministry, for Rev. 
Mr. Wibird to look over the list of rates prepared for the payment 
of his salary, and erase some name8, saying, ' this man has been un- 
fortunate,' — or * such an one needs the money more than I do,' — and 
thus, deductions were frequently made from his stated stipend. The 
hammered stones above named were used in the underpinning of the 
houses erected from the materials of the old church on Cottage 
Avenue. 

When the church was taken down, the owners of pews, by a quit claim 
deed, which is in the possession of the parish treasurer Mr. Lewis Bass, 
and which he courteously loaned to me for these minutes, relinquished 
all right and title tliereto, — each owner signing and sealing, and re- 
ceiving fifty dollars for a pew below, and ten dollars for one above. 
As owners & occupants could not be described on the diagram, we 
add a brief notice of each — giving from the deed, the owners on the 
final disposition of the edifice.

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The old town bay scales, unlike what we see now, stood in front 
ot this ston. This house was bailt in 1794-5, by James, father of Capt. 
Jamas, and was on the site of the old well known Brackett tavern kept by 
James, gimnd fkther of Capt. James. Capt. James Brackett removed from 
Qninoy m 1825, to Philadelphia ; and after residing some years at Greenport, 
L. L, dmd at Philadelphia, April 18, 1855, in his 86th year.

Lont, in the appendix to his sermon after the death of Hon. Thomus Greeuleaf, 
isys, " there wifre two sheriffs of Suffolk at that time, and what is reuuu'kable, 
th«y w«re brothers, one a Tory, Stephen Greeuleaf, and the other, Wm. Green- 
Isaf, an ardent Whig." A sibter ol' Mr. John Greenleat, Nancy, uumied his 
wife's brother, judge Wm. (.'ranch of Washington. Mr. Greeuleaf died March 
29, 1848, aged 84 years 6 mo. His wife died previous, Ftfb. is, i«46, aged 79 
y«nn. Her mother aud President John Adams's wife wen» sisters, — the daugh- 
ters of Rev. Wm. :fmith of W«'ynicuth. Dr. Lunt concludes his excellent 
aeruion on Mr. Thomas Grfenieuf in these words. ** And niny it l>e our 
felicity, when our earthly wurk dliall l>.' ended, to leave behind us as un- 
tarolahcd a name, aud as distinrt, a6 unequivocal, und a.s reliable evid«'nces of 
a useful and honorable life, a.^ liave been If ft behind him by the venerated 
friend, fellow- townsman, and fellow-worshipp*rr upon whose grave 1 lay 
this humbie tribute of affectionate respect.*' And of Mr. John Greeuleaf Dr. 
Lunt writes, as above. ** This venerable man had been blind from his youth ; 
but the care which his condition required was au office of love, aud uever a 
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bardtm through hli nnifonn cheerfulnefk« and ChdstUn goodliest; If r. stid Mft. 
G-rdeuleAf were among the excellent of the earth ; and the tDemary of their qaiel 
worth is obedBhed in many hearts/* Mr. (I,, we tnay add, though blind, waa a 
Gonatant attendant at church. He waa likewise, proficient on the organ and 
other musical infitrumenta.

The quit claioi deed relhiquiebing tlie pewe, contains the eigna* 
tureu of the following persona wbu gave np pew** in the galltniee, 
Bryant Newcomb; Capt. Benjurain Page; Alpbenaand Lemuel $peaf« 
brothers, one; George Spear; Ebenezer Bent; Thomiia Adams ^ 
Solomon and Josiah Nightingale, one; Ezra Glaver; Daniel Spear. 
The first four pews were in tbe east end of the south gallery 
and were occupied by the owners. The othern were on tbe back of 
the west gallery, most of the owners occupying their pews below. 

The following vote relates to the pews in the south gallery, only. 
" Monday October 6, 1828. Voted that the persons owning pewa io 
the gallery of the old meeting house may have the right of taking 
away the iron railings and curtains in front ol tbijir pews.'^ 

At the same meeting, — " Voted Io put a new dial and glass io the 
clock now belonging to the parish, and put the same upon the new 
meeting bouse/* 

This clock ia the one now on tbe west or singers' gallery of the new 
stone temple. It was a gift — as appears by tbe following vote from 
the town records, the old first parish then comprising the town, — 
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" Sept 30, 1799,— Voted that the thanks of the town be returned to 
President Adams and Mr. Moses Black for the present to the toffn of 
a clock in the meeting house." 

We come now to the destruction of the old church, venerable, in 
wanting to its age but four years of a complete century. Owing 
to the increase of the inhabitants of the town and to the somewhat 
singular non-increase of religious societies, the edifice was found far 
too small for the accommodation of all who wished to worship in it. 
A new and larger one was contemplated. The bequests of President 
Adams, sen., of some granite quarries made to the town in 1822, 
with the request that from them a temple should be erected by the 
first parish, were a further incitement to the work; and on the 6th of 
Nov., 1826, the report of a committee appointed on the 11th of April 
prerious, recommending the erection of a stone church, was almost 
anaoiaioasly accepted by the parish. The cellar was commenced on 
the 9th of April, 1827, the corner stone was laid with appropriate rc- 
ligiouB ceremonies on the 11th of June following, and the church 
was dedicated on Wedbesday, November 12, 1828.'*' The account of 
the exercises, together with the address delivered at the laying of the 
corner stone by the pastor. Rev. Mr. Whitney, while the old church 
was still standing, may be found in the appendix to the history 
of Qoincy. The new edifice was located on the north west of the 
old, and immediately contiguous. The portico of the new stone 
charch, if shown in this plate, would appear directly fronting the 
observer, on the left of the old tower. So close, indeed, were the 
corners of the two buildings, that in order to complete the right end 
of the stone portico, it was necessary to remove the tower of the 
old church. On the 28th March, 1828, the tower was accordingly 
sold at public auction. It was bid off, with its underpinning and the 
door steps belonging with it, to Mr. John Spear, for seventy dollars. 
The vane and ball on the cupola were bid off separately from the 
tower, to Mr. Henry Wood, for three dullarH and twenty-five cents, 
and were placed on his barn near his house in Quiucy, where they now 
remain. On the eighth of April following the bell was moved from 
the cupola to the north-west end of the rouf; and on the fourteenth, 
in the presence of a large number of spectators, tbe cupola was 
thrown down to the ground with a loud crash, the pillars having 
been sawn off. The writer of this sketch was present, and recorded 
in a diary at the time the incidents as here related. The cupola 
was found tot>e much decayed. The tower was wholly removed in a 
few days, being taken down in pieces. 

Thus the old edifice stood towerless through the summer, while the 
new temple was progressing by its side. On tlie 3d of October, as 
the latter drew towards its completion, the bell was drawn up from 
its summer position on the old roof to the cupola of the new church 
witboQt at all coming to the ground, leaving the old house ready to 
be taken down. Uere the society gathered for the last time, for re-

forever V The following beautiful hymn, originally written for * 
similar occasion, by Rev. Dr. Flint, of Salem, was printed, distribatod

It was not without emotions of regret that for the last time 
the congregation ** trod those hallowed courts** where, through 
childhood or manhood and age, they had gone to praise and pray. 
The associations of earlier times gathered in that hour and 
place; and many like " the priests, levites and chief of the fathers 
who were ancient men," of whom tlie propliet tells us, " remembering 
the former days, wept" that no more tliey should go up to " the for* 
mer house of the Lord." 

In the afternoon of the next day the old church was sold at public 
auction by Deacon Daniel Spear ; the tower, us we have seen, having 
been disposed of before. Its parts were separately sold and in the^ 
following order: The pulpit window, broad and handsome, with a 
semi-circular top, alone, had inside blinds, and these were first sold 
to Isaac Dodge for $3.00. The stove, standing on the north-west 
side, opposite the tower door, was sold, with its appurtenances, to 
David Riddle, Esq., for $42.50. The pulpit and pews below were 
also sold to him for $53.00. The residue of the building was sold to 
Ebenezer Adams, for $202. Stone underpinning and steps were sold 
to Cotton Pratt for $82.50. Total $383.00. Net proceeds of the old 
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drarcfa, iDclading the former sale of tower, $456.25. Id the course 
of ten days it was wholly takeu down aud the spot graded, there 
haTincp beeu no cellar beneath the building ; and on the 12th of 
MoTember following, as we have seen, the present stone church, 
erected at a cost of thirty-five thousand dollars, from granite quar- 
riee bequeathed for the purpose, by President John Adams, was 
dedicated. The society worshipped in the Town Hall on three 
Sabbftths previous to Uie dedication, religious services being sus- 
pended OD the first Sabbath after the destruction of the old diurch 
edifice. 

The materials of the old edifice were, in the following spring, con* 
rerted into four dwelling houses still standing on a street then first 
opened for the purpose, now called Cottage Avenue, running from 
Webb's bridge on Hancock street, to Sea street. The houses were 
erected by Mr. Adams, who, as has been seen, purchased the building 
and who, with Samuel Gapen of Braintrec, owned the land and opened 
the street. This land belonged, originally, to Kev. Mr. Tompson, first 
minister of the church, and was long known as " the Tompson lot." 
Near its northern boundary was the residence of Rev. Mr. Flint, the 
associate of Mr. Tompson, who owned the estate of Jedadiah Adams, 
then including the estate of the late minister, Rev. P. Whitney. 

We append a complete list of the ministers who have been settled 
over this ancient religious society. The principal portion of Rev. 
Mr. Hancock's ministry, the ministries of Rev. Messrs. Briant aud 
Wibird, and most of the ministry of Rev. Mr. Whitney, were in the 
cbarch here commemorated. The latter portion of Rev. Mr. Whitney's 
ministry, the ministries of Rev. Messrs. Lunt and Wells were in the 
present stone church. 

I. Bev William Tompson, born in Lancashire, England. 1598 ; 
educated at Oxford. The exact year of his arrival hero is uncertain. 
Eminent for zeal and eloquence as a preacher in England. Or- 
dained here, November 19, 1639, (the church having been gathered 
Sept. 17, 1639), and died December 10, 1666, in the 69th year of his 
age. He ceased from his public labors as a preacher in 1659, by 
reason of ill-health. 

II. Rev. Henry Flynt (associate), teacher, came to this country in 
1635, probably from Matlock, Derbyshire, England; ordained here, 
March 17, 163940, and died April 27, 1668, aged 61. 

m. Rev. Moses Fiske, sou of Rev. John Fiskc, of Wenham, Mass., 
padaate H. U., 1662 ; ordained Sept. 11, 1672, and died August lo', 
1708, in the 66th year of his age. 

lY. Rev. Joseph Marsh, U. U. 1705, son of Daniel Marsh, of Had- 
ley ; admitted to Cambridge church, November 28, 1703, as "Joseph 
Jfarsby stodent," was ordained May 18, 1709, aud died March 8, 1725-6, 
in 41 St year of his age. 

V. Rev. John Hancock, H. D., 1754, son of Rev, John Hancock, of 
Lexington, was ordained, November 2, 1726, and died, May 7, 1744, 
in 42d year of his age. His discourses in 1739, on the completion 
of the first ceutury of the church, were published. He dedicated, as 
we have seen, the edifice here represented ; he died May 7, 1744 in 
the 42d year of his age. John Hancock, the patriot. President 
of the Continental CongresSy was his sou and second child, 
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VI. Rev. Lemuel Briant, H, U.. 1739, aoii of Thomas Bnfliit, of 
Scituate, Mass, was ordained Deoomber 4, 1745; dianiiesetl at his re- 
quest on account of ill health, October 22, 1753, und died at Hingbam, 
October 1, 1754, aged 32 years, and was interred at Scituate, 

VIL Rev, Anthony Wibird, H. U., 1747, burn at Portsmouth, N. H., 
was ordained February 5, 1755, and died unmarried, Wedneeday, 
June 4, 1800, aged 72, and was interred on 7th. For a few of the 
latter years of hia miniatry he was unable, from bodily inOrtnitiea, to 
attend upon the duties of his office* 

VIII. Rev. Peter Whitney, H. U., 1791, born at Northboro, January 
19, 1770, son of Rev, Peter Whitney of Nortliboro, of H. U., 1762, 
and grandson of Rev, Aaron Whitney, of Peterham, of H, U., 1737, 
ordained February 5, 1800^ and died suddenly, as his father died| 
March 3, 1843, in 74th year of his age and 44th of his ministry. 

IX. Rev. William Parsons Lutit, D. D., H. U,, 1823, was bora in New- 
bury port, April 21, 1806; son of Henry Lunt, ordained over the M con- 
gregational (Unitarian) church, New York city, June 19, 1828; ]eft> 
November, 1833; installed associate pastor with Rev. Mr. Whitney, 
June 3, 1836. Surviving his aged colleague fourteen years he died 
at Ezion-Geber, on a fond tour to Jerusalem, March 21, 1857, in the 
62nd year of his age and 22nd of his ministry at Quincy. His dis- 
courses In 1839, on the completiou of the 2d century of the church, 
were published with valuable historical notes. 

X. Rev, John Doane Wells, H. U., 1854, son of Rev. George Wada- 
worth Wells, H. U., 1823, was born at Kennebunk, Me., and was or- 
dained at Quiucy, December 27, 1860. — Present pastor. 

The remains of all the deceased ministers, except Messrs. Briant 
and Lunt, repose in the ancient burial-ground, opposite the first 
church. See vol. ix, p. 151 of this Register. Two beautiful mural 
moDuraents in marble have been erected in this church commemora- 
tive of the eighth and ninth ministers, Rev, Messrs. Whitney and 
Lunt, by their parishoners. They arc placed opposite similar raonu- 
ments commemorative of the two Presidents, alluded to in the article 
here presented, and bear appropriate inscriptions both from the pen 
of Rev. Nathaniel L. Frothinghani, D. D., of First Church, Boston. 

We have spoken minutely of this ancient edifice, remembering 
that facts and events which, because connected with our own time, 
wo perhaps little regard, soon pass into history, and their record 
posterity thanks us for and prizes. We love to look on this old 
plate. It calls back memories and associations dear and hallowed 
It tells of the wise and good who so long united in the services of 
the church J of the chiefs of the Nation, who, fiom the strife and 
turmoil of political life, and from the council chambers of state, 
came on the peaceful sabbath, to sit beneath its Sanctuary, and at 
its Communion Table to commemorate the Saviour, and at its Altar 
to pray, where in infancy they had been baptized. It speaks of a 
great company of the meek and pious; of beautiful children; of 
young men and maidens; of fathers and mothers, who with tho 
early spring atid the falling leaves of successive years, wont out 
from its worship to lie down in the silent grave. It tells of many 
words of counsel, warning and reproof; of consolation, strengtii 
and hope, uttered sabbath after sabbath within its walls from re- 
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▼ered lips long ■tilled. lU Bolemn yoicc, like the well-rcmcmbered 
echo of itfl QDcarpeted aisles, yet speaks impressively of tiie change 
of All thiDgs eartoly, and pleads with us for faithfulness to the Pro* 
■ent from the hallowed Past. 



LAKE FAMILY.

Id the Register, xiii, 116, will be found a brief notice of the family 
of Thomas Lake of Boston. The following abstract of the will of 
Sir Edward Lake, the first baronet, is taken from a contemporaneous 
copy, formerly owned by Capt Thomas Lake, and now in the posses- 
aoB of J. Wingate Thornton, Esq. 

He desires (1) that his body shall be buried in Lincoln Minster, 
with oome decent monumental remembcrance to bo erected by his ex- 
ecQtors, and that his wife Anne's body shall also be placed there, 
(9) **I give to the church or Ghappell of Normanton near Pontefract 
ID Yorkshire (if there be a church or chappell there, which 1 know 
Dot) where my paternall Ancestors have lived for many ages," £b 
for * clock. (3) " To my deare friend and loving kinsman, Henry 
Biglaod of Worminghurst in the county of Sussex,'' a ring, and the 
same to "his brother, Mr. Edward Bigland of Graies' Inn." (4) '* To 
my servant and kinsman Christopher Lake, iSlO." (5) Furniture, 
Jec., to wife Ann, except " my watch, my carabin, with the barrill 
fltsffe, belonging to it, made by Harman Barue, my great faire chess 
board with the case with my crest on it, and all my horse armes 
and other armes, and my best sword and and seal at arms, the pic- 
ture of the late blessed King and Martir, my most deare muster King 
Charles the first, as it is in a frame, in tlio shape of a Martir, in a 
^rhite robe with a psalm in his right hand and a Crown of stars upon 
bis bead, with an inscription in a table hanging under it, — as also 
the picture of my most noble Lord, Thomas, late Earl of Strafford, 
Lord Lieutenant of Ireland. Item, my patent of Baronett and Mr. 
L^gdale, Norruy King at Armes, his Testimoniall under his hand and 
tbe seaie of his ofiSce of Hcrauld of the Coate of arms and crest of 
aagtnentation given me by the suid King Charles the first to be 
bone for ever before my owue Ccjat of Armes." — all which were to 
g\j to his heirs for transmission. 

(6; He requests his executor and his heirs, that as far as possible 
they may have " for their Christian name, the name of Biby in re- 
membrance of and for the preservation of the paternal name of my 
■aid dear wife," and that the other children may ** have no other 
Chriatian names than that of Biby as aforesaid, or else Seaman, in 
lememberance of my dear wife's mother's sirnamc, or of Caley in re* 
Diemberance of Sir Hugh Caley, whose coheir my Ancestor in the timo 
of King Edward the third, married, or Wardall in remembrance of 
my mother's daughter and co-heir of Edward Wardall." The heir 
was to have the name of Biby *• in remembrance of my wife's father, 
Simon Bibye of Burkden in the county of Huntiugdom." 
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(*l) A ring to '' coQsin Francis Lake of Hatcliffe; one to my brother 
John Lake; and £5 to "the eldest son of my brother Luke Lake.* 
(8) '' I make my most deare and Loving Brother, Thomas Lake, foil 
and sole Executor." 
Signed 8 ^pril, 1665. 

A codicil of 6 Oct, 1610, explains that these names of Biby, Scc^ 
are only for children born after seven years after his death. It men- 
tions also '* Christopher Lake of Harps well, and such of my name 
and kindred as live at (Petney, the capital letter is doubtfal. — Ed.) 
or elsewhere/' — ''cousin Henry Bigland of Long Whitton in the 
County of Leicester," makes Stephen Lake of Oraies' Inn, eldest son 
of my brother, Thomas Lake, executor. 

Codicil — 17 Jany 16T1, as Stephen Lake is dead he makes Thomas 
Lake, his brother, Executor, and " failing him the next heir maie of 
my brother Thomas Lake." 

The sou Thomas Lake, Jr., succeeded to his uncle's property, and 
dying 22 May, 1111, was the father of Bybye, 3d bart, and thenoe 
through Atwell,^ James-Winter,^ James-Samuel- William,^ and Jame^ 
Samuel,^ ancestor of Sir Atwell-King Lake, eighth and present 
baronet. 

I believe that Mr. Savage has not recorded this connection thongli 
it is indisputable. Mr. Thornton has a fine impression of the seal of 
Gapt. Thomas Lake of Boston, brother of Sir Edward. The services 
for which the title was conferred on Edward Lake, are recited " more 
particularly that at the battle at Edge Hill, where he received six- 
teen wounds to the extreme danger of his life, and his left arm being 
then disabled by a shot, he held his bridle in his teeth," in the patent 
printed in Collier's Dictionary. 



DEPOSITION OF MARY ROE.— 1664. 

[The original deposition in the writing of Dept. Gov. SymoncU, iB in possession of 
William S. Appleton, A. M., of Botitou.] 

"The testimony of Mary the wife of John Roe — 

She saith that she did heare Mary Davis say that John Megas did 
let her in, & that he did lye in one Cabbyn & she in an other. This 
was before Mcgus began bis suit against Dutch. 
Taken npon oath 28th of March 1664 

before me Samuel Symonds." 

The deponent Mary Roe & John her husband probably appear in 
the Genealogical Dictionary of N. E. as John and Mary Rowe of 
Gloucester, which was the home of most of the names of Davis and 
Dutch. John Megus seems to be unknown to Mr. Savage, and I can 
find no other mention of him; possibly he was an Indian. It is also 
possible that Megus may not have been the name intended by the 
deponent; but it is so written in the very plain round hand of Gov. 
Symonds. ' 
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A OHUBGH OP THE FIRST CONGREGATIONAL (UNITARIAN) 
SOCIETY IN QUINCY, MASS.. BUILT IN 1132. 

[Commnnicsted hy Rev. Frederick A. Whit^et of Brighton.] 

The accompaDying engraving represents the cburcli belonging to 
tbe ancicni religions society of Braintree, which, in 1192, became 
the first society of Qaincy, on the incorporation of that town. 
Qnincy was, indeed, the original settlement; the Mount Wollastou; 
the j^rth Precinct of Brain tree. This charch was taken down in 
It^StB, on the completion of the present elegant stone edifice. Here, 
two presidents of our nation, John Adams, and John Quincy Adams 
his son, were baptized, and here they regularly worshipped. The 
imposing funeral services at the burial of President John Adams in 
July 1826, were held in this church. Here too, was baptized, January 
1ft, 1186-7, John Hancock, the patriot, President of the Continental Con- 
nesB^ by his father, Rev. John Hancock, fifth pastor of the church. 
The cborch has thus an historic name. 

This engraving was originally made for the History of Quincy, 
pnhlished in 1821, by the late Rev. George Whitney of Roxbury, 
oldest son of the last pastor of the ancient church. The writer of 
the present sketch prepared a portion of it, some years since, for 
snother pablication. At the request of the editor of the Register, he 
hss revised and enlarged the same, and sent it with the engraving 
for insertion in this number. 

The charch was built in the ministry of Rev. John Hancock, 
fmther of the patriot, the fifth pastor of the society, who was or- 
dained November 2, 1126. A record by him informs us: " It was 
raised Jaly 21-'8-'9, 1131 in peaceable times.'' Before its erection, the 
society worshipped in a stone church which stood near the present 
Second Congregational church, on Hancock street. This old stone 
diarch remained until Feb. 18, 1141-8, when a vote passed to sell 
it to the highest bidder. It was sold to Sorg. Moses Belcher and 
Mr. Joseph Nightingale, for iSlOO old tenor. Whether or not 
this was the original church edifice of the society cannot be deter- 
mined. In the absence of certain testimony, I incline to the belief 
that there had been an earlier building than the old stone church, 
probably on about the same site. 

The church which we commemorate did not arise without many 
town meeting debates and votes. From the precinct record we learn 
that as early as Nov., 1695, a vote was passed for the erection of a 
new bailding, and there the matter was left. Dec. 22, 1129, the vote 
was again taken and decided in the affirmative, 

"January 6, 1129-30," say the records: " Then, after a considerable 
debate of the precinct about a place where to set the said meeting- 
boQse, a vote was asked whether it should be set at Col. Quincy's 
gate: it passed in the negative. 

**Then, whether where the old meeting-house stands, or near unto it; 
it passed in the negative. 

" After more debate upon a place where the said meeting-house 
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ghould be set, the Moderator waa desired to aek a vote whether the 
precinct would eet it at the ten mile stone, or near uuto it ; It 
passed in the affirmative.'' 

This ten mile stone now stands^ a venerable relic, against the land 
of Lemuel Brackett, Esq., a little north from the site selected, and 
marking the distance from Boston by '* the old way;'' over Milton 
Hill, and not, as of late years travelled, over Neponset turnpike 
asd bridge. 

** January 13,1730*31. The ques*tion where the meeting-house 
should be placed was again discusBed at the meeting. The question 
was put whether the said Hoyse should be erected ou the training 
field within the said precinct, as near to the west corner of the land 
of Ensign Samuel Baxter, as the laud would admit of ; it passed in 
the affirmative,'' 

The church raised, as we have seen, in July 1*731, was dedicated^ 
October 8, 1132. ** The text preached upon at the dedication/' 
says the minister, Rev. Mr. Hancock, " was Isaiah, Ix chapter, 18th 
verse," The Sacrament of the Lord's Supper was then administered* 
Upon this Sabbath, also, we began to read the Holy Scriptures in^ 
course, in the public assembly. The portion theu read was 1 Kiugs^ 
8th chapter. The Sabbath following we began the book of Job and 
the Gospel of St. Matthew, 

'* D^ Optimo Maximo, laua et gloriik" 

" Madam Norton then pre sen ted to the church a very haudsoi 
velvet cushion for the pulpit.'* _ 

Thus much for the early erection of the old church. Something 
may be told of its after history. The church underwent repaiis at 
difierent times; and in 1805, under the ministry of Rev. Mr. Whitney, 
being' found too sraal! for the accommodation of the society, it was 
opened through the ceutre, and a large addition ineerted, to be pre- 
sently described, by which more pews were obtained, and its general 
appearance was greatly improved. At this time, the square \>ew& in 
the body of the church gave place to tlie modern pews ; the sqaare 
form being retained to the last, against the walls. The following 
notice from the History of (^inof^ describes its dimensions and 
appearance in 182*?, the year in which the accompanying engraving 
was made. The old sounding-board hung above the pulpit. 

*' The dimensions of this house since the last alteration are as 
follows : Width, 56 feel; length, 61 feet; height of tower to bell 
deck, 50 feet; height of cupola from bell deck, 25 feet; height of ball 
above the vane from the ground, 15 feet. The appearance of the 
church, inside as well as out, is still very respectable. There are 
87 pews on the lower floor, and all painted througliout. The galleries 
as well as the roof are supported by four large pillars which give 
the house rather a solemn and imposing appearance* The pulpit is 
in the ancient style of building — ^handsomely carved — with one 
flight of stairs. Below is the comriuiuion table forming the front 
part of a large pew, according to ancient custom, made for the ac- 
commodation of the Deacons, or, perhaps, for the Ruling Elders. In

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fnnit of the gallery for the choir of sineera is a handsome clock, 
preaeDted to the society by two ladies; Madam Abigail Adams, wife 
of PreMideut Adams, Sen., and Madam Esther Black, widow of the 
Ute Moms Black, Esq." 

Tbe subjoined diagram, abridged from the original, represents the 
diriflion of tbe ground floor after the alterations of the building in 1805, 
and when it was taken down in 1828. Square pews, as has been said, 

Grcmxid Plan of Church. 
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I retained around the walls. As the dimensions, when the church 
I taken down, were sixty one feet by fifty-six, and, as fifteen feet were 
added in the width, in 1805, the ori|]^ina1 size was sixty-one by forty- 
one. At first the galleries were reached by stairs in the west corners 
of the church as customary in early times, and all the pews were 
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square. There .were two rows of body seats in front, on wbidi 
were seated men and women on opposite sides. Behind these were 
two rows for the smgers. When the singers stood, they faced each 
other, with a partition between them, on wliid* to lay their books. 
The Deacons sat in their place before the pulpit and lined off the 
Fsalm. Mr Lemuel Brackett, who was born in 1780, and is of tba 
best authority on these matters of and near his time, informs me 
that when he was a bay, Mr. Babcock, who afterwards removed ta 
Milton, led the singing, using a pitch-pipe. 

At length a change was made, the stairs in the corners wer© re- 
moved. The west gallery was enlarged for the singers by adding 
the swell in front. Deacon Pierce, carpenter fjum Dorchester, wa» 
employed by the town to make these allerationH^ about 1193, or 4. 
He converted the body seats above named into pews, and the 
singers went into the gallery, and the poor were seated in a pew by 
the pulpit. Mr. Pierce at the same time, repaired the damage which 
the tower had sustained by lightning several years before. The 
lightning had destroyed the belfry, so that the bell had remained quite 
uncovered for many years. Rev* Mr. Wibird had long urged the 
repairing of the tower, which in its dilapidated state, brought 
merited reproach upon the town. When the stairs were removcNl 
from the west corners of the church, it was necessary to prorid« 
other means for reaching the galleries. The first porch on the 
south of the church was of one story only, without statrs; and the 
stairs lu tbe tower on the north did not connect with the main boild^ 
ing* ludced 1 am credibly informed that the tower was not framed 
into the main building, but rather stood against it, so that In l 
furious gale it was once twisted a little from its proper poeition, 
and persons could look between it and the building. This great gale 
occurred while a military review was held in the north part of the 
town at the Farms ; and the tents of the soldiers were blown down 
and other damage suetained. The small porch on the south WM 
sold to Mr. James Brack ett, father of Mr. Lemuel, who removed it to 
Germantown (tbe south eastern extremity of Quincy), and affixed it 
to the old stone house there which then belonged to him. Anew twa 
story porch was erected by Mr. Pierce, with stairs to the souths or 
women's gallery, and also to the south end of the west gallery, 
which remained when the churcii was taken down. Communication 
was also made with the tower on the north, by which access was had 
to the men's gallery, and also to the north end of the west gallery. 

The removal of tlie singers from the seats before the pulpit to the 
gallery was not effected without some solicitation. They were at 
first quite unwilling to go up. But means were employed which, 
both before and since that period, have been found most efficacioue 
for changing even the stubborn will, Mr, James Brackett, above 
named, chairman of the committee on the alterations, made a sup- 
per for tlie singers at his house. A fine festival was enjoyed, and 
tbe singers were no longer unwilling to go into the gallery. My 
informant further relates that among them at the feast, was Mr# 
Joseph Bass, whom many of the citizens of Quincy will remember 
as reaching a great age, and also his brother Mr. He^ekiah Bass who 
played the bass-viol. This loBiroiDeiit was first uaed in tbe cborob 
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when the siogcrs changed their seats. Some of the congregation 
were much offended at the introduetioti of atrmged iBetriiinentfl. 
Doe old tnaii rose up and left, saying that ** he did not want to go to 
God'a Hoaae to hear a great fiddle," 

On ll>e removal of the corner stairs, room was made for pews 
bdow aiid above. March 3, 1800, an article in the warrant for a 
lawn meeting is in these words, — ** To know if the Town will sell 
Ibe flocir where the stair ways was in the gallery." Whereupon, — 
*• Voted tiiat the floor where the old stair ways was, the vacancy in 
ibe ^mllery be appropriated for the use of the black people to sit 
Ib," Large square pews, somewhat elevated, were built in the 
OOffHer of ihe west, or singers' gallery on this apace here referred toj 
Aod the few colored persona in town were accustomed to sit there. 
In tbe appendix to the historical discourse in 1854^ on the hundredth 
aADtversary of the formation of the first church in Tenipleton, Mass., 
by Rer. Edwin G. Adams, junior pastor, may be seen a diagram on 
wbieh il»ese elevated corner pews are well represented* 

At a Town meeting May 5, 1800, just three months after the 
Ofvlioatio& of Rev. Mr. Whitney, " voted Moees Black Esq., Mr. 
Tlnomas Pratt, Peter B. Adams, Esq., be a comnnttee, and are 
berebj empowered to sell the floor on the back part of the end 
galleries sufficient to make a row of pews oV* 

Thii> vote does nut appear t<j have been carried into cfl*ect No 

W8 were ever built in the north or men's gallery. And in the 

till icallery, a few pewa wore, several years after, built in the east 
Bearing more than half the gallery in free scats for women, 
Tlwie w«« originally a row of pews on the back of the west gal- 
lery, mmI several of them in the middle were subsequently taken 
»way to leave more space for the singers. 

IS04, Nov. 5. "Moses Black, Esq,, Benjamin Beale, Esq., Mr. 
Tliomaa Greenleaf, Capt, John Hall, Peter B. AdamSj Esq. were

Tbe extreme cantion of the town, evinced by ihese votes, not to 

br imposed upon by any fraudulent contractor in so momentous an 

prise as sawing apart a meeting house, sixty-one by forty-onei 

i inserting fifteen feet is most admirable. Mr. Bates of Wey- 

aaoUi, audertook the work; and, by the sale of new pews which he 
^.,...^ii^ the contract was very profitable to him. The town was 
^ftuore so well satisfied that they had snstained no ^* injury'^ — 
vfjai bis bonds were not forfeited. 

1B05, July 22. *' Voted to shingle all the old part of the meeting 
hwmtt which Mr. Bates has not contracted to do; and that tbe euh^ 
Jetit he referred to the committee on alterations." 

Tbe anlaiigement of the church here described, was ejected by 
jamni^ tbe baildtug, lengthwise with the ridge pole, from North to 
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Bouth, Tnoving the front, or west portion of the same fifteen feet 
forward, and framing in the intermediate space. The four large 
pillars wliich will be remembered as supporting (he roof in the body 
of tbe church, were added at this time. Of course by this more- 
ment, the ridge-pole was elevated abt>ve its former height, and tbe 
roof on the east elongated as well as on the west. The tower and 
also the south porch were moved westward a few feet, to corrcapond 
with the new ridge line. 

By a typographical error in the history of Quincy, this enlarge- 
ment of the church is assigned to 1806. The number of weeks em- 
ployed in the work may be inferred from the following entries made 
by Rev, Mr. Whitney in his private diary of preaching. 

1S05, July 21. "We had no meeting; our meeting house waa 
opened." ** July 28. No meetitrg at Qnincy, 1 preached for Mr. 
Whitney of Hinghara." On the first sabbath of August, worship 
was resumed. November 17, following, is recorded in the diary. 
** No meeting.— painting pews, &c/' November 24, worship was re- 
sumed. 

It will be remembered by those who recall the old church, that it 
rested for under pinning on two rows of neatly hammered stone, and 
that the door steps were of similar material. The church as original- 
ly constructed had not this; but it was added about UDt). The 
town contemplated putting Ihe hammered stone only under three 
walls of the church, leaving tlie back, uv east side in its first rough 
finish. Now this side of the church looked towards Thompson 
Baxter's hoase in which Rev. Mr* Wibtrd boarded^ and was that 
which the pastor first approached in coming to his pulpit. He heard 
of tbe purpose of the town, and ckcI aimed, * why shonld not my side 
be hammered stone too I' It must be; I will pay for it myself.** 
And, according to his accustomed liberality, he actually insisted OQ 
defraying the cost of that part of \\m etone. It wms not uncommon, 
aa I learned from my fatlier, his successor in the ministry, for Rev, 
Mr. Wibird to look over the list of rates prepared for the payment 
of his salary, and erase some names, saying, * this man has l;een tin* 
fortunate/ — or ' such an one needs the money more than I do/ — and 
thus, deductions were frequently made from his stated stipend. The 
hammered stones abovd named were used in the underpinning of tbe 
hoasea erected from the materials of the old church on Cottage 
Avenue, 

Wlien the church was taken down, the owners of pews, by a quit claim 
deed, which is in the possession of the parish treasurer Mr* Lewis Basa, 
and which he courteously loaned tome for these mimites, relinquished 
all right and title thereto, — each owner signing and scaling, and re- 
ceiving fifty dollars for a pew below, and ten dollars for one above* 
As owners & occupants could not be described on the diagram, wo 
add a brief notice of each — giving from the deed, the owners on the 
final disposition of the edifice.

The following vote relates to the pews in the 8outli gallery, only. 
" Monday October 6, 1828. Voted that the persons owning pews in 
the gallery of the old meeting house may have the right of taking 
away the iron railings and curtains to front of their pews.*' 

At the same meeting, — " Voted to put a new dial and glass to tho 
clock now belonging tu tho parish, and put the same upon the new 
meeting house." 

This clock is the one now on the west or singers* gallery of the new 
Btonc temple. It was a gift — as appears by the following vote from 
the town records, the old first parish then comprisiDg the towo,^ 
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"Sept 80, 1T99,— Voted that the thanks of the town be returned to 
President Adams and Mr. Moses Black for the present to the town of 
a clock in the meeting house.'' 

We come now to the destruction of the old church, venerable, in 
wanting to its age but fonr years of a complete century. Owing 
to the increase of the inhabitants of the town and to the somewhat 
singnlar non-increase of religions societies, the edifice was found far 
too small for the accommodation of all who wished to worship in it. 
A new and larger one was contemplated. The bequests of President 
AdamSy sen., of some granite quarries made to the town in 1822, 
with the request that from them a temple should be erected by the 
first parish, were a further incitement to the work; and on the 6th of 
Not., 182l6, the report of a committee appointed on the 11th of April 
previons, recommending the erection of a stone church, was almost 
nnanimonsly accepted by the parish. The cellar was commenced on 
the 0th of April, 1827, the corner stone was laid with appropriate re- 
ligions ceremonies on the 11th of June following, and the church 
was dedicated on Wednesday, November 12, 1828.^ The account of 
the exercises, together with the address delivered at the laying of the 
comer stone by the pastor. Rev. Mr. Whitney, while the old church 
was still standing, may be found in the appendix to the history 
of Qoincy. The new edifice was located on the north west of the 
old, and immediately contiguous. The portico of the new stone 
cbnrch, if shown in this plate, would appear directly fronting the 
observer, on the left of the old tower. So close, indeed, were the 
comers of the two buildings, that in order to complete the right end 
of the stone portico, it was necessary to remove the tower of the 
old dinrch. On the 28th March, 1828, the tower was accordingly 
sold at public auction. It was bid off, with its underpinning and the 
door steps belonging with it, to Mr. John Spear, for seventy dollars. 
The vane and ball on the cupola were bid off separately from the 
tower, to Mr. Henry Wood, for three dollars and twenty-five cents, 
and were placed on his barn near his house in Quincy, where they now 
remain. On the eighth of April following the bell was moved from 
the cupola to the north-west end of the roof; and on the fourteenth, 
in the presence of a large number of spectators, the cupola was 
thrown down to the ground with a loud crash, the pillars having 
been sawn off. The writer of this sketch was present, and recorded 
in a diary at the time the incidents as here related. The cupola 
was found to be much decayed. The tower was wholly removed in a 
few days, being taken down in pieces. 

Tbns the old edifice stood towerless through the summer, while the 
new temple was progressing by its side. On the 3d of October, as 
the latter drew towards its completion, the bell was drawn up from 
its summer position on the old roof to the cupola of the new church 
without at all coming to the ground, leaving the old house ready to 
be taken down. Here the society gathered for the last time, for re-

forever?" The following beautiful hymn, ori^iually written for H

It was not without emotiona of regret that for the last time 
the cong^regalioQ "trod those hallowed conrtH" where, tlirougb 
childhood or manhood and age, they had gone to praise and pray. 
The asfiociatione of earlier timea gathered in that honr aod 
place; and many like ** the priests, levitea and chief of the fathers 
who were ancient men," of whom the prophet tells ua, '* remembering 
the former days, wept*' that no more they should go up to ** the foe* 
mer house of the Lord." 

In the afternoon of the next day the old church was sold at publie 
auction by Deacon Daniel Spear ; the tower, ai» we have aecn, havia|f 
been disposed of before. Ite parts were separately sold and in the 
following order: The pulpit window, broad and handsome, with % 
semi-circular top, alone, had inside blinds, and theee were first ftold 
to Isaac Dodge for $3.00. The atove, standing on the Dortb*wo8| 
side, opposite the tower door, was sold, with its appurtenances, to 
David Kiddle, Esq., for $42.50. The pulpit aod pews below were 
also sold to him for $53.00. The residue of tbe building was sold ta 
Ebene^er Adams, for $202. Stone underpinning and steps were sold 
to Cotton Fratt for $82.50. Total $$83.00, Net proceeds of the old 
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diDfcii, indadiog the former sale of tower, $456.25. In the coorae 
ol teB d«j« it was wbolly takeu dowu a»d the spot gratkd, there 
M^mg been uo cellar t>cueath the building ; and on the 12th of 
KoWDiber following, as we have seen, the present stone chnrch, 
a cost of thirty-five thonaaDd dollars, from granite quar- 
bequeathed for the purpose, by President John Adams, was 
dedicated. The society worshipped in the Town Hall on three 
Sabbaths previous to the dedication, religions services being sus- 
pended on the first Sabbath after the destruction of the old cburcb 
edifice. 

nio raaterials of the old edifice were, in the following spring, con* 
Tert(.'d iiit'3 foar dwelling houses still standing on a street then first 

»eiied for the purpose, now called Cottage Avenue, running from 
ebb*a bridge on Hancock street, to Sea street. The houses were 
eroded by Mr. Adams, who, as has been seen, purchased the building 
wtd who, with Samuel Capen of Brain tree, owned the land and opened 
Ike etreel. This land belonged, originally, to Rev. Mr. Totnpson, first 
■liiiieter of the church, and was long known as '^ the TonipBon lot/' 
Near ita norihero boundary was the residence of Rev. Mr. Flint, the 
aeeociate of Mr. Tompson, who owned the estate of Jedadiah Adams, 
tliQO iDcluding the estate of the late minister, Rev. P, Whitney. 

We append a complete list of the ministers who have been settled 
over thie ancient religious society. The principal portion of Rev. 
Mr. Haocock^fl ministry, the ministries of Rev. Messrs. Briant and 
WilNrd, aod most of the ministry of Rev. Mr, Whitney, were in the 
ebarcb here commemorated. The latter portion of Rev. Mr. Whitney's 
ubislry, the ministries of Rev- Messrs. Lunt and Wells were in the 
pfeaent etone church.

Two beautiful mura 
monuments in marble have been erected in thift church commemori 
tive of the eighth and ninth ministers, Rev. Messrs. Whitney af 
Lunt, by their parishoners. They arc placed opposite similar mono" 
meuts commemorative of the two Presidents, alluded to in the article 
hero presented, and bear appropriate inscriptions both from the p€ 
of Rev. Nathaniel L. Frothingham, D. D., of First Church, Boston, 

We have spoken minutely of this ancient edifice, remembering 
that facts and events which, because connected with our own time, 
we perhaps little regard, soon pass into history, and their record 
posterity thanks us for and prizes. We love to look on this old 
plate. It calls back memories and associations dear and hallowed 
It tolls of the wise and good who so long united in the services of 
the church; of the chiefs of the Nation, who, from the strife and 
turmoil of political life, aud from the council chambers of state, 
came ou the peaceful sabbath, to stt beneath its Sanctuary, and at 
its Communion Table to commemorate the Saviour, and at its Altar 
to pray, where in infancy they had been baptized. It speaks of a 
great company of the meek and pious; of beautiful children; of 
young men and maidens; of fathers and mothers, who with the 
early spring and the falling leaves of successive years, went out 
from its worship to lie down in the silent grave. It tells of many 
words of counsel, warning and reproof; of consolation, strengtli 
and Lope, uttered eabbatli after sabbath within ita walls froii^i^ 
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Tered lips long Btilled. Its Bolemn voice, like the well-remembered 
echo of iU uncarpeted aisles, yet speaks impressively of the chauge 
of kll thiog^ earthly^ and pleads with us for faithfulness to the Pre-

^8) "I ^ve to the church or Chappell of Normauton near Pontefract 
m Torkflhire (if there be a church or chappell there, which I know 
not) where my paternall Ancestors have lived for many ages," £^ 
lor a clock. (3) " To my deare friend and loving kinsman, Henry 
Bigland of Worminghnrst in the county of Sussex," a ring, and the 
same to "his brother, Mr. Edward Bigland of Oraies' Inn." (4) " To 
my serrant and kinsman Christopher Lake, JSIO." (5) Furniture, 
ftc.9 to wife Ann, except " my watch, my carabin, with the barrill 
Btaffe, belonging to it, made by Harman Barne, my great faire chess 
board with the case with my crest on it, and all my horse armes 
and other armes, and my best sword and and seal at arms, the pic- 
ture of the late blessed King and Martir, my most deare master King 
Charles the first, as it is in a frame, in the shape of a Martir, in a 
white robe with a psalm in his right hand and a Crown of stars upon 
his head, with an inscription in a table hanging under it, — as also 
the picture of my most noble Lord, Thomas, late Earl of Strafiford, 
Lord Lieutenant of Ireland. Item, my patent of Baronctt and Mr. 
Dngdale, Norruy King at Armes, his Testimonial! under his hand and 
the seale of his office of Ilerauld of the Coate of arms and crest of 
augmentation given me by the said King Charles the first to be 
home for ever before my owne Coat of Armes." — all which were to 
go to his heirs for transmission. 

(6) He requests his executor and his heirs, that as far as possible 
they may have " for their Christian name, the name of Biby in re- 
membrance of and for the preservation of the paternal name of my 
said dear wife," and that the other children may ** have no other 
Christian names than that of Biby as aforesaid, or else Seaman, in 
rememberance of my dear wife's mother's siruame, or of Caley in re- 
memberance of Sir Hugh Caley, whose coheir my Ancestor in the time 
of King Edward the third, married, or Wardall in remembrance of 
my mother's daughter and co-heir of Edward Wardall." The heir 
was to have the name of Biby '* in remembrance of my wife's father, 
Simon Bibye of Burkden in the county of Huntingdom." 
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(*r) A ring to "cousin Francis Lake of Hatcliffe; one to my broth 
Johe Lake; and £5 to *' the eldeet sou of my brother Luke Lake,' 
(8) *' I make my most deare and Lo^iog Brotlier> Thomas Lake, fall 
aad sole Executor.*' 
Signed 8 ^pril, 1665. 

A codicil of 6 Oct., 16t0, explains that these names of Biby^ &o 
are only for children born after seven years ufter bis death. It meil_ 
tions also "Christopher Lake of Harpswell, and such of my name" 
and kindred as live at (Petney, the capital letter is doubtful. — Ed.) 
or elsewhere,** — "cousin Henry Bigland of Long Wbittou in tfa 
€k)unty of Leicester,^ makes Stephen Lake of Graies' Inn, eldest &q 
of my brother, Thomas Lake, executor. 

Codicil^ — 17 Jany 1671, ^^ Stephen Lake is dead he makes Thomi 
Lake, his brother, Executor, and ** failing him the next heir male < 
my brother Thomas Lake." 

The son Thomas Lake, Jr.^ soeceeded to his uncle's property, an 
dying 22 May, 1711, was the father of Bybye, 3d bart., and theno 
through Atwell,^ James-Winter,^ Jaraes-Samuel-William,'* and Jame 
Samuel/ ancestor of Sir Atwell-King Lake, eigbtli and presen 
baronet.

The deponent Mary Roe & John her husband probably appear ij 
the Grtneulogical Dictionary of N, E. as John and Mary Rowe of 
Qlonoester, which was the home of most of the names of Davis and 
Dutch. John Megus seems to be unknown to Mr. Savage, and I oftQ 
find no other mention of him; possibly be was an Indian. It is also 
possible that Megus may not have been the name intended by the 
deponent; bat it is so written in the very plain round hand of Gov. 
Symonds. 
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ioeodftnta of Brandt Peelen Van Nieakerke go by the name of 
Brandt ; and one of the sons of Albert Andriese Bratt was usually 
designated in the early records as Storm Yanderzee. 

9L The Tribal system. This is the system now in common use, in 
which a fixed family name is nsed, with one or more preGxed chris- 
tian names. Double and treble christian names, however, are 
modem. 

Sxamptea of this system are : Clute, Yodder, Groot, DeGraaf, &c. 
Some of these surnames have undergone considerable variations : 
thus oar modem name, Truax, was anciently written Du Trieux, and 
was pronounced Du Trou ; and Jan Fort, of Niskayuna, had the fol- 
lowing aliases : Jan Fort, Jan La Fort, Jan Yandervort, and Jan 
Libbertee. 

3. In the mixed system those of the first and second were com- 
bined. Had this method generally prevailed it would have proved a 
notable help to the genealogist. 

Thus the first settler, Yedder, of Schenectady, was sometimes 
called Hannen Albertse Yedder or Yedderen : — the first Oroot, Sy- 
Bon Symonse Oroot, the first De Graaf, Claas Andriese De-Graaf or 
Graven. These designations contain the christian name, the patro- 
nymic and the tribal name. 

In a few cases this compound system extended one step farther 
back and comprehended the grandfather's christian name also : — 
thus we have Samuel Arentse Samnelne Bratt ; — i. e., Samuel Bratt, 
the son of Arent, who was the son of Samuel. 

The Registry of baptisms is believed to have been essentially the 
sane in form in all the churches of New Netherland. It was made 
in three columns : 

First, that headed " Einderen," (children) ; 

Second, " Ouders" (parents) ; 

Third, "Getuygen" (witnesses or sponsors). 

The mother was always registered under her maiden name ; the 
same may be said, generally, of the female sponsors. 

An attempt has been made in the following Register to indicate 
the surnames of the fathers; — and tu distinguish such additions from 
the original, they are enclosed in brackets.

At a meeting of Boston trades- 
men, Jan. 1788, at Green Dragon Tavein, in favor of adopting the 
I Federal Constitution, Capt, David Spear was chosen on the standing 
lommittee. The Free and Independent Whig Society of Observa- 
tion was established in Boston, June 25, 1778. A committee was 
ihoscn, June 9, 1779, to wait upon David Spear, about the Nantucket 
Plot asses, who has orders to sell for nothing but hard money to Uie 
exclusion of the continental currency. Mobs often assailed the 
mores of merchants who adopted this exclusive policy, and destroyed 
Iftfge »mounte of merchandise He was captain of a military company.

In J76S, 
Zachary Johonnol, Nathan Spear, William Foster and others com- 
plained to the selectmen ot Boston against John Watson, esq,, of 
the 5tjtli Regiment of foot for inducing their negro servants to enter 
into a dangerous conspiracy against their masters, promising them 
their freedom as a rewaid. Jnue, 1776, he was a juryman ; was 
foreman of the jury in a maritime court, Aug., 1779, held in Bostoo. 
Id Dec, 1776, he was one of 507 militia drafted io Boston, by order of 
the General Court* to serve as a reinforcement of the Continental army. 

In the Boston Gazette of April, 1778, is a statement of the attempt 
of Perez Morton, esq,, to liberate slaves in Boston without the eon- 
sent of their masters, ou the charge of CoU Isaac Sears and Natban 
Spear. The fallowing is the testimony of Mr, Spear : ** I, Natbati 
Spear, of Boston, Suffolk Co., cooper, testify and declare tliat some- 
time in Nov., 1777, I was met in the street in said Boston, by Pcr«*a 
Morton, esq., when he addressed me in the following manner, viz ; 
''One of your negro lads has been with me on account of his free- 
dom." I then told him the said negro was under age. Said Perea 
Morton replied to me : *' You have no right to keep him, but bad 
better set him at liberty, and added, "had I not better come to you 
in person about this affair, than send you a writ?" A few weeks 
afterwards the said Perez Morton came to me again, and told mc the 
meaning, said negro kept coming to him about tlie matter of his free* 
dom. The deponent then told said Perez Morton if he did not leave 
troubling him about the negro, he. the deponent, would send off the 
negro, upon which Perez Morton expressed himself in the following 
words, viz: " By God, 1 will follow yon to hell, but T will have sat* 
isfaction of you if you send him off," still meaning said negro. The 
said Perez added that he would not have tlie deponent offended with 
bira, for the whole corps of lawyers had taken up the matter. Nathan 
Spear, Ap. 8, 1778, Samuel Perabertou, Joseph Green leaf, justices. 
Nathan Spear's wharf was next south of Codman^s wharf. 

Capt. Gershom Spear was the master of a slave ship t<.» Africa, and 
wheu entering Boston harbori some of the slaves mutinied, and one of 
them attempted his life with a pistol He afterwards, about 1760, com- 
manded the British brig Anson, and in a contest with a French ship 
off Gibraltar, nearly succeeded in its capture, and so great was the 
bravery that he was received in Gibraltar with public lejoicrnge. 

In 1784, Nathan, son of Nathan Spear, visited France in company 
with William Foster, of Boston, who m. his sister Grace. Mrs. Ad- 
ams, the wife of John Adams, in a letter to Mrs, Cranch, dated Jolj 
6, 1784, describing passengers on board of ship Active, in which she 
sailed for London, writes of Mr. Foster as a merchant, a gentleman 
soft in his manners, very polite and kind, loves domestic life, and 
thinks justly of it. I respect him on this account Mr. Spear brings 
up the rear, a single gentleman, with a great deal of good humor, 
some wit, and much drollery, easy and happy; blow high and blow 
low, can sleep and laugh at all seasons. '* Mr. Spear reading Thorn* 
son's Seasons with his hat on."

TATEMENTS OF GRACE HIGIMAN AND OTHERS IN RELA- 
TION TO BEING TAKEN CAPTIVE BY THE INDIANS. 

Grace Htgiman saith, That on the second day of August 1689, 

eday when Femaquid was assaulted and taken by y« Indians. I was 

en taken Prisoner and carried away by them, one Eckeon, a Canada 

ndian protending to have a right in me, & to be my master, I 

ppreheud that there were between two and theee hundred Indians 

* l.t assault, (and no French, who continued there for two dayes, 

hen carried away myselfe and the other Captives, (about Fifty 

I nnmber), nnto the Fort at Penobscot. I continued there about three 
Bares, removing from place to place as the Indians occasionally went, 
>a» very hardly treated by them, both in respect of Provisions 
bathing, having nothing but a torn blanket to cover me during 
he winter season, and oftentimes cruelly beaten. After I had been 
rfth the Indians three yeares, they carried me to Qnebeck, and sold 
« for Forty Crowns unto the French there, who treated me well, 
^Te die my liberty, and I had the Kiogs allowance of Provisiona,

and also a Koom provided for me and liberty to worke for myaclfe. 
I coDtinwed tbere two yeares and a halfe. During which time^ ^ 
my abode there, several of the Eastern Indians carac, Vlzt : Bon 
seen. Moxishia son iind Modockawando^s son k. divers others 
and brought in English Prisoners & Scalps, and as the French tald 
me, received for each Scalp (being paid by the Intendent), Twenty 
French Crowns, according to a Declaration, which the Governoor 
there had emitted for their Enconragemen", and the Captives they 
Bold for 80 ronch as they could agree for with the purchasers. The 
Indiana also had a Reward allowed them for bringing Inteltigencea 
from time to time. Soon after the Submission made by the Indiana 
at Femaqnid in the year 1693, Bomaseen came to Qnebeck and 
brought a paper containing the Substance of the Articles of that 
Submission which he shewed uuto me, and told me that the Gov- 
ernour of Canada said to him, That he should not have made any 
Peace with the English and that he seemed tu be much displeased 
for their having so done, however said they might carry it friendly 
to the English till they should meet with a convenient opportunity of 
having an advantage to do mischief, and after the mischief done at 
Oyster River, Bomaseen returned with Mons^ Le Ville, Captain of a 
party of the French that joyned with them in that action, and the 8<i 
Bodfaseen (as he told me inmselfe), brought with him then, ten scalps 
and Two Prisoners. And I left Bomaseen at Quebeck when I came 
from thence, being the 4th of September 1694. And whilst M^ 
Nelson remained a Prisoner at Qnebeck he discoursed the Governour 
there about his setting a price upon Englishmen's heads objecting 
against it as Unchristian and not agreeable to the Custom of Nations, 
at which the Governour seemed to be much disturbed and said the 
English had begun the practice of it by giving a Reward to y^ 
Mohawks. On the 4*^^ of September afores** I came from Quebeck 
in Company with three Frenchmen, who carried me to S'. John's 
where I stayed three weeks, being lodged at a Gentleman's House 
without the Fort named De Chuphore, and was once in the Fort being 
invited thither by Villebone, but can give no accompt of the State 
thereof, apprehend there may be about Fifty men, and do not under- 
stand tiiat they want any thing, receiving a yearly supply by a Shtjt 
from France both for y»"aelveB and the Indians. I was transported 
from S*, Johns to Port Roy id in a Barque being a Prize lying ther^ 
that belonged to Capt. Belcher, and 1 continued there all the last 
winter. The Yessells that infest the Coast are fitted out from Port 
Royal tho' I do not understand that it is with the Countenance or 
approbation of tlie luhabittuits, who profess their dielike thereof and 
would be glad That it were in their power to prevent it, but they 
are over awed & menaced by the Privateers & Villebone with hit 
party, being in danger of having the Indians set upon them to destroy 
what they have. And the occasion of Abraham Boudroits going 
the last Spring to S*. John's was (as I understand) to see if he conld 
purchase some of the English Captives, and 1 know nothing but that 
he is true and cordial to the Englie^h Interests, 

The Indians about John's River have the last Winter (as I am 
informed) been very sickly, and upwards of an hundred of them died. 
And I apprehend That if the yearly supply from France to &. John's 
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eoiild be intereepted they would be greatly distressed and forced to 
dmur of, if Port Royal be not so stored as that they cannot have 
soppHeB from them. The Ship that comes from France is expected 
About the middle of June. On the b*^ of May last I came from Port 
Sojal with Abraham Boudroit, and arrived at Boston about the 18**^ 
of the sac»e month. About 3 yearcs since 600 Souldiers were sent 
frocD Frmnce to Canada.

• Among these prisoners were Thomas Drew and his wife who were newlj mar- 
ried. He was carried to Canada, where he continued two years and was redeemed. 
Bh« to Norridgwogt and was gone four years, in which she endured every thing but 
death. She was delivered of a child in the winter, in the opnn air, and in a violent 
■DOW storm. Being unable to suckle her child, or provide it any food, the Indians 
lolled it. She lived fourteen days on a decoction of the bark of trees. Once they 
let her to draw a sled np a river against a piercing north-west wind, and left her. 
She was so overcome with the cold that she grew sleepy, laid down and was nearly 
dead, when they returned ; they carried her senseless to a wigwam, and poured 
warm water down her throat, which recovered her. After her return to her hus- 
band, she had fourt'f<>n children ; they lived together until he was ninety-three and 
ihe eighty-nine y^ars of age ; tliey died within two days of each other and were 
boned in one grave. 

Ijr These particular circumstances of the destruction at Oyster river were at my 
desire collected from the information of aged people, by John Smith, Ksq., a 4e-

TESTIMONY OP MOSES EYERS OF DORCHESTER (I6S8), 
WHO WAS TAKEN CAPTIVE BY THE INDIANS. 

The ExaiacBn of Moses Eyers* of Dorchester in y« County of Sttf- 
folke, aged twenty one yeares or thereabouts, taken y<^ 22^^' day of 
October 1688. 

The 8*^ Examinant asyth that about y^ begining of September 
last, he went in a Canoe with Cap^ Walter Oeiidall & two other men

WILL OP HERBERT PELHAM, ESQ., 1612.* 
[Commnuioated by Samdbl 0. Dkakb, A. M.J 

Among the early promoters of the settlement of New England, was Herbert Pol- 
ham, Esq., of Ferrers in Essex. He came to New England in 1639, resided at 
Cambridge, and was five years connected with the government of MassachnaeCtB. 
Among other employments he served as a commissioner of the United Colonies, and 
returned to England, where he died before the 30th of March, 1676. The towns of 
Pelham in New England perpetuate his name. 

The family is traced to a period anterior to the conquest of England by the Noiv 
mans, with a degree of certainty of which few families can boast. The name is 
derived from the lordship of Pelham in Hertfordshire, which, in I2i)2, was posseosed 
by Walter de Pelham. The arms of the family (the Pelicans) were painted in the 
Church of Pelham at a very early date. The estate of Swinsted, mentioned in this 
will was owned by this Walter de Pelham, who died 21 Edw. I, leaving sons Wil- 
liam do Pelham and Walter de Pelham. Thomas de Pelham was son and heir of 
the latter, who also had a son Thomas. This Thomas was father of John de Pel- 
ham " of great fame in the reigu of Edward III, and in memory of his valiant acts, 
liis figure in armor, with the arms of the family on his breast, was painted in glass 
in the Chapter house at Canterbury.*' He aooompanied Edward in his French wan 
and was at the battle of Poictiers, 19 Sept., 1356, and claimed to have had a princi- 
pal share in taking the French king, John, prisoner.f 

The wife of this John de Pelham, was Joan, daughter of Vincent Herbert ; and 
thus was introduced the name of Herbert into the Pelham family. Vincent Herbert 
was the auce»tor of the Karl of Winchelsea and Nottingham, fluurishing about one 
hundred years ago. He was succeeded by his son of the same name, Sir John Pel- 
ham, knight, upon whom great honors were bestowed. He died 12 Feb., 1428, 
leaving an only sou, John. Without noting the intermediate generations, it is 
sufficient for this note to observe that the immediate ancestor of our testator waa 
named Herbert Pelham, his grandfather was Anthony Polham of Buzstead in Sussex. 
His mother was Elizabeth, one of the six daughters of Thomas West, Lord de la 
Warr. His wife was Penelope, al.so daughter of the Lord de !a Warr. His father 
died 31 July, 1625, aged 39. HiTbeit was bom IGOl, died before 31 March, 1676.

This family has been one of 
note, Ijut very little has buen done towards traciug the pedigree. 

The first of the naiDe here was Cornel j us* Waldo, who waa of 
Ipswich, 1654, m, a dau, of John Cogswell, removed to Chelmsford, 
was deacon and d, 3 June, 1701* He had certainly three sons, Dauielp* 
Cornelius,* and John.'^ The Middlesex probate tilea CLUitain ai ticensfi 
to him VLB innkeeper, 9 May, 1690, in conaideratiun of his not alluw- 
ing "cards, dice, table, bowls, ninepins, billards, or any other utiliiw 
ful game*'' 

Daniel^ Waldo m. before 1668, Susanna dan. of Samuel Adfrmsi 
and lived at Chelmsford. He had a son Jonathan,^ h. 1668, Haonafa, 
b. n Jwly, 1687, and another dau, John^ Waldo, m. Rebecca, * 
another dan* of Samuel Adams,* was of Boston, aud d. before 1T01» 
when bis widow styles herself of Windbam, Conn, His children 
were Shubael, John, Edward, b. 23 Apr., 1684, Catherine and Rebec- 
ca, b, 6 Aug, 1686. 

Cornelius^ Waldo, was of Lancaster and afterwards of Boston. 
He married Faith Peck, widow nf Jeremiah Jackson, hr appears by 
the following deed on record at Boston. 8 June, 1697, Tliomas Feck» 
seor.f shipwright, gives land to his dau. Faith Waldo, widow. In 1709 
Faith Waldo, widow, sells land to son Jeremiah Jackson, ''only sur- 
viving son of my first husband, Jeremiah Jacksou." Her first has- 
band was a mariner and d. intestate, she being appointed adminis- 
tratrix, 13 May, 1681. Cornelius* and Faith Waldo, had Cornelios^ 
b. 17 Nov, 1084, Elizabelh^ b. 7 J^n^ 16S<>-7 (recorded at Lane, and 
Boston), RachoP b. 20 April, 1600 and Judith^ b. 25 Jan*y, 1691-2. 

CoRNRLnrs^ Waldo, m, 28 Aug., 1711, Faith Savage, and had Faith 
b. I Jan'y, 1713-4, ro. Cookson; Cornelius b.25 Apr., 1716; Eliza- 
beth, b, 14 Oct, 1716, m. Benjamin Austin; Thomas b. 21 Aug., 1718 ; 
John, b. 30 Oct, 1720; Joseph, b. 11 Jan^, 1722; Daniel, b. 29 Oct., 
1724 ; Lydia, b. 22 June, 1727, m* Timothy Austin, These children 
are all mentioned in his will of 4 Oct., 1748. His Gist child, who d. 
early, is recorded as born 17 Nov., 1711, but the entry was made 
seviiral years after and should be 1712 no doubt. This no doubt wan

We now return to the line of Daniel' Waldo. His sou Jonathan^

Thomas Fayei weather ; Mary,* b, 
25 Feb., 1705-6, m. Jeremiah Allen ; Anne,^ b. IB Apr,, 1708, m.

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Hit wife d. 1 July, 1727, aged 68, say our records ; yet he was 
pablished, 8 Feb. 1726-7, with Mrs. Priscilla Sparhawk of Bristol. 
He d. 26 Hay, 1781, aged 63. His will da^d 15 same month, men- 
tions sons Samoel and Jonathan, daus. Hannah and Annie. 

Samuel^ Waldo, we learn was son of Jonathan, not only by his will, 
bat by a deed of his father dated, 22 Apr., 1728, to his "oldest son 
Samuel.'' He was published 20 Jane, 1722, to Mrs. Lucy Wain- 
wrigfat of Ipswich, and had Samuel,^ b. 7 May, 1723 ; Lucy,^ b. 23 
Jan'y, 1724-5 ; Francis,^ b. 13 June, 1728 ; Ralph'' Gulston, b. 25 
Ang.p 1786. His wife d. 7 Aug., 1741, aged 37, and Rev. Charles 
Cbaaney preached the funeral sermon, which was printed. 

He was the well-known Oen. Samnel Waldo, and being, like all the 
family^ a large purchaser of lands, he owned the Waldo patent in 
Maine, lying between the rivers Penobscot and Muscongus, containing 
lyOOO,000 acres. He was a colonel with Pepperrell, and was made 
brigadier-general. His sudden death, 23 May, 1759, in Maine has 
often been related. 

His sons Francis and Ralph, d. unm., the latter at the age of 20. 
Francis was collector at Falmouth, Me. and a refugee. Samuel^ 
called Col. m. 23 Feb., 1762, Sarah, dau. of John Erving of Boston, 
and d. 16 Apr., 1770. His children were Samuel,^ d. young ; Sarah,^ 

nt Jndge William Wetmore, 8 Oct. 1782, and who m. Mr. Wol- 

oott, of Conn. ; Lucy,^ dau. of the general, m. Thomas Flucker, 
secretary of the province, and had a dau. who m. Gen. Henry Knox, 
and lefl issue. 

Jonathan^ Waldo, jr., brother of General Samuel, ni. Susanna 
Blagne, 2 May, 1721, and had Mary, b. 22 Feb, 1722-3 ; Jonathan, b. 
18 Aug., 1724. He was alive, 28 Aug., 1733, when he and his wife 
deeded land bought by his father. His widow, in 1735, was exr. de 
bonis non ; but she died before 1750, when Edward Tyng was made 
executor. 

There was also a John Waldo of Boston, of parentage not traced, 
who, by w. Elizabeth, had Benjamin, b. 21 Feb, 1711-2 ; William b. 
8 Feb, 1713-4 ; Jerusha, b. 6 May, 1716 ; Anna, b. 15 July, 1719 ; 
William, b. 23 Feb., 1722. 

Bridgman's King's Chapel Epitaphs, has a note on the children of 
Daniel, son of Cornel ius.^ 

I find also by the Register, xvii, p. 164, that Samuel Waldo of 
Falmouth (son of Gen. Waldo), was published to Mrs. Olin Grizell, 
5 July, 1760. Perhaps the marriage with Sarah Erving was his 
second. 

Also a Samuel Waldo, m. Sarah Tyng Winslow, at Boston, 1789. 
We see it stated, in Parsons' Life of Fepperrell, and in the Register, 
xvii, p. 160, that Isaac Winslow of Boston, son of Col. Edward 
Winslow, married Lucy, dau. of Gen. Waldo. Was Flucker her first 
or second husband ? 

FiSKE, The Rev. Mr. Phinehas, o{ Haddam, {for tiro). From Savage 
I learn that he was son of Dr. John Fiske, of Mil ford, who was son 
of John of Wenham (the constable), and grandson of Phinohas of 
Salem and Wenham. From Rev. Duvid I). Fields' History of Had-

beare him out in it, Besides as I am informed this fclow sells the indiana 
Strong liquors. Ho is as 1 ap^hend rather to bee reputed a disor* 
derly wandering Rouge, then a sober p*son, hee is a single man ^ 
bath neither wife nor child. These are Humbly to intreat you to 
direct y^ Indians what shal be don in the case & please to send a 
warrant for said Pratt and here bis p^tensiuns for his doings & pro- 
ceed w*^' him as you shal see meet in yo^ wisdome.

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NOTES ON THE WINTHROP FAMILY AND ITS ENGLISH 
CONNECTIONS. VIZ: THE FAMILIES OF FORTH, CLOPTON, 
TYNDALE AND FONES. 

[By Wi^jjax H. Whitmobi,] 

Notwithstanding the prominent place wliich the Winthrop family 
has occupied in our history, we believe that the chief attempt to 
prepare a pedigree of it, has been that made by Mr. Drake in his 
valuable History of Boston. The Life of John Winthrop, recently puN 
lished, contains so many new dates and facts, that we have thought 
it best to undertake to arrange them in a connected form for the 
benefit of our readers. 

It is said, as a vague rumor, that the family came anciently from 
Northumberland, and afterwards were settled at Wintborpe in Nott- 
ingamshire; but the authentic history of the family begins with 
Adam^ Winthrop of Lavenham, Co. Suffolk, who m. Joane Burton or 
Burnell, and had Adam^ Winthrop, b. Oct, 9, 1498.

We do not intend to pursue the family history farther. It will 
be seen that, of his sixteen children, only five survived him, viz: 
John, Stephen, Adam, Deane and Samuel. Adam was the father of 
Adam, who had a third Adam who m. Ann Wainwright, 1700, and had 
John, the distinguished Professor of Harvard College. John of Con- 
necticut, had Wait-Still and Fitss-John, the latter of whom had no 
son. Wait had an only son, John of New London, who had an only 
son John-Still. This latter left several sons, among them the late 
Lieutenant-Governor, Thomas Lindall Winthrop. Descendants in 
the female line are numerous, and comprise many of the most dis- 
tinguished families of New England. 

We will now revert to the earlier portions of the genealogy which 
have been left untraced. Adam,'^ grandfather of John, had a sister 
Whiting and a sister, the wife of Richard Burd of Ipswich. Besides 
Adam, he had, as we have seen, a son William, who d. 1 Mch., 1581, 
and was buried at St. Michael's Church, Cornhill, London; by w. 
Elizabeth he had Jonathan, Adam, William, Joshua, Elizabeth, and 
Sarah who m. John Frost, 26 Feb. 1596, and d. Oct., 1603. 
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Adarn'^ Imd also John, twin with Adam, but it is very doubtful if 
he had any issue.

At all events it is clear tliat Adam, father of the Governor, had a 
sister-in-law Joano whtim.

had a sister Elizaheth tlilles. Juano, the mother, d. 8 Sept, 15^1.

It is most probable that another sister m. Jt>ljn Srielling-uf Shitupliug^ 
and had Anna, who m. John Duke, 11 Nov,, 1596. 

Besides Ihe well-known relatives named Mi!dmay, Alibaster^ Still, 
Cottie and Weston^ Adam Winthrop names e<jnKJns Bulwer, FirmSu, 
Miinnirig, Kayno, Mnskeft (John d, 22 Jnly, 1597, ce. 59), HawkiiM 
Barfnt and Peitall Marian Rulfe. We notice alsu that Herbert Pd- 
ham calls John Winthrop^ conHtn; that there was an aunt Branch, 
and an uuclc Raven, a relative probably of tlie Browns. 

These itemn show that uiuch rejiiains to be traced in Eng^land 
before the pedigree will bo cxunplete. The IJilies or Hill family, 
especially, sljoiikl be examined. Probably this William was related 
to the Hi lies, who is noticed in the Forth pedigree.

His son George- ni. a dau. of Malbauck of Malpas and had 
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William^ Fownes alias Fones of Saxbie, who m. adau. of—- — Tdham 

of Telbam. This last had John"^ Fones who m. a daiL of Bradley 

of Bedham, and had John,^ who, by his w. dau. of Lewell, of 

Lewell, had six sons, viz: Robert,^ John,^ Thomas,^ Humphrey,^ 
Nicholas^ and William.® 

The pedigree now traces the junior branch of John,® second son, 
who was of Bedford in the parish of Bramsgrove (now BromsgroTef), 
Worcestershire, who had three sons: William^ of Bristol, who d. s. 
jp., Thomas^ and Richard^ of Bristol. 

Tho&las^ Fones, son and heir, had Thomas^ Fones, citi2sen and 
apothecary of Loudon, 1628, who died 16 April, 1629. He married, 
first, Ann, dau. of Adam Winthrop, Esq., of Grotou, by whom he had 
Elizabeth*-* (who m. Henry Winthrop), Martha,^ and Samuel,^ his heir, 
aged 12 years in 1628. By his second wife Priscilla, daughter of 
John Burgis, Dr. of Divinity, she had Mary'* and Priscilla (called 
dead in 1628). 

It will bo noticed that Thomas^ Fones, who married Anne Winthrop, 
had an uncle Richard? of Bristol. This Richard? m. Joane dau. of 

Twidall of the Isle of Axholme in Lincolnshire and had John,® 

George,^ Richard^ and Thomas.^ Thomas'^ Fones of Plymouth, 
living 1620, m., first. Prudence, dau. of John Nicholls of Taverstock, 
Co. Devon, by whom he had Richard,® aged 18, iu 1620. Prudence®, 
Mary^ and Joane^*; by a second wife Joane, dau. of Walter Heale of 
Knaton, Co. Devon: he had Sampson,^ John,^ Thomas,^ Elizabeth® and 
Susan.® 

We have copied this document as it is, because, even iu England, 
many pedigrees of this date are wanting from the records. It is 
endorsed by Gov. John Winthrop, Jr., " Mr. Fones Armes." It has at 
the top the coat of arms here engraved, and against the marriage of 
Thomas Fones, a tricking of Fones impaling Winthrop.

Of JoNATHAK''^ YicKERs, SOU of G^orge, sen., I find that 28 Apr., 
1701 being then of Monarooy in Barnstable county, he sold his lands 
ID Hull. Perhaps from him came Capt. Jonathan Yickery of Boston, 
whose widow Susannah was exec. 21 Oct., 1745, and who then left a 
dao. aged 6 yrs, Jonathan aged 4 yrs, Abigail aged 16 months, and 
had a son John-Guttridge Vickery, posthumous. His inventory 
mentions a farm at Truro. 

Of IsAAC^ Yic^ERs, son of George, sen., the record is more complete. 
He married, Ist, Elizabeth, dan. of Capt. Thomas Cromwell, and had 
Anna who m. Benjamin Loring 8 Oct., 1702, and d. 15 Aug., 1723, 
aged 47; and Rebecca who m. Samuel Binney 11 Nov, 1701. His 
wife was the widow of Richard Price, by whom she had sons Thomas, 
Joyliffe, and Richard, and dan. Elizabeth who m. Joseph Lobdell. 

In proof of this see deed dated 27 Feb., 1703, Suff. Reg., xx, 44. 
Martha Ballard, widow, " in consideration of receiving certain lands 
from Joseph Lobdell, mariner of Boston, Samuel Binney and Rebecca 
his wife, Benjamin Loring and Anna his wife, both of Hull; the said 
Elizabeth, Rebecca and Anna being the daughters of Elizabeth 
Yickere sometime Price, the daughter and heir of Capt. Thomas 
Cromwell, — sold to them another house also part of the Cromwell 
property, which was given to her by the will of John Joyliffe of 
Boston, who intermarried with Anna, the relict-widow of her father 
Robert Knight, and sometime the widow of said Cromwell."

Other proofs are numerous — as a suit between JoylifTe and his 
wife's gr. children (Sup. Ct. i, 264, 7 Nov., 1699), viz: JoylifTe Price, 
Elizabeth Lobdell, Anna and Rebecca Vickers.

* Thomas Lombard is said by the Hull rucords to have married Elizabeth Vickery. 
The Boston Court records says Elizabeth Binney. It has, therefore, been thought that 
he m. Elizabeth (Biun«y), sister of Samuel B. and widow of George*'' Vickers. But 
the record on her tombstone is that she d. 21 May, 1787, ro. 85 (not as printed in 
the Rt%i$t€r^ xii, 251, 19 June, 1825), which shows clearly that she was the daugh- 
ter of Samuel Binney. The article on the Lombards coutaius several errors which 
will be hereafter noted and corrected. 
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It is worth notice that Savaqi: do^s not mention that Richard Price's 
widow remftrriod. His will (SuC vi, 55), made at Nevis, SI Jolj, 
1G74, mentions bis wife aod four cbildiL-ii. So also Jarvis Ballard ia 
unrecorded — who m. Martha Knight, had Jarvls, b. 10 July, 1688;

Hie name of Richard Gale, aDcestor of the family, here given first 
appears npon the records of Watertown, Mass., in leiO^f as the pur- 
chaser of six acres of land, being part of a lot of nine acres in the 
town plot, of Richard Browne, the original proprietor. On the 2d of 
December he purchased 250 acres of Richard Dummer, being the 
north-eastern half of the '* old town farm" in Watortown, which has 
continued as the family homestead to the present day. His wife was 
named Mary. His will, dated Feb, 25, 1678-9, was proved April 1, 
1679. 

It appears by the testimony in a suit in 1679, that John Gale, son 
of Richard, was in 1677, "a good wilier" to the daughter of Henry 
Spring, senior, who^ with his wife Mehitable, testified that '* Goodman 
Kichard Gale came to our house to ask our goodwill to make a match 
between our daughter Elizabeth, and his son John H. He promised

He was a lineal descend- 
in t, and great great grandson of John Robbins who was in Wethers- 
iu-\d as early as 1638, and a member of the General Court of Connec- 
tii lit in 1544, Her mother was Jerusha Estabrook, daughter of the 
l;«^v. Uubart and Jernsha (Chauncey) Estabrook, and granddaughter 
of the Rev. Isaac and Sarah (Blackleach) Chauncey of Hadlcy, Mass. 
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Od her mother's eiile she was a descendant of the Rev. Charles

Cleveland. — Sir Henry Vane, K. G., Dnke and Marqais of, died at 
Raby Caatle, Durham, Eog" , Jan. 18, a. 75. He was also Earl of 
Darlington, Viscount and Baron Bariiard. and BrirutJ Raby. De waa 
the eldest son of William Henry, tirst Duke of C\. whom he succeeded 
Jan. 29, 1842, by Lady Katharine Margaret Puwlett, dau. and co- 
heiress of Henry the last Duke ot Bolton j and was b. Aug. 16, 1788. 
He was a lineal descendant, in the 7th generation, from Sir Henry 
Vane, governor of Massacliosetts colony, 1636--T, as will be seen by 
the pedigree in the Register {ante ii, 143), He was also descended 
from King Charles II, who brought Sir Henry to the block, throogh 
his illegitimate son, Charh^s Fitzroy, by Barbara, Dutchess of Cleve- 
land. His grandmother the Dutchess of Bolton, was the Catharine 
Lowtber, to whom Geo. James Wolf was betrothed (See SaMm^t 
Addrers, p. 60). 

He received bis education at Oxford, and from 1812 to 1842, while 
Viscount Barnard and Earl of Darlington, was a member of Parliar 
ment from several places, lie bad been in the army and became 
lieutenant-general in 1857. He m. Nov. 16, 1809, Sophia eldest daa, 
of John, fourth Earl Ptjulett, by whom (who d. Jan. 9, 1859) be bad 
no issue. He is succeeded by his next brother, Lord William John 
Frederick, b. 1792, who has assumed the surname, Powlett, in lieu of 
his patronymic, Vane. His youngest brother. Lord Harry George 
Vane of Battle Abbey, Sussex, M. P. for Hastings, becomes beir pre- 
sumptive to the dukedom. 

CoLi. — Mrs. Catharine S., Brighton, Dec. 4, a* 90 j widow of Jobti 
Cole. 

CooKK. — Rev. Parsons, Lynn, Feb. 12, a. 64; formerly editor of the 
Puritan Recordtr^ Boston. 

CooLTDOE. — Major Sidney, fell at the battle of Chickamauga, SefiL 
19, a. 33, He was the 8th in descent from Jahn' CooUdge, an early 
settler of Waterlown, through Jonathan,'-^ John,'* Joseph,* Joseph^* 
Joseph," and Joseph,* hig father, w*ho m. Ellen Wales Randolph. 
His mother was a granddaughter of Thomas JefTersnn, 3d president 
of the U. S., whose tUu. Martha m. Thomas Mann Randolph, governor 
of Virginia from 1819 to 1822. 

"The profession of arms was the choice nf his youth, and while in 
Europe receiving his early education, be passed some years at tho 
Royal Military Academy at Dresden. On bis return to this country, 
there being no want of additional officers in nur army, he entered 
upon various scientific pursuits congenial with bis mathematical 
tastes/' Early in the present war, bis military talents and knowledge 
were appreciated, and be was appointed major of the 16th U. S 
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infantry, which position be held at bis death. Last summer he was 
ordered to join with his regiment the Army of the Cumberland^ under 
Gen. Rosecrans. At the battle in which he fell, he commanded his 
regiment, and displayed great courage and coolness while his com« 
mand was shattered by a terrific fire. 

He is said to have been a man of rare culture, refined and courte- 
ous manners, with a love and appreciation of all that is noble in man 
and beantifnl in nature.

Halleck. — ^Dea. Jabez Halleck, grandfather of our late General-in- 
Chief, died at Westernville, Oneida county, N. Y., Sept. It, in his i03d 
year. Near the beginning of this century, he left the home of his an- 
cestors in Long Island and settled in Westernville, where, in 1818, he 
nnited with thirteen others in forming a Presbyterian church, of which 
he was an esteemed ruling elder forty-five years till his death. 

Deacon Jabez was a descendant, in the fifth generation, from Pe- 
ter Hallock, one of the thirteen Puritan Fathers, including Rev. John 
Toongs, who came over from England in 1640, and landed in New 
Haven, only two years after the planting of the New Haven colony, 
where Rev. Mr. Youngs " gathered his church anew,'* under the aus- 
pices of the venerable Rev. John Davenport and Governor Eaton. 
The little church thus organized then took up their abode in what is 
now Southhold village, Long Island, a part of that village being still 
known as Hallock's Neck, where Rev. Mr. Youngs was the first 
pastor of the church to which the Rev. E. Whitaker now ministers. 
The graves of Rev. Mr. Youngs, and of William Wells, Esq., Barnabas 
Horton and John Conkliu, four of the thirteen, still remain in the 
Southold cemetery. These tliirteen heads of families were the first 
white settlers in that part of the island, and Mr. Horton's was the 
first frame dwelling-house erected, and is still standing in Southold. 

This first Peter Hallock settled ten miles west of Southold, and two 
miles west of what is now Mattitiick, on a farm extending from Long 
Island Sound, three miles, to the Peconic Bay, which separates the 
two great eastern branches of tlie island; and this, his original home- 
stead, has been occupied by his descendants more than two hundred 
years till the present time. There lived this Peter^s only son, Wil- 
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liara Hallock, who died in 1684; William's eon, Pet«r, and thii 
Puter's 80D, Peter junior, who dietl 1756, and Peter juoior's son, Mil' 
jor Peter Hallock, who died 1191, father of Deacon Jabez — the 
nio68-covered graveetoDea of Peter junior and Major Peter (gfreat 
and great-groat grandfathers of Cfeneral Halleck) still statiding 
near the centre of the Mattituck graveyard. One of Deacon J abez'i 
four brothers fell as a commander of a United Stater ship-of-war h 
the Revolution, and others tsettled at or near Quogue on the inland. 

Of the four sons of William, who died in 168i, from whom all the 
Hallecks in this cuuntry doubtless deBCend, one son, John, married 
into and joijit'd the Society of Friends. He settled in Setauket, L 
L, wltern he died in 1137, and has a large posterity, mainly in West- 
chester and other counties un the Hudson river. Deacon Jabez was 
third cousin to Jeremiah Hallock, of Canton, Conn,, to whose preach- 
ing he listened with delight befure leaving the old homestead near 
Mattituck. — Though about forty when he moved to Western ville, ht 
resided there sixty-two years, outliving all its early settlers. For 
many years he was a reader of various religious works, but of lal« 
he has read ^*one book, his large print Bible/' which to him ever grew 
more and more precious.* We add the closing passages in his 
funeral sermon by bis esteemed pastor, tlie Rev. W. B. Parmelee: 

" He was born a snbject uf Great Britain, but lived to witness the 
succesaful issue of the revolutionary struggle by which he and h\$ 
children after him were madf^- free American citizens. He has lived 
to see the wonderful growth of this then infant nation^ — ^advauciug 
as it has in its mighty tread, from a population of three millions to 
over thirty millions. He lias been permitted to watch its struggle 
through day« of darkness and trials, and wars with foreign powers. 

And as he saw the beginning of the first great contest for the 
tstablishmetU of our government, so he saw the beginning of this 
second great contest for the preservation of that government be* 
queathed us by our fathers, against the traitorous assaults of its 
enemies. Of few others in the land can this be said. 

In many respects he was a remarkable man. Physically, he was 
one to attract attention anywhere; he was very tall and imposing 
in his personal appearance; he possessed a constitution which 
seemed capable of any amount of endurance. His habits in every 
respect were nf the moat temperate kind. Until within twu or 
three years he has almost daily performed some manual labor, and 
was able to walk about the house almost to the day of his death. 

The strength of his physical frame was an iude.^ of the strength 
of his character. This was made of the most solid materials. 
Great decision, firmness and resolution^ wen^ its prominent elements. 
It cannot be doubted that with a thi^rough education in early lifit, 
he would have exerted a wide influence in the world. His mental 
powers were remarkably perserved to him, almost to the end of bts 
life. 

The traits of his natural character were essentially promtticnt in

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hi8 religionB life. His religious feelings were very strong and 
uniform^ and his religious principles were of the Puritan stamp. 
He was not to * be carried about with every wind of doctrine.' 
What he believed to be truth, he believed with all his heart, and no 
power on earth could move him from his position. He was zealous 
for God and His Church, and could look upon wrong doings with no 
feeling of charity or approbation. He was an efficient member of 
the chorch and the earnest supporter of all ordinances, so long as 
he was able to take part in the active duties of life. Now, having 
fought the good fight and finished his conrse, he has gone to receive 
the crown of eternal rejoicing." 

HoBBs. — Bbenezer, M. D., at Waltham, Dec. 11, a. 69. Ho was b. 
at Waltham April 17, 1794, graduated H. C, 1814, settled as a phy< 
sician at his native place in 1817, but within two years relinquished 
his profession and became superintendent of the Boston Manufacturing 
Company at Waltham. This office he held more than forty years, 
when sickness induced him to resign it and that of treasurer, which 
he had filled for a time, leaving the affairs of the company in a highly 
ptrosperous condition. He was the 6th gen. in descent from Josiah^ 
Hobbs of Lexington. His ancestry, children and other incidents in 
his life will be found in the Register , ix, 255-62. " He was a man of 
excellent understanding, well cultivated by reading, reflection and 
/oreign travel. He had no love of display, and no craving for public 
distinction. His manners were uncommonly winning, betokening 
much refinement of feeling and a delicate perception of what was 
^ne to others in every relation of life." " Th^ purity of his life and 
^^Dversation, his practical sense, sound judgment and intelligence, 
United to habits of industrious application, for which he was con- 
spicuous, were calculated to render him a valuable member of 
Society; and, occupying, as he did, an exalted place in the estimation 
<^f his fellow citizens, his death is deplored as a public loss." His 
"^widow, Mary, dan. of Gen. S. G. Derby, survives. Of his nine 
^^hildren, three sons are dead and six daughters survive. Several 
^^hituary notices of him have been reprinted on a letter sheet of 4 
^ages under the title of ** In Memoriam." 

LiNCOLK. — Otis, Newark Valley, Tioga co., N. Y., Dec. 7, 1863, in 
**i8 77th year. He was b. at Western (now Warren), Mass., June 
^■4, 1787, son of Thomas and Phebe (Keyes) Lincoln, and grandson of 
Seth and Lucy (Paige) Lincoln of Western. 

He had resided in the village of Newark Valley since 1801, and 
'Was always one of the foremost in everything done for its improvement. 

Locke. — Mrs. Jeannette W. L., Boston, Dec. 29, 1863, a. 54 years, 
^ months; widow of Blake Locke. 

Paige. — Mrs. Lucy Richardson, Cambridgepnrt, Jan. 3, 1864, wife 
of Rev. Lucius R. Paige, D. D., ae. 64. — See Hist, of the Reed Family, 

Pease. — Rev. Calvin, D. D., Burlington, Vt., 17 Sept., 1863; pastor 
of the first Presbyterian Church, Uucliester, N. Y., late President of 
the University of Vermont, in his 51st year. Ho was son of Salmon 
Pease. See Reg. vol. iii, page 394. 
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Peasb.-— Earl P., Brooklyn, N. Y., 11 Feb., 1864; in his 86th year. 
See Reg. iii, 395. 

Kicker. — Dea. Dominicus, Parsousfield, Me., Dec. 80, a. 00. 

KussBLL. — Hon. James, West Cambridge, Mass., Dec. 9, a. 75. He 
was born in the part of Charlestown which is now within the limits 
of Somerville, Mass., Jan. 14, 1788; grad. at Harvard College in 
1811. After leaving college he studied law and began practice in 
West Cambridge in 1813. He ranked high in his profession for more 
than 40 years. Mr. K. has been a member of the Legislatnre, both 
as a Representative and Senator. 

Smith. — Joel, Lexington, Mass., July 8, 1863; a. 92 years, one month 
and eight days, being born June 1, 1771. He was an indastrioos, 
highly respectable, skillful and prosperous farmer. 

Smyth. — Walter Hebert, Fairfield, Iowa, at the residence of Chris- 
tian W. Stagle, Esq., on Friday morning, Nov. 27th, 1863; son of 
Ralph D. and Rachel (Seward) Smyth, of Guilford, Conn. The de- 
ceased was a graduate of Yale College of the class of 1863, and was 
distinguished for remarkable ability and singuhir purity and beauty 
of life and conduct. Soon after graduating with his class he journeyed 
to the far west, trusting that the genial climate of Iowa might bring 
about a convalescence. There, however, he soon failed, and althoagh 
he bore up manfully against his disease, yet he eventually gave way, 
and died as above stated, at the early age of 20 years and 6 months. 
An early devotion to his Saviour, and an active and constant faith 
in the consolations of the gospel, made his death peaceful and happy, 
as all his previous life had been. From a notice of him inserted in 
a New Haven paper by one of his classmates, wo make the following 
extracts: *' No one acquainted with the life uf our classmate could 
have failed to foresee for him a future of great promise. The emi- 
nent success which he attained in the collegiate course, was only an 
earnest of what he might have accomplished in the world, had his 
life been spared. As a scholar, he had no superior, in an unusually 
large and energetic class. The Woolsey and Bristcd scholarships, 
which were awarded to him at the examinations, attested his superi- 
ority. Nor was his scholarship that of mere mechanical routine; 
the result of unremitting toil and application. • His mind seemed to 
grasp intuitively the relations of those branches which he made the 
subjects of study. He was truly remarkable for accuracy and ver- 
satilit}' of acquirements. In the classics, in the common and the 
more abstruse branches of mathematics, and in the natural sciences, 
as Botany, Philosophy, Geology and Meteorology, he was ever an 
enthusiastic and successful student. Tears of sorrow should be 
turned to those of joy, that our friend was a Christian scholar; his 
life, though it numbered but a score of years, was long, for it has 
answered life's great end." 

Spencer. — Jeremiah, at Torringford, Ct., Oct. 22, a. 93. He was 
b. at Bolton, Ct., Feb. 5, 1770. Hiw family connections, some of tho 
incidents in his life and his recollections of the flight from Wyoming 
in 1778 are given in the Register xiv, 265-6. ''Mr. Spencer outlived 
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BO many Mast survivors of the massacre of Wyoming' that we hes- 
itate to give him that title, though it is not likely that a single per- 
son is now living who was in that battle; and it is quite possible 
be was the ver}' last. He joined the church at Torringford on the 
4th day of July, 1858, — just eighty years from the day he left Wy- 
oming. He was kind and affectionate in his family, pleasant and 
affable in his intercourse with the world, upright in his dealings, in 
short, an humble sincere Christian, and an honest man.'' An obituary 
of bim from the Winsted Herald, Dec. 25, 1863, has been reprinted 
in 12 mo. pp. 4.

Sturgis. — Hon. William, Boston, Oct. 21, a. 81. Mr. Sturgis was one 
of the first to engage in commercial adventure with the northwest coast 
of America, when that part of the world was little known. Besides 
the mercantile experience of this part of his life, he thereby obtained a 
fund of valuable information which he made of use in the subsequent 
discussions upon the northwest boundary dispute between the United 
States and Groat Britain. He was engaged in many enterprises hav- 
ing for their objects public improvements of various descriptions. 

Tbask. — Mrs. Deborah Smith, Ncponset village, Dorchester, March 
6, of consumption, a. 38 yrs. 1 mo. 22 days; wife of George Trask 
and eldest dau. of the late Perez Nichols of Boston. 

Tucker. — Mrs. Lucy, Bridge water, Feb. 15, a. 90 yrs. 9 mos; wid. 
of Andrew Tucker, late of Middleborough. 

Walker. — Mrs. Mary Adams, Holyoke, Jan. 20, a. 39; wife of Rev.

WHrTTEMORE. — Dr. James Madison, Brighton, Mass., Monday morn- 
ing, Dec. 7, 1868, a. 68 yrs. 4 mos. 28 days. He was son of William 
Whittemore of West Cambridge, but was born in Boston, July 9, 
1795. He entered Harv. University in 1812; but left before gradu- 
ating, and received his medical degree there, in 1822. He settled in 
Brighton in 182t, and was physician there between thirty and forty 
years; a man of excellent professional and scientific attainments; a 
Dseful citizen deeply interested in the welfare of the town. He mar- 
ried December 22, 1830, Sarah Parsons Lancaster, at the house of Gor- 
ham Parsons, Esq., in Brighton. She was born at Gorham, Me., May 
1, 1807, and died at Brighton, April 26, 1836. Their first child, James 
Madison, b. Oct. 20, 1831, died December 4, 1832. Their second, Ed' 
ward William, b. Feb. 13, 1834, is lieutenant in the U.S. military serv- 
ice. Having served honorably in the field, and suffered imprisonment 
for a short time in Richmond, in the summer of 1862, at the hands of 
the rebels, he is now stationed in command at Fort Preble, Portland. 
The third and only other child of Dr. Whittemore, James Madison, b. 
15 
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March 5j 183fi, graduated with distiDguished rank at the U. S. Mili- 
tary Academy, Weet Puint, iti 18150; uud is now Captaiu of U.S. 
Ordnuuce, and a Tnlor in MutlKiiuaics in lliut Inatitiitiou. He mar- 
ried at Xew Haven, Cori., June 24, 18()3, Annti B. Peck. dan. of Capt 
Eliaha Peck, of U. S. Navy, Ten years after the death of his first 
wife, Dr. Whittemore married at Leominster, Mass., Aug. 19, 1846, 
MisB Catharine Hale Carter, who was horn at L , April 8, 1809, and 
who survives him. His funeral was froQi the First Church, Brighloi 
on the afternoon of Decenibor 10; and he was interred ia Evergreei 
Cometery — the retired and heautifnlly shaded Coni«_tcryin that town, 
laid out and consecrated iol850, — ^and in which, for his faithful serv- 
ices on the committee who first planned and arranged the grounds, 
the town presented him a lot. p. a. w.

NEW ENGLAND HISTORICGENEALOGICAL SOCIETY,

BRADisn. — Hon. Luther, LUD;, of New York City, died at 
Ocean House, Newpf»rt, K. L, Aug. 30, 1863, in the 80th year of hia 
aire. He was son of Coh John Bradish, one of the early settlers of 
Palmyra, N. Y,; was horn Sept. 15, 1783. at Cnmmington, Hampshire 
county, Mass. He entered Williams College, in the ^^ear 1800, grad. 
1804 J engaged in the profession of the law, in New York City, and 
floon after his admission to the Bar, embarked at Now York for tho 
West Indiet^ and Smth America. From thence he sailed to England, 
visited Scotland and Ireland, and returned to New York 8ht>rtly before 
the war of ISIii, in which ho served as a volunteer. In 1814 he m, 
Helen Elizabeth Gibbs, daughter of the late Ueorgc Gibbs, of New- 
port, R. 1. In 1816 he lost his wife and his smi^ who was an only 
child. In 1820, with a view of making liimself aiuniainled by per. 
sonal observation, with tfio country and cunimerce of the Levant, 
and for the purpose of collecting and conimunicuting to the Govern- 
ment of the United States information preliminary to the establisb- 
ment, by treaty, ol amicable and cornmurcial rel:itions with the 
sublime Porte, at Constantinople, he embarked at Norfolk on board 
the United States ship of war, the CoIumlHig, seventy-four, Com- 
fnodore Bainbridge's flag ship, bimnd for the Mediterranean, 
Joining the United States squadron at Gibraltar, the com- 
bined squadron proceeded to make the circuit of the Mediterra- 
nean, ton cl ling at the principal ports on the European and African 
coasts. Returning t<> Gibraltar, Mr. Bradish was sent by the dispatch 
vessel of the squadron, ihrctugh the sea, by the way of Malta and the 
Archipelago to Smyrna — thonco to Constantinople. Mr, Bradish 
occupied himsetf actively five or six months in the prosecution of hia 
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objects at Constantinople and the snrroanding conntrj, and in comma- 
nicating the resalt to bis government. Well versed in the leading 
languages of Enrope, and speaking flaently the Arabic tong^, he 
was admirably fitted for the duties of his mission. Having ascer- 
tained the tme character of the European jealousies that existed 
against the establishment, by treaty of amicable and commercial 
relations between the United States and Turkey, he pointed out to his 
government a mode, differing from those before attempted and failed, 
in which the desired treaty could be concluded. The treaty was 
accordingly effected and duly ratified by the two governments. Hav- 
ing accomplished his immediate objects at Constantinople and ren- 
dered his valuable services to our national government, without 
asking or receiving, if the information be correctly given, the smallest 
pecuniary reward, he sailed thence for Egypt. He was received by 
the celebrated Mahonimed Ali Pasha, the viceroy, and treated by him 
with distinguished kindness and respect. He had frequent personal 
interviews with him and a subsequent correspondence. Taking leave 
of Cairo, Mr. Bradish traversed that portion of the country in vari- 
ous directions — and again passed some months in Constantinople. 
Accompanied by Tartars, he crossed on horseback, the beautiful 
plains of Adrianople and^Bulgariato Hungary, passed through Austria, 
Russia, Poland, Italy, France, Switzerland, Holland, England, Den- 
mark, Sweden, and indeed nearly all the countries of Europe, and ar- 
rived at New York in the close of the year 1826, after an absence of six 
years. On his arrival in thin country, Mr. Bradish removed to Frank- 
lin county, N. Y., then little more than a wilderness, his object being 
to bring into market lauds in the town of Moira, in which he had a 
large interest. In the autumn of 1827 he was called to represent 
Franklin county in the Assembly, and was re-elected for three suc- 
ceeding years, and again in the years 1835 to 1838, when he was 
chosen speaker of the Assembly. In the autumn of the latter year, 
1838, he was elected lieutenent governor of the state, and again in 
1840. In 1842 he was the Whig candidate for governor, but failed 
of an election. He was appointed under President Fillmore, United 
States Assistant Treasurer for New York, but in the following ad- 
ministration was relieved by his successor, Gen. Dix. In 1844 he 
was made first vice president of the New York Historical Society, and 
on the death of the Hon. Albert Gallatin, became its president. In 
1847 he was chosen a vice president of the American Bible Society 
and on the decease of Hon. Theodore Freliughuyscn, was elected 
president of that society. The wise counsels and practical judgment 
of Gov. Bradish have led many charitable institutions in New York 
city to secure him as vice president, trustee, or a member of some 
committee, so as to have his influence and wisdom in the management 
of their affairs. Thes<* facts indicate the high respect in which ho 
was held in that great community. 

In 1839, Mr. Bradish married Miss Mary Eliza Hart, dan. of the late 
Peter G. Hart, of the city of New York. By this marriage he has 
one child, a daughter. 

As a presiding officer in public assemblies, it is said that Mr. 
Bradish had no superior. He was the very impersonation of dignity 
and grace. A thorough gentleman of the old school, courteous, ele- 
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gaiit, impressive in mauuer and appearance, he won the admiration 

and respect of all who saw bini. He was a member of the Kpiscopal 
church, a man of warm Chii.stian sympathies, and behaved in every 
relation of life. He was made a corresponding men^ber of the N. E. 
Histv Gen. Societj, in 1858. — AMfgedcAu/ii/from the Ed^dic Magazint 
far September, 1863. 

Copley. — The Rt. Hon. Sir John Singleton, (Lord Lyndhurat), Lon- 
don, Oct. 12, 1863, in his 92d year. It is well known that he wn« & 
Boston boy, and it is presnmcd ihat he was born in a honsc, whicb 
stood on the descent of Beacon liill, a little west of Chestnut street^ 
which was the residence of his father, the well-known American 
artist, whose full name the sabject of this notice bore. Mr. Copley 
purchased this estate a few months before his marriage, in the fall of 
1769, His g^r and father, Richard Copley, was a tobacconist* After 
bis death, the widow Mary, L«»rd Lyndhurxt'fi grand-mother, carried 
on the business, in LindalTs Kuw, " against the (Quaker meetings 
house/* near the upper end of King, now State street. She m, Peter 
Pelhain, who became also a tobactuojist* He also taught writing' 
and arithmetic, as appears by an adverlisemeot in the llosion Nmcs 
Leiier, of Sept 12, 1748, which ia copied into the Mtigi^ier^ vol \v, p, 
176, Ue wuH ''sometime Dancing Master,'* also an engraver, in 
mezzotinto. He engravt'd a cnritms print of His Excellency Wm. 
Shirley, Esq. His widow died in Boston, 29 April, 1789. 

John Singleton Copley, the father of Lord Lyndhuret, was born in 
Boston, in 1738. He began tu paint at a very early age, visited 
Italy in 1T44, and England two years after, in n7<>, where he met 
his wife and children, wh^m he had left in Boston, they having left 
Masaacbnsetts from Marblebead Imrbur, on the 27th of May, 1775, in 
the Minerva,'Capt, Callahan, arriving at DovL-r on the subseqnent June, 
the vessel being the last, it is said, that left New Englaml, bearing 
the British flag. He devoted himself to portrait painting in London, 
and was chosen a membur of (ho Koyal Academy, in 1770, He waa 
patronised by Mr. West. His first picture, which may be called bis- 
torical» was the "Youth reKcn<'d fiom a Shark ;" but the picture 
styled *' Death of Lord Chathaui," which represents the orator faint- 
ing in the h(mse of lords, after the memorable speech in favor of 
America, and which contains the portraits of all tiie leading mt^n of 
that hnuse, established his fame. Mr. Copley pursued his profehHtun 
with unabated ardor, until tiis sndden death in England, ?ept. 26, 
1816, a. abt. 76 years. Many fnll length portraits painted by him 
remain in Massachusetts, In coloring and drapery lie excillfd, and 
hie likenesses were failltfub See Wats^n'M Mm awl Times of tkt Rev- 
oliUion, p. 202, 2d ed. His wife Susanna, was the dan. of Richard 
Clarke, a merchant in Boston, one of the consignees of the India 
company'8 tea. Hi.s dau. m. Gardiner Greene* who in 1818, presented 
to Harvard tJollege a collection uf alt tfie proof engravings of Cop- 
ley's historical paintings. 

John Singlet<*n Copley (Lord Lyndhnrst), was born in Boston, Maj 
21, 1772. He was three years i«Ul when he arrived at London with 
his mother and sisti^rs. At the age of seven » he was sent to a board- 
ing school at Clapham, near London, and after the lapse of a few 
years, was placed under the Kev. Dr. Home, of Chiswick, with 
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whom he remained until he entered Trinity Collcf^c, Cambridge, where 
he received the degree of bachelor of arts, in 1794, graduating with 
the highest honors. He became a lay Fellow of his College, & in 
1795 visited the United States under a travelling fellowship of the 
college and made arrangements with regard to family property in 
Boston. He went in company with Mr. Bollman to Niagara, into 
Canada, &c., on horseback, which is quite a different mode of jour- 
neying, from that generally pursued by travellers in this country, at 
the present time. In 1798, he returned to Eugluud — commenced the 
study of law at Lincoln's Inn, and was, for two years, with Mr. Tidd, a 
distinguished special pleader. In 1804, when 32 years old, he was 
called to the bar. He took the Midland circuit, but bis rise was slow 
though not, perhaps, slower than that of some other lawyers of equal 
talents. He attained to the leadership of the circuit in 1816. Mr. 
Copley was elected a member of parliament for Yarmouth in 1816, 
or as some accounts have it, in 1818. In 1819, he took the degree 
of sergeant-at-law and was M, P. for Ashburtou, having been made 
Chief Justice of Chester, in 1818. He became Soliciter-General, in 
1819, which office he held until 1824. While Solicitor-General, the 
trial of Queen Caroline came on, and the burden of government work 
fell upon the shoulders of Sir John, in which he assisted the Attor- 
ney-General. He discharged his duties on that occasion with an 
ability that commanded the admiration even of the most prejudiced 
ftnd determined of the Queen's admirers. In 1824, he was made 
attorney-general. He became the friend of Canning and so remained 
until the death of that minister. In 1826, after an arduous struggle, 
Mr. Copley was chosen M. P. for the university of Cambridge. A 
few months later, on the death of Lord Gifford, he was made master 
of the rolls; was promoted to the office of lord high chancellor of 
England, and created Lord Lyndhurst, in Apiil, 1827. Americans 
were gratified on witnessing the high elevation of one, who was by 
birth their countryman, and whose talents and actions reflected honor 
upon his native land. His title was taken from the parish of Lynd- 
hurst, in the New Forest, (Hampshire,) a small place about 90 miles 
from London. It has been stated that the Chancellor was led to 
select that place to furnish his title, because it was there he first met 
his 1st wife. Lord Lyndhurst held the Chancellorship from Apl., 
1828, to Nov. 1830. In 1834, he became Lord Chancellor in the first 
Peel Ministry, and again for the 3d time, in the 2d Peel Ministry, in 
1841. When the Whigs returned to power, in 1846, he left the 
office, and never afterward held that or any other public station, though 
he often spoke in the House of Lords, when great questioi»s were 
under discussion. He was called " The Nestor of the House of Lords." 
His speeches were remarkable for their clearness, vigor and force, 
even when he had reached nearly to his 90tli year. 

Lord Lyndhurst was made an lioiiorary member of the N. E. Hist. 
Gen. Society, in 1863. He was twice married, his first wife being 
Mrs. Thonias, the widow of an English ollicer; and in 183(5, he m. 
Miss Goldsmith, a Hebrew lady of siii^^ular personal attractions. He 
had children by both marriages. The London Morn'nig Post, of May 
22, 1863, noticing his 91st birthday, being the day previous, on which 
occasion was assembled a large circle of admiring friends, remarks. 
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** Wo understand that the marriage of the Hon. Georgians Copley, 
Lord Lyudhurfit'B youugest dau., with Mr. DiiGane, M. P., will take 
place at the close of the ensuing month." 

Lord Lyudhurst was one of the most eminent statesmen of Eng- 
land. He died the senior peer of the kingdom. " His mind," says 
Blackwoo(Ps Magazine^ of him, while living, "is a diamond of the first 
water. It has a solidity, a subtlety, an acuteness, which master 
with unerring ease and rapidity, everything, to which its energies are 
directed." 
He had 

"A brain, in whoso clear depths facts ordered lay, 

For the calm will to fetch and rank and use, 
A mood that with life's business blended play, 
Yet never play and business would confuse." 

An excellent portrait of Lord Lyndhurst, in his chancellor's robes, 
painted some twenty years since, by Mr. S. S. Osgood, is in the por- 
trait gallery of the N. Y. Hist. Society, and in the same gallery, 
there is a portrait by his father, an admirable specimen of his style^ 
which was painted before he left Boston. It is a curious illustration 
of the singularly unostentatious habits of Lord Lyndhurst, as well 
as of the permanency of English social life, that he continued to 
occupy until his death, the same house which liis father had occupied 
before him. 

Endicott. — Capt. Charles Moses, Northampton, Mass., Dec. 15, 1863, 
a. 70 years and 9 d.iya. He was born in Danvers, Mass., Dec. 6, 1798 
— was the 2d son and 3d child of Capt. Moses and Anna (Towne) 
Endicott, and a descendant of Gov. John Endicott, of the 8th gene- 
ration, through the Gov. and his 2d wife Elizabeth (Gibson,) Zerub- 
babol and Mary, SaniM and Hannah (Felton,) Sam'l and Anna (Endi- 
cott,) Jt)ljn and Klizabelh (Jacobs,) John and Martha (Putnam,) 
Moses and Anna (Towne) Endicott al)ove mentioned. Charles Moses 
was educated principally at Andover Academy and at Mr. Tappan's 
school at Salem, at which latter place he was nearly prepared for 
College, when unfortunately as it is thought, it was decided that in- 
stead of going to college he should have a mercantile education. At 
about the age of 15, he entered the counting-room of his uncle, Sam- 
uel Endicott, at Salem, where he remained some two or more years, 
when h(^ was invit(^d to enter the counting-room t>f Mr. William 
Hopes of Boston, where he continued as principal clerk and book- 
k<*eper until the spring of 1812, at which time Sir. Pickering Dodge 
of Salem, engaged liirn to go to St. Petersburg, ilnssia, as super- 
cargo of the brig George Little. He reached St. Petersburg about 
the time of the declaration of war by this countiy ai^ainst Enj2:laud. 
The war having broken up his voyage, he remained at St. Peters- 
buig some months, and then trav(ded to Gottenburg, via. Stockholm 
(Sweden). lie embarked from Gottenburg in a Swedish vessel for 
Boston, wiiich he reached in 1818. 1I(» remained at home during the 
war, and some months atter its close, he was olfered and accepted a 
position of supercargo on a voyage to Sumatra and Cahmtta, on 
board the ship Herald, of Salem. He returned to Salem in 1818, and 
in August of that year was offered a captain's and supercargo's po- 
sition in the brig Malay, which offices he discharged in two success- 
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iVe voyages to the pepper ports, returning to Salem in 1820. He 
occapiedy' soon after, the same position on board the ship Endeavor, 
and continued in the pepper trade mostly from 1822 to 1834. His 
last voyage bat one was performed in the ship Friendship, which ves- 
sel was plundered at Qualah Battoo, on the west coast of Sumatra, 
in Feb. 1831, by the natives, and a part of the crew massacred. 
Through the influence of one of the faithful natives, named Po Adam, 
the life of Capt. £ndicott was spared, and the ship itself saved from 
destruction. In consequence of his faithfulness, Po Adam was strip- 
ped by his treacherous countrymen of everything he possessed and 
reduced to penury. Added to this, he was made an object of deri- 
sion among them. An account of the whole affair has been graph- 
ically given to the world by Capt. Endicott, in vol. 1 of the Collec- 
Hons of the Essex Institute, the article having been read by him at a 
meeting of the Institute, Jan. 28, 1858. In the spring of 1835, he 
was chosen cashier of the Salem Bank, at Salem, and continued in 
that ofiBce until the spring of 185S, when he resigned. In the sum- 
mer of 1859, he lost his wife, Sarah Rolland Blythc Endicott, to whom 
be was married June 8, 1818. They had two children, Charles Ed- 
ward and Ingersoll Bowditch. From the date of his wife's death, the 
immediate family of Capt. Endicott saw plain evidence that his own 
end could not be far distant. The tastes of Capt. Endicott, during 
bis entire life, were literary, almost exclusively, and he had no earn- 
est inclination for any other study. Mercantile pursuits were evi- 
dently distasteful to him. His proclivities were strongly of an anti- 
quarian cast, and many of his contributions in this department of litera- 
ture, may be found in the pages of our Register, the Collections of the 
Essex Institute, and in pamphlet form. His Memoir of Gov. Endicott 
was privately printed by him, at Salem, in 1847. It is a work, well 
prepared, of 116 pages, ip folio form. An abstract of the memoir, with 
a genealogy of the family, may be found in vol. i, of the Register. 
Capt Endicott was a skillful lunarian and an excellent mathematician. 
He was consulted by the late Nathaniel Bowditch when Mr. B. was 
about to publish a new edition of his Navigator. It is said that there 
were but few in this country, or in Europe, who were equal to him in so 
correctly ascertaining the position of a ship at sea by using nautical 
instruments. His chart of the West Coast of Sumatra is the one 
used by American shipmasters. He was well versed in the geneal- 
ogy of his own family, from his first ancestor in this country, the 
Governor, to the present time, and has iurnished, as has been before 
stated, to the Register and to the Collections of the Essex Institute valuable 
articles in genealogy and local history, among them, besides the 
Endicott family, the Jacobs family, the Peabody and Osgood families. 
He was made a corresponding member of the New England Uist<jric 
Genealogical Society in 1847. 

Ward. — Andrew Henshaw, died at the residence of his son, An- 
drew Henshaw Ward, Jr., at Newtonville, Fob. 18, 1864, in the 80th 
year of his age. See Register, vol. xvii., 334-342, /or a memoir of Mr. 
Ward. Alter the death of his wife, which occurred on the 6th of 
October last, he resided for a time with his sou, Joseph Walter Ward, 
io Boston, subsequently with a younger son in Newtonville. Three 
SODS and two daughters survive their parents. Mr, Ward, as is well 
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known, has done nnich toward collecting and prceerving New Eng* 
ltt«d genealogy. He connected him sell with tbe N. E. Hist Gen. So* 
ciety iu 1846, a feiv months nfter the society was organized. Be- 
BJdes his published volumes of the Hutory of Shrewsbury, the Ward 
Family ^ and the Rkt Family, he has contributed valuable articles fur 
the lU^isttr; more recently, the early records of Sudbury. The proof 
sheet of his article in the present number of our work, was corrected 
by him a few days before bis departure. At the tinm of bis decease, 
he was engaged on a history of Sudbury, the place of residence of 
William Ward, his first ancestor in this country. Although far ad- 
vanced in life his faculties were bright and active. In the mid«»t of 
bis favmite pursuits and studies he was arrested suddenly by death, 
leaving behind him a good name as a legacy to his descendants. Uis 
funeral took place on Sunday afternoon, Feb. 21, with Maaonic cerc- 
moniefl, ho being a member of the fraternity.

— The annual meeting was held this afternoon at 3 
o^clock at the society's rooms, No. 13 Bromfield street, the president, Wiuslow 
Lewis, M. D., in the chair. 

Rev. Caleb Davis Bradlee, the corresponding secrt'tary, reported that since the 
last meeting, letters accepting memlwrsliip had been received from Charles 0. Whit- 
more of Boston, D. P. Corey of Maiden, and Augustus Thorndike Perkins of Boston, 
as resident members, and from Hon. Wm. M. Wilson of Greenville, Ohio, and 
Buckingham Smith of New York, as corresponding members. 

J. H. Sheppard, the Librarian, reporti^d that since the last annual meeting there 
had been received 327 volumes, 11U2 pamphlets, and 44 manuscripts, maps and 
charts. 

Wm. B. Towne, the treasurer, reported that during the past year the ordinary 
receipts had paid the ordinary expenses, leaving the society entirely free from debt, 
and a balance in the treasury of $50.25. The permanent funds during the same 
period liad been increased $2,500, all of which has been or may properly be placed 
in the hands of trustees, and the income thereof only annually expended. 

Wm. R. Deane, chairman of the Committee on lAictures and Essays reported 
that there had been fourteen papers read before the society at its monthly meetings 
during the i>a8t year, seven of which have been published, and most of th« others 
will hoon api)ear in print, all of which were read by members of tlie society.^ 

Wm. B. Towne, chairman of tlie Committee on Life Memberships, reported 
that thirty-five persons had become life members- during the last year. The 
question in regard to placing tlu* sum in the hands of trustees, the principal and 
interest, and any additions thereto, to be devoted to procuring a permanent loca- 
tion of the society, was referred to a future meeting. 

Col. Almon D. Hodges, chairman of the trustees of the Bond Fund, reported that 
the property remaiaed much the same as last year.^ 

The Trustees of tlie Barstow Fund reported that the society during the past year 
had again Ijeen indebted to the liberality of John Barstow, Vice-President of this 
society for Rhode Island, for a donation of five hundred dollars. The prudence 
and foresight of the donor has l;een such that, in the judgment of the Trustees, 
no change in the investments has b.en required. With the income of this fund,

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the character of his deceased friend. He esteemed it no small praise to be be- 
stowed upon any one to say tliat he had been a useful member of society. Mr. 
Ward he considered eminently such u man. The resolution, which was unanimoas- 
ly adopted, was as follows : 

Rnotvtd^ That in the recent and sudden death of Andrew H. Ward, Esq., of West 
Newton; we deplore the lots of a venerable and very early member of the Society ; 
and as a benefactor, genealo^t, and courteous gentleman, we shall long cherish the 
memory of this excellent man. 

For more than an hour Professor Stowe held an unusually large audience in pro- 
found attention, while he described the life and doctrines of the celebrated Jonathan 
Edwards. It was an erudite, eloquent and masterly production — a voice excatktdrd. 

He began with a fttitcinating picture of the angcl-like character of that young 
Christian of 17, Miss Pierpont of New Haven, whom Edwards married, and seldom 
have we heard or read a lovelier dei<cription. He gave a brief narrative of Mr. 
Edwards' life, and the extraordinary influence of his ministerial labors; perha}>8 a 
purer character has never adorned the history of New England. He then under- 
tOi)k the elaU'rate task of expounding his great work on the Will. After giving 
some account of his very numerous writings, some of which have never been pub- 
lished, he gave an exposition of his theology and its over-shadowing influence in 
the early divinity schools; then of Samuel Hopkins his successor, whose famous 
creed for a time darkened the religious world ; then of JoM.>ph Bellamy the successor 
of Hopkins, who took up the line of religious metaphysics and went on; and then^of 
Nathaniel Emmons, one of the best and most devout of men, at the head of another 
system. The views of Dr. Timothy Dwight, of whose theology he spoke in exalted 
terms ; of Dr. Lt»onard Woods, Dr. Lymun Beecher and Dr. Nathaniel W. Taylor, 
all eminent divines and at the head of numerous partisans, were all ably set forth. 
Prof. Stowe concluded after all, that these systems, and all other systems of Divinity 
were mere human inventions, and in their nature cannot rest on any immutable law ; 
because they have bet.>n and always will be changing, — leaving man's hope of 
salvation in the l>elief and practice of a few simple truths. This elaborate and 
valuable production of the learned Professor ought not to sleep in his portfolio. 

Rev. William S. Bartlet, of Chelsea, proposed that the society celebrate the Three 
Hundredth Anniversary of the birth of Shakes|)enre, which falls on the 23d of 
April. In England, he remarked, appropriate notice will be taken of this event, 
but he had vet to l^arn that any measures had l»een iuaukinrated in this country for 
the celebrati(»u of the day. Should it be suUercd to jiass hy without notice in this 
western world, the neglect, he thought, could not fail to cause ns disgrace ; for Shake- 
sj>eare belongs to us us much as to the land of his nativity, and h<> has undoubtedly 
a much larger number of readers in the United States than in England. He 
thought it proper that our society, devoted to history and genealogy, both closely 
connected with English antecedents, should do sonit'ihiiig towards celebrating the 
day. Mr. Bartlet hud suggcbted the celebration to several uuinhtTs nearly a month 
ago, anil it being favorably received, he now brought th«' subject before the society. 
The matter was referred for actit)n to the Board of Directors. 



BOOK NOTICES. 

Procetilings of the American AntiqiMrian Society at the Annval Meeting, 

held at Worcester, October 21, 1863. Boston: Piintrd by Jonx Wilson 

AND Sox. 1863. 8vo. pp. 72. 

The annual meeting of the Antiquarian Society this year was one of unusual in- 
terest. It is lifty-ono years since the Society was organized, anil of its early mem- 
bers four only are now'livinvr. Three of these were present at this meeting, namely : 
Hon. Levi Lincoln, LL. D., of Worcester, Rev. William Jenks, D. D., LL. D ,'of 
Bo>ton, and JohnOnvn, M. D., of Worcester; wliile the other, Hon. Josiah Quinoy, 
LL. I)., of lUiston, sent a letti-r, which was read, expressing a continued interest in 
the alVairs of the Socit»ty. 

At the meeting Ex-(tovernor Lincoln made some remarks, from which we extract 
the following : ** This Socit:ty was cradled in war. The Association was formed and 
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tlw Act of incorpormtion obt&ined, during the hostilities with England in 1812 ; and 
it is indeed among the most remarkable coincidences not only tlint iht^fint and the 
lut AnniTersary Address, with an interval of fifty years, should be delivered by tht 
mmt ptnon^ # ♦ » * but that the orator, at each period amidti the conflict of arms, 
should be Uie humble disciple and follower of the Prince of Peace.** The orator re- 
ferred to by Mr. Lincoln was Rev. Dr. Jenks, — his present associate as vice-president 
of the society and a fellow officer at its organization in 1812, — who, in October, 
1813, had delivered the first annual address before the society, and who now, when 
a half century had passed away, had given them a discourse, to which they had 
Joit listaited, filled with the ** benediction of wise counsels" and "the fruit of vari<Hl 
learning." This discourse which is here printed in full, proves thut Dr. Jenks has 
lost none of the vigor of his earlier years. In it he p<)iiiLs out the various fields of 
ratcarch that are open to the American antiquary and dwells upon some of the later 
niults in each. 

We will close this notice with a few items relative to the previous publications of 
the tocicty. Four octavo volumes of valuable matter have been issued under tbo 
title of **Arch»ologia Americana ; Transactions and Collections of the American 
AntiquarUm Society," vii : Vol. I, 1820, pp. 436 ; Vol. II. 183(5, pp. 573 ; Vol. Ill, 
1857, pp. 378 ; Vol. IV, 1860, pp. 365. The first, second and f(»urth volumes were 
issued Id volumes in the years above noted. The first ]>}irt of volume third was 
pabUsbed separately, in 1850, containing the '^Records of Company of Massachusetts 
Bay" while in England, with a preliminary chapter on the "Origin of the Company." 
In 1857, pp. xiii and ziv, Izzzvii to xciz, 1 to 8, and 27 to 30, extended to 30h, 
were reprinted, and Hull's Diaries and the subsequent matter added, the whole be- 
ing iraued in a volume. 

Of the other pablications of the society, our friend, Jeremiah Colbnni, E.«q., of 
Boston, who has succeeded in collecting a complete series, furnishes us with the 
following facts : 

** Isaiah Thomas, Nathl. Paine, William Paine, Levi Lincoln, Aaron Bancroft and 
Edward Bangs, petitioned the legislature of Massachnsust^tts, at their sea^ion, Oct. 
1812, for an act incorporating themselves, and such persons as might thereafter as- 
sociate with them into a society by the name of the Amkricax Antiquaiman iSociK- 
TT. An act was passed Oct. 24th, 1812, and approved by Guv. Caleb Strong, con- 
stituting the following persons members of the corporation : Isaiah Thomus, Levi 
Lincoln, U. G. Otis, Timothy Bigelow, Nathaniel Paine and Kdward Bangs, Ksqrs. 
John T. Kirkland, D.D., Aaron Bancrolt, D.D., William Paine, M.D., Jonathan U. 
Lyman, Elijah H. Mills, Elijah Ilamniond, Timothy Willianis, William 1). Peck, 
John L«)well, Edmund Dwight, Eleazer Junie.s, Jo&ial» Quiiu y, William ijliaw, Francis 
Blake, L»'vi Lincoln, jr., Samuel M. Kurnside, and Benjamin UusKell, Ksqrs. Rev. 
Thaddeui) M. Harris, Redford Webster, Thomas Walcutt, Ebtneztr T. Andrews, 
William Wells, and Isaiah Thomas, jr., and such prsons as may associate with 
them, •*a So<:iety, and body, politic and cori)oratc, by the name of Thk A-mki:ican 
Ahtiqcariax Society. The lirst mertint? was held at the Exchange Cot!t*e-Hou«e, 
in Ikiston, on the 19th of November, 1812, when the Society wasori,'anized and the 
law> of llio Society, consisting of ten articles providing for the election of officers, 
and th** meetings of the Society wer« adopt^'d. At a meeting of the Society, Oetoher 
23d, IS 13, held at the Exchange CoHee-llouse, the B.v-Laws wer^ rej.orted by a 
committee appointed at a meeting held Sep. 2i), lb 13, and acce)>ted. The following 
U the list of officers chosen : Isaiah Thomas, Pr.sidcnt ; William D. Peck, and 
William Paine. Vi*"e Presidents: Timothy liigelow. Rev. Dr. Aaron Bancroft, Kdward 
Bangs, (leorg'' Gibhs, Rev. William Bcntlny, Retlfonl Wehstrr and Benjamin 
Rus-fell, Counstllort; Rev. Dr. Thaddnus M. Harris and Rev. William Jenks, 
Corretponding Secretariet ; L<;vi Lincoln, jr., Tnasurrr ; Saniu«l M. Burubide, 
Rtmrding Secretary; Klwnezcr T. Aiulnw.v, ^ittiftunt Rccordina Secy. By a vote 
of the Soeiety the Library wa.s to r« main in ch:ir;;c i»f the President until a 
suitable place .vas procure»i for it. Tin* [\v>i pap'-r rea<l to the So<i»'ty was by the 
President, giving a detailed stat«'nient of th«' obj«.'ct.s of the Society. The nunjber 
of membiTs in 1813 were eighty-seven. 

•* An addrH.<8 by the Rkv, Wilmam Jknk^, A.M., S.A.S., was delivered Iwfore the 
xnemberj;. on their first annivnrsary, <>»t. 13, 1>13, at the Kings I'hapel, B(»ston. At 
the annual meeting of the Sotriely, <>«t. -4. IM4, a coinniunitatinn on the i)rogre88 
and obj«'cts of the Soiiety was njad*- l»y th- I'p >idcnt. The oiFictTs, with two or three 
exception.s, wvre the same as the jiruvious year. '1 ho first donation of the Pre^^ident, 
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a portion of his valuaMc library, given soon after the organization, was fAcM valued 
at Four Tliousand Dollars ; a valuation made at the present time would probablj 
exceed twelve thousand dollars. 

** Mrs. Hannah Mather Crocker, of Boston, gave a portion of the ancient library 
formerly heloiigiiiic to tliH Rev. Drs. Increase, Cotton, and Samuel Mather, valued 
at that time, at $300. The President presented the remainder of the valuable 
library ot the Rev. Drs. lucreuse, Cotton, and Samuel Mather, then valued at $1312. 
Tlio two preceding donations would l>e valued at least ten times the above 
amounts at the present time. Five Hundred Dollars has been offered for one single 
volume (an early and raie copy of the Bible) which was among the books presented 
by Mr. Thomas. 

"The address delivered at their swond anniversary, at the Kings Chapel, in Bos- 
ton, WHS by the Rev. Abiel Holmes, D.D. The next ])ubli.shed proceedings of the 
Society was an *' addre.s.s to the memlK*rs, together with the Laws and Regulations 
and a list of the Donations, among wliieh was the remaining portion of the librarj 
of the President, valued at $lol>0, making the total presented by him $6,621.74. 
Among the very many valuable donations made were the original portraits of Rer. 
Richard Mather, of Dorchester ; Revs. Increa^je and Samuel Mather, of Boston, by Mrs. 
Hannah Mather Crocker, of Boston. 

"The address on the third anniversary was by WilliamPaine, M..D., A. A. 8.,M. 
M. S., and Vice-President of the Society, at the Kings Chapel, Oct. 23, 1816. The 
escort duty on tliis occasion was performed by the "Ancient and Honorable Aitillery 
Company." The next published address was by Isaac Goodwin, Esq., at the open- 
ing of the Antiquarian Hall, in Worcester, that day received as a donation from 
Isaiah Thomas, the President of the Society, August 24, 1820. 

" The next ])riuted document is.sued was a Report ot Rejoice Newton and Samuel 
Jennison, and a circular, October 23, 1821, signed by Aaron itancroft, S.M. Burnside, 
Samuel Jennison and Kdward D. Bangs, concluding with a proposal for the publica- 
tion of the Transactions and Collections of the Society. The next publi&he<l address 
was by William Lincoln, Esq., on " The Character and Services of their late Librarian, 
Christopher C. Baldwin, Esq." at the annual meeting Oct. 23, 1835. 

" The Fifty-Third Semi-Annual Report, with the report of the Librarian and the 
list of ol&cers from its organization, and the Annual Report of the same year, Oct. 
1839, was printed 

" No 1, Vol. 1 of the proceedings of the Semi-Annual Meeting, May 31, 1843, held 
at Boston, and " No. 2, Vol. 1," i)rocei'dings at the Annual Meeting, held at Wor- 
cester, Oct. 23, 1^43, were juint^'d.

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In New York city, where he spent the better portion of his life and where the present 
eelebration has taken place, a printing club, formed a few years ago, had been 
named in his honor. Most of its publications are in our Society's library, and have 
been noticed in the Reguter. 

Mr. Wallace, the orator on the above occasion, is a descendant of Bradford, and 
besides is a citizen of Philadelphia, where his ancestor was ** the first to practice the 
Art of Arts" in the middle British colonies. The address, which is distinguished 
by ability and research, gives a graphic recital of the incidents in the life of Brad- 
ford, and shows him to have been a man of character and influence. Bom May 
20, 1663, in Leicestershire, England ; in 1685, he settled himself, as a printer, in 
Philadelphia, and, after about eight years* residence there, removed, in 3G93, to 
New York, where he died May 23, 1752, aged 89. The pamphlet is brought out in 
the elegant style for which Mr. Muns>ell is celebrated, and forms a worthy memorial 
of an interesting event. 

Mr. Jones's report is a model for such documents. It furnishes a lively picture of 
what his committee did and saw during their visit to New York to participate in the 
aboTe oonmiemorative services. 

BAixU Island in the, Rebellion. By Edwin W. Stone, of the first Reg- 
iment, Rhode Island Light Artillery. Providence : George H. 
Whitney. 1864. 12 mo. pp. xxxviii, 398. 

Rhode Island, the smallest state in the Union, has labored nobly in her endea- 
▼ors toward putting down the Southern rel)ellion. With unstinted hearts and 
hands have her people devoted themselves to the loyal cause. 

The author of the work under notice is a son of Rev. Edwin M. Stone, the well- 
known minister at large in Providence. He connected ^himself with battery C, of 
the light artillery, which was mustered into service, Aug. 25, 1661. The main 
body of the book consists of 34 letters, the first bearing date Dec. 1, 1861, and the 
last June 21, 1863. Portions of these were contributed by Mr. Stone, to the Provi- 
dtnet Journal^ of which paper he was the army correspondent. The author did well 
to collect these communications together, and have them preserved in a permanent 
form. In the introduction to the book, Mr. S. gives a sketch of what has been 
done by his State in the present war, as also, an account of operations by the Army 
of the Pot>mac, subsequent to the close of his letters, thus bringing the history 
down to the end of Noveml>er last. A large amount of matter is compres.sed into 
the volmno, small type being used. In connection with his own experience and 
observation, he has introduced valuable matter gathHrH<l from official and other 
reliable sources. The 118 closely printed pages of the appendix contains, with 
other articles of iuterest, that will be convenient for future reference, a history of 
all the military forces raised in Rhode Island. Works of this des<cription recording 
facts penned while fresh in the memory, will Imj iiivaiuabl*' to all who desire 
reliable details concerning the war. The style is animated and cheerful. 

1559—1620. Track of the Hidden Church ; or the Springs of the Pil- 
grim movement. By John Waudington, D. D., Pastor of the Cliiirch 
of the Pilgrim Fathers, Southwark, Eng. With an introduction 
by Rev. E. N. Kirk, I). D. Boston Conp^n^gational Board of Publi- 
cation, 13 Cornhill. 12 mo., pp. xxviii, 308. 

It will be remembered that in 1859, Rev. Dr. Waddington, visited this country 
for the purpose of obtaining funds towards erecting a building — a Memorial Church 
in commemoration of the Pilgrims. The church itself, of which 1)t. W. is j»astor, 
was formed by Henry Jacobs, in 1G16, a few years prior to the embarkation of the 
Plymouth Pilgrims, This church has met with di.stouragenjonts and opposition, 
and at times has almost been in danger of extinction. Thn i)a.stor came and repre- 
sented their cause to his trans-atlantic brethren. He ui«'t with a degree of pecu- 
niary success in this country, but not sufficient to justify them in carrying out their 
plans to a full conpletion. There is ground, however, for encouragement, and 
their efforts, if continued, may ultimately provi? successful. 

Dr. Waddington traces the jiathway t)f the Pilgrims, or hiddt-n church, from tho 
Accession of Queen Klizabeth to th<» landing at PlynumUi. From documents of 
niartyrs, concealed from their opproMjors, from prison lett(>rs, from hasty scrib- 
blings and scraps of paper, their own writings and those of their cotemporaries,

In tlie famous battle at Gettyslmrgh, Pennsjlvania, the first week in Jnlj. 1863^ 
tlinre were hevoral n'gimt;iit.> that belonged particularlj to Boston and viclni^. 
Some of tlu'se bnivi* men fell while engaged in tlio contest. Mayor Lincoln aq^ 
gested, officially, the propri'-ty of purchasing a lot in tlie rural cemetery, which WM 
a portion of tin; buttle ground, and about half a mile from fhe city of GNsttysboigh, ' 
and to have the iKtdiea of the Hoidicr^i from Hoston and iU neighborhood, not othe^, ' 
witjte dit<posed uf by their friends, removed to it, and to have a suitable monnmenl ' 
then; erected. A joint siiocial eomndttee was appointed to visit Qettysbnrgli and j 
attend to that duty. The coniniittee afterward learned that measures had been takm I 
toward securing a portion of the ground for a National Cemettry. The CommittM j 
therefore relintiuislied their right tv> purchase land 8ej>arately, and have since acted 1 
in co-opi'ration with the Ma>.<ai'husett.s agent, and in harmony with the other atatea. J 
The cemetery was cunst:crati'd Nov. I'.i, 1803, on which oi'casion, Hon. Edwaid 'J 
Kverett delivered an int<-re.sting oration, giving a detailed account of events. A i] 
few di'diealory remarks wen* made hy lhe^n»^ident (»f the United States. A lilt of 
the soMiers from Massachusetts, buried in this cemetery, 142 in number, is gfTVB 
in the ajipendix. There ia an aiM>mpanying ])lan of (iettytsburgh with the battta 
field of July 2d and 3d, 1S(>3, and the National Cemetery, hhowing the poaition flC 
the allotments for the ^^•veral states. The oration of Mr. Kverett and other dooil* 
ments arc also ajipended to the ]»ani]>hl.'t contiiining the Address of Gov, Andrew 
to the Legislature of Mj»>sachust?tts, .Ian. v^, 18()4, from which we learn that tlM 
tf«tnl number of iniermeuts in the National Cemetery up to Dec. 19, 1863, wai

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he was cbairraan of the first commissioners for exploring and sur- 
veying' the country from Albauy to BoaUjii for a railroad route. The 
commission cousiBtedi besides himself, of James F. Baldwin of Bos- 
ton ianitxvi 368,) and Samoel Mackay of Pittsfield. 

"The performance of tlie various duties of these high and res- 
ponsible officcB/' says one who bad been a student in his office AOd 
knew him intimately, the hUe Jiidg-e A a ion Ilobart of East Bridge- 
water, ** was confided to conipeteni and safe bands. Judge Mitchell 
was a man of ^reut industry, qtiiekneiss of perception, and cauiton, 
and united to a discriminating judgment, the attentiireness and pro- 
cision of the inatbematiciau- His habits of inquiry were so remark- 
able, that he was never satisfied wilfi investigation, nor desisted 
from it* so long as be had less Ihan all the light be could obtain ou 
the subject. lie was a man that did, and did well, whatever he 
undertook. As a lawyer, he was distinguished for sound learning, 
and fair and honorable piactice. ... His qualifications as a lawyer 
madt' liim a gui>d judge; and such he was generally esteemed* It 
was indeed, siimetiuieg said of [iiu* that he lacked promptness and 
decision. This, however, was only in appearance: the opinion prob- 
ably arose from u desire on bis part to du right, which led hiro to 
defer judgtnent until the scales of justice ceased to vibrate, and he 
could see a clear prepuiidrrance." 

The late Chief Justice Parsons, who knew him well, is said to 
have hehl him in high esteem. He seemed not so much to seek for 
office as the office to seek him. Interested '\n tlic moral improvement 
of the conan unity, he was chosen prenident of the first temperance 
society ever formed in East Bridgewiiter, and for several years held 
the office of president of the Flymoulli county Bible society. 

Interested also in aiding the intellectual advancement of the peo- 
ple, he assisted, in 1827, in forming the first Lyceum ever establisb* 
ed in his native parish; and was its first president. He also took m 
warm interest in the founding and endowing, in 1199, of tlie Plymouth 
County Academy located in Btidgewater; and in the act approved hy 
Governor Sumner, February 2ft, 1799, he Ijecame one of the twenty- 
seven trustees of that inBtitulion «elecied I'y the LegiHiature frum 
every town in the county. Tliis office he held till his dealh, u period 
of fifty-fiHir years. In an '* historical sketch" of that academy now 
called the Bridge water Academy, published by a vote of the trns- 
tees in 1858, be is spoken of as a ''man of universal estiniation,^ 
Agriculture found in him a vahiable friend. Many of his Idsore 
moments were employed in rearing fruit and ornamental trerjs; and 
when in 1819 the Plymouth county agricultural society was pnijcct- 
ed^ be united in the inauguration of that inslituticm, which has aided 
iu drawing Hbundatit treasures from the siuidy soil of the old c<douy, 
and in promoting the inventive genius of the people; and wlitoU 
each autumn gathers thousands to its iinnual pentecust. 

He was fond of literary efforts, though he seemed to care UttUi to 
have his writings published. The reading of the Divtrnons of Purkf^ 
the perusul of classic authors, and the translation of the wurks of 
Horace into English metre were a part of the amusements of liis 
leisure moments. 

Ho was ardently devoted to the science of tnttsic, and made it a 
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ftt leisure roometits while ia college. He wrote a treatise 
uaiouy, which althuuffh never pubUahed has boeti pronounced 
ifilotible ; and the 6leH of the Bod&i^ Musical GazctU contain a 
wriea of articles on mneical liistui-y from hid pen. About the year 
1810, with Rev. Joseph S. Buckminster, he prepared li vulmnc of mu- 
*f(: • tititled the DraUk St. Colkdwn. The tune Brattle St., so well 
., was harmonized by Wnn, In 1812, in company with his 
...,.cr*in-law, Biirtholomew Brown, Esq.,"^ of EaBt Bridge water, 
published the Bridgtwattr ColUciton of Sacred Musk^ wliich was a 
great inaprovernent on the ujimical works previously in use. This 
work, since called Carmina TempU, has passed through more than 
tbiny editions. Its appearance in the choirs of the churches was 
ft signal for reform. An impulse was given which tended greatly 
V) inspire the worshippers as tbcy gatherrd in the chinches each 
Sftbbath, and to promote the harmonics of the sanctuary. That

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manifested much interest in its success, its objects being particularly 
congenial to his tastes. His history of Bridgewater, published in 
1840, is a memorial of his unwearied zeal in searching for and bring- 
ing to light a multitude of facts relative to the early settlement of the 
town. Its long lists of genealogies of the original proprietors, early 
settlers, and residents of the territory, must have cost him great labor. 
Probably no man now living could begin at the foundation, and bring 
out an equal amount of facts relative to the early history of Bridge- 
water. This certainly is said without intending to disparage any 
who are engaged in similar investigations; but when we consider 
that the subject of this brief memoir was probably engaged in this 
work at least forty years; that he had conversed in his youthful days 
with men who had well known some of the first dwellers in the 
town; and that he was in the constant practice of treasuring up facts 
that had never before been recorded except in tenacious memories, 
the statement will readily be believed. 

Although so fond of devoting a portion of his time to research 
among the relics of the past he seemed not in the least indifferent to 
the present, but to hail all real improvements with pleasure. Call- 
ing upon him a few days before his decease I found him busily en- 
gaged in perusing one of the recent periodicals of the day. 

On the first of August, 1853, Judge Mitchell left home apparently 
in good health, to attend the celebration in Plymouth of the two 
hundred and thirty-third anniversary of the embarkation of the Pil- 
grims at Delft Haven. Arriving at the railroad station in Plymouth 
he was met with the congratulations of his many friends, and 
had the prospect of enjoying a cheerful day in the commemoration 
of those good men to whom principle was dearer than life, and whose 
memory he hud materially assisted to embalm. He passed from the 
depot towards the place* of meeting, when putting his hand to hie 
pocket ho found that his pocket-book containing $160 and several 
valuable private papers had been stolen. The sudden shock to his 
feelings was too great at his advanced age for nature to sustain. 
He fainted, fell, and was carried into the house of the lat« William 
Davis, Esq., his grandson, but human aid was of no avail, and in a 
few moments his spirit passed away. His funeral services were per- 
formed in the First Parish meeting house in East Bridgewater, where 
through the greater part of his life he had been a constant worship- 
per, by the pastor. Rev. Joseph H. Phipps, in the presence of a large 
company of neighbors and friends who had assembled to pay their 
tribute to departed worth. 

The natal year and town of Judge Mitchell also gave birth to sev- 
eral others, his intimate friends, who though in a less extended 
sphere, were estimable, useful men. It is well known that within 
the same twelvemonth across the sea, Napoleon Bonaparte, Welling- 
ton and Mehemet Ali wore born warriors, destined, by their energies, 
to move the world. The honored subject of this sketch, never figuring 
in camp or court, wo are pleased to remember as pre-eminently a 
man of pe;icc. Tiio nieniory of his valued counsels, his genial roun- 
tenance, his active career, and his lively interest in the welfare of 
society, iiuluce us to say in the words of the Mvnral Urrinn : 
"The name of Nahum Mitchell will long be remembered and associ- 
ated with the good and the talented.'^

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ORIGIN OP WOODSTOCK. CONN., AND NAMES OP PIRST 

PLANTERS. 
[Communicated \>j Rbv. Abnrb Mobsr, A. M., of BostoD.] 

By the generoas aid of Hon. Joseph McCIellan, of Woodstock, I 
am enabled to furnish the following items for the Register : 

Oct. 17, 1683, Wm. Parke, John Boulds, Joseph Grigs, John Rag- 
gles and Edward Morris, selectmen of Roxbury, in behalf of the 
town, petitioned the General Court of Mass., for a grant of land 
" to be laid out about Quialtessett to the quantity of seven miles 
square," and the Court, Nov. 7, 1683, granted their request, provid- 
ed that the grant to Maj. Thompson, Mr. Stoughton, Mr. Dudley and 
Co^ should be first chosen before June 10, 1684: that thirty families 
be settled upon the tract, within three years from the date of the 
grant, and that " they maintained an able, orthodox godly minister." 
Oct. 1684, Roxbury " impowered Lieut. Samuel Ruggles, John 
Bugglesy sen., John Curtice, and Isaac Morris, to view the wilder- 
ness, and find a convenient place where they might take up the 
above said grant. They reported such a place in the Wassaquasctt 
country, westward of Moyauekesett river. Other customary proceed- 
ings, such as the survey and confirmation of the grant doubtless, 
followed. It included until 1713, what is now Woc^stock, first call- 
ed New Roxbury, and Pomfret originally Mashamugget. The abori- 
ginal name of Woodstock was Wossaquasett. 

April 5, 1686. Several planters and settlers took actual possession; 
and lots were first assigned as follows :

The above forty persons were all from Roxbury, except James

until 1T31, and in Worcester County, 1731-49. 



REMINISCENCES. 

[Commnnioated by TnOHA.8 C. Amort, Jan., A. M., of Boston.] 

The following articles were found among the papers of an elderly 
lady, formerly residing in Salem, Mass., now deceased. 

" In my young days, I met at the house of a relative, the French 
General Rochambeau, who held the office of Engineer in chief, un- 
der President Washington, as a reward for his signal servioes, in 
the war of the Revolution. 

He was on a tour of duty, to inspect the Harbours, Ports, and 
defences of the Union ; and was introduced to my kinsman Captain 
John Gibaut, who was a skillful mathematician, and a gentleman of 
education. He was at this time commander of an Indiaman belong- 
ing to his uncle Elias Basket Derby, Esq., and was the first Ameri- 
can Navigator, who introduced the practice of Lunar observations, into 
this country. The General came to request the services of Captain 
Gibaut, in the survey and inspection of the Ports, Harbour and 
capabilities of defence of the town of Salem and its vicinity, and 
he wished to have a chart drawn, of the same ; which Mr. Gibaut, 
with the aid of the late Dr. Bowditch, than a young man, engaged 
to complete, should his short stay at home enable him to perfect the 
work. I well recollect, their survey of the town, and their plans 
being drawn at the house of my aunt. Mr. Gibaut's departure for 
India left the work incomplete. But this, as you will find in the 
life of the late Dr. Bowditch, was the original of the chart of this 
vicinity, afterwards finished by him, from more accurate surveys. 

Capt. Henry Prince, another of our India ship masters, had the 
good fortune to obtain the young Mr. Bowditch as iiis clerk and as- 
sistant; he was lying in the roads of Manilla, where an English frigate 
was stationed near Ins ship. The officers of which, in an exchange of 
civilities, visited the Americans ; and discfjursing on the recent 
improvements in navigation, mentioned the Lunar observation as 
being the most important, and ** supposed the Americans had never 
heard of it." Capt. Prince in reply, called to " Jack,*' his black 
cook, to come foward, and bid him take his slate and pencil, and 
work a Lunar observation which he did, in presence of these officers 
to their complete astonishment. 

Capt. Prince then told them that he had not a single sailor on 
board his ship, who could not do the same, such had been the exam- 
ple and industry of Mr. Bowditch, in bestowing instruction to the 
whole ships company. This relation I think you will find in the life 
of this great man; if not, it is well authenticated in this City."

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RxcoixiccTTONs OF A SoTJTHRRN TouR IN 1830. — When I found myself 
8e&ted on tbe sofa io the family parlour of the Frcsideut of the United 
States, and he was eeated by my side, in bis arm chair, like an old 
man, with his Urge cup of tea in his hand, and entertaining me, with 
the f&miltar circumstances of his life, I cannot say that I was less at 
my ease, than I should have been in the same domestic sort of con- 
versation with my uncle or any other aged gentleman. 

He told me, that he was obliged to return to his own estate in 
Tennessee, (after Congress had risen in tbe first session of bis ad- 
ministration,) for that tbe sufiferiogs of the inhabitants and domestic 
animals, for want of water, were beyond description and required 
every assistance, which could be given them. And tlie feeling of 
oommiseration, with wbich this was told, sufficiently attested bis 
•ympathy, and his exertions for their relief. Tbe kindly affectiona 
of the master and landholder were here apparent. He wore spec- 
tacles, and remarked on the extreme defect of his sight, and stated 
that it arose from bis having written more in the dark, in a cer- 
tain year — I think of the Seminole war, — than he had previously 
written in his whole life. That he was obliged to write, aud ibat no 
light in tbe night time, could be procured. This uiibending of the 
miud in the familiarities of domestic h*fe, was very attractive. He 
kiodly inquired, When we arrived ? where we had been ? what wo 
bad seen ? and suggested, that we ought particularly to examine 
tbe library of the Capitol j that the next was tbe public day-of-tbe- 
week of its exhibition, which was well worth our remaining to visit. 
Of the dome of the Capitol, he expressed bis dislike, said be was 
told it was not true to architectural rules ; that it reminded him of 
* vast punch bowl, turned upside down. *'But," said be "you must 
lee the East Room." 

Two servants led the van, bearing branches of lights before us. 
After givir»g a general view to all the splendors collected m that 
vast saloon, which will entertain fiftc^en hundred persons, General 
Oreen observed to him — while we were standing grouped towards 
the bead of this grand apartment, surveying its length, its breadth, 
ita decorations, and its elegancies, and I was resting my hand on 
the President's arm, which he bad courteously offered me, in conduct- 
ing me into these State apartments — that ** Tho first ball Mrs. 

ever attended, was one given to President Washington on his visit 

to tSalem, when on his northern tour,** ** Yes sir," I observed in 

^ ' , "and I remember the same as perfectly, as if it were now pre- 

'^fnre me. I was very young, and on this occasion was permitted

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and wLeu be did enter, drcsaed iti a eoit of black velvet, with hia 
hair powdered — wbich was the fashion of that day; with his dignified 
and noble figure^ bis fine expi'ebsiou and venerable countenance ; 
bowing on every side, followed by a train of gentlemen, who acconor 
panied him, with all the authorities and citizenji of the place, all the 
Ladiea arose, and evey head and heart present bowed to him as tho 
savior of his country. It was a most impusing" scene* No one present 
will ever forget it Wc thought and felt, as if he was somethinif 
above mortalily. I have never seen a painting, print or stamp of 
Washington, however course or rough, that did not bear a striking^ 
resemblance of him. The scene is as present with me as if it were 
now passing," What could have tempted me to portray this scene 
to the President of this great nation I cannot telL It was with- 
out intention or preTncditation. I was borne on by an association^ 1 
neither analyzed or resisted ; and when I ceased speaking, and waa 
bnnight back to the presence in which I stood, and found myself still 
leaning on President Jackson's arm, with his and General Green's 
Bparkling eyes 6xed intently on my countenance, and found that 
they had been borne along with me in this reminiscence of youth — 
not a remark was made, not a word was spoken; we resumed 
our promenade, and it was the first moment that I felt disconcerted. 
From this apartment, we were conducted into tho audience room for 
foreign ministers, fnrnisbed in a more gorgeous manner, with hang- 
ings of crimson, satin damask and Gobelin tapestry carpet, the first 
gloss of which had been worn off, as it waa furnished by President 
Munroe, sold to j^r. Adams, and repurchased by General Jackson. 
He told me that thu chairs and sufas of this apartment, cost more 
than the whole furnisliing of the East Rucm, of which every article 
was procured in Philadelphia, and cost short of nine thousand dollars. 
We left Washington the next morning and on the Sunday after, Oct. 
nth, 1830, arrived home.

EAELY MARRIAGES IN NEWPORT, R. L, FROM FRIEND* 

RECORD. 

{Comiauiiicated hy P. Q, Sea bout, E«q.] 

In connection with the list of ancient marriagca, which I have 
copied by permission from the records of the Friends* Society, at 
Newport, for Insert ifju in the Regis fcr^-peTmii rae to remark that theae 
records posseBS increased value, from the fact that the old records of" 
the Town of Newport, have been completely destroyed. On the 27lli 
of October, 1779, the British troops evacuated Newport, taking with 
them a vast amount of property, a great number of Tories, and 
what was very provoking, through their influence probably, the re* 
cords of the towns of Newport, Middletown, and thoie of Port«^ 
mouth, containing the original laying out of Ihe towns, inla 
farms, which happened to be in Newport at the time of the landing of 
the British upon the Island. This act was done at the urgent so- 
licitation of the Tories whci had been advised that by holding i>n tci 
the records of Land Evidence, some comproniise could be made rela- 
tive to their estates, which of course had all been confiscated and 
ordered for sale by the Council of War. 

The Governor wrote to Gen. Washington, requesting him to use 
his utmost influence with Gen, Clinton lo have the records returned 
as Boon as possible. Tht^ records or rutljcr the fragmentary remaina 
of them were returned, abmit the time tht; British evacuated New 
York, but in such a condition^ that as records, they were entirely 
worthless. The vessel that conveyed them from Newport, atrock a 
rock near Hur! Gate, filled and sunk to the bottom, How long Ike 
records were submerged is unknown, but, when received by tho 
town, they were iximpletely broken up and defaced, and have never 
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been replaced, nor can they be. The present records of Newport, 
reach no further back than the close of the Revolutionary war; and all 
that is connected with the affairs of the town, and the genealogy of 
frnmilies that have originated there must be sought for in some other 
direction. The Friends' had quite a copious record for a time, 
but even they seem to have become weary in well doing, and failed 
to keep them up as they had began.

ROGERS, SPARHAWK AND CRANE. 

[Commanicated by William S. Appleton, A. B., of Boston.] 

The memoir of the Rogers Family in vol. V. of the Register^ states 
that Margaret wife of Rev. Nathaniel Rogers, was dan. of Robert 
Crane of Coggeshall by his first wife Mary dan. of Samuel Sparhawk 
of Dedham. The MS. of Candler, as quoted on p. 180 of vol. IV, 
would seem to authorize this ; but there can be small doubt that it 
is a mistake. Mary Sparhawk was baptized at Dedham Feb. 1, 1600, 
and it is hardly in the bounds of possibility, that she could have a 
grandson born in 1631, the year of the birth of Rev. John Rogers. 
It is more likel}' that Mary Sparhawk was the second wife of Robert 
Crane, and not mother of Margaret Rogers. 

A Mr. Robert Crane was member of the New England Company 
in 1629. In vol. III. of the Archaologia Americana, page XCI, it is 
suggested that this may be Sir. R. Crane of Chilton, who represented 
Sudbury in Parliament. But he was created a Baronet in 1626, 
and as the title, Sir, is given to those who could claim it. Mr. Crane 
of Coggeshall is beyond doubt the gentleman who encouraged emi- 
gration.

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SAMPSON MASON, THE BAPTIST AND DRAGOON IN OLIYEE 

CROMWELL'S ARMY. 

[Commnnioated bjr Hon« Iba M. BAETofir, A. M., of Worooater, Mass.] 

In 1855, the Rev. Aliner Morse, A. M., piibjisheil an lutcrcating 
volnme of genea!ogie»,cmbraciiJg the faniilieaof Adamn, BiiUard, Hol- 
brook, PbippB, Ruckwuod, Sanger and Wuod. As a 6up|jleriient, never 
pnblished, materials were collected wjth cormidorablL* labor and ex- 
pense for an account of the maternal ancestry of Mrs. Lucy Bullard, wid- 
ow of Dr Arte mas Bnllard, late of Sntton, now eigijly-six years of age. 

Mrs. Billiard was the daughter of Deacon J<?sse VVIute, of North- 
bridge, l>y Anna Mason, \m wife, the eldest child of Melatiah Mason, 
of Thompson, Connecticut, who died in 1831, aged n«ore than one Inm- 
dred years. The early history of this f*imjly proved to be of some 
public as well as private interest. A clue to it was first obtained 
from the histories of tiie Baptists by Backus and Beuedict, and Bay- 
lies's Memf>rial of the Plymouth Colony, where this family of Masons 
had its principal seat. The few facts gathered from those works 
have been much amplified by a reference to more local hietoriea ; to 
the records of the Flymotith Colony, and to the church and municipal 
records of Rehoboth, Swaii^ey, Taunton, and other towns. It is not 
supposed that the early history, or, mtich less, the geneulogy of this 
family is complete ; such fiubjeGt8 are never exhausted. It is hoped 
that the facts here colh:cted may provoke genealogical research in 
the later generations of this numerous and widely extended family. 

Sampson Mason was the American root of this family; Of this 
fact wc have not only the testimony of Backus^ in his Cliurch Histo- 
ry, whose wife, Susannah Mason, was a descendant of Sampson, in 
the line of his son, Samuel Mason, but the ancient records of tlio 
towns of Rchoboth and Swansey, 

By the concurrent authority of tradition, and the history above re- 
ferred to, Sampson Mason was a soldier, or as Baylies has it in his 
historical memoir of Plymouth, '• a dragoon,^' in the republican army 
of Oliver Cromwell, Backus says tliat he came over to this country 
upon the turn of limes in Eiigland. If by tliia he means the resto- 
ration of Charh^s II, in ItiSO, Mr. Backus was certainly mistaken, for 
Sampson Masoti oamo over, at least^ ten years before that time, 
"^his fact, however, does not at all countervail the evidence that he 

longed to the army of Cromwell, who raised liis celobrated *' Iron- 
ides " troop of horse, at Cambridge, in 1642. At the battle of Mars- 
ton-moor, in 1644, he had become Lieut. General of the army of Par- 
liament. And if Sampson Mason was a dragoon, as Baylies asserts, 
it is noi improbable that he belonged to this " troop," which per- 
Tormed such prodigies of valor at tlie battle referred to. 

The earliest notice of Sampson Mason yet discovered in this country 
1e found in the Snfi'olk record of the settlement of the estate of Edward 
Bullock, of Dorchester. His will is dated 25-5-1649, (July 25th, 
1649) ; and a debt is specified as *'due to Sampson Mason for wife's 
ihuee." [6. N. E. His. k Gen. Register, 356.] The Registry of Deeds 
20 
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for Salfotk sbnwfi that tn 1051, Sampson Mason purchased a hon 
and land in Dorchester, of William Betts ; that he afterwards sol 
the same to Jacob Hcwins, and removed to Roboboth. For this re 
erence to the Registry of Deeds, I am indebted to Ebenezer Clapp, 
Esq.^ of B^.^ston. 

The following extract from the Records of Rehoboth, fixes the p 
riod of his rcraoral to that place, 

"December 9th, 165t. It was voted that Sampson Mason ahonl 
have free liberty to sojourn with ns, and to buy house, lands or mei 
dow, if he see cause for his settlement, provided that he Uvea pea 
ably and quietly.'* — History of Eehohnth, bf Leonard Bliss, Jr. 

Anabaptist as he certainly wan, this permission to sojourn was al 
that Sampson Mason could expect from his puritanical friends 
Kehoboth. Their records show that Samuel Luther and other Ba] 
tists, who afterwards became prominent men in the Old Colony, instei 
of being admitted as freemen, had accorded to them only the privil 
ges of sojounjers. At an early period, however, grants of Ian 
south of Rehobcith were obtained from the Indians, and in 1G67, Gap! 
Thomas Willett, Rev. John Myles, **and otiicrs, their neighbors a1 
Wannamoiset and parts adjacent/' were confirmed in thflr title 
those lands, and erected into the townsliip of Swansey^ by the Gen 
ral Court at Plymouth. In that town the religious profession of 
Baptist never worked any forfeiture of civil rights. The name of Sam 
son Mason appears as one of the original associates, and Baylies sa^ 
that he became one of the founders of that town. Those associates wei 
many of them distinguished men. Capt. Thos.Willett was the first En 
lish Mayor of the City of New York; the Rev, John Myles was a BaptJ 
clergyman from Swanflea, Wales. There were also amongst the assi 
ciates, James Brown, Nathaniel Paine, Hugh Cole, Samuel Luther, am 
others, names well known and much respected in that part of tl 
country. James Brown was a magifitrate and one of the origin 
members of the first Baptist Church in Swansey. His father, Join 
Brown, was long one of the Assistatits at Plymouth ; a Commission 
of the United (Jtilonies; and a large proprietor of Wannamoiset, 
Indian Country bordering on the Son tli westerly part of ancient Reh 
both, and now constituting the Nortltwesterly part of Bnrringtoi 
and Swansey. Beibie tlie incorptnatiun of Swansey, Wannamoise 
vrtkB regarded a« a part ni Rehoboth, and John Brown, with his soD-id 
law, Thomas Wilk-tt, resided ihere. April 7, lt>(i2, Mn Brown raad 
bis will, and died the same year. Sanjp«on Mason was one nf th 
witnesses to tlie will, a circumstance that renders it probable tl»at 
was a neighbor, and rcBidcd in the same part of Rchobotii. 
E, His. and Gen. Register, 94.] 

That Sampson Mason t^ecame a man of substance, is inferable^ no 
only from the part he took in the settlement of Swansey, but also frolic 
the fact that he was one of the proprietors of the '* Nortli purchase,"! 
since Aitleboro', And amtmgst those in Rehoboth who made ad vane 
in King Philip's war, his widow is credited JE1S--5-10 ; it beir 
among the larger contributions made on that terrific emergenc 
The credit is given to thf^ widow, as Sampson Mason died just at tl 
close of the war, and she settled whatever estate he had left aft€ 
the ravages made by the Indians. [Bliss's History of Rehoboth.] 
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The ftboye facta Induce the belief, that although Sampson Mason 
was associated as one of the founders of Swausey, and worshipped 
there with his Baptist brethren, whose meeting house was first erected 
at Wannamoiset, yet, it is probable that he never actually moved 
from Reboboth. His estate was tbero ; the births of nine of his chil- 
dren were recorded there ; and we shall find that Rehoboth has faith- 
fully preserved the record of his death, and that of Mary, his wife. 

Though there is the usual tradition about the '' three brothers emi- 
grating to America," there is no evidence of any connection between 
the family of Sampson Mason, and the other New England families 
of that name, noticed by Farmer in his Register. And I am informed 
by the Hon. James M. Mason, of Winchester, Va., that none of his 
family ever emigrated to the North of Mason and Dixon's line. His 
ancestor was Col. Oeorge Mason, a member of Parliament from Staf- 
fordshire, in the reign of Charles I., and a Colonel of Cavalry at the 
battle of Worcester, in the army of Charles Stuart, afterwards Charles 
II. Immediately after this battle, that ruined the fortunes of Charles, 
Col. Mason left England and landed at Norfolk, Va., before the end 
of the same year, 1651. This fact, with the tradition that Sampson 
Mason haft belonged to the victorious army of Cromwell, renders it 
probable that those families were as far separated in the old world 
as they are in the new. 

The period of the birth of Sampson Mason and his wife must be 
inferred from their history and from the following account of their 
children. But the period of their deaths appears from the well-pr^ 
served records of the ancient town of Rehoboth, as follows : 

Sampson Mason, buried, Sept. 1&, 16t6. 

Widow Mary Mason, wife of Sampson Mason, Senr., died August 
29, 1714. 

It appears from the will of Sampson Mason, and an order of Court 
in relation thereto, a copy whereof is subjoined, that her maiden name 
was Butterworth. The Colony records show that the Butterworths 
were a prominent family, and they probably removed to Rehoboth 
with their brother Mason. The place of burial of Sampson Mason and 
his wife is not known. It is not improbable that they were buried in 
the ground of their friendn and neighbors, the Browns, on Bullock's 
Cove. The authority of the State has recently been invoked to pre- 
vent the desecration of that public burial ground. (See Commonwealth 
vs. Viall, 2d vol. of Allen's Reports, p. 512.) 

By a collation of facts from the history of Backus, the records of 
Rehoboth and Swansey, the Colony records, and a transcript from 
the genealogical registry of the Blackstone Monument Association, 
kindly furnished me by Ezra Baker, Esq., of Providence, R. I., I am 
able to give the following corrected tables of the three first genera- 
tions of the family of Sampson Mason.

He did not rfi move to Rehoboth with the rest of his father's family, 
bnt was left at DorcliCHter, with Mr. John Gurnell, and was there 
brought lip at the tanner's business. Mr. Clapp gave rae these 
facts, and also the following copy of an extract from the Church re- 
cords of Dorchester. 

" John, sun of Sampson Mason, 23 (t) 1660, beinj? about 4 years 
old when he was baptized, because his father was and is, in his judg- 
ment, ap^ainst the baptizing of infants ; yet he being at Seconck 
(Hehobuth), do permit that brother Gnmell, with whom the 
child doth dwell, njay bring it forth to be baptized/- Taken into 
the watch care of the church, under circumstances of some pe- 
culiarity, their subsequent records eliow that John's walk was 
not always orderly.

house was locaterl three or four rnileB easterly of Myles'* bridge, near 
which was located the fneeting houue of the first Church. A section 
of the second church still exists^ that retain their original platform, 
and their coimectiou with the R. L yearly meeting. But they fiarc 
left the meeting house, for some years past, to the brethren known 
as Christians, or Free Will BaptiHls* Tlie ancient records of this 
church are in the hands of Deac. Martin Buffingtoo, near the meeting- 
house, at Luther's corner. Tbey afford ample proof that the Masons 
were among the principal founders of this religious society. Joseph 
Mason was the tirst minister of that naujc, but several others of the 
name of Masou succeeded bim.

IsAAC^ Masox was the ancestor of Mrs, Bnllard. He was the first 
Deacon of the second Baptitit Church in Swansey. Elder Thomas 
Barnes was ordained as their lirwl pastor, iu 1693, and the record llnds, 
that '* our beloved brother, Isaac Mason, was chosen and orduined 
Deacon," 

This office he held during his lifetime • and the records of both, 
the church and the town show, that he died Jany; 25, 1742. He 
thus held the office of Deacon of this Church, for fifty years, and 
during the whole of the pastorates of Imh brother Ju»eph and Mr. 
Barnes. It appears that he Imd much to do with botli the Spiritual 
and the secular affairs of the Church. June 17, 1731, he, with others, 
*' was chosen a Committee to treat with the other Society concerning 
the miniHtcrial lands in Swansey," His very numerous descendants 
are found in Mass., N. York, Ohio and other States.

A. AI., of Providence. It resulta flatittn^ctorily from tbe recoi^ls of the 
ttjwuof Wobarn, that Hepaibah, tlio first wife of Pelatiah Mason, was 
tlif daughter of Timothy Brooks, by hie w. Mary Russell, danpfhter of 
Elder John Russell Sen., and not of Rev. John Russell Jr. of Boston, 
supposed by Mr. Benedict. Three of the sons of Pelutitih Mason > 
1), Rnsseil and John, were successively nrinisters of the 2d Baptist 
batch in Swansey, said by Backus and Benedict to be "eminent." 
The Rev, Job Mason, was, no doubt, a man of mark with liia con- 
temfjuranes. He was ordained May 26, 1738. Tlie following docu- 
meut given by Lim to his Chijrch^ and entered upon their records, is 
mierf^sting, not only us indicating hiaown views, but the views of his 
Bu(>ti«t baahren of that day, in relation to miijislerfal support. 

"Having perused the dt-claration of my predecessors, in the work 
of ihe ministry, recorded in the town Book, and finding* them ground- 
ed in the word of God, in respect to their support, I am willing to 
comply with the same, judging it to be most agreeable tn tire mind 
of God contained in the Scriptures; I declare myself to be fully satisfi- 
ed with what maybe freely and williogly bestowed on me for my labor 
in the work of the ministry, from them that participate of my labor in 
dispensing the word of God, and no others. Also denying any support, 
by way of a tax, as witness my hand this eleventh day of August, 
Aaoo Domini 1748.**

ITpoci his denth, the inhabitants of tbe town caused the following 
^ntrr to be made on their records. 

**'jo]y 17, 1775. On Monday night last, died of an apoplexy aed 
malignant fever, and on Wendesday were interred the remains of that 
truly veofTiible man, Elder Job Alasnn, In the 8 let year of his age, 
lie had faithfully labored in the gf>spel ministry 47 years, more than 
37 of which h(^ was an ordained Elder of the second Baptist Church 
10 Swansey. It may, with truth, be said, that he magnified his of- 
fice, in that he dispensed the gospel to others, he exhibited in his own 
life and conversatinri the most striking proof of its tendency to make 
men truly, wise, nseful and good. The dear bereaved Church may justly 
Borrow because they shall see his face no more ; for he was indeed, 
tor, guide and example to the flock, over which the Hidy Ghost 
ijidc him an overseer. His family have lost in him all that is 
jaclo'lcd in the idea of a father; and human society, one of the most 
'^iniiable, bm^fvolent and useful members. He retained until his last 
«ickrte8«, a mont rmcommon activity and vigor, in both the powers of 
hiH body and mind. It was thought, though for sometrme before bis 
death he was deprived of hi*? speech, that he retained the exorcise 
of hi a reason to tho last In broken accents, however, before his Upa 
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were Bealed, lie said: "I know whom I have believed, and am per- 
suaded that be is able to keep that which I have committed ante him, 
against that day.*' I heard a voice from Heaven saying unto me, 
write, blessed are the dead which die in the Lord from henceforth: 
Yea saith the Spirit, that they may rest from their labours ; and 
their works do fallow them." 

Elder Nathan Mason, a son of Sampson and grandson of Deacoi 
Isaac Mason, was a cnntenjporary of the three clerical sons ol 
Pclatiah Mason, He gatbeied a Church in Swansey, and emigratei 
with them to Sack vi lie. New Brunswick, in 1163. After residing 
that place about eight years, he returned to Mass., and settled i 
what is now Cheshire, Berkshire, Co, Upon the return of the eel 
hrated Elder John Lclaiid, from Virginia to that place, he and thii 
Ekler Manon, became colleagues in the ministry. Elder Lei and w 
a native of Grafton, in the county of Worcester; and Mrs. Bullard, 
recollects that hi^-r father and mother used to be much gratified at th 
oi^ra?*it»i>al visits of this distinguished colleague of tljeir kinsman. 
Whether Elder Mason cooperated with Mr* Leland, in forwarding the 
mammoth cheese to Mr Jeflerson, history does not inform ns; he eojo 
ed the utmost confidence and respect of Mr. Leland, who said of him, 
that ** he was a man of peace and godliness j preaching seven days 
the week, by his life and conversation." 

The name of Elder Kussell Mason, is suggestive, if not proof, of 
the relation between the Mason and Russell families. Among the 
descendants of Elder RuHsell Mason, is the Rev, Alanson P. Mason, 
the minister of the Baptist Church in Chelsea, who is quite compe-' 
tent to speak for bis branch of the Mason family* 

Elder John Mason, the last of the clerical sons of Pelatiah Maeoo^ 
was the ancestor of the highly respectable branch of the family in 
Providence, R, L 

The record of the death of Pelatiah Mason, copied from the town 
Books of Swansey, is as follows : 

** Pelatiah Mason of Swansey, deceased this life March y^ 29 1T63, 
aged 94 years, and the last survivor of six bretheren : the youngest 
was 70 years of age when he deceased.'' 

For access to this interesting record, I am indebted to the Hon. 
John Mason, a lineal descendant of this patriarch. He has been clerk 
of the town of Swansey for about 50 years. 

The facts recited in this record, are important in the history of the 
whole family of Sampson Mason. Tbey settle m>t only the longevity of 
the race, but show who the longest livers of his children were. 

The youngest son, referred to in the record, was BL*njamin; and as 
he was born in 1670, his death roust have occurred in 1140. And as 
John died in 1083, and Noah in 1699 or 1700, and James, if living, 
was in Boston or vicinity, the six sous of Sampson Mason, referred to 
(must have been Sampson, Samuel, Joseph, Isaac, Pulatiuh and Ben- 
jamin. The private record furnished me by Mr, Owen Muson, states 
^that *'8ix brothers settled in Swansey and Hehoboth, and lived until 
the ymtngegt was seventy years of age ; when U^'wg taken sick, Ids 
elder brothers — the oldest being 93 years of Hge — M assembled at 
the same time, to take a final Icuve of him." The imagination conld 
not depict a scene more truly patriarchal ; and sljould the family ever 
produce a painter, his first duty would be to do justice to the subject.

Perhaps I cannot better close this communication than by hand- 
ing you for republication, a notice of the celebration of the hundredth 
birthday of Melatiah Mason, the venerable grandfather of Mrs. Bal- 
lard. It was first published in the National JSgis, at Worcester, May 
5, 1830. An amusing error, however, occurred, in celebrating it one 
year too early. Tlie mistake, no doubt, happened by a reference to 
the record of his marriage in the family Bible, Nov. 14, 1754. 

This record recites that he was then 24, and his wife 19 years of 
age. The Bible contained no othor record of the time of his birth, 
and it appears to have been assnoied that he was 24 the April before 
his marriage ;.but, in fact, he was not, till the April after. Of course 
he did not become a hundred years old till April 30, 1831; while the 
event was celebrated April 30, 1830. At first it was thought that 
there might be a mistake of a year in ni}' copy of the records of . 
Swansey. But upon reference to the original, it is found very 
plain and full, in the words and figures following: 

"Melatiah Mason, the son of liczekiah Mason and Rebeckah his 
wife, was born April 19, on the second day of the week, 1731." 

By correcting the style, which sliould always be done in the case 
of records previous to tlie year 1752, we have, as the true date of his 
birth, new style, April 30, 1731 ; and his hundredth birth day, there- 
fore, occurred April 30, 1831, a year after it was celebrated. How- 
ever he lived till Dec. 27, 1831, and thus became fully entitled to 
the distinction of being a centenarian.

THE MAN OF A BUKDRED Y£ARB, 

" I scarce remember, in my observation, to have met witli many 
old raen, or with such who, (to use our owu Eug^Hsb pi*rat?e). tpear wdt^ 
that had not at lea^t a certain itidoleuce in their humor, if not a more 
than ordinary gaiety and cheerfuhiesa of heart /^ 

This remark of the Spectator was forcibly suggested to me, on 
attending the celebration of the hundredth birth day of Melattah 
Mason at Thompson, Conn., on the 30th ult. I never before had seen 
a person a hundred years old. This singnlar novelty, created an 
interest, not less singular, much heightened, no doubt, by the cir- 
cumstance that this old man and niy little boy who was with me, 
constituted the extremes of five generations. The occasion called 
together qnite a concourse ol" the old gentleman's posterity, friends, 
neighbors and townsmt^n; and appropriate religions services were had 
at the Baptist Church in Thompson. Elder Grow preached from 2 
Timothy 3, 6, 1 and 8; *'For I wni now residy to be offered, and tho 
time of ray departure is at hand,'* &c, Tlie preacher stated that the 
old gentlemun had, fur three wcore 3*ear8 Jind ten, been a professor of 
religion; tliat the number of his surviving children was sir; grand- 
children, fifty-three J great-grand-clnldren, about one hundred and 
fifty; besides quite a. number of greiil-greiit»grand-children. Several 
brunches of the oki gentleman's family are settled in tins com n nun- 
weal th. AmongMt o there , is the large famil}^ of White in North- 
bridge, and the family of Dt\ Bnllard of Sntton. 

After the religious exercises of the occasion were over, I endeavored 
to ascertain I)}' uliat means, under God, in whom he had so early put 
his trust, this man of a liundred years had managed to live so 
long in the world. He informed me thiit he was born at Rehnbothj 
that ho was brought up !*> the trade of u mason, und continued to 
work at it more or less till he wiis ei^ht}^ years old* That when 
young, he married a '* wf>rthy woman " by the narne of Reberkah 
Miller, by whom he liad twi^lve children, and v^^hom he buried but a 
few years ago. He said he always worked hard; had frequtTilly 
walked ten miles in the mornirtg, and llicn done his day't* work, t^pon 
being questifuied as to his mudeof living, he modestly said he always 
aimed to be temperate, Thai when hu \mvA in wtnk hard, he drank 

little spirit, but never used tobacco habitually in any way; once 
ID a while enuoked a little for amtuement, but never a pipe full at a time. 
He is a person small in stature, thick set, and has to this day a good 
head of hair, and a tirie bright eye, The niost striking characteristic 
of his mind, was that of equanimity and clieerfulness. And herein, 
undoubtedly, consists the main secret by which the subtile machinery 
of life has been so long kept in motion. So predominant %vere the 
kindly feelings of his nature, that through all the wars in which his 
country had been involved during his long life, he never, on but one 
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occasioD, to Dse his own words, " took bis gnn in band for the 
purpose of hnrting anybody/' and that was upon the alarm that the 
Eegnlars were making a descent upon Lexington and Concord. That 
was too much for the old gentleman's paciGc nature. He resolutely 
took his gun, and nothing but bis distance from the scene of action 
prevented him from shedding man's blood. During the Revolutionary 
war, he prayed ardently for the success of the good cause, but he could 
not overcome the conscientious scruples of his heart in regard to 
bearing arms as a profession, and did not therefore enter the service. 

At the close of the religious services of the occasion, a contribution 
was taken up of about forty dollars, as well for the purpose of minis- 
tering to the few remaining wants of the patriarch, as to testify the 
filial regard of his posterity, and the respect of his neighbors and 
townsmen. It would be altogether superfluous to speak of the moral 
character of one who could draw forth such an unequivocal expres- 
sion of esteem, from those who were best acquainted with him, and 
it is an affecting exemplification of the benign policy of Heaven 
towards men, that he who had spent a long life in acts of kindness 
and charity to others, should, after the tardy lapse of a century of 
years, find an ample reward in being himself placed in a community 
and amongst friends, by whom virtue is appreciated and age respected.

Oilman, NicnoLAs (A, M.), Oapt, Peter, Ma. Nathaxikl, and Capt. 
Sakuel, of Exeter. Four peraotis of the name of Gilmstu are found 
among the subscribnre to Prfnce*a Chronolopfy, M of the same 
branch of the family, and all of the town of Exeter, N. H. Th 
were grandaong of Hon, John Oilman of Exeter, who came froi 
Hing-ham, England, to Uingliam, Mans, io company with his fath 
Edward, and brothers Edward and Moses, in the year 1638 ; and m 
1648 or soon after went to Exeter, where he became very promf 
nent in pnblic afftiirs. He had sixteen sons and daughters by h 
wife Elizabeth Treworgie, whom he married 30 June, 1557 ; and 
almost all of his children married, and bad children, hia descendants 
Exeter and vicinity became very numerouB. 

The fourth sou and ninth child of Hon, John Oilman, was Judge

in the Parlor," valued at 100"*j also *' one negro man named Tom, 
valued £260, and "one malater woman named Jenee and her child/' 
valued £2S0. 

Col. John Oilman, was the fifth son and eleven tli child of Hod* 
John Oilman, and was born lU Jan'y, 1676-7. He married first 
6 June, 169S, Elizabeth dau. of Peter and Abigail Coffin, who died 
4 July, n^O ; upun which he married second, 20 Dec. 1720, Elizabeth, 
widow of Hon. ilobert Hale of Beverly, dau. of Nath. Clark of New- 
bury, and prob. a sister of his bro. Nicholas* wife. He was one of the 
proprietors of the town of Gilmanton, was moderator of the first 
proprietors' meeting, 14 March, 1728, and was cliairman of the fin 
Doard of selectmen. He was " Major " in 1727, and " Colonel " in 17" 
-9, and was a large landliolder. Jndge Nicholas Oilman, had sev* 
sons and three dans, and throe of his sons, Hun, Samuel, Nathani!

Col. John Oilman, had three sons and four daus. by his first wiH 
three sons and one dau. by his second.

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THE ENGLISH ANCESTRY OF THK FIELD FAMILY. 
[Communicated bj William E. WmmoBB, Esq,, of Boston.] 

In the April number of the Register for 1863^ a very interesting 
account of tlie FirLl family, fleeceudeil finm h'oUrrt Field «if Floshiu 
L. L^ was publi*^bed in wliicb it was stated that many circiimstano 
reniiered it proljable that this Robert Field was the son of Williai 
Field of Sowerby in Halifax, en. York, We have lately seen alitt 
pamphlet hy Rev. Henry M. Field, printed as an appendix to a form* 
work* which eeems to supersede thia pedigree by anotber bott 
authenticated. 

It aeems that Mr, Richard Field of New York, who was born abo^ 
1790, iias a large number of family papers, reaching back to Bel 
jamin Field, son of Anthony, and grflpdsori of the fir«t Robert FieHi 
He finds among these papers one which was given him by his grand- 
mother, and is no doubt over one hundred years old. This statemen: 
is as follows : 

** Benjamin Field was born in Flushing in the year 1663, was tb 
son of Anthony and Su«nnna Field, He had a brother, John, a few 
years older than himself, who removed to the Jerseys and settled, 
there. His father, Anthony Field, was horn in England in 1638, an*"" 
came oiit with hia father, Robert Fields to Boston in 1644, and came 
Flushing in 1645, together with his brother Robert, who was born 
1636, and Benjamin, burn in 1640. 

Robert, father at Anthtiny, was born at Ardsley, in England in 1610. 
He bad a brother James, and two sisters, Anne and Judith. James 
Field, father of Robert, was born at Ardsley in 1587, He was the 
son of Matthew Fidd, and liad a. brother Kobert younger than himself. 
Matthew Field, father of James, was born at Ardsley in 1563. He 
liad seven brothers, whose names were Richard, older than himself, 
and Christopher, John, William, Thomas, James and Martin, and H 
sister Anne, who were younger, Jahn FichI, father of Matthew, was 
born about 1525. He lived in London, where it is believed he was borni 
nntil about 1560, wften he married Jane Amyas, daughter of Joh: 
A my as, and removed to Ard,sley, w lie re he resided till his death, i 
1587. While he resided in Luiid<m, he was engaged in publishing 
astronomical tables, by which he gained a very high reputation asao 
astronomer." 

One more proof may be given. The Hon. Richard S. Field of 
Princeton, late U. S. Senator from New Jersey, a descendant of Rob- 
ert Field, has an old seal which no doubt belonged to the cmigran 
as it has tiie initials R. P. on it. The arms have the peculiar ere 
which was granted U^ John Field the Astronomer. It ctinnot 
doubted that this Robert was the lineal descendant of this John Fiel 

Lastly we have the statement of an old lady who wus born about

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WOODRUFF AND CLAKK FAMILIES. 
[CotnmuDicated bj Jonn H. B0R27ET| of Livingston, N. J*] 

Woodruff — The following curious fact derived from a will on 
record in tbe office of Ibe eurrng-ute of New York clly, may be in- 
teresting' to readers of the Bcgisler. It is very Buldom tltut a man 
faas two sons of the same given name,^ bulb living and named in the 
will: 

John Woodruff of Soatb,impton, L. I., will dated or recorded 16tOj 
"To my eldest son, John Wood ni 11 of Elizabetlitowri, one half crown 
piece of money in ftilL" After bequests to danghters, Ann Wooley 
and Elizftbelh Dayton, he leaves ihe rest Id " wiTe Ann aiidyonngeat 
son John." Inventory ^£17 7, ball the estate already conveyed to 
John itot included. 

The elder of these two brothers^ John Woodruff of Eh'zabelhtown, 
N. Jersey, left (as I learn from fild deeds on record, IT 15 J John, Jo» 
Beph, Diiniel, Benjamin, Jtnd perhaps David, who arc repreKenled by a 
very numerous posterity. The ynmiger br tlier, J<din Woodrnffof 
SonthamptoOj by tbe lisit in tlie Documeofury History of N. York, 
Vol. T, in 1698, liad Samnel, Joseph, Benjamin, Nailuiniel, Jonntfmn, 
and Isaac ; wlio also, I preaun>e, liave nutnerouHdesceodants. Cttteni* 
porary wilh these two brothers was yel rvnothcer Jnhn Woodruff, &t 
Farmington, Conn., of whose diflScully, 167 7. with Slephen II»irt jr. we 
have an account in the RfginUr for Ji\n., 1859^ pp, 57, 58, 1 observe 
that Savage makes this lust John, 8<*n of !Mutthew Woodruff, nne of^ 
the 6rst settlers of Farmiiigtcjn. John of Fanningtnn had, it seem«<^ 
John and Joseph. So we have tlirec cotemporary John VVoodruffi 
each with a son Joseph. 

Clark.— Can any one tell the origin or paretitage of Richard Clar 
who rumovud from S«»titljampton, L. 1., to Elizabethlown, New Jersey, 
about the year 1679 ? It appears from old records of wills and deeds,

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ihhi he died about 1699, leaving seven sons, Richard, John, Samuel, 
Jushnu, Ephraiiu, ThnmHe, Benjamin; al«o a daughter Ellzabelh who 
waa Dfie of the three eldest children. Richard, Junr., was born about 
16G3, and died about 1743. One of las sons was named Henry. 
Jtihn died about 1705; the name:^ of hU Brms I have not ascertained. 
Samuel, died 1715» leaving sons Samnel, Junatlian, John and li^aac. 
Joafina died 1714, leaving Joshua. John» Joseph and Benjamin. 
Ephrairh died 1717 j the riamee of hig sons not fully ascertained. 
TJiornas had Tfuimai^, Ahrahiim artd Jamea. The Bccond Thorn as waa 
Ihe fiither of Abraiiarn Clark, signer of the Deelaratioa of Indepen- 
dence. Wh»t became of Benjamin, the youngeat son of Richard Ist, 
I have not ascertained. 

It may be that Ricfiard Clark was a sou of the Samuel Clark who 
wns one of the principal inhabitants and patentees of Southampton, to 
which place he removed, it is said, from Stamford, Ccmn., of which 
latter place l*e settled about 164'). Bnt this is doubtful; ftir the will of 
Saintiel Clark, of Soulliamptfw, made 1675, and proved 1678-!), names 
only two sons, Samuel and Eduioud, with daughters Sarah^ SuHanua^ 
Martha aod Hanoah. 



THE DANE AND DEANE FAMILIES, OF CONCORD, MASS. 



IThomas^ Dane or — as his name is sometimes spelled, and as liia 
Jencendanta generally appear to ppell it — Dean, was born about 1603, 
being recorded as S2 yeurd old at the time he embarked at Lnndun 
for New England, May 9, 1635, in the Elizabeth and Ann (antexiv, 
311)* He settled at Concord as early as ld40, and resided there till 
bis deaths Feb. 5, 1S75-6. In 1645-8, his wife was named Elizabeth. 
His wife Mildred d. Sept, 16, 1673. Hia will, undated, was proved 
June 20, 1676. 

On the 4th of June, 1658, he contracted to put over for seven yeara 
to Thorn lis Welch, of Cimrlestown, his servant Thomas Ches [man 7], 
aged about eleven, which servant had been bound to Dane by the 
officers of Cranbrook, in Kent, Eng*, for sixteen years, or until he 
Attained the age of twenty-one. Thin may serve as a clue to the place 
from which Dane emignited; though too much reliance should not be 
placed on so slight a htnt.

Mju}* dau, of 
TboniaB Gobble, of Charles^lowii, was living Mnr. 26, 1675, HIb se- 
cond wife was Waigiirot (Eamea) Adams, b, July 6, 1666, dan, of 
Thomas Eames. and wid. of Joseph Adarrjs {antt xiv, 360) ; who sur- 
vived him, having d. May, 1734, in her 68 iL year, and wa« buried at 
Conccffd by htti side.

EEPORT OP THE STANDING COMMITTEE ON HERALDRT. 

Read Biforb thb Historic GEyEALocicAL Socibtt, June 1» 1864. 

[By W. H. Wbitmobi, Cli&imuui.] 

The Gomniittoe on Heraldry be^a leave to report, after scTeral 
meetingH, the plan adopted for its future operations. It lias seemed 
best to Ox a period arbitrarily to the probuhle authonticity of coats 
of arms used in New England, and we have settled upon the year 
1760, as the latest period when the use of arms, unsupported by 
other evidence, can l>e ctinsidered proof. 

It will be readily understood that seals nsed by any of the first 
generations of the c(»h»nists were of foreign origin; and until such a 
subsequent time as seal engraving was practiced here, the seals 
must have Ih'ou imported. We also know that about 1770, certain 
painters in water iHilors practiced their art here, giving all appli- 
cants a coat of arms, apparently without authority. From that lime 
to this day, the practice has continued During the century prece- 
ding 1760, coata of arms were used as is evidenced by the following 
classes of proofs remaining : Ist. Sculptures upon tombstones. 2d. 
Chasings upon plate. 8d. Seals. 4th. Old paintings and embroider 
ies. 5lh. Book-plates and drawings, and written descriptions of old 
date. 

We have had submitted to us examples of all these, and we pro- 
pose to recapitulate a few : 1st. Toinltstoncs. Of the Boston Burial 
trrounds, the King's Chapel has 11, the Granary 15, and the Copp's 
Hill 9. Those in the King's Chspel will be described further on, and 
the others in subsequent reports. 

In the old burying ground at Cliarlestown are 10, viz : Cary, Chec- 
ver. Chambers, Jenner, Foster, Wood, Dowhc, Greaves, Fowlc and 
Lemmon. AtDorchester, 4, viz.: Stoughton, Royal!, Foster and Poole. 
In the yards at Salem are several, of which a few only have yet becD 
copied. 

2d. Engravings upon plate. We have examined but a fewspeci- 
meuH, as these hsve to be sought out in the hands of the present 
owners. We have seen a candlentick with the arms of Jeffries, Lidg- 
ctt, Clark and Usher ; a watch atid seal with the Fost(>r arms. We 
need much assistance in obtaining more examples of this class. The 
different churches possess many examples no doubt. Thus the 
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church at Quincy has a cop wtth the Quincy family arms • the 
Socoiid CUnrcli at Boaton Jmn articU^R marked with the arras uf Wiur 
lUrop, ITulciiiuaan, Foster^ FrJetOI, Weliiteei! ant! Gc»tid ridge.

5th. Drawings and book-plates have preserved the Gardiner, 
Faughan, Hallo well, ^fanning and Storer arma. Written descrip- 
fQji^, the Frince and Stiles armst 

an instance of the carehj'ssnesa with which this matter has been 
'^d^ we propose lo examine three hooks deacriptivt; of the Boston 
[] Graveyards. These works of Mr. Bridgnmn contain many engra- 
vings uf arms, and the natural in Terence is that they are to be found 
on XUq tombstones. SucA is not ike fad. We propose to give a truo 
Account of what remain, hoping that onr readers will thereby be ia- 
cited to giVQ more ^tteption to the snhject. 

In the first place, in the ** Copp^a llill Epitapha,'* there arc ten en- 
ravings of arms, viz.: those belonging to the families of Lake, 
greenwood, Goodrich, Mountfort, Clark, Marty n, Gee, Thorn lun, 

nidling and Loritig. Of these only six are there, viz,; Greenwood, 

oniticH, MoDKTFORD, Clark, Mabtyx and Gee. The Lake arma, and 
▼cry possibly the Snelling arms, belong to the family here. The 
~ Ml ton and Loring have yet to be proved. There are two other 
a belonging lo the Hutchinaona formerly, and inscribed with 
ihejr well-known arms. These are now marked with the namea of 
Lewis atid Capen respectively, but the arms do not belong to those 
families. 

Secondly. In the " Pilgrims of Boston," or Record of the Granary 
Burying Ground, Mr. Bridgman gi^^es the arras of Bowdoin, Walley^ 
Mountfort, Sumner, Amory and Loring, six in all Of tlieee only one, 
the BowDoiN, is In the yiird. The Modntfobt we Iiave mentioned j 
Walley and Amory arms are Otherwise authenticated ; the Sum- 
and LoRiN'o are not. 

But in thiK yard there are fifteen stones thus inscribed. These are 
those of Fekkis^s, Byfikld, Bonnkr, Cushiko, Bowdoin, Lazinby. Fan- 

Tt*, TUTBII.L, Hubbard, Ecklby, Fbekk, Skars, CHKcittY, and two un- 
iiown. 

Thirdly, Tlie *• King's Chapel Epitaphs'* contains twenty engraved 
coats uf arms, not ontoj tchkh is in the yard, and only two are in the 
"'lurch. Of lliese three can be otherwinc authenticated^ viz.: those

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of the others ; but surely they Bhrvnld not have been printed In Hrat 
book witliout Bonie statement of the nnthority^ and a clear and ex- 
plicit inentiou of the fact lb at they were nol copied frora the grave* 
atones. 

To sum the matter np, Brul|2fman g-ives (hirty-three eni^ravinga (33); 
and of t!»e«e only nine (9) arc on ttMnbi^tonrs now etJUidinpj, The 
nun&ber of snch Bcnlptiintd atones ia thirty^five, eii;]tt in the Cr»pp*a 
Bill yiiid, firtt'en in tUa Granary^ and twelve in the King's Chapel 
and llic iidjoining yard. 

We propose to give a detail of those in the King-'s Chapel yard 
Beginning in the iKirtlieast corner, next to the MiiH^achusetts Hintor- 
icttl Suciety'is bnildiiig, we find fuur flat etones next to llie feoce, 
These are as follows :

A corrcsponrlcnt bas sent uk a tabular pedigree showing the descd 
of Katlrerinc Ilarby, wupposed to be ibe mfdiier of Rev. John Ox* 
bridge, of Boston, from King Edward I, of England, through t%vo 
bta sons and one of bis drtiighters, namely: King Edward II, 
mund, Earl of Kent, and the Princess Juan of Acres. 

** I do not seek,*' writea onr correspoirdeut, ** to claim a distil 
guialjed lineage for aU our Puritan ancestors, for their hold on on 
veneration and respect is too well founded lo need the aid of suchj 
and when we build up an imposing pedigree and load their nanv 
with fictitious honorw they neither sought Tjor cored for, we are a 
to forget the simple virtues I hat best adorn their memories. Tixi 
much bits been af tempted in thiw way; opiriimis the most nV»siird 
have been advanced serving only to make their authors contomp 
ble in the estimation of tliose not perstaially interepted — and y 
when accident or patient research has revealed some well nnthen 
cated fact not previously known, it is proper that it should bo 
corded for the benefit ar»d inHtruclioo of others. 

Rev. John Oxenbridge, pastor of the Old Sonth Church, wan 
are told, tlie son of Daniel Oxenbridgo, M. D., of Daventry, Nor 
ampti^nsbire, England. In Buk^rV Hist, of N., vol. 2d, page 1^ (i 
copy of which is in the Boston Public Library), we find that ihii 
Daniel 0, married Catharine, dr. of Thomas liarby, and hadUnte, h 
the names of their children are not tiiere given ; but as John O. w 
born in 1608-0 and his father died in 1642, I think it extremely prol 
able that Catharine Harby was his mother, especially as wc are n* 
told III at Darnel 0. had other wives. 

On referring to Burke's Royal Families, vol 9d, pedigl'cc^ltfi Atii 
124, the lineage of thin lady n*ay be satisfactorily traced; from these 
we learn that she was descended in two direct lines from King Ed- 
ward III; through his sons, John of Gaunt, Duke of Lancaster, a 
Edmund, Duke of York; she was the filth also from Lady AHi 
Neville, dr. of Richard, Earl of Salisbury, and sister of the renown- 
* king maker,* and inherited the blood of the Montacutea, Beaucbatnpt," 
Eolaiida and Throckmortous. 

I think I may with confidence assert that the old Puritan divim 
whose remains rest in the King's Chapel Rtirial Ground, was descent 
ed from many of the noblest familicB of Euglnnd. N* F. C,*' 
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Epitaph' of ikev. John Ward.

The qaafnt inscription on a nriural tablet in the chancel of the 
cbnrch at Haverhill,, in SuflTolk, Enpflanci, to the memory of Rev, 
John Ward, whu had been minister at that place^ is somewhat cele- 
briited ; and the Latin lines, with wltich it commencefl^ are familiar 
to many from having been quoted by Fuller^ who thus translates 
them : — 

** Qratit some of know'^dge grenl^r store, 
Morel»>anif*d irmit* in t«*ching ; 
Tet f«jw in life ditJ Hghieii more, 
Koue thundtred more in preaohlng.**

In the Ma gTia Britannia (1730, v. 241), this translation is given 
with Borne Viiriations, though none are ot importance except tliat lo 
tbe third tine, winch is nearer the original, reading: '*Yet few in fife 
were holy more/' 

Some of Rev. Mr. Ward's descendants through his grandson, Rer, 
John Ward, the first minieter of Haverhill, ^fass., reside in this 
country, and may be gratihed to see the whole inscription. This we 
now give from page vi of a memoir of his sou Samuel, written by 
Rev. J. C. Ryle, B. A., of Stradbruke, in Suffolk, prefixed to an edition 
of the son's Sermons and Tnatists^ publislied at Edinburgh in 1862, 
Wc have ctimpured the printed copy with a photograpli of the tablet, 
presented to the editor of the Register ^ who is a descendant, by W. 
W, Boreham, Esq., of Haverhill, England, and have corrected it in a 
few particulars. The date of his death is not given ; bnt it must 
have been before l(il8, as his widow was then wife of Rev, Richard 
Rogers. Fuller, speaking of Rev. Samuel Ward, {uhi suprn)^ says 
thai ** he had three brethren ministers, on the same token that some 
have said that tliese four put together would not make up the abili- 
ties of their father. Nor were they tliernBelves offended with this 
hyperbole, to have the brariches lessened to greaten their root.*' We 
find, however, by the inscription below, that there were but three 
breUjreu in all. 

Rev. Samuel Ward, B. D, said to have been the eldest of these, 
was one of the first Fellows of SuHsex Sydney C«*llege, Cambridge, 
and a lecturer in his native town of Oaverhill. From Haverhill, ia 
1908, be removed to Ipswich, having been appointed town pres^cher 
ttiere, and filled the pulpit of St. Mary-le-Tower for about thirty years. 
Ill 1635, he was imprisoned for nonconformity, but was released, 
ami for a time is said by Brook to have preached at Rotterdam io 
Holland. He died March, 1630, and wan buried in St. Mary-le-Tower, 
Ipawlch, on the 8lh of that month. Rev. Mr. Ryle, in his memoir, 
slates that a portrait of him inscrihed : " IVatcAc IVnrd, Mtatis Sua. 
43, 1620,^^ was, when be wrote, in the possession of Mr. Hunt, Solici- 
tor, Ipswich. 

Rev. Nathaniel Ward, the second son mentioned, is well known to , 
rtadcrs of New England history. A sketch of him» containing ati 
aoalysis of hi« SimpU Cobbler of A ga warn, will be found in the Month' 
/y Anthology^ (Boston, May, 1809), vx 341. For other accounts, see 
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Epitaph of Rev. JonatJian Ward*

Rev. John Ward, the nther son, lived and died rector of St. Clem* 
eni's, Ipswicli, Id 1853, Mr, Jarncs Read, boukseller, of Ipswich, 
England, in a Intler to Mr, Kidder, of Boston, Mass., wrote : ** Mr, 
Kaw, a relired bookseller of this town, lias an origjinal oil painting 
of John Ward, who was towu preacher of Ipswich in the time of the 
Common wealth. Some of his relatives went to America/'

His mother being of 
the noted family of the Juxons. He was the youngest of one and 
twenty children, and one of the sixteen that sometimes followed their 
pious father to the place of public worship. He was born in 1653, 
arrived at Boston in New England in 1674, and conceiving a love to 
this country resolved to settle here, and accordingly married the fol- 
lowing year Mrs. Deborah Clark, by whom he had five children, three 
whereof died in infancy. The other two lived to be married; the 
youngest to the late Hon. Lieut. Governor Tailer, who quickly de- 
parted without issue, the other to Edwar^ Lyde, Esq., by whom she 
bad five children, two of whom dying young, three only are now sur- 
viving, a son and two daughters. 

He lived with the wife of his youth till 1717, upwards of forty 
years, and the following year married Mrs. Sarah Leverett, youngest 
daughter of the Hon. Governor Leverett, with whom he lived till 
1730, when he was again left a sorrowful widower. He has left 
his grandson, Byfield Lyde, Esq. (son-in-law to his Excellency Gov- 
ernor Belcher), heir to the bulk of his estate.''

Of this his attendance on public worship in 
Dorchester so frequently on the Lord's Days, and his Countenance 
to and Friendship with the worthy Pastor of the Church there, was a 
conspicuous Proof." 

NoTB. — These Sermons enable os to correct some errors and omissions in Sataoe. 
In the first place th^y show that Nathaniel Byfield had two danghters, who lived to 
be married. The dedication leads us to explain Lt. Gov. Tailer's pedigree. We 
know that he was nephew of Lt. Gov. William SStoughton. I find that Rebecca, 
the widow of that William Tailer, a great nuTchant of Boston, who committed sui- 
cide rith July, 1682, used the Stoughton coat of arms as her seal — hence she was 
Rebecca, daughter of Israel Stoughton. The sisttT, Hannah Stoughton, m. James 
Sfinot, and had Elizabeth (wife of Kev. John) Daniorth, and Mehitable (wife of 
Thomas) Cooper. Another niece of Gov. Stoughton, Klizalieth Nelson, was the dau- 
of William Tailer, senr., and wife of John Nelson, whirh John N. signed the exec- 
utor's bond on his father-in-law's estate. This John N«Ison i.s mentioned, Rtg. x. 
76, I tkinkt and is there said to have married the dau^httr of Lt. (iov. Tailer, not his 
Jtff/fT. Yet this may be correct, and his father have married the tiit^^ and so this 
John Nelson (haid to have come hither in 1734) may have marrifd bi.^ cousin. 

The will of Gov. TaihT mr-ntions his wife Abigail and nephew Gvorge Cradock. 
How this last eonnection is proved is still unknown to me. The ht-irs were Gillam 
Tailer, ]>hy8ician, and Sarali Taylor, of Bo.ston, William Taylor, of Dorchester, 
Jacob Uoyall and Abigail his wife, Kev. Mather Byles and Rebecca his wife.

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THE AUTHOR OF MASSACHUSETTENSIS. 

Lucius Manlius Sargent, Eaq*, under his well known signature of 
Sigma,** has contributed to the Bo&ton Daily Evening Tramcript 
many articles of an bistorical nature, which, by the yivacitjr ot their 
style, hare rendered attractive the dry details of antiquarian research. 
Two of these which appeared thirteen years ago we intend to trans- 
fer to our pages. They are on the till then unsettled question of the 
authorship of the letters of Massachusettcnais ; which question he 
completely set at rest. The first article, which was published in the 
Tramcript Aftri] 15, 1851, is here given ; the second, pubjished three 
days later, April 18, will appear in the October number. The docu- 
ments referred to below, are in the possession of our society. Daniel 
Leonard's pedigree will be found in the Rigister, vol v, p. 409; and 
that of Jonathan Sewall in Drake's History of Bmion, in the tablfi 
facing p. 586, of the folio edition, but not in tbe octavo edition* 

Jonathan Sewall OR Daniel Leonard? 




n the Daily Evening Transcript of Feb. 13, 1851, No. 6318, my 
attention was arrested by an article, under the caption — **Wh& wrote 
Mauachustttensis ?'* I was surprised by such a question ; for, with 
a vast majority of my present readers, and with the writer of tlie 
article in the Transcripts I had always supposed the celebrated let- 
ters of Massachusettensis to hare been written by Jonathan Sewall, 
the Attorney General of the Province of Massachusetts. I conferred 
with the writer of the article in the Transcript ; and, with strength- 
ened impressions in favor of Sewall's authorshtp» I resolved to in- 
Testigate the subject for my own gratification. 

In the course of my inquiries, I have written to several persons, 
whose replies it is my intention to deposit, with the records and 
papers of the New England Historic-Genealogical Society, where 
recurrence may be had to those replies, at any time herealter, by 
such as have any doubt in regard to the authorship of the letters of 
Massachusettensis. 

It must not be forgotten, that however important these letters 
were accounted in their day, and with whatever eloquence and 
power they were written, very little is known about them by many 
of the present generation, who are accurately posted up on tbe subject 
of Jenny Lind and the spiritual knockings. It may not be amiss, 
therefore, to preface my remarks with some brief account of the let- 
ters themselves. 

The letters of Massachusettensis were written in a loyal tpirit, 
and for loyal purposes. Their publication was commenced Dec. \2^ 
1774, and terminated Ap. 3, 1775, To these letters John Adams re- 
plied, over the signature of Novanglus. His replies were commenced 
Jan 23, 1775, and terminated Ap. 17 of that year. All these letters 
vv^T^ written, with uncommon abtlity. 

Through the agency of Mn Charles Francis Adams, we have ] 
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autobiography of his illustrious grandfather before us. From this! 
shall now select a passage which furnishes the cotemporaneomo^inm 
of John Adams himself, as to the authorship of the letters, and in 
regard to their ability and tendency — 1774. 

** About this time, Draper's Paper, in Boston, swarmed with wri- 
ters, and, among an immense ^quantity of meaner productions, appeared 
a writer under the signature of Massachusettensis, suspected butnerer 
that I knew ascertained, to be written by two of my old friends, 
Jonathan Sewall and Daniel Leonard. These papers were well wril- 
ten, abounded with wit, discovered good information, and were con- 
ducted with a subtlety of art and address, wonderfully calculated to 
keep up the spirits of their party, to depress ours, to spread intimi- 
dation, and to make proselytes among those whose principles and 
judgment give way to their fears; and these compose at least one- 
third of mankind. 

** Week after week passed away, and these papers made a very visi- 
ble impression on many minds. No answer appeared, and indeed 
some who were capable, were too busy, and others too timorous. I 
began at length to think seriously of the consequences, and began 
to write under the signature of Novanglus, and continued every 
week in the Boston Gamette, till the 19th of April, 1775. The last 
number was prevented from impression, by the commencement of 
hostilities, and Mr Gill gave it to Judge William Gushing, who now 
has it in manuscript. An abridgment of the printed numbers was 
made by some one in England, unknown to me, and published in 
Almon's Remembrancer for the year 1775. and afterwards reprinted 
in a pamphlet in 1783, under the title of 'History of the Dispute 
with America.' In Now England, thoy bad tlie effect of an antidote 
to the poison of iMassachusettensis ; and the battle of Lexington, on 
the lOlii of April, changed the instruments of warfare from the pen 
to the sword." (Works of John Adams, Vol. ii, page 405.) 

The reader will observe, that, at the time, 1774, Mr. Adams says, 
the letters of Massachusettensis were s?/s;?ef/fd, but never ascertained, 
as he knew, to be written, by ttco of h'S old friends, Jonathan SewcU 
and Daniel Leonard, It was then supposed — suspected — that the 
letters were the work of both, but was not then ascertained. 

In 1819 — forty-five years after this date, John Adams published 
the letters of Massachusettensis and Novanglus, in one volume. In 
the preface to this book, he ascribes the authorship of these letters 
to Jonathan Sewall, and to him only, with expressions, so full, so 
positive, as to leave no doubt, upon the reader's mind, that Mr. 
Adams felt more certain of nothing than of this. *'/ was so well 
acquainted with his style and manner, 'hat I knew him the moment 
he appeared in print. ""^ Again. **/ instantly knew him to be my friend 
Sewall, and I instantly resolved to enter the list with him,*' 

Mr. Adams would not, thus positively, in IH19, have ascribed, to 
Sewall alone, that authorship, which, in 1774, he said was suspected, 
but never ascertained to belong to Sewall a7id Leonard, unless upon 
grounds satisfactory to his own mind. Tlie reader will naturally 
suppose, that suspicion had given place to certainty. It is known 
that, in 1788 Mr. Adams met Jonathan Sewall in London — *'Both 
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of ««/' sayg Mr- A. ** forgetting that tee lusd been enemiis, embraced 
mch other as cordially as ever. I had two hours conversation mtk 
him, in a mott delightful freedom, upon a multitude of subjects*** 
Tiie reader will naturatly infer, that, among that '* multitude of sub- 
jects,*' and in the midat of that ** delightful freedom,*'' some reference 
Mui made to the Massachusettensis letters, and that, then and there, 
^E. Adams obtained his settled conviction, that Sewall was the au- 
^BT. and Sewall alone. 

Hpudge Daniel Leonard returned to New England* in 1799, and 
t/gain in IBOB. Upon one of these occasions, he visited Mr. Adams, 
at bis residence, in Quincy* Then also, it may be conjectured, by 
ne persons, the topic might have arisen, and Mr. Adams might have 
lirred to his mistake, in the supposition, that Leonard had partici- 
ed with Sewall in the preparation of the Massachusettensis letters. 
The republication of these letters, by Mr, Adams, in 1819, caused 
to be noticed, in the North American Review. The opinion of 
Adams, that Jonathan Sewall was Massachusettensis, seems to 
re been perfectly conclusive with the reviewer. It is evident that 
Fhad no doubt the letters wi^re the work of Mr. Sewall. 
The writer of the article in the Transcript of Feb. 13. 1851,* states 
that, in 18:il, he had an interview, in this cily with a son of Jona- 
than Sewall. This son of Mr* Sewall was then sixty-one years of age, 
and Chief Justice of Canada, and that he spoke of '* his father's being 
ths author of Massachusettensis. as a fact well known to him/' As he 
^Bt but **fve years of age at the time of the battle of Bunker's Eill,'* 
^B knowledge of his father's authorship of these letters must have 
been derived, either from his father's declaration to that effect, or 
from tradition, or common fame. In reply to my inquiry, the gen- 
tlem&n» who had this interview with the son of Jonathan Sewall, 
states, that he did not assert or imply that his fat iter ever snid be 
was the author of the letters of Massachusettensis. The impression 

Ikon his mind seemed to have beon produced, by common report, 
Hcb had never been contradicted, or questioned, to his knowledge » 
lough a long series of years, 
^n 1832. seventeen years after the republication of these letters, by 
r. Adams* the Rev. Dr. Allen published the second edition of his 
Biographic:il and Historical Dictionary^ Under the title, Jonathan 
SemtU, he ascrilies the authorship of the letters of Massachusitteosis 
I Iiim and under the title John Adamst. Dr. Allen again ascribes the 
"Ijorship to Jonathan Sewall; and gives a synopsis of these letters, 
; of the letters of Novanglus. Ho manifestly entertains no doubt 
Bli the subject. He does not appear to suppose that any other indi- 
ual had ever been suspected or mentioned as the author, in whole 
lin part, of the letters of Massachusettensis. 
" this work of Dr. Allen be, in reality, a sort of biographical omni- 
p, for the conveyance of mortals— -their memories, at least — all the 
gwn to posterity, it may. to some persons, appear, that Daniel 
ird was as justly entitled to a passage, as some of those uninter-

modations ; and whn certainly «eeni to have been born for thai 
specific purpose mentioned by Cowper — ''/a bi forgot,*** 

However this raaj be, it is certain, that the name of Daniil Ltm* 
ard does not appear in the list of worthies whom Dr. Allen has gath- 
ered together. Thus far. we have a clear and uninterrupted stream 
of evidence, to prove that Jonathan Sewall was the author of ili6 
letters of Massacbusettensis. 

President Adams had entirely abandoned the doubtful ground on 
which his mind rested in 1774. that his old friends Jonathan Sewall 
and Daniel Leonard, were suspected to be the authors, though it bad 
never been asartained to his knowledge, f^ew sources of knowl- 
edge had opened upon his mind — five and forty years had passed 
away— he had seen and conversed with Leonard^be had enjoyed an 
interview with Sewall, aud conversed with his old friends *'in a moti 
delightful freedom and upon a multitude of subjects ;** and he felt and 
expressed^ in 1819, in the most ample and positive manner, his thor* 
ough conviction, that Jonathan Sewall was the author of the letters 
ofMassachusettensis. 

I knew there was living a relative of Jonathan Sewall, whose taste 
for this species of inquiry, and whose accuracy, in all matters of an- 
tiquarian research, were well known. I refer to the Rev. Samuel Sew- 
all. of Burlington. Mass., a son of the late Chief Justice Sewall. T 
sent this gentleman a copy of the Transcript of Feb. 13, 1851, con- 
taining the article which occasioned the present investigation. I re- 
ceived his reply, dated Feb. 19, 185 L in which he says — " I was much 
surprised to find the authorship of Massachusettensis brought into 
question. That Jonathan Sewall wrote it. 1 supposed was a point as 
well settled as that John Adams wrote Novaiiglus: and that upon 
the indisputable evidence of John Adams himself, his antagonist, and 
at the same time, his intimate friend.'* 

Among those, and they were not a hw, to whom I addressed my 
inq^uiries, there was a remarkable unanimity, in the opinion, that 
Jonathan Sewall was, beyond all reasonable doubt, the author of thd 
letters of Massachusettensis. Those who entertained any scruples 
upon the subject were rare exceptions, from the almost universal 
opinion. 

Now, to my humble apprehension, nothing is more manifest than 
that John Adams, our iliustrious tile leader, in the faith that Joua- 
than Sewall was the author of the letters of Massachusettensis^ was 
entirely mistaken. The strong confidence of President Adams, that 
his friend Sewall was the author — and that he was '' so well acquaint 

• Her. Dr. Allen has eince published the third edition of hit Dictionnry ( Boston, 
J, P. Jewclt k Co , royal 8vo., 1&57, pp. SOiVj; lut tboiii?h be has ftilmitled fevvti 
p«raoni by ibe name of Leonard, he has no article on Daniel, and a bare ninniion of 
him under bis cousin, Hon. freorge Leonarti. He still aieribea the leUt*rs of Mas«ft» 
ebiisettensis to Sewatl, witboiit even infonntng ub that their authorahip hjha l«»^ 
doubted. We i^n^ut this, «a Dr. Allen'f book is really a valuable one, and shows 
great induitry and re^arch. 

The letters of Masf^achu^ettensis were collected long lif^forfl Mr Adams reprinted 
them in 1SI9» with bis letters of Novaaglus. An edilion which appeared at DuhHn, 
in 1776, is styled the fourth, the newspaper edition being evidently reckoned «a thm 
first* See Biitoricai Magazine^ J, 249. — Eo. 
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t$d loith his style and manner,'* that he ** knew him the moment he 
appeared in prinV* — was certainly misplaced. Jonathan Sewall was 
not the author of the letters of Massachusettensis. I invite the rea- 
der's attention to the following number, in which I shall close the 
examination of this question. Sigma. 



• Record of Interments. — John B. Newcomb, Esq., Superintendent 
of Public Schools, Elgin, Illinois, has been appointed by the City 
Council of Elgin to make a record of the interments in the cemetery 
there. He has had a plot made of each lot, and it is his intention to 
have the names of persons interred placed upon the plot in such a 
manner that their graves may readily be found at any time here- 
after, whether tombstones have been erected or otherwise. Their 
names will be indexed so that they may be referred to readily. The 
index will contain the following facts so far as they may be ob- 
tained: — 

1. Name in full with names of parent. 

2. Place and date of death with age in full. 

3. On what lot buried, and on what part of the lot; if in the Pub- 
lic Ground, or Potter's Field, the precise locality as near as possible. 

4. In case of a wife, the husband's name will be given. Other 
facts, such as cause of death, place of nativity, &c., will bo given 
when known. 

The record, when completed, is to be kept by the city Sexton, and 
open to the inspection of all. 

Mr. Newcomb's plan may suggest improvements in regard to rec- 
ords of interment, even to those who do not adopt his plan entire.

Blase, — Hon. Jonathan, at Brattleboro, Vt.. April 13, aged 84 
He was u son of Jonathan and Sarah (Pierce) Blake, and was born 
at Dorchester, Mass,, May Hd. 1780. He was the 7th in descent from 
William and Agnes Blake, who came to Dorchester in the Mary aJid 
John» arriving in June, 1630, (see Blak^. Family:) through James,* 
by wife Elizabeth Clapp ; James, * by wife Ruth Batchelder ; J&meAj by 
wife Wait Simpson; Samuel,-' by wife Patience White; and Jonathan/ 
above, his father. 

He went to Warwick, Mass., in 1781, at the age of one year, to 
which place his parents removed^ from Dorchester. He resided at 
Warwick until 1854* when he removed to Brattleboro. Vermont. For 
fifty years he was almost constantly before the public, in some ca- 
pacity, such as officer of the towD» county or state, or engaged in 
surveying, for which he was distinguished, and sustained the reputa- 
tion, to which his grandfather, and great grandfather, the annalist of 
Dorchester, (ante vi, 372) arrived, in that capacity. He wrote the 
history of Warwick, from its commencement to the year 1853, which 
is left in manuscript. He kept a diary; noting the daily occurrences, 
in the family, on the farm, in his travels, and remarkable e%'ents that 
came within his knowledge, for nearly sixty years. That also re* 
mains in manuscript. His influence was always exerted for good« 
He was a dutiful son, a beloved brother, a kind husband, a tender 
parent, and has left posterity a rich patrimony, not in houses and 
lands, but in the example of an industrious, useful and Christian life, 

Blanchard. — ^Thomas, of apoplexy, at his residence, 109 Tremont 
street, Boston, April IC, a. 75. He was the 7th child of Samuel and 
Susannah (Tenney) Blanchard, and was born at Oxford, Mass.* June 
23, 1788. He was descended from Thomas Blanchard. of Concord, 
(said to have been a descendant of Thomas Blanchard, of Charlestown^ 
1639, but of this there is some doubt) through Joseph, - of Littleton, 
Mass., by wife Abigail Brewer, and Samuel, his father, born April 1, 
1749. M. Coquerel, chairman of the judges of inventions at the 
World's Fair, in Paris, a few years ago. claimed Mr, Blanchard, who 
had some of his wonderful machines on exhibition there, as a French* 
man of Norman descent whose ancestors emii^rated to England and 
thence to this country. 

Mr. Blanchard was an inventor of remarkable genius. He patent- 
ed more than twenty different inventions* Among the most impor' 
tant were the machines for turning irregular bodiea, such as gun* 
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Stocks, lasts, axe-handles» ox-yokes, busts, &c.; the machine for mor* 
tising gun*8tocks, for setting locks; and the machine for bending tim- 
ber called the ** Compound Bend." 

Though in early life he struggled under difficulties and losses that 
would hare discouraged a man of less than indomitable perseverance, 
he ultimately acquired an ample fortune, and for many years enjoyed 
a life of affluence, as the fruit of active and persistent industry unit- 
ed to frugality and economy. He was much esteemed in the circle 
of his acquaintances, and bore an unblemished reputation. 

His intimate friend, Maj. Joseph W* Wright, of West Needham, 
who has furnished us an account of Mr* Blanchard*s ancestry states 
tliat the place of Mr. B.'s birth was near the Milbury line. As his 
father was socially connected with the people of Milbury and died in 
that town, and as he himself also lived and was married there, he al- 
ways claimed it as his place of nativity. *' It was in Milbury,** 
writes Maj. Wright, ** that he invented, when a lad of 16, his machine 
for cutting and heading tacks by one combined operation* I have seen 
the little working model. This machine was not perfected until his 
maturer years. His great invention for turning irregular forms, was 
invented in Milbury in 18 IB. I saw the first working mod* 1 for turn- 

\g gun-stocks, shoe lasts, &c., &c. The great idea entered his mind 
1817, and resulted in a machine for turning the plane and oval at 
!he breech of the musket barrel to receive the lock." 

Brioos. — Mrs, Betsey, at Freetown, Aug* 22, a. ab. 78; relict of 
Gilbert Briggs and daughter of Capt. Matthew,^ and Hannah (Paine) 
Randall, Capt. Randall, the father, a captain in the American army 
in the war of the Revolution, was descended from Ralph ^ and Dorothy 
Paine, the first of the name that settled at Freetown, through Thom- 
as/-^ who m« Susannah Haskell, and Ralph/' who m* Elizabeth Harlow,

Clark K. — Dr. Moses, at East Cambridge, March 27, a. 46. He was 
the son of Greenleaf and Julia (Cogswell) Clarke, of Atkinson, N. H., 
and was born Jan. 18, 1818, His paternal descent was from Nathan* 
iel Clarke, a merchant < f Newbury, who died in 1690. His mother 
was a daughter of Dr. Wm* Cogswell^ of Atkinson, a surgeon of the 
revolution ny army, descended from John Cogswen,amerchant of Lon- 
don, who came to this country in IGU.i and settled at Ipswich, Mass. 
He received his medical degree at Dartmouth College, in 1843.ha?ing 
ludied under the direction of Dr. Josiah Crosby, now of Manchester, 
H.» and Dr, Dixi Crosby, professor in Dartmouth Medical Insti- 
fution* 
He entered upon his profession In Derry, N. H., where he remained 
3ut a year, when, in 1844, he removed to East Cambridge, and re- 
lined there in successful practice almost up to the time of his death. 
He wtks a member of the School Committee ten or twelve years, and 
City Physician about the same length of time. 
He was patriotic and public spirited as a citizen and highly respect- 
as a physician. 

McCo,vniK, Col. John, of the 169 ^ Regt., N. Y, Vols., son of Hon. 
Isaac McConihe, LL. D., born at Troy, N, Y., Sept, 4, 1834, wUs 
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killed gallantl? leading his Regt., against the rebel breajttrorks, at 
Cold Harbor. Va.. June I, 1864. 

Col. McConibe was in many respects a remarkable man. Possessed 
of a &ne person and accomplithed manners, he was the pride of the 
aocjal circle. His kindness of heart and sympathy for those in 
affliction endeared him to all who knew him. As a military com- 
mander he united seYcrity of discipline with kindness of manner, and 
was idolized by those under his command. His men about their 
camp-fires always spoke of him as *' Little Colonel John.'* TniJy, 
another gallant oMcer, one whoso place it will be difficult to fHI, has 
fallen. Of him it may be said that he was a true patriot — a Christian 
gentleman* 

Judge McConihe has given three sons to the serrice of his country 
~->William, a Captain in the 2^ N. Y.« was severely wounded at Chan* 
cellorsville, and remained in the army until the expiration of bit 
term of service; Samuel, now Major of the 93d N* Y.» wounded in 
the battle of the Wilderness, and John, the subject of this sketch, who 
has sealed with his life his devotion to the country. 

Merria&i. — hi. Col. Waldo, commanding the 16th Regt. Ma<^. 
Vols,, was killed in one of the great battles near Spottsylvanta. Va., 
May 12th, 1864. He was the son of Charles and Caroline (Ware) 
Merriam, of Boston, and was born Feb. 23, 1839. His father was 
bom in Concord, Mass., and was son of Joseph and grandson of 
Josiah and Lydla (Wheeler) Merriam. This Josiah was son of Jos- 
eph and Dorothy (Brooks), who died lOthDec, 1754, aged 74, who 
was son of John and Mary (Cooper), grandson of Joseph and Sarah 
(Stow), and gr» at grandson of Joseph Merriam, of Concord, who 
died (says Shattuck) 1st Jan. ^ 164L On his mother's side. Colonel 
Merriam was descended from the Ware, Stavems, and Whitmore 
families. Possessed of great natural abilities, be was educated ia 
the Boston schools, (being a Franklin medal scholar) received his 
mercantile education in the counting room of a relative, and made an 
extensive trip throughout the east, returning early in I8()L He had 
every prospect of a useful and prosperous career before him, but ho 
felt called upon to devote himself to his country*s service. Ho went 
as iidjutant, received promotion speedily, and out of turn, and proved 
himself a most efficient officer. For over a year he commanded his 
veteran regiment and was twice wounded. His death occurred under 
very painful circumstances, the rebels having displayed the white dag 
just before firing the volley under which he iell. Fgw of our young 
henH s have sacrificed more than he did; and few can be esteemed a 
greater loss to the community. 

Motley. — Thomas* at Boston, April 28, a. 82 yrs. 8 mos. H© 
was a native of Falmouth, now Portland, Me,, to which place liia 
grandfather, John Motley, emigrated from Belfast. Ireland, previous 
to May 14» 1738, the date of his marriage ro Mary Boberls. Their 
son, Thomas,- the father of the deceased, married Emma Waile* 
(See Willis's Portland, ii, 30L) 

Mr. Motley was a merchant first at Portland and afterwards at 
Boston, in company with his brother, Edward. He was distinguished 
for sagacity, integrity, inteiiigcnce and enlarged views. Hon. John 
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Lftthropi Motleyt LL. D*, the historian, now U. 8* Minister to Auf* 
tria, is Uin son, 

PfiKDLETOff. — Mrs. Rebecca, at Northport. Me., March 5, aged 101. 
She was born at Cape Elizabeth^ Me., Sept. 17, 1762» being the 5th 
gen. in descent from John' Alden of the Mayflower* by wife Priscilla 
Hullius, through Dand,- by w. Mary Soutbworlh; Benjamin*^ by w, 
Hannah; and David,* (See Winsor*s Duxbujy. 214.) Darid^ Alden, 
her father, b. at Duxbury« Feb. 14, 1717, married in the latter part 
of 1750.

He served in Mexico and was in the battles of Contteras and Churu- 
busoo, for gallant and merituHous conduct in which he was breveted 
captain, with rank from Aug. 20, 1847. He received another brevet 
major) for services in the battle of Chapultepec, dated iromSept, 13, 

47. He commanded bis company and distinguished himsell in the 

lack on the San Cosmo gate of tbe city of Mexico. On the 26th of 
Jan*, 1849* he was made a full captain of artillery. On the 8th of 
March, 1855, he was appointed major of the 1st U, S* Cavalry, and 
served in Kansas, oommaading at Fort Riley during 1858 and 1859, 
and at Fort Wise in I860. He held this position at the breaking out 
of the present rebellion^ On the I6th of March, 1861, he was com- 
missioned Lt, Col. of the 2d IT. S. Cavalry, and the 25th of April was 
promoted to CoL of the 4tb U. S. Cavalry.

sioned Brigr* Gen* of Volunteers Aug. 31, 1861, he was placed in 
charge of a brigade in the array of the Potomac. He was after- 
wards assi^;ncd to the command of the 3d Dir. 2d Army Corps, then 
under the late Gen. Sumner, and participated in the siege of York- 
town, and the [lursuit of the rebels up the Peninsula. At the bat- 
tie of Fair Oaks, June 1« 1862, he particularly distinguished himself 
and was breveted Brig. Gen. of the regular army, from May 31. He 
participated in the seven days contest and was especially noted at 
the battles of Savage Station and Glendale, He also served under 
Gen. Pope before Washington. At the battle of Antietam, be com- 
manded a division in Sumner's wing, and was twice wounded. On 
the 23d of Dec 1862* he was nominated aa Major-Gen. of Volunteers 
with rank dating from July 4, 1862, and was subsequently renomi- 
nated and confirmed March, 1863, his rank to date from May SI, 
1862. In Jan., 1863, he was placed in command of the 9th Army 
Corps, and Feb. 5, 1863 was transferred to the command of tlie 6th 
Corps. Being the senior officer iu the army of the Potomac, he 
usually commanded a wing during all operations, and in Gen. Meade's 
absence commanded the entire army. 

He was killed by the bullet of a sharpshooter, while standing with 
two members of bis staif in some intrenchments, directing tlie plac- 
ing of some pieces of artillery. The ball struck him in the head, en- 
tering near the left eye and passing out near the right ear» killing 
him instantly. 

As a commander he was strict in enforcing military duties, under- 
stood well the minutiae of bis profession, and without making any 
appeals to his men, created enthusiasm in them by the influence of his 
character. Consequently his command was always in the most per* 
feet condition. The 6th corps, which he had commanded for over a 
year, had a prominent reputation for its completeness in all details 
of effectiveness. Being free from ambition, his high abilities were 
universally acknowledged. He was never married.

His descent was from 
Thomas' Thayer, of Braintree, admitted freeman 1647, through 
Shadrach or Sydrach-, by wife Deliverance Priest; Ephrraim* ^ by 
wife Sarah Bass; Christopher** by wife Mary Morse; Christopher,* 
by wife Bethiah Hunt, and William, ^= his father, aboved named. The 
deceased was a printer by trade, and served his apprenticeship with 
Lincoln and Edmunds of Boston. He commenced his editorial career 
in 1H19, on the Concord (N- H.) Gazette, and afterwards edited news- 
papers in Haverhill, Mass,, Portland, Me.. Philadelphia, Pa., and 
Northampton, Mass. At one time he was engaged in mercantile pur- 
suit, and at another in silk raising. 

Mr, Thayer published some of the earliest productions of Longfel* 
low, Whit tier, Mellcn, and others. He was a man of good judgment 
and excelled as a ready writer. He had considerable taste for anti- 
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qaarian matters. Of political history, his knowledge was remarkably 
thorough. Few, occupying a similar position, had so extensiye an 
acquaiatance with distinguished men in this country. 

He leaves a widow, two daughters and one son* James Bradley'' (H. 
C. 1852), a lawyer of Boston. His eldest son. William Sidney' (H. 
C, 1850), a gentleman of g-enial nature, rare culture and great execu- 
tive ability, died unmarried at Alexandria, in Egypt, a fortnight be- 
fore him, April 10, 1864. William S. Thayer was born at Haverhill, 
Haas.. April 15, 1829; became a reporter on the Ntw York Evening 
Pi^tt^ in 1H52: in 1855 accompanied Col. Henry L* Kinney in his ex- 
pedition to Nicaragua, and on his return renewed his connection with 
the Etening Post, as associate editor, in which capacity he displayed 
marked ability* In 1861 he was appointed U. S. Consul General to 
Egypt, which position he held at his death.

'Tis more than three-fourths of a century since Mr. W. first trod 
the soil of the N. W. Territory. He was perhaps the last of the 
pioneers of '88. Hence had witnessed the growth of Ohio from a 
•arage wilderness to one of the most populous, prosperous, and en- 
lightened states of the Union, After the constitution was formed* 
Chillicothe remained the seat of the state, as it had been of the territo* 
rial legislature, and being one of the military headquarters during 
the war of 1812, not only were men of rank, in civU and military 
life, attracted there, but also many brilliant intellects and genial 
Bpirits, forming a society unsurpassed in the west. 

Thus happy in his domestic and social relations, Mr. W. truly en- 
joyed life during his early manhood and middle age. But he sur* 
vived his early associates, and could not replace them from a young* 
er generation. As a man, be was noted for his firm principles, 
sterling integrity, and rare business talents. His fine intellect was 
highly cultivated. He was a true patriot, a cheerful, consistent Chris- 
tian, a devotel indulgent husband and father, a gentleman of the old 
school, in whose manners courtesy ami dignity were finely blended. 
Of vigorous constitution, with simple tastes and habits, he nearly at* 
tained the almost invariable fourscore years of his ancestors. h*

OBITUABIBS OF DBGBASBD MBMBBRfl. 

[Prepared by William B. Tbask, Esq., Historiographer of the Societj.] 

BoTFiKLD, Beriah, Esq., M. P., for Ludlow, died at his residence in 
GroBvenor Square, London, Aug. 7, 1863, a. 56. He was the only 
child of Beriah Botfield, Esq., of Norton Hall, Daventry, Northamp- 
tonshire, England, and Charlotte Whitheriu^ his wife ; he was bom 
at Earl's Ditton, in Sliropshire, March 5, 1801 ; and was educated at 
Harrow. That school was afterward endowed by him with the 
" Botfield Medal for Modern Languages," competed for annually. 

From Harrow he proceeded to Christ church, Oxford, and took his 
degree of B. A., in 1828, M. A., 184T. At an early age Mr. Botfield 
began to evince a love for books. When at school he was a book 
collector, and continued the same pursuit at Oxford, buying among 
other works, valuable publications on botany, which for a time he 
made a study. Bibliography, however, and not botany, became in 
after years the favorite and most ardent pursuit of Mr. Botfield's 
life. He published in 1849, Notes on Cathedral Libraries in Eng- 
land, and in 1860, Shropshire, its history and antiquities. In 1861, 
he collected and edited *' Prefaces to the first Editions of the Greek 
and Roman Classics, and of the Sacred Scriptures," contributed to 
the CrevUleman's Magazine^ &c., to the Miscellanies of the Philobiblon 
Society, besides other literary productions, chiefly bibliographical. 
Mr. Botfield printed his Stemmala Botevilliana, or genealogical collec- 
tions relative to his family, first in a thin octavo in 1843, and after- 
wards in a thick quarto, in 1858; only thirty-five copies of the first 
were privately printed, and two hundred and fifty of the second. 
The latter incorporates his wife's family, the Leigliton's, and some 
twelve or thirteen other families. 

He was treasurer of Roxburghe Club, member of the Philobiblon 
Society, Royal Society of Literature, Sec, and was made a corres- 
ponding member of the N. E. Hist. -Gen. Society in 1859. In 1840, 
Mr. Botfield was first returned to parliament for the borough of Lud- 
low, again in 1841, and from 1857 till tlie end of his life. In politics 
he was the personal friend and follower of the late Sir Robert Peel, 
and voted for free trade when that measure was first introduced in- 
to parliament. When young he lost his father, and before he at- 
tained majority his mother died. At twenty-one he consequently 
came into complete possession of his property. In 1857 he was 
chosen president of the Shropshire and North Wales Natural His- 
tory and Antiquarian Society, and was connected with many literary 
societies. In 1858, he married Isabella, second dan. of Sir Baldwin 
Leighton, of Loton, co. Salop, Bart., M. P., for South Sliropshire, and 
in default of any issue whatever, has left the whole of his property, 
subject to various legacies to his wife, and entailed the greater part 
upon the second son of the present Marquis of Bath. 

The London Gentleman^s Magazine says : "Mr. Botfield was prob- 
ably one of the best bibliographers living. To look over a collection 
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scarce and valuable books was to him one of the greatest of 
jjfeasnres. To obtain rare works, nnd tbe very best edition of any 
book that was to find a home in the library at Norton, be deemed 
neither time, money, nor labor ill spent." ** That his home might be 
hung round with thouglits," the owner of that home became the pur* 
chaser of picttires. The specialty of the Norton Library consists 
in a fine collection of editions of classical authors, and io costly folio 
editions of illustrated works, many of them in the French language. 
Among them Anthologia Qraai^ 1444, Offidum Romanum^ 1501, on 
vellum ; only one otliur known to exist. Four volumes from the 
press of Caxton, with woodcuts. The Bible, 1535, by Mylea Cover- 
dale, of which, it is said, only one ftrftcl copy is known to be extant, 
BOW in possession of the Earl of Leicester* '' The preamble of the 
dedication of this book is extremely important, as the variation there- 
in affords the clearest evidence of tbo time when the sacred Scrip- 
tares were first promulgated under royal sanction in England ; inas- 
much as the first copies which came from the press in October, 1535, 
were dedicated to the reigniujs;' Queen Consort, Anne Boleyn: but thh 
princess soon afterwards declining in court favor, Coverdule seems to 
have waited till the tide of fortune turned against her, and upon the 
marriage of Henry VIII, May 20, 153t>, with Lady Jane Seymour who 
was thought to favor the Reformation, altered the preamble of the dedf* 
cation in the remaining copies to *your dearest wife Jane/ in 
honor of the new queen* In the copy at Sion College, and in Lord 
Spencer's, *Jane' is in the dedication. In the Museum copy, 'Anne' 
has been altered into * Jane.* The Lambeth library has a copy with 
each ; but those of Dr. Coombe and at all Souls College, Oxford- 
shire, and many others have neither, wanting that page. The Bod- 
leiau copy, Lord Jersey's, Mr. Lea Wilson's, and that in Gloucester 
Cathedral and Emannel College, Cambridge, and Mr. Botfield's at 
Norton, have tbe original dedication to Queen Anne, and these were 
of course, among the very first imported into England-'' 

liAJONTAnJB, Sir Louis Hypolite, died in Montreal, Canada, Feb. 26, 
1864, a, 56, He was born at Boucherville, Canada East, in October, 
1807 ; was the third eon of Antoine Menard Lafontaine, and grand- 
son of Antoine Menard Lafontaine, Esquire, who was a member of the 
parliament of Lower Canada, from 1796 to 1804, The maiden nam© 
of his mother was Bienveuu- Mr* Lafontaine studied for the bar and 
early took a prominent part in the politics of the country. At that 
time Mr. Papineau was the leader of the French Canadian opposition to 
' e representative of the British Government in Canada, or as they 
Id to a faction, who conuecled themselves with his name, and 
snrped his authority- Mr. Lufonlaine was in that sense the follow- 
er of Mr. Papineau, (afterwards his rival), under whom, it is believ- 
ed, he had studied for the bar. In the outbreak in 1837, warrants 
for high treason were issued against them, though Mr. Lafontaine 
was never in company with the actual insurgents. But among the 
papers found at the house of Mr Girouard, there was an ironical 
letter written by Mr. Lafontaine on the absurdity of rebellion, 
which was taken by the authorities to mean a serious appeal to arm- 
ed revolt ; but this idea the late baronet always disclaimed. A re- 
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ward being offered for his apprehension, he fled from the proirioct 
to England, and from thence tu France, where be remained till qniel 
had been restored to Canada, under Lord Durham. This tiobleDi%o 
called Mr, Lafontaine to his councils. Mr L. served aDder Sir 
Charles Bagot, ia company with Mr. Baldwin, who was Bucceedc?dbf 
Sir Charles, afterwards Lord Metcalfe. In March, 1S48, the tuty 
party fell to pieces, and their opponente came into power, h;tviQ|C » 
majority of two^thirds of the houae. On the resigoation of Mr, 
Baldwin, Mr. Lafontaine took the premierisbip, which he held a «bori 
time and then retired in Oct., 185L After his retirement, Mr. L. went 
quietly back to his law office, where his opinion was much sought M 
consulting counsel. At the death of Sir James Stuart, Mr. Drummond, 
then attorney general, declining to supersede his old leader, tendered 
htm the Chief Juaticeship of the Court of Queen's Bench of L*iwffr 
CaTiada, bis appointment dating from Aug. 13, 1853, which ^^ffir*^ Mr, 
Lafontaine accepted.

Some three years ago he went to Europe for kis 
health, since which be Ijas as usual taken bis regular doty ia 
the Court of Appeals. On the 28th of August, 1354, bo wan cremtod 
for his eminent services, a baronet of the united kingdom. Heww 
made corresponding member of the N. £. Historic-GeD. Society ia 
1860. ^ 

Sir Louis H. Lafontaine was twice married, first in 1831, to Adlle^ 
only daughter of A, Bert helot, Esq,, an advocate, of Quebec; and 
secondly, in 1860, to Mrs. Kinton, a widow lady, nee Morison, bj 
whom be leaves two sons ; the younger, a posthumous child, bom 
13th of April, six weeks and fjve days after the death of Sir Louis. 

The chief justice died almost literally in harness. WTseo eeiied 
at the Court House by an attack of paralysis, he was in the act of 
signing a writ of habeas corpus, which with great difficulty he iMio* 
ceeded in accomplishing, — went to his home and died.

The mother of Ebenezer, Miriam Meriam, was dan. of Lieut. Frmncis 
Wheeler, of Concord, and grand-dau. of Simeon Howard, of Aeton, 

Soon after arriving at his majority, — -not far from the year 1816,^ 
Mr. Meriam proceeded to Kentucky, where he was for a number df 
years engaged in the mannfacture and purification of salt-petre •• 
well as other mineral products of the Mammoth Cave io thai 
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He Bubseqaently engaged, extensively, in the dry goods business in 
Zanesville, Ohio. Upon his removal to New York city about the 
year 1838, he was a manufacturer of soap and candles. His indus- 
try and business capacity enabled him to procure a handsome com- 
petence, a good share of which was liberally devoted to charitable 
porposes, and to the pursuit of scientific and statistical knowledge 
for which he had a strong passion. From his earliest childhood, it 
is said, he exhibited a taste for scientific pursuits. His attention 
was particularly devoted to meteorological researches. For over 30 
years past, Mr. Meriam kept an hourly record of the state of the 
thermometer and barometer, noting minutely the variations of weather, 
wind, and tide, employing at his own expense, two or three clerks to 
assist him in his observations. His collection of weather statistics 
is probably more full and accurate than those of any other man in 
this country during the same period, and may hereafter be made of 
great value to science. He was frequently cited before the courts 
to decide important disputed points connected with these subjects. 
He invented a theory of cycles of atmospherical changes, the accur- 
acy of which has often been verified by scientific men in this country 
and in Europe. In 1841, he commenced the publication of the Jfim»- 
dpal GazetUer, a work devoted to history and the interests of science, 
embracing particulars of his extended researches. It was also an 
advocate of municipal reform. It was published at his own expense, 
and is almost complete up to the period of his death. He was a 
contributor to the journals and newspapers of New York city 
and elsewhere, upon scientific and eleemosynary subjects. In one 
of his letters, dated 1862, he writes that the New York Daily 
Journal of Commeru^ of which he had a file for a quarter of a cen- 
tury, contains upwards of 2000 communications written by him, 
and of all these he had a complete index, making a snug manu- 
script volume. " It is made up," he says, "in chronological order, 
I therefore use my memory as a substitute for the absence of alpha- 
betical arrangement." *' His memory," says one who knew him, 
■* was wonderful, seldom if ever, requiring a date or reference of any 
l[ind for his own confirmation." 

He would not take adequate pecuniary compensation for his men- 
tal labors, for he considered his discoveries were for the public bene- 
fit. " A great mistake was often made by those having but little 
knowledge on meteorological subjects, in thinking Mr. M. foretold 
what weather might be expected. Tin's he never professed to do, but 
he could tell us days and months before the information would reach 
QB in the usual way, that there had been, in some remote portion of 
oor globe, many thousands of miles distant, a violent terrestrial 
or atmospherical disturbance ; and it was always with a deep humili- 
ty and awe that he would direct the attention of his assistant to the 
original record, the published memorandum and newly received ac- 
count of an earthquake or other kindred phenomenon, corroborating 
his statement. 

He was made a corresponding member of the N. E. Hist-. Gen. 
Society in 1865. Hem. Mary, dau. of Ozen Strong, of Pittsfield, 
Mass. The widow with two daughters survive. Mr. David K. Sea- 
man, son-in-law of Mr. M., was for many years an assistant in his 
statistical and scientific labors. 
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The life of Mr. Meriam was one of signal, though nnobtrnsiye well 
doing, his humanity and kindliness of heart being shown to every 
living thing. 

Davis. — William Jackson, died in New York city, March 26, 1864, 
a. 46. He was born at Oyster Bay, Long Island, N. Y., Dec. 20, 
1818; was son of Thomas Davis, who was born at Horse Neck, Fair- 
field Co., Conn. His ancestors emigrated from Herefordsiiire. The 
mother of William J. Davis, whose maiden name was Susan Myers, of 
German ancestry, was born in New York. She died April 2, 1866.* * * 
He engaged when young in the business of engraving, bat was 
obliged to relinquish it on account of the feebleness of his health. 
Finding employment of a different character, in one of the munici- 
pal offices, he was enabled to indulge his antiquarian desires, and 
became in a short time an ardent historical student. '' His special 
study was the history of the city of New York, as to which he was 
an authority. He had collected all the early published accounts and 
views of the city, its buildings and streets, as well as information 
and portraits of its prominent citizens ; and Valentine's Manuals of 
the Common Council wore enriclied with many of the interesting 
views of early New York by the zeal and industry of our late 
friend." He also contributed t^ that work several valuable 
papers, some of which, with others, written by Henry B. Dawson, 
Esq., were published in 1855, in a volume entitled Reminiscenots of 
New York and its Vicinity, He was an esteemed member of the New 
York Hist. Society, and a constant contributor to the pages of the 
Histarical Magazine^ a work in which he took a deep interest. An 
appreciative notice of Mr. Davis is given in the May number of that 
periodical, from whence we have drawn the substance of tliis sketch. 

** Although but little known as an author, and never claiming to 
be one, his rank as a historical student and local antiquarian was 
very high. His knowledge, patiently acquired, minute, authentic, 
and impartial, was always at the service of other students." "Mr. 
Davis was, we may say, the originator of the Bradford Club, having 
suggested the idea and the name, and in conjunction with some, if 
not all the present members, issued in 1857, A Journal of tht Expedi- 
tion to Quebec in the year 1775, under the Command of Colonel Benedict 
Arnold^ by James Melvina Private in Captain Dearborns Company ^ 
which he edited and prepared for the press, and also in 1858,tliei)wrjf 
of Washington ; from the first day of October^ 1789, to the tenth day of 
March, 1790, //-f^TTi the Original Manuscript, now first printed, a volume 
edited by Benson J. Lossing, Esq. He was for a time priyate secre- 
tary to Hon. George Bancroft, who bears high testimony to his char- 
acter, ** his sweetness of disposition," his patience under long con- 
tinued suffering, his freedom from guile, his strong attachments to 
others, etc. ** His knowledge," says Mr. Bancroft, *'of the special 
history of the city of New York and its environs, his minute ac- 
quaintance with their old buildings and celebrated spots, exceeded 
that of any one I have met, and his memory was very unusually re- 
tentive. His leading passion was for books. He spent all the 
money that he could spare from the necessary subsistence of his 
family in purchasing rare and curious ouesj and he was skilled in 
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illostratini; tliem* Tho crmvpany hi? liked b<*jst was that of book coK 
lectorH, niri liiippie^t liiMirtj were* tfc^s^e whicb lie parsed in restUnp^ 
. the iliftailKof by gi»ne yoiirg ; and ijomeiirncH be Wi>4Ud ditsilfMit and 
abifie in liin t*nt\n nnd find pleuHtirt? tftMuii^fi in jni»l gazing at bid i>wa 
library, wlijrb riiiw fi^nns ibe cljief part t>r what bn b^ia left for his 
children."

Sjcie4y in 1S58 Mr. Davij^ m. Jnne 26, 1849, Eleotiora C Ketcljum, 
whu died May 23, 1856. They had four cbildreu, of whom two aur- 
yfve — a aoo and a daughter

This being the day which was to be celebrated in England as the 
three hnndro 1th anniversary of the birth of Shak spearc, the society 
observed it by appropriate exercises, as suggested by Rev, Mr, Bart* 
let. of Chelsea {ant«\ p. 21(v)» in the hall of the House of Represen- 
tatives of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, There is some 
doubt about the day of Shakespeare^s birth; and, if it were well es* 
tablished, there is a question wiieiher the date ought not to be reduced 
til New Style, uhich would fall on May 'M\ This U the American cut- 
torn. Thus, the landipg of Columbtis, OU 12. 0. S., or 2i, N. S.. 
1492, and the birth of Washington Feb. 1 1. 0, S.. or 22, N. S,, 1732, 
are celebrated l*y us Oct. 21st and Feb. 22d. The society ihoughl 
beet however, to observe the same day as onr English brethren. 

*Vlt was," says the Boston Saturday Evening Gazette, to which w% 
aro indebted for this report, '* an occasion of profound interest which 
was participated in by a distinguished and brilliant audience. The 
exercises were commenced at precisely 3 o^clock, Dr, Winslow Lew- 
is, Chairman of the Committee of Arrangements, was gratified to an- 
nounce that the Society was honored by the presence of one of its dis- 
tingtiished member.^ — the Governor of the CjramonttTalth. * You all 
know,' C' n tinned Dr. Lewis. * his readiness to do any required act 
of kindness to all. I, therefore, cordially invite him to i^ssume the 
chair and thereby confer upon me a great personal obligation, and on 
the Society the prestige of his eminent social position and excellence.* 

The invitation w.*s cordially approbated by the audience. 

Gov, Andrew, on assuming IhL* chair, remarked that he had to as- 
sume easy and simple duties, and that he took the chair only for the 
purpose of introducing the gentlemen whose addresses and the gentle- 
man whose poem woull f^rm th^r attractions of th<^ day. He would 
ask the attention of the audience to an address from Rev. James Free- 
man Clarke. 

Mr. Clarke commenced his Address by saying that 90 little if 
known of the outward life of Shakespeare, that the destructive oriticf 
of the twentieth century could easily explain away his existence and 
consider him as a mere myth. We do not know certainly when he was 
born, how his name is spelt, what his father did, whether Shakespeare 
had any edu- ation, or anything about him from his birth to his mar- 
riage. We know that he married, when only ciL'hteen, a wotnan 
eiglit years older than himselt'. that he went to London, became an 
actor, dramatic writer and proprietor of a theatre, "rote two pUyt a 
year, became rich, went back to Stratford, and died aged fifty* two* 
We knovff that he was contemporary with Sir Walter Raleigh. Spen- 
ser. Lord Bacon. Coke. Cecil. Hooker. Montaigne, Cervantes. Tuaso, 
Galileo. Descartes, Rubens the artist, Grotius, Marlowe. Chapman, 
— and that not one of ihcm mentions bin name, nor he theirs. He if 
spoken of with love and rtspecl in his* li e time by Ben Jonson; bjr 
Meres in 1598. when Shakespeare was still in London; by the Earl 
of Soulharapton. who calls him his e>pec al friend; and possibly also 
by Spencer. After hii death he was almost forgot ttn for a hiLudr«d 
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year*, tbough Milton* Dryden and others continued to admire him. 
Voltaire compared his Hamlet to the work of a drunken savage, and 
aaja it contains ** gromirt Us a bonniiahlis ** &nd ** foUes fion moim 
d^gouiantts.** He was rediscovered by Leasing and Goethe, rehabili- 
tated by Schlegel, Coleridge, Lamb — and is now considered not only 
as a wild genius, but also a consummate artist, by all critics. 

By the matured opinion of the world he stands at the summit of 
Human Intelligence, the greatest brain God ever sent upon earth. 
But a^ Irt>agination is hiis chief faculty, it follows that Imagination is 
the chief faculty of the human mind. His Imagination is the king — 
it controls his Reason, Judgment, Fancy, Humor. Wit — and brings 
each drama into a unity of tone and idea. His charac era difftr from 
all other creations in being growths from wilhin, not being made from 
without. He proves man lo be a microcosm » a world in himself — for 
be created out of himself a world of truth and reality* His moral in- 
fluence does not consist in his rewarding the good and punisliing the 
bad; but in his always making goodness attractive, and vice repul- 
sive — and in his showing that there is in man a power to c mquer the 
evil in himself. He is gross, but not as gross as his age — but though 
gros* is never vicioiis. Compared with the other writers of his day, 
be is chaste as a saint. His respect for women, and his admirable 
pictures of female characters, show his purity of soul. He belongs 
to England and America — and both may be benefited by his lessons, 
and his wisdom. 

John H, Sheppardt Esq,, followed with beautifully written and im- 
pressive reii arks, introductory lo a poem written for theoccasion» in 
which he defended Shakespeare from the loose and ill-considered 
charge sometimes brought aguiist him, of improprieties and immoral- 
ities of his writings, Shakespeare was pure; and if, now and then, 
an expression creeps out that offends prudish modesty, it must be ta- 
ken as sn excresrence that belongs more to the ageiii which he wrote 
than to Shakespeare himself. 

Mr. Sheppard was led by his subject to a youthful reminiscence. 
He describe*! in a vivid, picturesque manner his first night at a thea* 
tre, long years ago, in his college days. The house was the Federal 
Street Theatre; the play was Hamlet. Mr. Cooper was the Hamlet 
and Mrs. Powell the Ophelia Mr. S, spoke of the novelty of the 
scene« the aianly dignity of Cooper; his deep-toned, mellow voice; no 
bellowing and rantinsr, like some of the popular actors of the present 
day — the beauty and grace of Mrs. Powell — the excellence of Mr. 
Bernard — the Warren of that day— and the fairy-like appearance of 
the entire scene, with a richness of coloring and a vivacity that seem- 
ed to belong more to the vigorous fancy of youth than to the mature 
and ripentd judgment of a septuagenarian. He became young again 
as his mintl wont back to halcyon days and that supreme ^ceue which 
was so indelibly impressed upon his memory, Mr. Sheppard*s poem 
which followed was exceedingly beautiful and adapted to the occasion. 

Rev Mr* Holland followed with '* A Study of Shakespeare,*' that 
showed how well thr speaker knew his subject, and how happily he 
could illustrate that subject to an intelligent and attentive audience. 
He said that, not with. -tanding so little was known of Shakespeare's 
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early life and the doinestio incidcntu in his career, he was intimitelj 
and dearly known to ns by our symjiarhiefl. Mr Hollaiid » eflbrt 
waa a masterly Shakespearian analysis. No one feature in I be geni- 
ua that he was endowed with was predominant; he had rio pet chir* 
actcrs; no idol; his tendencies were impartial; he was a witness who 
could not abate one jot of the trnih he was obliged to utter; he wti 
the morning star of true philosophy; the crealor of the EuglUh dri* 
ma; the inspirer of aJl oyr literature;

Hon, Richard Sktnner was the ihird tun of Gen Timothy Skinner of LJtihfleld, 
Conn., by bia wife Susannah, dan. of Im&o Mnrfb. He wan born in L. May 30, 
1778, Whilo a lad he was a clerk in a store at New Hn ven, was afterwards engaged 
in the same employment in Albany, and anliseqneotly ent^^red the law school at 
Litibfield- Soon after receiving \\u diploma from tbat in«titulir>n he made hif 
advent in Vermont, and finally settled in Maiahk^sler.

The same year he wo.^ appointed an AH,><o(.-inle Jn<tic^ of the nt^w Siiprvme 
Court in Vermont; the next year was mude it-* Cbief Justice and ngain in 1817, 
He was a second time, in ]818| elect*?d a rvpreFentdiive to the General A^ssernUy 
ftnd was cbo.^en 9f>eaker of the House In l]:^2t\ he was chosen governor of th« 
state and occupied the executive ehair throuji^h three tucteisive leniiB. He was for 
five consecntive yeart annually elected ns Chief Justice of the Sujireme Conrt. In

tainly r^i formed a good work« It ia iuipoaaible for us to do him jabliee hy any 
brief sr y»t» of his book. It in not onJy a record of the Hyde family^ but from Ih^ 
plan pnrsued it contains a r*»cord of nnmerons other fnniilies. Thus the first WU» 
liam lJyd«* I ad only two children — Samael HyJe and lighter Post. One-half of 
these Tolumes is given to tlie record s of ihe hitler. The same principle carried out 
ahows ua how small a portion of the work is properly a Hyde genealogy. 

Some people obj^ut to this plan of including r^/mote female de.4cendants, and con* 
tenl that genealogies ahonld be confined to those liearing the family nume of the 
common ancestor. Aa a general rule we think ihey are right; olherwi»« theft 
would l*e a great deal of u^lest; repetition in book^t of this deacriplion, and^ when 
particular care is not taken in tliearraDgeniHut^ someconfuMon. i^lill thfreareadvan. 
ta^es in having a few books, like the Btfok oftht Lockes, the Fifiton Mrmorinl nud 
tlie piviient work, which trace descendtmta of all names. SmMi i-'oinpiljiiione 
show the i It imate connection of onr New England families^ bettide^^ ttiroLshing^ da.ta 
that hitve a Btatitittcal value. But even in such oai>eH^ it is a qiiesiion whetbtrit 
would not bt^ belter to preserve the female branches separately in appendices. Auj 
defect in the plan, however, if such there 1^^ i^ more than oomp^'usnted by tlie 
amount of valuable in formatjon which Chancellor Walworth haa h^re colllKsled. 
Even the objectors to thi« plan mu!<l admit that thi^ and the other books m^'ntione'l 
above are remarkable tor their thorough neaa of research and for judgment and 
ability in using materiaJs, 

Bverytbing about this book — the typographical execution, the illustrations and 
the fonn — i^ exc»»llent.

We have heard of 
but oit«riopy of the origiunl edition in any of ih^ public libraries in this country; and, 
ot firivate libraiiea, only thr^e are known to 113 to posaesa ii, namely, those of 
J«hn C»rt»r Brown, Eftq , of Providence, R I., Charles Deane, Kaq,^ of Cambridge, 
Mtna , and George Briiilt^y, Ksq., of Hartfonl, Ct.

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-BIOGRAPHICAL SKETCH OP HON. HENRY W. CUSHMAN. 

[By Hoti. Geosqr T. Datis, of Qreenfield, HassachuBetU.] 

The subject of this sketch was born in the town of Beroardston, 
MaHsachtisetts, Aiipc<i«t 9, 1805. Ho was the eon of Hon. Polyearpns 
L. Cash man, und of Sally Wylos CushiJian of that town. He track- 
ed hi« ancestry to the (irat of the name uf Cu:sljman who came to this 
Duntry, as foIl»>w8: Robert Cuahman, stated by Savage to hav© 
&D one of the most active promoters of the migration from Holland 
1520 of the pilf^Hnis of the Mayflower; Elder Thonjaa CuBhman, 
rell described on liis own toinbatone ae a " precious ginvaiit of God;*' 
'ev. Inaac Cushman; Lieut Isaac Cusbuiau; Capt NatlianicI Cuflh* 
aao; Dr FoJycarpus Cuslimauj Don, Polycarpus L. Cushnian; Hen- 
ry Wyles Gush mat*. 

He received bis education principally in the common school and 
|l DeertieU and New Salem acadcujics, in his native county. From 
lie age of eighteen to that of tweuty^ he pursued his studies at tho 
military academy of Capt. Aldeii Partridg**, at Norwich, Vt. From 
'iis iiiatitation lie received in 1827 tiic honorary degree of master 
arts He married June 16, 1828, Maria LouiHa DickmaDj daugh- 
Br of Thomart J)ickfi»an, Esq., of Springfield, Mass., whose t<imbetono 
&ars record that he was " tlte hrst printer, the first bookseller, and 
be first pr>8tmasterof Greenfiebl." Mrs. Ciisbman died Oct. 11, 1856> 
ad he was again married June 2, 1868, to Anne Williams Fettyplaco, 
langhter of the late Thomas Fettyplace, Esq., of Salem. This la<iy 
survives him. He left no children by either marriage. Ho died in 
Bernardslon, Nov. 21, 1863, after a severe illness i»f sume weeks du- 
ration, followed to the grave by the regrets of the commnnily among 
which his life liad been pussed, and on which he had exerted an in- 
^uence equally conspicuous and beneficial 

■ Mr. Cnshman^s life was eminently one of responsibility and of lii- 
%or, physical and int<dlectual. After leaving the Norwich academy, 
ho for some years taught school in tlie winters and labored m the 

fmmers upon his father's farm; then for some years he had ehargo 
a public houHc, which, white under his care was noted fur neat* 
ss^ order, and perfection of miinagernent; then» and to the close of 
hiB life, he devoted himself to political and public trusts, to the card 

Kf his own means and of the means of others, to literary and antiquA- 
an researches, to a round of recurring duties, public and private, 
wliich hi* cfischarged with unfailing precision, honcHty and judgmentv 
Tilt? mention of a portionof theofliresand trusts which hetilled will best 
indicate the amount and variety of his labors. He was for nineteen 
years the clerk and treasurer of his own town, and for fifteen years 
a member of its school committee. In 1837, 1839, 1840 and 1844 lie 
represented his town in the State Legislature. In 1844 he was cho- 
sen by th** legislature to fill a vacancy in the Senate, caused by the 
death of H/m. William Wht taker. Here, by a siugtilar coincidence, 
he sat aide by side with hie father, Hou. P. L. Cushnian, of oppoaite 
Vol. XVIIL 30 
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politics, who had been elected to the senate for that tern 
by the votes of the people of Franklin county. In 184| 
and for five years thereafter, ho was the deraocratic cifcDdi< 
date for lieutenant governor, and in 1861 and 1852^ then 
having been no choice by the people, he was elected by the legisla 
ture to that office. In 1853 he represented his town as a delegate i 
the convention lield for the purpose of revising the State Coustiti] 
tion. His legislative record is that of an induijstrione and judicioB 
legislator. He was a director of the State Life Assurance (yonjpanj 
at Worcester, and of llie Conway Fire Inwurancp Company; a men 
ber of the state board of agriculture, which he actively aided ii 
foonding in 1852, He was a trustee of the New Saleai and Deefi 
field academies, a resident uiember of the New England HiBtorid 
Genealogical Society, and a corresponding member of the State Hil 
torical Society of WisconBiu, He became in 1849 the first Presi dec 
of the Franklin County Bank, located at Greenfield, and so continue 
by annual re-election till bis death. He was for many years a di recto 
of the Franklin Savings Institution, and was President of it wha 
he died. He was for many years President of the Franklin Countj 
AgricnUural Society, and held that position when he died. He heW 
for many years the position of a trustee of the State Reform Sclioo 
at Westboro. He gave much of bis lime and attention to the Pov 
ers Institute, an institution of edncation, situated in his own town 
and also to the County School Association nf Franklin, In bis ov 
religions denoini nation his views were well defined, and his laboril 
incessant. For many years he was superintendent of the Sabbath 
School of bis religious society. He was a life member of the Amen 
lean Unitarian Association and of the American Bible Society. Hi 
was much resorted to for the settlement and management of estated 
and as an arbiter in ccmtruvereies between men; and all that he un 
dertook to do was nure to be faithfally and exactly performed. 

As an antiquarian, bis labors comnienced early, and continue 
throughout his life. In 1834 he published in a newspaper called thi 
Franklin Mtrcurf, an historical sketch uf BernardstoTi, carelnlly pre 
pared, and constituting the fonndation of a more elaborate worl 
which he bad nearly completed at the time of his death. He pre 
pared and delivered before many lyceums, a lecture on the Shay^ 
insurrection, which combined and preserved msmy illustrative locaf 
details. In 1855 he published a volume i*f 660 pages, containing i 
genealogy of the Cushman family froni ITjIT to 1855, a work whos 
accuracy and tlioronghnesa leaves ver}' little to be done by those wb<l 
after him may undertake to glean the same field. 

In 1855 and 1858 be presided at the great gatherings atPlymowtl 
of members of the Cushman family, who then assembled from all 
parts of the United States to do honor to the ancestry whose virtue 
had illustrated tlte name. 

During the last years of his life he does not seem to have exbibib^ 
ed an active interest in the details of politics. He had always been 
most fortunate and happy in his domestic relations. His house be- 
came year alter year the centre of a cordial and genial ho8i>itality, 
long to be remembered by those who enjoyed it; and, as his life rip^^H 
ened^ he occupied himself more and more in shaping the plans byJH 
which hie memory was to be kept green in the community where so^^ 
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many fiacccssive generatious of his ancestors had lived and died. 
W\9 means were in part iiilierited, but were all the result of careful 
tbrift» nnmingleil with Bpeculatioti and nnHtairicd by fraud. No maa 
ever better deserved tlie praise implied in tbe old nionuraeutal lines 

No folly wjisted hU paterniil store; 

Ko guilt, or sordid iLvariadf madti it more. 

His journals, carefully kept for many years^ are foil of evidences 
of earuest leli^iouB fuelling, and they also reflect day by day tbehap- 
pioess of a well ordered and weU spent life. 

In August, 1863, three months before his death, one of the most 
cberighed plans of his life ti>ok shape in the complelion and dedica- 
tion of a pnldic library which be bad endowed and presented to the 
town of Bernardston, under conditions and limitations which make 
it practically certain lliat all tlie people^ without distinction of «ect 
or position, will for generations to come enjoy its benefits. His 
will, prepared by bitiiself imt long before bis death, and leaving the 
bulk of his property to ptibtlic uaes^ is the embodiment of the pre- 
vailing idea to which all the labors and the economies of bis life 
pointed — that in iberegion where he had lived, hisname should be iden- 
tified from geuerutioD to generation and frcnn age to age, with edu- 
catiou atid with the moral anri iintnstrial progress of the people, 
Tbe desire which dictated his beqiieate is as universal as human ua- 
tiire itself, and lies at the foundation of social progress j btit it is 
not in many men as abaorbing as it was in him. *^ Strong men" it 
I baa been said, '* have wills; weak men bave wishes." Mr. Oush- 
^Mpau'ii kindliness and reticence of manner veiled a remarkable force 
^Kf will and tenacity of purpose. Those qualities, well directed, made 
^^pm efficiently itsefnl in Hie, and the recollection of them and tbeir 
H^Bsults will not perish in his death.

The eteel plat^ engraving of Mr, Cushman, mentfoned above, hti 
been received from the estate by the society, and impressiona from 
it accompany'' this memoir. 

Hon. Hugh W. Greene, editor of the TVop Whig, a personal friend 
of the deceased, wrote an obituary notice of him which we copy, as 
follows t — 

'* It has been the good fortune of the author of tbla article to en* 
joy an intimate personal acquaintance with Gov. Cushman during 
the last few years of hia life; and, althnugh then widely separated 
from him, the iuteiligence of his sudden decease came toua as a deep 
personal sorrow. He was emphatically a ChriHtian gentleman, ani" 
in all he said and did, illustrated the virtues and graces of that hi 
character. He held many and important public trusts, and dtscharj 
ed the duties of all of them to the universal acceptance of the pu 
lie. But it was as & privalt citizen, with a wide and well improv 
field of usefulness, that ije will be the longest and most fa\^orab] 
remembered. He was literally the father of the town of Bernardstoi 
where he resided; and there was not one of its interests that did n 
receive his paternal care, and which he did not strengthen by munii 
cent pecuniary aid. He wan a devoted Chris^tian, and for many years 
member of the Unitarian Church; hut his benevotence was never cii 
cumacribed by his creed, for it flowed out wherever there was 
barren spot to be refreshed by kindly sympathy or material aid, 

** No public improvement and no private want appealed to him in^ 
vain. He was generous with discrimination; never giving from i 
pulse, but as the result of a conviction of duty, and becaui 
he believed that what he gave was worthily and judicionalj 
bestowed. Possessed of an ample fortune, and blesseil with a pari 
ner fitted to adorn it, he dispensed an elegant hospitality, which will 
long be remembered by a large circle of intelligent and cidtivated 
men, who were accustomed to gather around his fireside, and who 
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will always remember bim as the kiDcl host, the appreciative frieod, 
the pure aud hout'Ht gentleman." 

Ati Arid resH deli ve red at hm futienU in Berimrdstmi, Nov. 24, 1863, 
by Rev. John B. Green, pustor of tlie First Congregaliuniil Church 
there, 4jtis lieeu printed. We make a Biugle extract: — 

** A« a neighbor and friend, few will mlm him more than mj^elf. 
I shall mies the curdial welcomo with wliicli he u»ed to greet me at 
tht^ threshold; I ehalt miss tlje kindly buBpitality whieh was at all 
times extended; I aliall midH the pleasant and inHtmettve cunveraa- 
tioii with which, ont of his liirge store of knowledge, he used tu de- 
light me; I shall miss his fatherly connsel, which no one better than 
myself knows how much I ueed, and which was ao tenderly and feel* 
*"R'y given; I shall miss his mardy form and intelligent face in this 
house of God, go dear to tiis heart; I shall miss him all the more 
from the fact that no trifles could keep him away. Always in his 
place nn the Sabbath, an intelligent and sittenlive listener, — flome- 
thing Bure to be appreciated by every preacher of the gospel, I 
shall miss him from his pew. Bat ahnve all, shall I misahis upright 
example; his living ilhmtration of the Sermon on the Mount, whose 
mighty principles guided his walk among men." 

At the conclusion of the Rev. Mr. Green's discourse, the Rev. John 
F. Moors, of Greenfield, who had been hmg an intimate friend of Mr, 
Cnahraan, made some remarks upon his life and chiiractcr, which aro 
printed in the appendix to that discourse. A brief quotation from it, 
will close this note: — 

*' He was emioently a buBinesa man; and, while he had a wonder- 
ful method and accnracy of detail, he had a mind capable of grasp- 
ing great principles. He was one in whom we all put confidence. 
We trusted alike in his ability and integrity* Wo knew that what- 
ever he undertook would be done, and well done. He has left a 
memorable example of utitlring industry aud couscientioua fidelity.''

q{ them, either personally or by deputy, to visit the whole of hi 
province as often as he should think fit» to convene before htm al 
manner of persona who pretended to the use of arms, or were styl 
esquires and gentlemen, and to cause those thus summoned to sho* 
bj what antbority^ they claimed the distinction. In fnrthi^rance 
their arduous and oftimes invidious duties, great and almost ui 
i^easonable powers were granted to them. They had fall power am 
license, not only to enter, upon reasonable request and at reasonaUr 
hours of the day, into all churches, castles, houses, and other pta 
to peruse therein all arms, cognizances, crests, and other devicei 
and to record the same, with the descents, marriages, and issue, 
Kegister Books, — whicti are oow so well known as the Visitations, 
but also to correct and reform all bearings unlawfully usurped 
inaccurately adopted, and in certain cases to reverse, pull down, a 
deface the same* The mode of procedure wa« this; On arriving 
the place wherein the Visitation was to be holden^ the provincial kiuj 
issued a waiTaot, directed to the high constable of the hundred, or 
the mayor or chief oJScer of the district, commanding him to wa 
the several knights, esquires, and gentlemen, particularly named 
such warrant, as w^ell us all others within hia jurisdiction, to appei 
personally before him, at the house and on the day specified, aud 
bring with them such arms and crests as they then bore, together wi 
their pedigrees and descents^ and such evidences and ancient writin 
as may justify the same in order to their being registered. On tl 
day appointed, the provincial king or his deputy attended, and so' 
long UB the laws of chivalry were honored and este<?raed, general 
attention and respect were paid to these summonses; attested pedi- 
grees were submitted to the heralds, and thus were produced the 
important registrations of which I am speaking, and which have 
preserved to the present period many a line of descent that would 
otherwise havci biTii irrelrievably lost. With the lapse of years, ho 
ever,lhe estimation In which the Visitations were held gradually di 
away, and after the Revolution of 1688 all the efforts of the decay* 
Court of Chivalry were nnavaijing to continue their operation. Qn© 
the circumstances that tended most eflfectually to their destruction was 
the incompetence and dishonesty of the persons who were deputed b; 
the heralds to collect imformattou. True it is, that when these illioi' 
proceedings were discovered, the delinquents suffered fine and \np 
prisonment, and we have on record a carious document which alludes 
to a far severer punishment ; being a warrant from the Earl of Esse 
Earl Marshnf, U* Robert Tress well, Somerset Herald, dated Dec. 31, 
1597, signed by Dethick, Camden, and Segar, and directed to al 
juaticea of the peace, constables^ and headboromghB, authorizing tha 
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spptehcnsion of oneiW. Dakyiis, *' a notable dealer m arms andf 
maker uf false pedi^rec*^, for which faulty about xx years pa^ti he^l 
loftt ont' of hiii eats" 

The Vieitationa made tiuder tlie early commissions are in many ^ 
instances a narrative, aud (as may be supposed in their commence- ■ 
ment) meagre in detail, sometimes coulaining little more than notes ™ 
of arms of the gentry^ and the Foiinder« and Priore of monasteries, 
and seldom exhibiting more tlian the lineal descendiug lino of the 
family ; snbsequntly tbey asstmie a more important form, affording 
full and aocnrate statements of pedigrees^ and supplying collateral ™ 
details. The various entries are in most cases attested by the signa*^ 
tnresof the beads of theljouse, and occasionally by persons on their 
■ half. 

The earliest of the Vieitatione, recorded in the College of Arm9,J 
took place in 1529, comprising the counties of Olonreeter, Worcester,! 
•'Oxford, Wilts, Berks and Stafford, and at intervals of abont twenty*; 
five years, they continued to be made until their final discoirtinnancCil 
towards the close of the seventeenth century. The originals of thesdl 
records are, with some exceptions, in the College of Arms. Variou*J 
Iranscripts^ however, exist, and the library of the British Musenm iftl 
inrpassingly rich in its collection of heraldic Mss, That great 
tiAlton&l Institution, now so ably presided over by Antonio Paniz%i,J 
"Esq., contains some of the original Visitations, and copies of most of 
the others, and the care with which they are indexed, and the facility! 
afforded by the attention and valuable assistance constantly and ncHi 
reservedly afforded by the intelligent Librarians at the Muf^enm' 
Readii»g-R(K>m, render the consultation of these important documents 
a matter of not the slighted difficulty to the veriest neophyte in 
hearaldic research. In some of the libraries at Oxford, Cambridge 
especially in Queen's College in the former University, and in Caiufl 
College in the latter, and in many private collections, such as thft| 
gplendidly rich one of Sir Thomas PhiHipps, Bart,, at Middle HsllJ 
CO. Worcester, these documents may frequently be met witl 
I annex the dates of the various Visitations, printing within hrackels 
each of those of which there is not a copy in the Rrilish Museum

But tbo^ he was of such an honourable extract, yet bis parents be- 
ing in an infant country and a place destitute both of a minister and 
scboolmaater, and having bad their estate ruined by tbe Indians, it 
ean't be thought tbey were under advantage to give their children 
EDUcb of an education. For these reasons, I suppose, it was that so 
great a genius as Governor Wolcott's suffered so rnneh, for want of 
a anitable education; and indeed in this bo suffered extremely; for I

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have heard him say he never was a member of a school, a day in hi^ 
life. At about twelve years of age, he was put out as an apprentice 
Id this service he continued unnoticed til! 21; after which, he set fo 
himself (without any pat rimony worth mentioning) on the east side i 
the river; where, by the blessing of God, on his fnigalily and indnstr 
he acquired, and hati left to his beire, a plentiful fortune for thil 
country. He married MIsb Sarah Drake of this town, a lady highlj 
esteemed for her many valuable qualities; with whom he lived ii 
perfect harmony amity for forty tive years, and hy whom he had fif 
teen children, sons and daughters." One son was ** the Boiu Roge 
Woloott, jiin, Esq; of Windsor, a member of his Majesty^s counc 
for the colony of Connecticut, and one rif tho judges of the hon, ih 
superior cuurt of said colony. This gentleman was universally 
teemed for his distinguished accomplishments, natural and acquired 
He was an able statesman, a most valuable friend and an exemplar 
christian. He died October 19th n&9 in his 56lh year." 

Gov. Wolcott wan representative, member of the council, jud^ 
deputy-governor, chief jedge of the superior court, and finally goi 
ernor, " In the expedition againat Canada in the year 1711, he weB 
commissary of the Connecticut forces: and in that successful exp6 
dition against Lonisborg, which has gained so much renown to thi 
American arms, he aiietuined the couimisaioa of major-general of th 
army." 

"In his own person he was frugal, chaste, and temperate. Yief 
him at the head of a family, he was a kind husband, a good fathej 
and a compassionate master .,,... He was very easy of accesfl 
free, affable and unaffected in conversation. He was a man of readi 
wit and great humor, . . , He was one of t!ie most agreeable men i| 
conversation, I was ever acquainted with." &c. &c.

To our Tnind, 
there can be no doubt that he has fully settled the question of the 
authorship of the letters bearint? the signature of Maasachusetteiisia. 
After this last article was published in the Transcript, Mr. Sargent 
receiperl a long letter from the late Hon Francis Baylies, of Taunton, 
containing additional facts in proof of the claim of Judge Leonard. 
This letter u among the documents before me ulioned, deposited by Mr* 
Sargent in the library of the New England Historic 'Genealogical 
Society. 

DAJIEEL LbO!T-UU) OE JoifATHA| SbWAU,? 

In 1824 Mr. William Tudor published his life of James Otis. After 
-«Aayii'g that the letters of Massachusetteiisis have been usually aaerib* 
" ed to Jonathan Sewall» he says, in a note on page 112. ** That he 
was the author of Massachusettensis, however, has been recently 
contradicted A gentleman of high respectability in Nova Scotia 
asserts, ol his own positive knowledge that these papers were written 
by Mr, Leonard, formerly of Massachusetts* but since, chief justice 
of Bermuda/* The gentleman of Nova Scotia is now well known 
to have been the Hon. Ward Chipman, who graduated at Harvard JU 
1770; became a judge of the Supreme Court of New Brunswick, and 
president of that province; and died at Frederickton, Feb. 9, 1824, 
He was a native of MassachuseltSt a royalt.st, and quitted Boston at 
the time of the evacualion, in 1776. The manner in which he 
obtained his ** poutive knowledge** will be explained hereafter, 

Mr. George Atkinson Ward, in his biographical notice of Daniel 
Leonard, appended to his highly interesting memoirs of Samuel Cur- 
wen, ascribes to Mr. Leonard the authorship of the letters in question. 
Mr. Lorenzo Sabine, in his valuable work/the " American Loyalists/' 
observes: **A series of papers, signed Massachusettensis which John 
Adams, as Novanglus, answered were for a long time attributed to 
Jonathan Sewall; but it is now well ascertained that they were 
written by Mr> Leonard." Neither of these gentlemen, however, 
supports his assertion, which is wholly adverr^e to the popular opinion, 
by the production of any facts whatever- 
It is now time to inquire if Mr Adams, himself, died in the faith 
that Sewall was the author of these letters. In answer to a letter 
from me, Mr, William Baylies, of West Bridgewater, states that, after 
the republication of the letters in 1810, the Hon. Abraham Holmes, 
of Rochester, informed him, *' that at an interview he (Mr, Holmes) 
had with President J. Adams, at Quincy» Mr. A. said, that be had 
34 
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supposed that Mr. Sewall was the writer of the Massachusetteusia 
letters, but that he had been convinced^ that he was mistaken, and 
that Daniel Leonard was the author." 

The correctness of t Ids statement will be abundantlj established. 
In the •* Works of John Adams/* Vol 11. page 405, Mr, Charles 
Francis Adams, the editor, sajs. in a note, '* Massacbnscttensis is 
now understood to have been the work of Judge Leonard, although Mr. 
Adams, until a very late period of his life, supposed it to have come 
from the other gentleman i;amed,*' meaning Jonathan SewalL In re- 
ply to a note from me, to Mr. Charlei* Francis Adams, inquiring if 
by the words, " until a very late period of his life,*' he meant to say 
'"^at his grandfather harl, at any time, changed his mind upon this 
abject, and if there was any cTidence of that fact, Mr. C. F. A- very 
kindly supplied me with the following copy of a passage, contained in 
a letter from his grandfather to the Hon. Abraham Holmes, of 
Rochester, dated Oct. 14, 18?1; ** I had however great reason to 
suspect that I was mistaken in imputing Massachusettensis to Mr. 
SewalL The testimony of Judge CLipman, of St John's, New Bnins* 
wick, and of Judge Leonard, of London, both of them authorities 
too respectable to be contradicted, ascribes these papers to Mr. Daniel 
Leonard. This makes no alteration in the argument, but the jui 
»uum cuiquB is of eternal obligation, I have had in the early port 
of my life, nearly equal esteem for both of these characters, and am 
willing that justice should be done between them." 

I am not aware that a tittle of evidence exists to support the 

rcpinion, that Sewall was the author of these letters, than that which 

directly or indirectly proceeds from John Adams. His diary and 

autobiography were sealed volumes to the world until within a few 

months; the seals of these highly int^esting books were broken, in 

part, by his grandson. The world, therefore, until within a brief space, 

never knew that Mr, Adams suspecttd, seventy-seven years ago, in 

1774, that the letters in question were written by Jonathan Sewall 

and Daniel Leonard. The world knew not, that, thirty years ago. in 

1^182 L Mr, Adams had declared in writing to the Hon. Abraham 

lolmesi of Rochester, an opinion, that Jonathan Sewall wa$ not ti>a 

luthor of these letters, and that Daniel Leonard u>as. This was 

known to a very limited number of persons* All the world kn»'W 

l>ras the very positive and impressive averment of Mr, Adams, in 

1 18 19. in the preface to the volume of republished letters, that h§0 

ihnttp thim to hi written by Jonathan SewalL His habits of accuracj 

were universally acknowledged, and the world fastened its faith upon 

' the sleeve of this illustrious deponent, 

There now remains not one iota of testimony, to support tha 
I opinion that Sewall was the author. Let us then inquire who was' 
Mr. Adams admits, that Daniel Leonard was the author, fQ~ 
Taunton, where Leonard resided, this is the common faith, and has 
been so ever since the revolution. 

In reply to a note from me, Mr. Ellis Ames, of Canton, Masa., in- 
forms me, that Dr, Baylies, of Digbton, the father of Mr, William 
Baylies of West Bridge water, married the sister of Daniel Leonard 
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first wife; and that Dr. Baylies and Daniel Leonard were classmates, 
I find them, in the class of 1760* at Harvard. Their habits of in- 
timacy may well be inferred from these facts* Now, Mr, WiUiam 
Baylies writes thus, in his letter, already referred to — " He'' (Judge 
Leonard) ** was frequently mentioned, in my father^s family» in oon- 
Bction with Massachusettensis. It was my father's opinion that 
If. Leonard was the author of the letters.'* Mr, William Baylies, 
I support of this opinion, refers to John Trumbull's McFingal, as 
ithority in point. To show the application of TruaibulTs lines Mr, 
aylies says: '' It is well known, botu historically and traditionally, 
llat Daniel Leonard had a pnssion for cards and was fond of dress 
He was the original of Beau Trumps, a character in Mrs. Warren^s 
Group. President Adams says ' he, Mr. L. adopted great style and 
display, in hU dnsi and manners/ and I heard the late Judg(» R, T. 
Paine say, in speaking of Mr. L., ' Daniel was a ¥ery clover fellow, 
but he was too fond of cards, and never was easy in oompany, till 
■ cards were introduced,' " 

Let me now apply this description. The two first cantos of Mc* 

ringal were published in Philadelphia seventy-six years ago, in the 

ill of 1775.

It is manifest that Mr Trumbull, writing at the time, had two 
persons, in view, Massachusettensis, who was addicted to cards, 
barbers, and the fair, and " grat^e Judge Setcall/* who. whatever he 
vras, was no^ Massachusettensls. 

Let me now put the cap stone upon this comparatively small 
matter. I had been told that the elder Judge Chipmani who died 
in 1824, had asserted that ho was in the same ofHee with Daniel 
Leonard: that of his own knowledge, he knew Mr. Leonard to be 
the author of the letters of MassoGhusettensts, and that h^ had been 
employed in copying those letters for the press from Mr, Leonard's 
manuscript. I had been told also, that the Hon. Ward Chipman, of 
St. Johns, New Brunswick, who has lately resigned the office of chief 
Ufltico of that province, son of Judge Chipman deceased, moved, 
iOSt probably, by the very decidod statement of Mr. Adams, in his 
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preface of 1819, that Sewall was the aiitbor, had actually written to 
Judge Leonard, asking him to say if he was the author or not ; aad 
that Judge Leonard liad replied that he teas. 

Thereupon, I took the liberty of addressing a few lines to Judge 
Chipman, staling what I had heard, and respectfully suggesting the 
propriety, if it weni so, of pacitying the still unsettled question 
forever. Judge Chipniau Obligingly replied, under date. March 22, 
185L as follows: * I hare received your letter of the 5th instant, 
seeking information as to the authorship of the letters of Massa* 
chusettensis. It s true, as has been stated to you, that many years 
ago I wrote to Mr. Daniel Leonard, at that lime residing in London, 
to inquire if he were the author of those letters, and received a 
reply from him, assuring me that he was the author. I cannot laj 
my hand on the correspondence, nor do I rccoHect the exact date of 
it, but I think it was before the death of my father, which took place 
in 1B24. I had previously learned the same fact from my father, who 
had a personal knowledge of it.*' 

Mr. Charles Francis Adams inclined to the opinion that the letters 
were written by both, which his grandfather said was suspidtdn ia 
1774; Mr, C. F, A. was led to this belief partly by a differeno 
in texture and power, which ditFerence he thought ha had perceived 
in different parts. This, however, was before I had received Jud^ 
Chipman's letter. I at one time conjectured that Mr. Leonard 
might have written these letters, as Addison wrote the Spectator, 
auxili& mriorum. Upon a careful perusal of them all, however, 
the style will appear I think, to the eye of an expert, quite uniform; 
and whatever difference there may be in the comparative power of 
different parts, this seems not to authorize the conjecture that more 
t ha n on e h and was in t h e w o r k , Non mn n ino dormitat bmi u % Horn e rut. 
The very same vein of silver is seldom of equal volume and purilj 
throughout. 

It is evident that Mr Adams retained perfectly kind and respectful 
sentiments for both these honorable gentlemen to the close of his 
career. The word tory^ applied as a word of reproach to maiij 
highly intelligent and excellent men, who adhered to the royal cause, 
has become entirely obsolete with men of ingenuous and untram- 
melled minds. My personal recollections of Mr. Adams are full of 
profound respect, not unmingled with a sentiment of affection; yet I 
believe, however colossal their mistake, that the motives of his old 
friends Sewall and Leonard, were as purL' and holy as his own. 

Daniel Leonaid, the author of the liiters of 3Ias$achu$$U^njsi$t wu 
born at Norton, a (gw miles from Taunton, Mass, He graduated it 
Harvard in 1760. He was a member of the general court before 
the revolution. He was a lawyer of acknowledged learning and 
lability. Being a royalist, he was an addresser of Gov. Hutcbiosos, 
in 1774, and received the appointment of mandamus councillor. 

The house* once occupied by Mr. Leonard, is still standing at th« 
southwest end of Taunton Green. *'Mr. Leonard,** says Mr. Willies 
Baylies, ** wasforced to seek, in Boston, a refuge from popular violence-" 
In fact} his house was assailed by a baud of political ruffians, iod 
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bullets were fired into it. His wife, near her confinement, was «oon 
after delivered of an idiot son. Mr. Leonard, in 1776, went with the 
British army to Halifax, Ho was comprehended, in the act of banish- 
ment, of 1778. He siibseqnentlv became chief justice of Bermuda, 
and died in London, June 27, 1829, at the age of eighty-nine. 

The circumstances of bis death are extraordinary. He was acci- 
dentally killed, by the discharge of a pistol, in his own han^i. The 
following account is furnished me, by Mr< Ellis Ames, in the letter, 
referred to already, of March 5, 185 1. *' He complained to the peo- 
ple in the house that in the night time as he lay in bed he was 
annoyed by a man, walking on the roof of the adjoining house, and 
coming up to his window, the roof of the adjoining house being of 
such a heiplit as to enable the man so to do. He thought the man a 
dangerous Jellow, and accordingly got a loaded pistol and laid beside 
him during the night. One day as he was in a room by himself, the 
inmates heard the report of the discharge of his pistol, and going into 
the room, fonnd him on the floor, dying from the bullet, which had 
passed his vitals, and so far gone as to be utterly unable to explain. 
It was not doubted that he was attempting to draw the charge, and, 
from clumsiness, occasioned by old age, unintentionally discharged 
the pistol BO as to produce almost instant death.'* Sigma,

The surname, Watson, Is evidently from Wat, the nkk name or 
abbreviated form of Walter, with the termination, son ; which toii^etb- 
er signify the son of Waiter.

t,give8 Walters, Waterson, Fitz-Walter, Watt, Watts, Wataon &c. aa 
Relived from Walter, ** a personal name of Teotonic origin" which 
^' waa not introduced until the Conquest." 

1. Georoe' Watson was one of the prominent early settlers of Ply- 
mouth. There is a tradition that his father was Robert and bis 
mother Elizabeth, who came with him and two other sons, the eldest 
named Robert and the youngest Thomas, to Dymoath about the year 
1632. We have met with no documentary evidence to confirm this 
triidiliorj; but the fact that there was, in 1638. a .widow Eliy^beth 
Wataon, at Plymooth, who assigned over her servant to Thomas 
Watson, lends plausibility to it. Dr. Stiles in his Iii$tory of Aneient 
Windsor gives another tradition that a family of seven brothers 
eaiue to New England and settled in Massachusetts anci Connecticut* 
De gives several generations of the descendants of Robert, of 
Windsor, who m. Mary Rockwell Dec. lOt 1646; and items relslife 
to oibers of the name, - •'» •♦ ' nju^,^j ii-v^r 
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Georg^e' Watson was a repident of tlie town of Plymonth in 16S3, 
and a freeman nf tlie col*my in 16c7. In 1635, he puitliaBed a duvdl- 
iiig of Dea. Riciiard Mat^ter^on, and bet h me a Ijoueeboldtfr. He 
married Phebe daughter of Robert Hicks, wIjo was a pasaeng'er in 
the Fortune in 1621 ; and whoBe wife Margaret and daughter, Phebe, 
with the reflt of the family, followed in the Ann, in the summer of 
1623. 

Mr. Wataon was one of the most respectable and useful members 
of the early settlement at Ply mouth, holding various offices of trust, 
and faithfully performing his public duties, while his pro den ee en- 
abled him to become quite indr-pendeiit, owning large tracts of land. 
He reared up a family of four children, — three having died in infancy, 
— from whom have sprung many of the must useful and prominent 
men of the colony and state down to the present period, A silver

ONE, TWO AND THREE PENNY BILLS LSSUED IN 1722. 

The Generftl Court of Masftacliusettfl, June 22» 1722, ordered anj 
» emieaioQ of £500 worth of Id., 2d and Sd. hills. Title was accasJoncdl 
by the sourcitj of «t»uil coin, owing- to die mnltfplication of paper mo»j 
ney aud Uh csiiisequeut deprt-ciati*m. Attlie lioie of tlna issue, paper j 
money iiitd depreciiitf^d nearly one-luilf, ai* ounce of silver being thcnj 
worth lAs , while in 1710 it wa8 w«irth only Ss. 

We print heh)w the law ordering' this ishiip, from the 1726 edi* 
tion of tfie Ac^s nnd Lftws of His M(iJ€sly*s Province of MaxsacAusetli-i 
Bay in New England. The hillH of xlm emission aie extremely j 
rare. We have neen only one of them, a three penny bill, which wa« 
loaned us in 1858 by Jan>eH W, Clark, Esq, of Framingham. It waa 
printed on parchment, I t-8 m. fri^m top to bottom, and 1 j in, wide, 
from point to point, the reverse liehig blank. Its shape was hexagonal^ J 
tlie top and hoi torn being fitraigbt, and tlie sides pointed. This hiltj 
as printed in the volumt* from which we copy, is of the same size and'l 
has the same appearance, exri^pt that the bill has a border of prin-1 
ters' flowers or orTianienls, which is wanting in ilu* volume ; ami bolti] 
may have been printed with Ifio some type. Mr. Slick ney, of Sa1em| 
ill the Collectpyns rf the Exxex Insiitute (1859), vol, l p. 156, gives afl^ 
limitation of a Id, bill in his posses8ion. Thits btU is r{mnd, and the] 
, printing, he states, is of the size of a silver half didlar. A square* j 
or M. bill, he mlds, was then in the possession of William W. Greea* 
ougb, Esq., of Boston.

It is the dictate of wisdom, no less than the impulse of friendshti 
to perpetuate I he mem or j of an honorable and useful life. If is 
these reasons that the (bUovring brief memoir has been prepand* 

John Barstow was born in Sciliiate. (now Souih Sciluate,) Ma» 
on the Mth of February, 179 L He was the Oldest son of Jo 
Burden Barstow, of Seituate, and Betsey Eel's, of Hanover^ Ma 
lie was a descendant of the sixth generation from William Barsto 
who» with his brother George, left England in 1635 and came to thia 
country in the ship Truelove. William, as appears from the public 
records, was a resident in Dedham, Mass . in 1636. It is prohuble 
that he soon removed to Scitiiate where his descend at tts have con 
tinned to reside to the present time. The parents of the subject 
of this memoir, while he was but an infants bou|jht an estate "~ 
the town of Hanover, known as the ** Broad Oak/* where they bu 
a spacious and. for those times, a very handsome and sightly housi 
which has continued to be the family residence for nearly Ihrei 
quarters of a century. They were both of them persons of large 
capacities for business, of great energy of character, and of untiring 
industry; and, of course, w^re always *' well to do in the world*** 
The father, Colonel Barsto w, (by which title he was generally known,) 
following the exwnple of two or three of his immediate ancestors, for 
many years carried on the business of shipbuilding in connection wit 
the cultivation of the soil. He long held a promincnf pUcc amo 
the citizens of his town and county. His house was always open 
and noted for itg hospitality. It was often the resort of men in the 
pursuit of busliiess atid participated largely in the social intercou 
of the place. It was here, under the fostering care of the best 
mothers that the son spent all the earlier years of his youth, 
watched the progress of shipbuilding from the laying ot the keel 
the bolting on of the last plank and the rigging of the last sail; he 
listened ,to tlie conversation and narratives of shipmasters and 
voyagers ; he gathered up unheeded many items of information 
respecting commerce and trade, the perils and successes of a sea- 
faring life; he looked out almost daily upon the ocean and wa3 
familiar with its calms and storms. It is not easy to say how mucN 
the early lieiit of his mind and the predilections of his latter life wer^ 
determined by these circumstancei. They evidently were not with-— 
out a marked indtjence. 

Of the occupations of his youth he himself has said that his ** timc^ 
was divided between farmings study and teaching until the twentiett» 
year of his age,*' His first preceptress was Miss Priscilln Mano^ 
who taught tlie town school at " Broad Oak." and who, as anothef 
pupil r of bei'S rem&fks, "for more than half a century had been dis* 
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tinguished In that capacity/* He has been heard to refer to her with 
great respect except that she once puni^sbed hirn without just cause. 
I mention this to show bow early he was accustomed to govern him- 
self and judge others by the principle of justice. After enjoying the 
benefit of such schools as the vicioity afforded he was sent to the 
Academy in Fairhaven, then under the charge of a Mr. Gould. In 
the autumn of 1806, ho was sent to the Academy at Sandwich and 
plaot'd under the instruction of Mr. Elisha Clapp, who appears to 
haFe possessed eminent qualificatioua as a teacher, and who. during 
the period of his preceptorship, about twelve years, placed the Sand- 
wich Academy among the best classical scht3ols in the State. Mr. 
Clapp was a graduate of Harvard Cotlege. and had been a tutor 
there; and, from the testimony of more than one of his distinguished 
pupils must have carried with him to the Academy a rare ability &ud 
a pen nine love for teaching. 

Young Barstow entered the Academy with the intention of prepar- 
ing for admission to Harvard College. He remained there probably 
about two years. Several of his fellow students with whom he 
formed lasting friejidships* have risrn to honorable distinction in pro- 
fessional and public lite. He was in the same class with Peleg 
Spraorue, the distinguished District Judge of the United States Court, 
in Massachusetts, and of Jonathan M. Wainwriglit, late Bishop 
of the Episcopal Clnirch* in the State of New York. The Hon. 
Albert Smith and the Hon. Francis Bassett, both of Boston, were 
members of the Academy at the same rime. Concerning his character 
as a student, I venture to ofiFer the following testimony, extracted 
from a recent letter of a schoolmate, whose judgment is entitled to 
high respect. He says* *' his character and habits were then as in 
afterlife: — the former being noted for the high qualiti.e3 of truth, 
honor, and unswerving integrity, and the latter for gentlemanly 
bearing and circumspection under all circumstances, In these respects 
be was acknowledged to be one of the models of the school. As a 
student he was persistent, never succumbing to difficulties. He was 
particularly distinguished in the mathematics/' And, from other 
testimonies I infer that he scarcely fell behind the foremost of his 
class in the Latin and Greek languages. From my own observation 
I can well credit the statements of his early proficiency in these 
studies. Through lite he retained a far better knowledge of Latin 
and especially of geometry, algebra, and trigonometry than most 
students, whose after lives like his, were thoroughly en,^rossed with 
business- Ceaseless industryt and a determination to master what- 
ever study he undertook marked his character as a student. With his 
high appreciation of sc' olarship, his love of study, and his aptitude 
in learning, a noble career was open before him. The best results of 
intellectual culture miglit well tuve been anticipated as the reward of 
his tabor. But a sendeiitary lite was found not to be conducive to his 
health, and in his twentieth year* as before stated, he turned his 
Attention to more active pursuits. Brought up almost within sight 
of the ocean and familiar from his boyhood with ships and shiphuild- 
tng it uas not unnatural that his predeliction shuuld be for a seafar- 
ing life; and upoa this he soon eutered» commcnciag at the lowest 
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round of the ladder and working his way up to the summit. In the 
progress of a few years he became the master ai\d owner of sever 
merchant vessels cijgaged chiefly in the European trade. 

In the meantime his love of study did not forsake him, and hi 
intercourse wiih the commercial business of foreign ports probabi 
suggested to him the importance of being able to speak the Frenc 
language, then, as now, tlie common langnage of Europe* A ceo r 4 
ingly, in 1814, a» nearly as I can determine, he repairtd to Paris wher 
be spent a year in perfecting himself in the French knguageand in pu 
suing at the Free Colkge cf France such other studies as were suit 
to his tastes and subservient to his progress in li*e. This was durin, 
the closing period of the reign of the Emperor Napoleon I. He oOei 
saw the great captain whom no one, it seems, ever saw withoril 
carrying away a deep impression of the dignity of his personal pn 
ence. He was in Paris dtiring the eventful Hundred Days, in thi 
spring ol 1815, and was present when Napoleon reviewed his graw 
army, — the grandest, perhaps, which Europe had ever seen, — befo 
leaving his capitol to measure liimself with Wellington on the fieli 
of Waterloo, His studies at the College of France were turned ti 
excellent account. Besides several brajiches of more general know* 
ledge pursued, at the same time, he acquired such a ready use of t' 
French language as to be of the greatest practical ^e^viee to him OAJ 
many occasions in after life. 

Soon after his return from France, Mr. Barstow purchased a vessi 
and sailed for Stockholm, vrhere he disposed of vessel and oargOJ 
and spent a large portion of the season in travels in the North of 
Sweden- After a second brief visit to Paris, be again returned home,, 
Not long afrer this, probably in 1817« he formed a business connectioi 
with Mr. Jacob Barber, of New York, then extensively engaged il 
shipping, banking, and general business. During thi- connexion Mr, 
Barstow spent three years in New Orleans^ dt-voled chiefly to t 
management of Mr. Barker's banking and commission business in 
that section of the country. It was also, I think, during this period 
that he spent a year in the West Indies and one in Bermuda. Cir* 
cumstances, it is believed, not altogether agreeable to him. led hii 
to close his business connection with Mr. Barker; and he again turn 
his attention to commerce. He was again for several years engagi 
in the European trade, sailing for the most part in vessels built for 
him in tiis native town. 

During this whole period of Mr. Barstow's early career his 
knowledge of business, and general character, were such as to 
command the confidence of the mercantile community whercTer 
hi^ was known. The war of 1>!12 had gone far to impoverish 
the counlry. Capital was scarce and difficult to be obtained* 
yet Mr. Barstow's credit was always sufficient to command all the 
capital which he deemed it wise to employ itt his business. A gen- 
tleman of high standing as a merchant, and» at that time, member of 
a large commercial house in New York, says in a recent letter, speak^ 
ing of Mr. Barstow: *'I remember that such was the entire con- 
fidencf* of myself rind partner in his integrity, ability and energy that 
wa did not hesitate to advance him whatever capita) he wanted for 
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bfiilding or buying vessels." It is hardly necessary to add Ibat dnring 
the ten or iwelve years in ivliith he was engaged in these v«ri*m8 
purstiits his succefs, if not equal to his wishes, was at least eqiinl to 
all reasonable expectations; and placed him in a position to enter 
upon^ wifler field ai( business liiidt-r the most favorable auspices. 

On Jhe first of January. 18*8, he formed a cnpartnersliip with his 
friend and relative Caleb Barstow, of New York, and embarked in 
the general shipping and commission business under the firm of C, & 
J. Barslow. in the autumn of the same year he was married to 
Sarah Swoope, second daughter of Edward K. Thompson, of Provi- 
dence. R. I.; and added ihe interesting and agreeable cares of the 
household to those of the counting room. In his new business con- 
nectioit opening as it did an extensive field of opera t ions « he soon be- 
c«tne prominent among his commercial associates. His knowledge of 
business on a broad scale, his sound judgment and his unifotm cour- 
tesy madd him welcome in every circle where the interests of trade 
were under consideraiion. A commercial friend speaking of him at 
that time sa\s, *' there was a high toned sense of honor abo^t him 
and a dignified presence that commanded the respect of all wilh 
whom he had intercourse/* He was soon elected a member of iho 
Chamber of Commerce, and a Director in the Bank of America, one 
of the first banks in the city. He discharged the duties of both of 
these trusts with high credit, the tbrraer for several years, the latter 
until he left New York, in 1838, The firm of C. fit J. Barstow was 
continued for ten years with gratifying success. They were largely 
interested in the first line of packets that sailed regularly betw< en 
New York and New Orleans. The tastes of the partners determined 
their respective departments of business. The Ibrrner took the 
supervii^ion of the connting room and the sale of merchandise; the 
latter had charge of the shipping and of the outdoor business gtn- 
eruHy. It may be added that during the entire continuance of the 
firm the warmi-st friendship subsisted between the partners, and was 
serered only by the hand of death. 

In the autumn of 1838, partly perhaps, from a desire to change his 
Une of business and partly in deterence to the known wishes of some 
of bis friends, Mr, Barstow withdrew from the ftjm, closed his busi- 
ness cunneclions in New York and removid to Providence, R. 1. Thit 
removal involved not a cessation of activity, but only a new sphere 
of action. We shall merely glance at some of his more important 
business connections subsequent to this removal. 

While engaged in his previous pursuits he had often occasion to 
cnUivatc his mechanical aptitudes. One of the marked elements of 
his mind wa> that of constructing and organizii^g. His long fami- 
liarity with the building, rigging, and sailing of ships had made him 
conversant with practical mechanics, as his early studies had taught 
him its scientific principles. Foreseeing the great and growing de- 
mand for steam power in our industrial progress, he soon connected 
himself wilh the manufactory of steam engines, theti scarcely advanced 
beyor d its infancy in any part of the country. He at ^rnt formid a 
connection and embaikcd in business under the firm t4 Clarke F'air- 
banks & Co., which after a few years, with some change of partners, 
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was merged in the firm of Corliss, Nightingale & Cot For reftsoni 
^hicb no one knew so well as himself, his name did not appear in 
either of these firms. He preferred to give the prominencj to others, 
while it is well kn >wn that his command of capital and hU rare 
capacity for business were essential to their progress. Indeeii, it is 
not too innch to say ttiat the eminent *^U€cess of the very extensive 
establishment of Corliss, Nightingale & Co., second, as we presnrae, 
to no other of the kind in this country, was largely due to hia linan* 
cial ability and resources and his personal intltience. 

He was the sec nd president of the Providence' and Worcester 
Hailroad, and dyring the completion of its construction and in the 
seittement of contested claims for land damages wbicb were numerous 
and often ditfjcult of adjustment, lie rendered most important services 
to the. corporation. He was for several years the efficient president 
of the Commercial Steaml oat CompanVr wliich has done so much to 
facilitate the transmission of merchandise between <he cities of Pro* 
vidence and New York, This agency, now seemingly indispensable 
to our commerce, and indeed, forming an era in its history, owes its 
success and present magnitude, to say the least, as muck to him as to 
any other single nian. Every day at a fixed hour ihe company de«- 
patched a capacious boat ladened with freight to New York, and 
every day* at almost as fixed an hour, another equally ladened arrived 
from thence. In the construction and equipment of the very consid* 
arable number of expensive ioats necessary to the service, and in the 
general management of the business, the sound judgment and skill of 
the president were too conspicuous to be overlooked. The marked 
success of the company did not iimre to the benefit of the stockholders 
^alone, but to the commerce of the city as welU For nearly twenty* 
three years he was a director in the Boston and Providence Railrosd, 
No office was with him a sin ©cure or a njiere matter of form. If he 
accepted a position be took it with all ils duties and responsibilities* 
As a duector of the railroad he gave minute and personal attention 
to every question of importance which came up in the course of busi- 
ness. There was no negociation, no question of policy, no conlr.'Ct 
of any magnitude which did not pass under his examination; and 
few that were not benefitted by his suggestions. Outside of theoffi* 
cial corps, who were wholly devoted to the business of the corapan|» 
we think it quite safe to say that there was no one so thoroughly con- 
versant as he, with its condition, its daily working and all irs accounts* 
Of these services it is remarketl, by a gentleman whose official position 
gives him a sp cial ri^ht to speak, ** he discharged every duty 
promptly and faithfully, and the iorporation is under very deep obli" 
gations to him for thu energy and sound judgment with which he. (or 
80 long a period promoted their interests.** For thirteen years prior 
to his death he was ti e President of the Exchange Bank, one oftbe 
old and important banks of the city of his adoption. 

These arc some of the positions which he occupied with honor to 
himself and benefit to the public. In all of them he showed thesiffic 
soundness of judgment, the same energy, the same dignity of charts 
ter» the same high sense of just and honorable dealing. His busineM 
habits were exact, thorough and exhauaUve. Whatever once pasK^ 
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hi« examination and approval was seldom altered by subsequent reri- 
sion. He carried to e^iity enterprise in ^4'liich be was engaged such 
large and versatile capacity for business, and such untiring persever* 
anc^- as to render succe.<!s almost a matter of certainty. And it was 
seldom tbat, in tbis respect « he had any reason to be di-satisQed with 
tbe results of his labors. 

Mr. Bars ow was well informed on tbe history and politicat condi- 
tion of tbe country, and especially upon its Onancial condition and 
industrial resources. He bad, at tbe same time, a decided aversion 
to politics and would never cfiusent to be a candidate for any politi- 
cal office. He seldom thought it worth while to discuss party ques- 
tions with those whose opinions differed widely from his own. He 
belonged to the Republican party, was highly conservative, never ex- 
treme. He reverenced the constitution and held to the supremacy of 
law. He had a just abborance of tbe institution of >lavery. But 
until the breaking out of the present rebellion be held as most sensi- 
ble persons did- that its management and the responsibility of its re- 
moval belonged to the states in whicli it was established. Yet be 
foresaw and depre ated its malignant and disturbing power npon the 
peace and harmony of the nnion. On tbe breaking out of therebellian 
he felt himself callt-d upon by every principle of patriotism and 
humanity to sustain tbe government. And though be knew tbe 
Southern character well and comprehended in a good degree the mag- 
nitude of the undertaking, be never entertaintd any doubts that the 
rebellion would, ai length, be crushed and the supremacy of ibe con- 
Btttution and the laws esJabiished in all the revolted states. Nor did 
he doubt that the institution of slavery would go down in the struggle 
never more to rise within the limits of the United States, 

Through a long and busy life Mr. Barstow*a fondness for books 
never forsook him. He v^^as no reader of light literature, but found 
always a fresh interest in standard works on history, geography, ' 
scientific travels and explorations, and Morks on the inchisirial and 
commercial progress and resources of diflVrent nations. On all these 
topic- he was well informed. He bad found time, or made time for a 
large amount of reading and was gifted with a memory remarkably 
tenacious of whatever be had once known. He brought to tbe social 
intercourse of life such a storehouse of general knowledge as to make 
him always an interesting and instructive companion. Intellectual 
artivjty was the habit of his mind, and at the same time a source of 
real enjoyment. If a stormy day chanced to keep him at home he 
might be found with his table covered with books, settling for him- 
self with the zeal of a protessional student some disputed point of 
history, or chronology, or some mooted problem in mecLanics. or 
navigation, or astronomy. Night might find him unwearied but not 
satistted; and the inquiry would be sure to be resumed at bis earliest 
leisure. 

The publication of a large work on English Grammar some yeara 
aince by bis friend, Mr. Goold Browh. recalled bis uttcntion to that 
subject. Many were the evenings that he irave to the critical exami- 
nation of the rules and principles, the grammatical forina and con- 
structton of the English language.

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modes of bookkeeping in use among merchants. So important did he 
deem a knowledge of accounts, that he thought eYerj young man, 
whatever his calling or purpose in life, should be taught the art of 
bookkeeping so far at least as to keep an accurate account of all his 
own pecuniary transactions. He held, and justly too, that it was an 
important element of success. Several of the youths of his family 
circle hare received from him special and systematic instruction on 
this subject. The coursi^ would, perhaps, be closed by the presenta- 
tion on his part of a set of books prepared for the use of his pupil. 

I refer to these unostentatious modes of doing good, not for their 
individual importance but as indices of character. They ever point 
to one who finds a sincere pleasure in promoting the welfare of 
others. 

In social intercourse, he retained in a great degree the character- 
istics of a refined gentleman of the old school. His manner was 
alwas friendly and courteous, but dignified, sometimes tending to the 
formal. He was generous in his hospitality, generous in the use of his 
property, and specially considerate of the poor and the unfortunate. 
Every object of public or private charity was sure of his support. 
The records of nearly all our benevolent institutions will bear ample 
testimony to his liberality. I refrain from mentioning several dona- 
tions, made unsolicited wfthin a year or two of his death, which do 
great credit to his generosity simply because it was not his wish that 
any special publicity should be given to them. 

In conversation, the subject of this memoir was direct and explicit. 
His opinions, on most subjects, were well formed and definite; and 
when he had occasion to state them he did it clearly with the reasons 
and grounds upon which they rested. His manner was ordinarily 
quiet, but when he became earnest in discussion it was often animated 
and emphatic. His look , attitude and gesture added force to his 
arguments. He was always a most respectful and courteous listener 
to the opinions of others. It was apparently a fixed principle with 
him not to interrupt a person while speaking, but to listen silently to 
the end of his remarks. He was no teller of stories and had but 
moderate respect for persons who were occupied in that line of busi- 
ness. He sometimes referred to an illustrative anecdote, but always 
briefly. Jokes and puns sometimes provoked a smile, but they were 
not congenial to the bent of his mind. They subserved no purpose of 
life which had value in his estimation. His temperament was cheer- 
ful and hopeful. No difficulty brought despondence to his mind, no 
danger brought dismay. He worked on from morning till night as if 
Uiere were no obstacles in his way, and then slept. 

In stature he was of medium height, with full chest, compactly 
built; and, in his early life, as I jud^e, he had more than the ordinary 
share of muscular strength and physical endurance. He was uni- 
formly an early riser. The morning hours were turned to valuable 
account not only in making his toilet, which was always done with 
scrupulous care, but in arranging for the business of the day. 

Hy lamented friend was for many years an exemplary communi- 
cant in the Episcopal Church and one of its most liberal supporters. 
He made every preparation for his own departure with the utmost

TiCKNoR^ William Davis, died in Philadelphia Pa.. April 10, 1864, 
_ 53, He was the oldest son of William and Betsey (Ellis) Ticknor, 
"and was born in Lebanon N. H,, Aug. 6, 1810. He was a deocen* 
dant in the sixth generation from Sergeant William Ticknorof Kent 
Kng., who was of Scituate N, E , in 1656, From the Boston Records 
we learn that on the 20th of October 1656 (R^g, xi, 203.) William 
Ticknor was nurricd by Major Humphcry Athertou to Hannah Stock- 
bridge, dan. of John Stockbridge, one of the early settlers of Scituate^ 
Ibo removed to Bostoii about this time, Mr. Ticknor aacceedcd to 
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tbo mansion house of lira fatlicr-in^aw in Scitimtc, wlicre he wa«, 
afterwards^ a promiiii^nt man hi afi^riculturrtlj rnercanlik', arul ujutiici- 
pal affairs. His wife ILvniuih diod in 1665 and he in. iti 1066, Dobo- 
rahj dau. f)f Thomas Hyhuid. Tho time of lii« death is uueerlaiii.**

frt)m MasKachifsetts. The hither of Gov. Jonathan Tiim»bnll, who 
was (;m' i)f the first settlers of Lebanon, cinigraled thither from 
Westfield Mass, m the year 1100, where his father had removed froni 
Ipswich.

Elisha* Ticknor m. 2d. Deborali Davis, of Lebnnon Conn,, in 1772 ; 
atid by bf>th marriaices had 15 childrcrh In 1774 he rc^moved from 
Lebanon Conn, to Lebanon, N. H., where his son WiHiam,^ who was 
the bilher of tlie snl^ject uf this eketeh, was born, in 1785» 

William Davisf* Ticknor came to Boston in the sprinf^ of 1827 and 
entered the oflSce of his uncle. Benjamin"* Ticknor, broker. In 18id, 
two years after, his uncle Benjamin died but he ct>ntinucd tn the 
business until Sept. 1831, when [je was appointed Teller of the then 
ijcwiy incorporated Comtnerciul Bniik, of Boston. Jn June 1832, he 
resigned that office to con mien ce biisiness as a bookseller and pub- 
lisher, at the nld b^iilding- corner of Washington and School street, 
where under the 6rms of Allen & Ticknor, Wm. D. Trckuor & Co., 
Ticknor> Reed & Fields, and Ticknor & Fields, he pursued his d title* 
until his death, his name and firm having introduced to tlie literary 
public the standard works of our finest writers, in a beautiful and 
becoming typography and dress, hia publishing house being one uf 
the most noted in the land. 

On the 25th of Dea 1832, Mr. Ticknor m. Eme!inc Staulford, dau. 
of Benjamin Holt, teacher, of Boston. Of their seven child ren^ Wm. 
D, Jr , and Richard Ellis^ died in infancy. There survive Howard 
Malcom (IL C. 1866) who has been for some time a partner in the 
house, Benjamin llolt, (H. C, 1862) a captain in 2d Mass. artillery, 
Emetine, Alice and Thomas Baldwin. 

Mn T* was for several years, from 1842, Treasurer of the Boston 
Lyceum. He also served on the Primary School Board until he re- 
moved his residence to Jamaica Plain in 1847, In 1853, he was 
chosen a Resident member of the N, E, Hist. Gen. Society, and in 
1857 he was appointed one of the Trustees of the Perkins Institution 
for the Blind. He was Treasurer of the "American Institute of In- 
struction/' almost from its beginning until the time of his death, and 
was also for many years Treasurer of the Mass. Baptist Couveijtii>U| 
as well as of the Federal Street Baptist Society, afterwards the 
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Rowe Street B&ptiBt Society, over the Snnday School of which chnrch 
he presided for nearly a score of years. 

Mr. Ticknor arrived at Philadelphia on Taesday April 6, accom- 
panying his friend, Nathaniel Hawihoroe, the author, who was then 
ill, and has since deceased. On Thursday Mr. T. complained of being 
unwell— on Sanday morning the 10th, he died. His disease was con- 
gestion of the lungs. Fnueral sfTvices over his remains took place 
at his late residence on Burroughs street, Jamaica Plain, April 15, 
at one o*cl(»ck P. M. Rev. Drs. Hague and Stowe officiated. 

As an executor and administrator, he was ever faithful and dis- 
interested, and there are many persons living in the community who, 
In the death of Mr. Ticknor, mourn the loss of one who to them was 
all that a brother might be. Sympathizing, energetic, resolute — 
making their case his own ; defending their interests at any cost of 
time and labor, — it seemed as if, in his warm friendship, ho w(»ulddo 
luoro for the widow and fatherless than he could do fur himself. 

The Book Trade held a meeting April 12, and passed resolutions 
regretting the loss to the public of a respected and estimable citizen, 
and to the fraternity of an able, energetic and honorable member. 
The day of his funeral, some eulogistic stanzas signed, K, were pub- 
lished in the Boston Evening Transcript, 

Wilson, Hon. William M., died in Greenville Ohio, June 15, 1864, 
a. 56. He was son of Thomas and Jane (Martin) Wilson, and was 
born near Mifflin, Juniata Co. Pa. March 11, 1808. His parents were 
natives of Pennsylvania, but of Scotch descent. The father died 
when the son was four years old ; the mother at the age of about 79, 
is still living on the old home farm in Butler Co. Ohio, whither the 
family removed in 1814. 

The subject of this sketch was educated at Miami University, Ox- 
ford, Butler Co. Ohio ; studied law in Hamilton in the same county, 
in the office of Jesse Corwin Esq., and the Hon. Thomas — afterwards 
Governor Corwin ; was admitted to the Bar in Hamilton, in 1832 ; 
practiced law in that place until 1836, then removed to Greenville, 
where he resided until his death. He was appointed Judge of the 
Court of Common Pleas and ex-officio one of the Judges of the Dis- 
trict Court for the second Judicial District of Ohio, by Gov. Chase, in 
Oct. 1857, and after the expiration of the time for which he was ap- 
pointed, resumed the practice of the lawiu the Common Pleas District 
and Supreme Courts of the State. He served as Prosecuting Attor- 
ney and afterwards as Auditor of Darke County for several years, as 
long indeed as he would accept either position. He served his dis- 
trict as a Senator for two years, in the Ohio Legislature, from 1846 
to 1848, when he declined a re-election. In politics he was a Whig 
of the Adams and Clay school, afterwards acted with the Republican 
party from the time of its organization in 1854, and at the time of 
his death was a leading member of the Union organization of Ohio. 

He married first, Louise Dorscy, dau. of Major James Dorsey, and 
a native of Baltimore Md. by whom lie had seven children. His 
second wife was Mrs. Lucina C. Bell, widow of Hon. Hiram Bell of 
Greenville Ohio, and dau. of Jonathan Clark Esq. of Westhampton 
Mass. Mrs. Wilson was a lady of rare energy and excellence of 
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cl»nracter. Slic died stiddeiily, at Gr(»<»nville, June 2, 1864, and her 
}iU8band, Judg^e Wilson, followed her in less ihun two week**. B^th 
died ill cfiriFtiuTi T'tilli atid liupv. He was elected a Correspondiiig 
Member of the Society in 1863.

William B. Trask, the histtiriographer, read biographical sketches 
of tlie late Beriah Botfield. M.Po F.S,A, &c. of Norton Hall, Dav- 
entrjt Eng., and William J. Davis of New York, both corresponding 
members, abstracts of which were printed in the July number. 

Rev. John A, Vinton of South Boston, read a very interesting and 
carefully prep i red paper on Deborah Sampson, who served as a sol* 
dier in the continental army during three years of the revolutionary 
contest, under tht> name of Robert Shurlleff. She was born in Plyra- 
ton, Mass., December 17, 1760. A descendant of John Alden« of 
Miles Standish, of Rev. Peter Hobart and of Gov. William Bradford, 
a cousin of Simeon Sampson, one of the most distinguished naval 
commanders of the revolution — there was much in her family rela» 
tionship to awake her patriotism and inspire her prowess. The first 
male attire she donned previous to her enlistment, and as an intro* 
duction to the army, she spun and wove with her own hands. She 
enlisted uuder the above assumed name in April, 1781» had a per^ 
sonal share in the siege of Yorkto wn where the entrenchments were 
carried at the point of the bayonet, and witnessed the scene of the 
surrender of Corn wall is. She was afterwards wounded east of the 
Hudson. On recovering from her wounds she was engaged in some 
severe engagements with the Indians, and was finally appointed aide- 
de-camp to General Patterson, and taken into his family; and all this 
time without a suspicion of her sex, and all subsequent knowledge 
proves her virtue and chastity without a blemish. Many exceedingly 
interesting details of her encounters were given by Mr. Vinton. Her 
sex was finally discovered by the physician who attended her in i 
severe Illness in Philadelphia* and was disclosed by him only to 
female attendants* She was honorably discharged from the army 
Oct. 23» 1783, — she received the same pension as other soldiers. A 
few months after she had left the army she was married to Benjamin 
Gannett of Sharon, and was the affectionate and exemplary mother 
of a respectable family of children. She died in that town April 27, 
1827, aged 66 years, ' 

Mr. Vinton said that in many years of historical study, he could 
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trul}' saj that he thought uo parallel to Deborah Sampson it to be 
found iu the aiuials of any nation. The story of Semiramis is now 
fully exploded; Penthesilea and the Amazons never existed but in 
epic poetry; Boudicta, Joan of Arc, Elizabeth of England and Catha- 
rine of Russia are great names, but practiced no concealoient of sex, 
and the last two are of dotibiful virtue- It is to be hoped a life of 
this remarkable person may be written out more fully by Mr. Vioton 
at a future day. 

Williara Reed Deane, exhibited a photograph of a tablet in 
the chancel of the church at Haverhill* England, to the memory of 
the Rev. Johti Ward* of that place, the inscription on which was 
printed in the lust number. The photograph was sent by Mr Bore- 
ham of Haverhilli Eng , to a descendant of Rev. Mr, Ward, in Ihia 
country,

The librarian reported 6 volumes and S9 pamphlets as donations 
since the last meeting. 

The Corresponding Secretary reported that letters accepting resi- 
dent membership, to which they had been elected, had been received 
from Henry G. Clark, M D., of Boston, and Henry C. Kimball of 
Needham. 

The historiographer read biographical sketches of two deceased 
resident members, viz.. William Divis Titknor. the well-known Bos- 
ton publisher, and Thomas Sirnes Dennett, a Brigade Quartermaster 
in the U* S. service; also of Sir Louis Hypolite Lafontaine, l^art., 
Chief Justice of the Court of Queen's Bench of Lower Canada, a cor* 
responding member. 

David PuUifer. editor of the Plymouth Colony Records, read an 
elaborate paper on Matthew Cradock the first Governor of the Massa- 
chusetts Company, and the ftmnder of the tow^i of Medford in this 
State. Many interesting extracts from Gov. Cradock^s correspond- 
ence were given. He was a member of the famous Long Parliament 
which met Nov. 3. 164»:. but died May 27, 1641. before it had sat 
aany months. George Cmdock* who claimed to be a descendant ^f the 
jovernor, — ^a claim that had been doubted — came to New England in 
the last ccnturv and settled at Boston. The only living descendants 
of George Cradock are through a daughter who married Nathaniel 
|Brinley« whose son, Robert Brinley, a highly respected citizen of 
Tyngsborought Mass., is now living at an advanced age.

The Rev. Mr. John Barnard of Marbleliead. He was b. at Boston 26 
Nov., 1681, and was bod of John Barnard by his wife Esther, d. of 
Daniel Travis, as our Suff. Deeds phow, though Savage omits the mar- 
riage. In the 3d Series, Mass. Hist. Collection, vol. V., will be found 
is autobiography, a most interesting and valuable work. He 
mentions " Capt. Robert Robbinson, formerly an apprentice to my 
good father, (whose son, an admiral, has married my brothers only 
dau.) was commander of her majesty's yacht, the Carolina." This is 
the only hint he gives as to his English relatives. 

He graduated in 1700, and begun preaching in 1702. In 1704 he 
preached at Yarmouth, and in 1707 was appointed chaplain in the 
expedition against Annapolis. In 1709 he went to Barbados and 
thence to England and returned in Nov., 1710. In 1713 he was to 
have been settled at the New Church in Boston, but the influence of 
the Mathers prevented this. In 1715 he was settled at Marblehead. 

He m. 18, Sept. 1718 " Miss Anna Woodbury from Ipswicli, an 
only child whose parents w^ere both dead." He had no children. 

Mr. Barnard published some twenty sermons, as he says, including 
"Zeal for Good Works," a Boston lecture, 1742; "The Mystery of 
the Gospel ; " "Confirmation of the Truth of the Christian Religion " 
and "The Imperfection of the Creature and the Exceeding Breadth 
of the Divine Commandment ;" besides a "New Version of David's 
Psalms. ^ 

The Rev. Dr. Chauncey wrote of him: " I esteem him to have been 
one of our greatest men. Had he turned his studies that way he 
would perhaps have been as great a mathematician as any in this 
country. I had almost said in England itself. He is equalled by 
few in regard either of inventions, liveliness of imagination, or 
strength and clearness in reasoning." 

He died 24 Jan'y, 1770. An excellent funeral sermon was delivered 
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and published by Rev. William Whitwell, his colleague, son of 
William W. of Boston, who m. 6 Sept., 1762, adau. of Rev. Nathaniel 
Hancock of Martha's Vineyard. 

Mr. Barnard claimed the credit of starting the fish trade of this 
town, and names Joseph Swett as the first man he induced to under- 
take it. This public service alone would entitle him to a prominent 
place in our annals. 

Mr. Edward Lutwyche. — In the Reguter VII, 21 will be found, nearly 
all that is known of this family. It seems that there were two brothers, 
Lawrence and Edward, but it is doubtful if the name continued here. 
The will of Lawrence, is not exactly as quoted in the Register. It 
mentions his brother Edward, distiller, and gives jS50 to his kins 
man, Richard, son of Robert Lutwyche if he desires " to go from 
this to London ; kinsman George Gray of Boston, innholder. In 
case his son Edward Goldstone Lutwyche died, his property was to 
go to the " heirs of Stockett and Robert Lutwjche of the county 
of Radnor in North Wales.''

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BOOK NOTICE. 

L$tten of PhilltB WheatUy, the Negro Slave Poet of Boiton. Boston : 

Privately Printed. 1864. 8vo., pp. 19. 

Thifl pamphlet oonsists of seven letters from Phillis Wheatlej to a vonng woman 
of her own color, Aboor Tanner, of Newport, R. I., which, were read by Charles 
Deane at a meeting of the Massachusetts Historical Societj ; with Mr. Deane^s re- 
marks on the occasion. Till the appearance of this brochure, we had little bj 
which we could Judge of Phillis*s talent for prose composition, thongh her poems 
had been favorably known for ninety years. We agree with Mr. Deane that the 
letters indicate " much maturity of mind and refinement and delicacy of feeling and 
character." 

An anonymous memoir of Phillis Wheatley was prefixed to the edition of her 
poems published, in 1834, at Boston, by George W. light. This memoir, Mr. 
Deane informs us, was written by Margaretta Matilda Odell, of Jamaica Plain. It.is 
Miss Odell's memoir probably that has been attributed to the late B. B. Thatcher, 
as the above date and publisher are given for his book. Mr. Light, however, states 
that Uiis was the only memoir of Phillis that he published. The mistake prolwbly 
occurred from the fact, which Mr. Light mentions, that Mr. Thatcher gave to Miss 
Odell's memoir an editorial supervision, though he made only '^afew alterations in 
the words of the manuscript." Mr. L. issued no edition of the Memoir separately.
